684.— The TUIalii.— The Norman Gonqaest broke the 
continuity of tbe history of the peasantry of England. The 
ceorls of the Saxon are the Tilleins of Domesday ; they proved 
the mass of the people. The word villanns or townsman bore 
no infamous meaning till the sixteenth oentnry. Bhakspere 
speaks of 

A tnut; TillAln, Bir ; that totj oft, 
Wben I am doll wltlt OBie and mdauoboly. 
Lightens my hnmooT. 
In England as in France the villanns was the peasant who 
held land by base tenure; just as the freeman held land freely; 
the former is the forerunner of the oopyholder, holding by 
ouBtom of the manor, the latter is our 40i. freeholder.

ViUeios held land at will, rendering the servioea oustomary 
in the manors. The Court Bolls indioate that their holdings 
became hereditary, being regranted to the son by role of 
primogenitmie on payment of a beriot, the best ox. By the 
BoUb of the Court Baron the pedigree of the villein was tested 
as Btriotly as that of a peer. The natiout was valnaUe. Free 
in regard to all bat his lord who oould imprison him vrithoai 
fear of any writ of Jiabaaa eorpua. In the Year Books in 
reports of trials for false imprisonment the plea of the 
defendant in bar of the right of action of trespass by reason 
of riUeinage, is not ttnoommon. 
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Here is an example, anno 1394 : —

— We declare to yon a tnitb, that hia father was 
our villein, and held land of ns, in the same town and oounty 
where he was taken, in villeinage, and there became father of 
A ; and the said A went away from onr villeinage and after- 
wards came back ; and we found him on his hearth in the 
demesne of his birth, and took him as our villein, as is the 
right of every lord. 

The obligations of base tennre did not, apparently, operate 
harshly. Flight is nnoommon. This is the only inatanoe in 
the time of Abbots Genge and Deeping : but in the Abbey 
Begisteta the entries ot manumisBiona are numeroos : the 
villein was fond of buying the freedom of hia ohildren. 

At folio 24 of Abbot Woodford 'a Begiater is the manumission 
of William, bod of Biohard of Wetherington (that is, Werring- 
ton),* conceded by the Abbot, "ob amorem Dni Boberti bone 
memorie qnondam AbbotlB predeoessoris noatri et avunonli 
dicti Willi et ad instantiam boni viri f ratria Hngonia de Button 
germani dioti Dni Boberti Abbatis. A°. Dni M". CC. septna- 
geaimo octavo in vigil Fentecoat." 

Admission into holy orders of persons bom anfree was 
alwaya preceded fay mannmiBsion.

Tha following letter from Timothy Neve, Secretary of the 
Peterborough branch of the Gentlemen's Booiety, addressed

the discovery of an abbot's tomb at Peterborough in 1713. 
As far as I recollect no writer npon the cathedral allndea to 
this discovery.

Hia body waa quite perlBhed; from head to foot 6 feet 2 inobea long.

OTiioe pistty round, bla pasktial ataff corered with tbe aame 4 foot long, 
the croaier waa lead gilt, bnt npon the leaat tonob mouldered away, thla 
lay npon hia ilgbt aide; next to hia bead, on the aame aide, waa an 
earUien ohalloe, and cover, of a thin pewter, with the impiesBion of a rose 
apon It; the aboe acdea tonnd and entire. The teeth both of tbe npper 
and netiter jaw, by tb^ onmber and aonndneaa, abew be mnac be a yonng 
man probably at tha Urn* of bia death. The cofSn haa not yet been 
aaarched, and no rii^ or money found. By tbe Dean'a leave, the ooffln ia 
remoTed at preaent into tbe chapter booae, where tbe aexton geta a good 
deal of money for shewing it. 

Onr ohnrob biatorlana give na an aooonnt of three abbota being bnried 
before the altar of St. Andrew: John c^ Chaax (Joannea de Caleto or 



OaloeUi), Riobard of London, and William of Woodford, and I take the 
altar of Bt Andrew to be originaUy at the eaac end of thla lale, aa SL

Abbot lUobard waa 82 years old when he died, and is said to be vir 
tltjfatUU/iirauB at ttatura ptUaierriaua, a tall handaome man, bnt thia body 
meaaored only 6 toot 8 Indies, which ia too low a atatnre to answer this 
deaoription, aa well aa too old, for having snob a set of aonud teeth. 

William of Woodford's age la not mentioned, but it moat be anpposed 
that be waa very anolent at tbe time of his death alao, beoanae it ia aald of 
him that be waa appointed ooadjntor to hia predeoessor Richard, and in 
(MtjwKfrtM Jcatudi at Scbtrti AtMwa eontinuo domu* negatia tarn in 
Carbt Befit f«am aUH tatpt^atur. We moat aappose him pretty w^ 
advanced in yeara to be well enongb aoqnalnted with the interest and

abbot of tbla monaster;, which be go* erned for tttlrtaeu jeare and died 
a yoang man. 

He waa aim in tbe bigheit emploTmenta of the state, being at tbe 
time of his death theeantailiiB Regni, and one of the Jndgeg itineiant, and 
dying at London bii bodj was th^e embalmed, and wrapt np in lead for 
tbe better carriage, that apon bis legs and tliigbi still remaining. Tliia 
abbot has an extraordinat; character b; onr hiatoriana, bad an elegant 
taata of baildtag, as appears from the beantlfnl rem^na of tbe inGrmaiy 
which be bnilt at his own expense. He Is snppoaed to be the aathoi Of 
that Ohronloon wbloh goes under tbe name o( loaw^i* AVbotit it Btarfo 8, 
Patrl, and wUoh Is ooDtlnned bj Bobert of Boston, a monk of thla honee^ 

If these oonjeotnres prove aoceptable to yon and tbe Society of Spalding, 
I sball be glad, and it tnte then this body has lain here 480 yean since ita 
lotorment, for he died A.D. 1262.

It appears that the shrine of 8. Tibba was sitnated in the 
Bonth ohoir aigle, and so neat the spot where Mary Queen of 
Boots was interred, that it was commonly supposed to be a 
memorial of her. By "crosier" the writer Boems to have 
meant the crook at the head of the pastoral staff. Ed.

688 .— FnunptOD and Klrton.— I find a very great diffi- 
culty in obtainii^ materials for the history of these parisheB, 
and should be much obliged to any correspondent who could 
BOggest to me any source of information that I have failed to 
discover. Mr. Thompson, the author of the Sittory of Boston, 
told ms some yeaie ago that he had been trying for a long 
time^ but could find little of any value relating to the parishes 
lying near Boston on the south. Why this should be I cannot 
understand. Each pariah bears evidenoe of its being the 
home of wealthy and influential families in the middle ages. 
Not only do the fine churches indicate this, but the moats and 
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other remains of what moat have been stotely reaideneeB, 
distinctly show it. 

There are hardly left even traditioiu of the former im- 
portanoe of theee plaoea. In the well known maanaoript of 
Colonel Holies, who in 1642 traced so many of the ooats of 
arms existing at that date in the ohorohes of Bouth Idnooln- 
Bhire, we have proof of the faot that some old gentle, if not 
noble, families, were oonneoted with Frampton and Klrton. 
It is tme that he was unable to identify all the ooata of arms, 
nor have I been sucoeesful in finding many that he failed to 
reoognise. In Frampton ohnroh, restored in 1891, those that 
he could name were made good : but this applies to seven only 
out of the ten he described. No record can be found of other 
families to whioh the remaining shields can be assigned. At 
Eirton there are as many as twenty-four which have been 
identified : and these are now being restored : but here again 
are several that are unknown, especially one Gough says is 
found in each window over the Altar. Eirton, some 400 years 
ago, was the third town in size in all Lincolnshire ; it had a gaol 
and Seesions-house, and gave its name to the Hundred. In 
still earlier times it was the capital of the Kingdom or Earldom 
of Meroia : now it is only a large village, hat formerly had 
two faira and a weekly market. 

Much irreparable damage has been done to the cause of 
local history by over-neat Clei^ and Churchwardens, who 
often destroyed old records and manuscripts that they oonld 
not understand. Fifty years ago a Clergyman boasted that ha 
had got rid of some interesting memorials " because they 
looked untidy." Visitations of the Heralds do not help much: 
Registers are too modem. Parliamentary Writs, Botuli 
Hnndredorum, and the like, are some help, but they only 
make one long for more. 

There still exists in Eirton a fine castellated entrance and 
guardroom to what must have been a large baronial residenoe, 
if we may judge by its extensive moat and external walla, 
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some of whioh only disappeared about 125 years ago. Many 
ahialds are on this rain, some Icnown and others not ; from 
the arms of Boob bung most prominent externally, I imagine 
th^ were the owners, but I have no record of their having 
lived in Kirton, although they did in some pariEdiea not far 
distant. Information hereon is partionlarly desired.

689.— Dean Bainbov. — Edward Bainbow was bom at 
Bliton, in LinBolnshire, on 30 April, 1608. His father, 
Thomas Bainbow, of Christ's College, Cambridge, was then 
Beotor of the place ; afterwards he became Beotor of Winter- 
ingham in the same oonnty, both livings being in the patronage 
of the Wray famUy of Glentworth. His mother was Bebeooa, 
daughter of David Allen, Beotor of Lndborongh, Lincolnshire. 
In 1619 Edward went to Oainsborongh school, but in 1630 he 
went to the King's School, Fcterborongh, and was appointed 
Grammar Scholar there on the nomination of Dr. Willianu, 
one of the prebendaries. But he only remained a little 
over a year, when he proceeded to Westminster Bchool, Dr. 
Williams having become Dean of Westminster. Before he 
was sixteen he went to Christ Chnrch, Oxford, of whioh house 
his elder brother was a member, and ultimately (at his death) 
a fellow. In 1635 he migrated to Magdalene College, Cam- 
bridge, where he was nominated to a sobolenliip on the Wray 
foundation, by iVanoea, Countess Dowager of Warwick, 
daughter of the Lord Chief Justice, Sir Christopher Wray. 
To the Wray family he owed his advancement in life. It has 
been seen that his father obtained his ohuroh preferment from 
the Wraya. Bdward Wray, of Byoot, brother to Sir John 
Wray, was Godfather to Edward Eainbow ; and to the two 
brothers, Sir John and Edward, Bainbow dedicated his first 
printed sermon. He took his B.A. degree in 1627, and 
became M.A. m 1630, then only 23 years old. In the same 
year he went to be master at Kirton school, Lincolnshire, to 
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whioh post he WEk9 appointed by Sir Jolm Wray. He had 
besn living in retirement at Bamwsll, near Oundle, with his 
mother's aistar, Mrs. Boteler, "by reason of the hot siokneae." 
He did not stay long at Kirton, and is soon f onnd living in 
Faller'a Bents, in London, and afterwards at Sion Gollega 
Id 1633 he waa Chaplain at Linoota's Inn, bat for three 
moDtha only, being aapplanted by one "with a loader voice." 
The otiraoy of the Savoy ohapel employed him till 1634 ; in 
January of that year he waa pre-eleoted to the first vacancy 
of a foondation fellowahip, and in Jane waa admitted fellow 
for Dr. Gooob. Ha had a considerable reputation as a 
preacher ; his style was not florid or poetical, but diatingaished 
by force and aimpUoity. He was oelebrated too for "prompt 
and faoetioua wit." Among his pupils at Magdalene were two 
Bons of the Earl of Suffolk, and two sons of Lord Daincourt. 
In 1639 be waa Dean of the College, and in 1642 he became 
Master. From this he was ejected in 1660 for refusing "the 
Engagement." It is difQoult to follow the Doctor (he became 
D.D. when elected to the Mastership) daring the Common- 
wealth. But he waa not without aobstantial aaaistanoe from 
hia powerful friends. In 1653 the Earl of Saffolk gave him 
the living of Little Ghsateriord, Eaaex ; in the aame year he 
married Elizabeth, daugbter of his predecessor in the Master- 
ship, Dr. Henry Smith. In 1669 he became Sector of Bene- 
fleld, Northanta., through the influence of the Earl of Warwick, 
being exempted from examination by "the Triers."* 

In 1660 he maksa the following petitionf: — 
To the Eii^ mo«t exoellent Uafi*. the tminble peticoo of Edw. Batnbowe 
"- '- "'-•-•— -^ —Motjof Ma"*". cb^>Uin« in Ordlnarr.

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The Doctor waa teetiored to bis Maetersliip in 1660, and in 
1661 was appointed Dean of Fetwborotigb. On going there 
in Angtut he found Major Alexander Blake had left three old 
almswomen in poaseaaion of the Deanery. The Major had 
lost oonfidenoe in his title guaranteed by the Publio Faith. 
He prudently removed hie forniture and petitioned the Com- 
miaBionen for the Sate of Ghnroh Ijands to extend the King's 
grace to him and to afford him some equitable aooommodation. 
Times had changed. The Major had been a decimator under 
Major-Genl. Butler ; had been a High Conrt of Jostice man 
in Norfolk ; had opposed the assembly of the inhabitants of 
Peterborough to address GenL Monk oonoeming a free Parlia- 
ment ; and now he asked for favour I His title was not worth 
the paper it was written on. 

The Dean was not long in residenoe. In 1663 he was acting 
as Vioa-Ohancellor of the University, and in 1664 was made 
Bishop of Carlisle, where he presided till 1684. He was 
buried in Dalstou church yard, and there is this simple 
inscription over his grave : — 

DepoBitum Edwardi Bainbow, Episcopi Carliol. 
Qui obiit xxvi Martii A". Dn'. MDCLXXXIV. 
He was offered the see of Lincoln in 1668 ; but a great 
lady about the court interfered and secured the appointment 
for a relative. 

Two short sets of veisea are attributed to him. They are 
given in Tully's Life (1688) but are of no importance. Dean 
Duport, who succeeded Dean Bainbow at Peterborough, was 
not likely to have n^lected so excellent an opportunity as 
was given by the surname of his predecessor. He delighted 
in lAtin puns and jokee. Acoordingly we find a set of Alcaics 
by him, entitled: — "In Lridem, sen Aroum Gceleetem. Ad 
Beverendum admodum in Christo Patrem, Edvardum Bain- 
boum, Episoopum Carliolensem. " There are ten stanzas. 
His name is an omen of his character. The last stanza may 
be taken as a specimen of the humour : —

The receipts only are 
entered at full ; till the particulars of the expenditure used to 
be engrossed on parchment and pr^erved in the chest in the 
cburoh TBstry, One of these prtrohmenta baa strayed into the 
keeping of the Feoffees themsalves, and has been already 
printed at full in Fmland Notes and Qiteries, Art. 658. The

In what part of Boongate did the VbA (3«te stand ? or was 
it a street, like Westgate? and where are Waokerly Willow«e? 
The form Comben Gate is new to me. I think it very likely 
that this spelling gives the true etymology of Cumbergate, a 
matter that I have never Eiean properly explained. It is 
known that there was a trade in Wool-oombiug carried on at 
Peterborough. Dean Duport has an epigram "In lann 
Comptores noatroa Fetriboi^enses, " upon our Wool-oombere 
at Peterborough. It is not oomplimentary. They may have 
had their head qoartera in Onmbergate, and the street may 
have derived its name from them. I think Sutobers' Bow 
was the short line of houses running north from the Quild- 
ball. 
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Among the earlicBt dooitments in the posBeflsion of the 
Feoffees is a deed of Bale of a meBsnage in Priest^te. It 
most likely refers to one of the cottages named in the list just 
given, and vbb perhaps aoqnired with other title deeds when 
the cottage oame to them. The deed is in the following

Althoagh it is manifest that there are several errors in this 
copy, yet the general purport can be clearly made out. A 
yotmg woman, named Isabel Betham, while under age, and 
perhaps hardly grown up, had been sent to a nunnery of the 
order of S. Benedict at Armathwaite, in Cumberland, and 
there assumed the habit and made the onBtomary profeamon. 
But it waa not of her own free will that she became a nun, 
but under fear and compulsion : and as soon as she ooold do 
80 she made her escape and joined her lover. After some 
time, however, she was compelled to return to the nunnery, 
notwithstanding the fact that she had become a mother, and 
to perform penance. She again esoapad and now openly 
claimed the right to be lawfully married, on the ground that 
her profession had not been voluntary. Pope Leo X. accord- 
ingly direots the Prior of Carlisle to enquire into the matter. 
He was to summon the Abbess and nuns and any others ^o 
ooold speak to the drcumstanoes ; and if he found Isabel's 
account to be correct, and there was no other caDonioal 
impediment, he might pronounce by the Pope's authority, 
a declaration that the desired marriage might be lawfully 
celebrated. The man would seem to belong to the diocese 
of £ly, but to what paiibb does not appear. The Pope's 
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oommission is dated from Florence, IS Jan., 1616. The 
papers in the oaee, which it is presomed inolnded a satis* 
faaiory r^wrt from the Prior of Carlisle, were exhibited at 
a Court held in Trinity Cbnroh. Cambridge, S4 May, 
1616.

(991| fo, 168) is a memorial inscription to a 
rector of the parish stud to be on a ground stone in the chanoel.

"Here lyeth interred the body of Laurence Wiltshire 
Beotor of this place whose Piety to his dear Mother the 
Charch waa such that in the late Bebellion when she lay 
wallowing in dust and Cloud he faithfully bore her company ; 
and for his Loyalty it waa of that noble strain that be did not 
only shed tears in private, but engaged in publiok for his pions 
and Anointed Master And as an enoonragemeDt to Piety and 
Loyalty Heaven was pleased to bless him vrith a hopefull 
Offspring, five Sons and three Daughters, and crowned him 
with length of Dales, dying aged 61. Who Departed this 
life upon Wednesday being the first of March 1681-2." 

Is anything known of any special services this loyal Divine 
rendered to the King's caose 7 He does not appear to have 
been oonneoted with Peterborough, tbe Dean and Chapter of 
which are patrons of the living, and certainly never held a 
Stall there. Bd.

696.— Voimaydan's DlBOOoru on Dninlnj. — The 

following Disooorse " Touching the Draining of the Qreat 
Fennea lying within the several Counties of Lincoln, North- 
ampton, Huntingdon, Norfolke, Snffolke, Cambridge, and the 
Isle of Ely, &o." was written by Sir Cornelius Vermuyden in 
1619. As it is very scarce we think our readers will be glad 
to have it reproduced in our columns. 

" Divers persons of quality heretofore have been desirous to 
attempt the drayning of the great and vast levell called the 
Great Fenns, but they found not only the work, but also the 
oompomng of an agreement very difficult, for they could not 
attain to so much as to make a contract for the general drayn- 
ing thereof, untill of late years, King James, of ble^ed 
memory, did undertake (by a law of sewers) that great work, 
who, for the honour of this kingdom (as his Majesty told me 
at that time) would not suffer any longer the said land to bee 
abandoned to the will of the waters, nor to let it lye wast and 
unprofitable. But his Maieeties great occasions and the time 
would not permit so great and good a resolution, bat it was 
deferred so long, that at last the late Earl of Bedford (by the 
I«w of SeweiB msAe at Lynne) did undertake the drajming of the 
Bald great and vast level so farre as to make it summer gronncU 
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"Hnenvon the stud Earl made ohoiae of diveta peraooa of 
qoali^, who made a purse, and joyi^ed in the pmormanoe 
of thia great eutentrise. And at the last (after the ezpenoe of 
above one hundred thousand ponnds) the said Earl did proceed 
BO far in this work, that it was adjudged to be made summer 
ground, and the reoompenoe thereupon was set out. 

' ' But now notwithstanding all these great expenoes, they find 
by experience, that the lands can yield little or no profit, 
being subject to inundation still (tlunigh not so familiarly), 
whereby the adventurers not only became frustrate of their 
expectation, but also all the owners in general, who cannot 
make that use of their lands as they might doe, if they were 
made winter grounds and reduced to a certainty. TTin now 
Majesty taking consideration thereof, and foreseeing that these 
lands being a continent of about 100,000 acres, which being 
made winter ground, would be an unexpected benefit to the 
CommonwaalUi of six hundred thousand pounds per annum 
and upwards, and a great and certain revenue to all the 
parties interested. And hkewise, because the owners (who 
are very many) could not agree to do so great a work (the one 
being willing, the other not ; the one aUe to contribute, the 
other not) hath therefore bin pleased to undertake the making 
of those lands winter ground at his own charge, whereby the 
said four hondred thousand acres will be made profitable, firm, 
and good. 

"And for to execute the enterprize the better, his Majesty 
did command divers gentlemen expert in these works, to give 
their advice how these lands might be recovered in such 
manner sa to make them winter groimds, to the end the work 
might be performed aooording to the contract. And amongst 
others, his Majesty was pleased to make one of that com- 
mission, and after a view thereof taken, every one of the said 
commlBBioneiB have returned their report and opinion (as usual 
in such oaae, and especially in a matter of each great weight) 
they differ much in their way, and so no resolution could be 
determined at that time, but did remaiu unresolved ; yet all 
of them were of opinion that the work was very feazable. 
When E. James, of bleesed memory, undertooke the drayning 
as aforeeaid, at that time I was oome over into England, 
invited to this work. I took several views thereof, went away, 
returned, and reviewed the same, took advice of the experienced 
men of the Low Countries, and from time to time did study 
how to contrive that work for the best advantage, being at that 
time in proposition to have undertaken the doing of that said 
work, tpgetW with my fnaads at oar own oba^ for a ^ro- 
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portion of land. And my opinion therein I decl&red bat lately 
to his Majesty ; and ina Highness being well pleased with that 
way, after debate had thereupon, was pleased to put the 
direction of that work upon me, and to p«form it at his own 
idiaige, and for further information therein, hath commanded 
to have it set down in writing, whioh accordingly hereafter 
fcdloweth. 

" The Situation of tbs Qnat Femu, and the State thereof. 

"The level lyeth in gix counties, (vu.) Cambridge and the 
Isle of Ely, Huntingdon, Northampton, Idncoln, Norfolk, and 
Suffolk. It is of a vast and great extent, that for its quantity 
it is of the latitude of a whole shire, and bounds on the nor&- 
west on the river of Glean ; on the west and south-east upcsi 
the Upland Countries aforesaid, and on the north on Marsh- 
land and Holland, being likewise in the said level separated 
by banks. 

" There doe run through these fenos eight rivers, whioh do 
oome out of divers vast and great countries whioh lye about it ; 
the said rivers are called Olean, Wetland, Neane, Ouse, Grant, 
Milden-hall, Brandon, and Btoke. 

" These rivers lye common with the land, without separation 
l^ banks, save only Glean and Welland are eometiines im- 
Innked, and some banks there are in some places on some of 
ihe other rivers, but not to that purpose as to save any part 
of the lands ; and for this reason, and for want of a sufficient 
passage for ttie waters that oome by the rivers, all the lands 



" The said rivers have three several outfalls from the fenna 
into the sea, and by these out-falls the said rivers and lands 
tmwater themselves in that manner as now they doe. 

" The level is broEKl, and of great extent, and flat, with little 
or no descent of its own, and grown full of hsseacks, sedge, 
and reed, and the rivers full of weeds ; and the waters go 
slowly away from the lands and out of the rivers, and they 
come swift into it and npon it out of the Upland Counties, 
where the rivers have a great fall. The aforesaid three out- 
falls are of great length before they oome to the sea, the lands 
of Holland and Marsh-land being great countries whioh lye 
between them, and do hinder the speedy current of the waters 
towards the sea. There is much increase on the eea-side, and 
very large and vast semds, all dry at low water ; and because 
of the Point of Norfolk, it makes it an imbay, whereby the 
sands of the sea are thrown there by the floods, and these 
three out-faUs oome through these sands, tod the tydes erery 
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day bring into the month of the rivers a great quantity thereof, 
and there is but a few times suffioient land-water to set the 
sands ont again to keep the out-fall open, inaomuoh that 
WflUand and Wisbioh oat-f&lls are choked every sommer ; but 
the outfall of Lynn hath suffioient water to keep open his 
obannel, and although in the summer the sands in Lynn 
haven overcome the enbe somewhat, yet they do not lye long, 
but the first land waters or next spring tydes carry them 
away again. 

"But it is not only to be feared, but apparent, that in prooess 
of time, the out-faUs of 'WiBbioh and WellEuid will utterly 
decay, by the said increase and sands of the sea, if they should 
remain as now they are, by reason of the daily increase of 
the marshes. 

"The soyl of this vast country is moorish, gathered and grown 
up higher by the weeds and oaze of the waters ; many of them 
are rich grounds, and all would (if they were well drained) be 
very profitable and become good grounds, especially after they 
be burned, manured, and husbanded as such grounds shoold be. 

" There be many isles and rising grounds within this great 
level, and the rivers pass by towns low seated, lying here or 
next unto the Uplands, wherein the inhabitants of the fenns 
doe live in great aboundance. The said countries of Marsh- 
land, Wisbich, and Holland, are fenced by banks from the 
waters of the fenns, aud sometimes they have been overflown 
by the said waters, and have often been in great danger, and 
they are at a continual charge for the mEuntenanoe of the said 
banks. The King's contract is to make these lands winter 
ground, that is, to free them from the overflowing of the 
rivers aforesaid, so farr as by art can be devised. 

" Coiuiderations to be taken in the ordinary way of 
Draining. 

" There is in use a general rule of Drayning and gaining of 
drowned lands, which is by imbanking all the rivers on eatdi 
side, and by leading away the downfall by draynes and sluices ; 
and this is the ordinary way of draining, as is usual in all 
such oases. 

" But in this case of the Great Fenns, I cannot advise to go 
altogether in such a way to avoid inconveniences offgreat and 
vast expence, many difficulties of inundation and uncertainties, 
which otherwise would depend thereupon. For then a multi- 
tude of banks must be made, about 70,000 rods in length, on a 
level and moorish ground, and far distant from the falls : the 
yearly r^ttration whereof would be (besides the choi^ of 
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making them) very great. Tlie head drayoes (whidi in this 
oaae are to be out) for the leading away of the downfall, moat 
be carried in all plaoee through a higher ground than the lauds 
drayned, which will be the greater charge, and those grounds 
wherein they are to be laid, must be dear bought. 

" The towns of Peterborough, Erith, and many others stand- 
ing upon the upper ends of £e rivers, aoA but low, would be 
thereby sometimes drowned, unless great forelmds and re- 
ceptacles be. 

"A great iDConvenienoe would on the south side of Onae, for 
by the imbanking of the riven on that side, there would be 
three or four levels, the one above the other, and all of them 
would vrant a fall all the winter time. And to lead away the 
downfall of them, it must be carried by tunnels underneath 
the three several rivers of Mildenhall, Brandon, and Stoke, 
and that in sundry places, and the water must go about 38 
miles before it cometh to the fall, and so the upper level must 
of necessity commit the water thereof into the next, and so 
into the lower again. And all this length of 28 miles goe in a 
slow pace. And how the downfall should be brought such a 
length without surcharging the draines either in the one or 
other level, I know not. And especially there being several 
brooks, the which in winter time will overtake the downfall, 
and being liberal with their waters (being more than the 
drains and tunnels can swallow) the level would become sur- 
rounded, and so without perfection from within. 

' ' And by the waters without the banks, which lye in oontinnal 
danger of inundation for want of a good fall in the winter, 
and by a wind, catch, break, and nndoe all again. 

"And although each mouth of the several rivers of Milden- 
hall and Brandon, be brought through new channels lower to 
the fall ; yet it will not take away these inoonvenienoes in this 
way. And if by another way the several rivers of Milden-hall 
and Brandon should be brought to Stoke all in one along the 
upper end of the level, and so by Stoke mouth into Ouse ; yet 
that way the downf^ will have no issue neither ; for the 
waters of the several rivers beine all brought into Ouse, neer 
together, and kept vrithin ohann^, will so swell in the rivers, 
that the downfall thereof, which is to be kept under soil, will 
have no issue, and so the level be ovetfiown, and a« it is now, 
and no better. 

"And the lands will be by this way much subjeoted to 
inundation and drowning, both by the rivers and downfall ; 
and not be worth so much in purchase, or to be letten, as 
otherwise : and the charge of the vrorks in this vray (in works 
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not aooompted) will ba mnoh greater than the whole drayning 
will require the other way, vbioh I direct hereafter following, 
" Therefore to avoid theee and maoy more InoonTenienoea, 
I find it best to lead most of the rivers aboat another way, 
whereby these four benefits will arise. 

1, That the wwks may be mode at a far le« ohaige. 
S. That they will stand with more safety and no hazaid of 
inundation, and so may beoome habitable. 
S. And not nib]eot to half that reparation. 
4. And the land of a far better valne than the other way. 

" Dioen Thingi to be obiarvad. 
"And to the end the works may be made to answer the 
diffionltiee the lands now lye in, in the contriving thereof, 
these following things are to be observed. 

1. That the rivers oome down awift ont of the Upland 
Countries, and when they be in the fenns (they being level 
grounds) goe but slowly away. 

9. That the level is of great extent, twenty miles at least 
from the upper end to the fall ; and therefore before the water 
can come thither, within a convenient and answerable time, 
and in that proportion as it is still fed by the river water from 
above out of the Uplands, it must go swifter than the level 
water. 

5. That the banks (so much as may be) be laid out from 
the mooriah grounds. 

i. That the rivers be carried on the highest grounds where 
possibly they nay bee. 

6. That the drainee be laid in the lowest grounds. 

6. That there be receptacles for the waters to bed on in all 
times of extremity, otherwise the work might bee put to an 
impossibility, and a continual hazard of inundation, 

7. And that the towns lying on the upper part of the rivers 
may not be damnified, by patting the waters too high between 
the banks. 

8. And although all this bee provided for, yet the banks to 
be made 10, 11, or 19 foot high, on a seat of 40, 46, 60, or 60 
foot Inroad in general, according to the occasions more or less. 

9. That the river water and the downfall bee kept asunder, 
and brought to the fall severally. 

"Now farther, observe how it stands with the Biver of Glean, 
(to give yon an example) which river drowns Deeping Fenn, 
by the often breaking of the banks on that side, and two 
■lakais (whioh are inlets), whereby the watcvs of Glean, ^riun 
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the bonks oannot oontain them, are let into Deeping Fen by s 
oertain meuore (that whan the water is above the bottom of 
the Blakera, then it) mirneth over into the land. And this ia 
beoanse the banks on either side of the Glean are laid too near 
together, therefore if the waters should be tept within the 
bulks as now they are, without elakers, they would mn over 
and break them, and Deeping Fenn would thereby be drowned 
on every occasion by the breaches which the water would 
make. Those elakers then are made to keep the said banks 
from breaking, lAioh is no otherwise than an isBne in a 
oorrupt body, where thwe is a negleot to take away the 
occasion by a known remedy. It cannot be deny'd but that 
the banks of Olean were laid too near ; for had they been 
laid foar times so far asnoder as now they are, the river would 
be contained within banks without slakers, for if the water be 
pent into a narrow room, then the Avater in that narrow room 
mast be higher, and so rise over the banks. But if it shall lye 
on a wide bed, then it lyeth broader, and the cubes of two 
several bodies will much differ, for yon shall find a greater 
proportion, and also gain a greater easement to the said banks 
than the other way, and room to lodge the water between 
them without any slakers or inlets, for they are remedies 
worse than the disease, and not to be suffered in any work 
whatsoever if you desire perfection. There should be great 
room left between bank and bank on each side of the rivers, 
yet the one river, acoording to the greatness thereof, will 
require more than the other. For the greater the conflnenoe 
of waters, the more room is required to receive it. And the 
more distance from the fall, the more room likewise is to be 
left ; because the waters being far distant from the fall, go cot 
so speedy, nor have that current which they have at small or 
short distance. 

■ ' And in case that all the rivers should be inn'd and fenced 
by banks to free the lands, and that great distances should be 
left between bank and bank ; yet still it must be oonfees'd that 
a multitude of banks in this level must be made thro' moorish 
grounds, in length about 70,000 rod, which would be very 
chargeable and dangetoos. And (if all be considered) im- 
poesiDle that way to be made a snre work, and in such a case, 
divers draynee for the downfall must bee made, and all thro' 
high and valuable lands, and more sluices (which are very 
chargeable, not only in their first making, but also in their 
future maintenance) as may be seen by the draines of Deeping 
Fenn and others which are but newly made, and already 
almost grown up with all kind of vrater weeds. You may 
obscare this in ul kind of draynes of this nature throughout 
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the whole ooantry. So that thereby the works become uq- 
fmitfall after a lit<Je while, and in this way many thousands 
might be spent to small or no pnrpose. But to avoid the 
multi^Dity of banks and the making of many drains, and to 
reduoe the work to a poasibility, it should be so contrived that 
there should bee but few of either of them made. Therefore, 
it is beet that rivers be brought as into one, to avoid nere the 
moiety of the banks, wHoh otherwise must be made. And 
for the reoeptaoles, I resolve to imitate nature (as much as can 
be) in the Upland Countries, for between the hills there are 
meadows, and on each side pastmra grounds or plough land. 
I shall endeavonr to oontrive the workes that way, that there 
be meadows between the npland and the winter ground of the 
fenoa likewise. 

" Hereby first to avoid multiplicity of banks, which are very 
chargeable both in their making and maintaining. 

"Secondly, For that the meadows will be receptacles for the 
water in time of extremity to bed on upon all oooasions of 
floods, and bo to keep the waters at a leaser height by far against 
the banks, and no hurt, but a great deal of good will be thereby ; 
for these meadows will lye very convenient for the Upland 
Country and for the winter grounds of the fenns. And of 
these meadows there will be no greater quantity than the 
imbanking of the rivers by the ordinary way of dnyning will 
take up, for there most be room left between bank and bank. 

"And when all this is taken into consideration, with the 
floituation of the whole, I find it the fittest way to divide the 
whole level into three parts. 

1. The one from Glean to Morton's Leame. 

3. From Morton's Leame to Bedford ^ver. 

3. Prom Bedford Biver southwards, being the remainder 
of the level. 

" To drain the lands between Glean and Morton's Leame, all 
Stow-brook, and so mnoh of the Biver of Glean aa the banks 
oannot contain, must be turned along Deeping into Welland, 
and all Welland into Morton's Leame, which lyeth' convenient 
to receive Stow Brook, part of Glean, Welland, and Neane, to 
be carried to Quyhurne, and from thence by Wiabich to the 
sea, and so those rivers to make but one ; whereby the work 
will be made at lesser charges by far, and also gain a more 
perfect outfall, because the rivers of Wisbich and Spalding are 
not sufficient for want of water to keep open their ohann^ as 
they should be kept, but are interrupted and subject to grow 
up, by reason of tiie sand which the sea biingeth in, whereas 
they ought to be kept open and have their fuU depths and fall,

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for the ground to be dcSTned so far upwards aa into or adjoyn- 
ing to the drowned grounds, for the iBBuing of thsir downf alL 

" To ntake a sore work thereof, I advise to bring the aforesaid 
rivers into one, that they may (in time) gain themselves a 
natoial channel, whioh will be far better than to leave them to 
sondry ontfalla, whioh in fatore ages, (aa is oonoeived) will 
rodnoe the work into an nnoertainty again, by reason of the 
daily great inorease of the salt marshee and the sands of the sea. 

' ' And by this means the old channell of Welland will become 
very nsefnll to the ooontry, by the saese or navigable sinioe to 
be set at Waldron Hall for navigation to water the oonntry in 
flommer, and to Boowre the outfall, and in winter the ohannel 
will serve to oouvey away the downfall of the adjaoeot lands, 
whioh otherwise must be done by draynes to be made at great 
charge, and there is no oonvenienoy to have such draynes, and 
beeide the oharge, whioh is intollerable, the service thereof 
will be uncertain, because there is no place for them bat 
through high grounds, in which draynes cannot be made so 
Qseful as they should, especially for Deeping Feons, which 
are very low grounds, and hardly to be drained, except 
Welland be turned to Wisbioh. 

"And hereby the said Deeping Fenna will be more oertainly 
secured, and they and Slow, as I verily believe, will be more 
worth to be punihased by fifty or sixty thousand pounds, if 
drayned this way, then if they should be drayned the other 
vrey, 

"But why should the two rivers be brought to Wisbioh, and 
not through Welland, Welland lying in the middle of this part 
of the level. 

" I find many reasons which move to bring these waters to 
Wisbioh, and they are tliese : 

1. The outfall of Wisbioh lyeth convenient for the drayning 
of South Holland {alias) Ellow, and the north side of Wisbioh 
by the Sheire Drayne. And if Welland be not put that way, 
the outfall of Wisbioh cannot so well be kept low enough to 
drayne them as they ehould be, they being very low grounds, 
and the low water of the sea lying now but httle lower than 
they, and yet most be sufficiently drayned, and by the turning 
of Welland thither, the outfall of Wisbioh will grind deeper 
and gain a greater fall to lay them dry, and high above water, 

2. And oonaider that the lands of South Holland, by 
descending from Spalding to the Sheire Drayne above four 
foot, and therefore of neoeasity they must have their best 
issue into Wisbioh outfall by the Sheire Drayne, and that part 
of Thomey Abbey grounds, Wisbioh Common, and such lands 
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aa oaasot ran to Welland with tholr downfall, must have a 
drayne between Gnyhurne and the Shire Drain, at a place 
oslied Mtura Plash. 

3, Wiabioh Oatf all and Morton's Leame lye in the middla 
of the level of fenns, and hereby will become navioable, to the 
great benefit and oonvenienoe of the oonntry, and the ontfall 
will be thereby made safe for ever, and the fenns be kept 
absolutely drayned. 

4. By the water of Qlean and the downfall which goeth 
and is to go that way, the channel of Welland will be kept 
open and remain navigable for small boats, and serve for the 
downfall of the ooon^ on that aide. 

6. Welland is a lesser river than Noane, and runneth on a 
higher bottom, and it u more convenient to bring the higher 
and leaser, to the low and greater, than oontrariwiBe. 

6. It will be a less charge and more certainty. For the 
lUver of Welland is more narrow, and Wisbich Biver is more 
wide and easie to be opened, because of the works already 
made by the Earl of Bedford, and hath already three foot 
better fall than that of Spalding. 

7, I find in the report of Sir Clement Edmonds, 20 
September, 1616, by order of his late Majesties most honoar- 
able Privy CounoeU, upon oocasion of the differences which 
Eux»e amongst the Commissioners of Sewers for those countries. 
That upon examination it was found that anciently the waters 
of WeUand and Neane went to the sea by Wisbich outfall. 
And by the said report, it was likewise found good to draw die 
waters to their ancient outfalls, which confirms me in my 
resolntion. And observe, that Gleane is higher than WeUand, 
and Welland than Neane ; therefore of necessity, Welland 
must be brought to Neane, as anciently nature brought it, 
wbioh is now hindered by a bank, and not Neane to Welland. 
And it is very true, that the water of WeUand, for the most 
part, runneth now naturally by Crowland into Neane, which 
oonfirmeth the said report ; and that Neane lyeth the lower, 
and that but little of Welland water goeth by Poss Dike. 

B. That part of the level! between Welland and Neane 
lyeth descending from Welland to Neane i or 6 foot, eiod if 
the Biver of Neane should be carried to WeUand, then the 
water of Neane must be raised higher than it runneth naturally, 
and bee kept between two banks, and one bank will not serve, 
as it may by bringing WeUand into Neane. And in saoh a 
cose, the town of Peterborough, the receptacles and all, would 
be drowned upon every petty flood, especially all the lands 
between Standgronnd and Peterborough. 
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"There &re some men, wluot either out of ignor&noe, or 
for other ends to hind^ this good work, object, that if Welland 
should be tamed to Neane, it might in the fiist place hinder 
the level drayned by the Earl of Lindsey ; and seoondly, 
Boston Doepea. 

" For the Earl of londsey's works, which ran into the fall a 
mile and a half above Fosse Dike, I answer, that pat tiie oaae 
the outfall sbonld utterly decay, then the Farl of Lindsey's 
drayne may be bronght below Fosse Dike, and so fall into the 
deep oatf aU there, where there is an open vray to the sea ; bat 
that oatfall will not decay, but remain always (as the work 
will be oontrived) for the river Glean shall always goe that 
way for so much thereof as the bank can contain, which will 
be a greater quantity than now cometh thereby, because the 
banks, by the soowering of Glean, will be meide the more 
saffident, and also part of Welland, all the summer if need 
shall bee, to water the country, and keep the outfall open by 
the look at Waldron-hall, whidi will be so much as now there 
goeth by Welland old Channel ; for the most part now goeth 
by Crowland, and drowneth Thomey, Growled, and Peter- 
borough Fenns, and goeth that way to Wisbich as is aforesaid, 
and in the winter drowneth them, and all Deeping and Ellow, 
and all the country and nearer towns to the oatfall. 

"And in the winter there will be all the downfall of 
Crowland Fenns, Deeping Fenns, and the Earl of Lindsey's 
Level, on the north of Glean, which will all fall into that 
outfall together with Glean, which will be able to keep it 
saffioiently open for Glean, and the downfall ; and if there 
shall want (as there will not) more will be sent either by a 
drain through Deeping Fenns, or by the old channel of 
Welland : bat it shall not need ; one year's experience vrill 
take away all the fear, for there will be water enough. And 
for instance, the learns at Long Sutton (which ruimetn through 
the like soyle) hath been and is kept open through the sands 
of the sea by the four gates near Lutton, about 7 miles from 
Spalding Outfall, and doth tan but 7 or 8 months in the year. 
Those waters which doe and always have kept open the said 
leame, are not so much as the 20th part of that water which 
shall goe to Welland Outfall by these works ; which makes it 
evident that WeUand Outfall will be kept open. And further 
take examplee by all the outfalls on the coast of Lincoln and 
Norfolk, where all the outfalls are kept open, and yet have no 
river to help them, but nevertheless are kept open by the 
downfall only. 

"It is in use and praotice every day, where the havens or 
oatfalls in the Low Countries have no river, to make a pan, 
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and at every tyde to take water into the eaiA pan, and so they 
do keep open their ontfalls of two or three miles long ; but 
Welland hath a better remedy : that outfall (aa it will be there 
oontriv'd) will be the best outfall of the country. 

" If it were not to preserve navigation for Spalding, it were 
not amies to bring all the downfall of Deeping and Thorcey 
through Ellow, and so to Wisbioh Outfall by a new ohannel ; 
and this is another remedy. 

"It is oonuderaUe to be spoken of thus far, beoause that 
the works may be very well contrived thus or towards Wisbioh, 
all parties provided for and saved thereby, and so well for the 
navigation of Spalding to Wisbioh, instead of that of Fosse 
Dike, as for the downfall. 

"As toQohing Boston Deeps, I answer that the floods of the 
sea oome over all the sands which lye between them and the 
point of Norfolk, and doe retume with the ebb towards 
the north thither again ; and these ebbs are that whioh have 
always maintained Boston Deeps. 

" It is not the Biver of Welluid and that of Boston that can 
do it ; they are but small waters, especially that of Welland, 
and the less powerful whan it oometh abroad into a vast place 
where it is not to be disoemed. For instance, Welland cannot 
make a deep in a narrow channel at Foss Dike, but at every 
low water travellers ride throngh, the water being not above 
half leg deep, which sheweth that it bath neither force nor 
great quantity of water. 

" And consider, that when Welland went by Wisbioh, yet 
Boston Deepes were then : I did not ground my reason upon 
Sir Clement Edmond's Beport, and that there is descent from 
Welland to Neane, but doe likewise take it into consideration 
that the great Btone bridge at Spalding, throngh whioh some 
small part of Welland water did oome in the winter time, 
whioh was of great antiquity, was not twelve foot in the water- 
comae, and but five foot deep, and the stone pillar or pier in 
the midst thereof, whioh supported both arches, was but now 
of late taken away by the drainers of Deeping Fenns when 
they did widen the river ; which maketh it evident, that but 
little of Welland water went that way either of late or 
anciently ; yea, lees then now the downftJl will amount unto 
aa I do contrive it. 

"Moreover consider, that when the Biver of Welland went 
to Wisbidi, then the Bridge at Boston stood firme, and in 
anoient time vrea made with doors to shut out the floods, in 
manner of a sluice, that it should not go higher than the 
towns, whioh bridge now hath none, so that the sea doth now 
flow up with a great quantity of water 20 miles by t^ water- 
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ooune above Boston. Tet bo long ago, when the said rirer 
had not the fourth part of the ebb which now it hath, and 
that Welland as aforesaid did goe to Wisfaioh FaHl, yet Boston 
Deep was, and the town had then a great oommeroe in wooll 
and other merohandize. And the reasons why it was so, is 
that the ebb whiob oometh over the eanda whioh lye between 
Norfolk and it, cometh that way, and so keepeth a deep there 
whioh oonld not otherwise bee possibly maintained. 

"For the rivers arenotmoh as to keep openad^ttJi of snob 
widenesB as Boston Deep is, espeoially among the sands of the 
sea. If it were not for the ebbs of the sea, it would soon 
decay. Moreover, the Biver of Wisbioh ebbs towards the 
north by Boston Deep into the sea, and if the Biver of Welland 
be brought to Wisbioh, it must go that way likewise to the 
sea, as now it doth ; so in this oaee it makes no alteration. 

" It is objected by some that it were better to let (be Biver 
of Welland goe between banks to Spalding, and the Biver of 
Neane to Wisbioh, and so leave two outfalls. 

I. That two rivers to be brought into one will make a 
better outfall, and such an outfall will serve the oonntry in 
general better than two outfalls, and will never decay. 

S. That two outfalls will bnrthen the maintenance mote 
than 1,0001. yearly at least, att all advantages. 

3. That it will require 18 miles of banks more and draines, 
and the ahargos thereby increase at least 20,0001. and 1,0001. 
the year for the maintenance more, and make a worser woA. 
[flurtjiwrri M» Poft 81}. 

606.— Daooj in Bofoh^ Fen,— If the reader will oonaolt 
on Ordnance map of the Fen district, and trace a line represent- 
ing six miles, almost due north of Peterborough, he will find 
the position of a Decoy in High Borough Fen,— or taking his 
stand-point at Pei^irk, he will find it two miles in a N.E. 
direction, i.e,, in the direction of Crowlaod. 

To visit the spot indicated, he might start from Feakirk and 
walk abont 1{ miles on the right bank of the river Welland, 
and there, to the right, he would approach a long narrow road 
planted on each side with willows and flanked by ditches. 
Should be be desirous to foster a quiet mood, he may do bo 
here to perfection. It's a noiseless retreat, and no gun even 
can be, by right, fired within a mile of the place — in fact, a 
decoy could not exist but in a sequestered spot like this. 
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Deooys were once plentifiil in the Fens, in Linoolnsbire 
eepeoially ; at what date invented I am onable to state. Un- 
donbtedly there were Tarions devices for the capture of wild 
fowl at a remote period, but deooys, aa we know them, were 
established in Norfolk in the reign of King James I. 

However, it is not my intention to enlarge npon the origm 
and history of deooys ; my purpose is to desoribe briefiy the 
Deooy in High Borough Fen, which may be taken as a model 
of its kind. The aooompanying illustration* is from a drawing 
I made on the spot (with actual dimensions). 

The area of the grotmd ooonpied by the pool, the ohacnelB 
of the pool, and the trees and shrubs, is nearly 19 acres — the 
pool itaelf being 2^ aoree. 

The snbjeot divides itself thus : — 

(I) The Pool ; the Pipe ; the Soreeos. 
(H) The Piper ; the Deooy DookB ; the Decoying. 

Thb Pool. — Fig. 1 shows the form of the pool and the 
channels running therefrom, that is, the pipes, of which there 
are eight, lying in the direction of the main points of the 
eompaaa (marked on the plan N., N.E., E., eto.). The 
approaches to the pool are oarefoUy screened by reeds, trees, 
and anderwood. 

The eight areas (like a, Fig. I) between the pipes are thickly 
planted vrith willows, osiers, and such trees aa form a 
good shelter ; there are poplars and firs also within tiie 
gronndfl. On the convex side of the pipes there are paths in 
the thickets (indicated by dotted lines on Fig. 1), but the 
ooDoave tide is entirely masked by trees and underwood. By 
these paths the deooymen reach tiie shore screen (B, Fig. 2) 
near the head-end (d), i.e., the mouth of the pipes. Another 
entrance is made near the small end of the pipe (a. Fig. 2). 
This point is screened by reed fences (s', a', Fig, 2), so that 
any one may pass at that point without being soon, even at 
this small end of the pipe. 
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The Fife, — The plan of one pipe is shown in Fig. S ; a to 
b is called the amaU end ; b to c the dbow ; c to d the head- 
end, that is, the entrance from the pool. A triangnlar shaped 
piece of groond, Boarked f, with a screen e, is called the back 
than ; this is designed aa a lodgement for the wild fowl. On 
the side, with a zig-zag line, is a narrow shore, g ; this is the 
fore-ihore. The dots .... on both these shores, indicate the 
spots where poles are driven into the ground. These are a^ 
poles, stripped of the bark and bent over ^le pipe ; they carry 
the set which covers the pipe ; from the head-end (d) to the 
small end (a) the arches becomes smaller ; and the small end 
itself has iron hoope to bear the netting ; the net is made of 
cord, the meshes being three or foor inches square. 

The head-end (d) of the pipe is 15ft. across ; at the elbow 
(c) the pipe narrows to 12ft. ; at the begiouing of the small 
end (b) it is 8ft. ; and at the termination (a), 2ft. across. At 
this point a moveable net is fixed by means of two stakes 
indicated at a. Fig, 2 ; this net is called the tunnel ; it has 
several hoops, 2ft. apart, within it ; the tnnnel-net is open to 
the small end of the pipe, and the fowl, after having gone np 
the small end, are driven into this net and oaptored. 

The depth of water in the decoy is regulated by means of 
small sluices in two opposite pipes — one pipe is thus made the 
channel of inflow of fresh water, the opposite one nms off any 
surplus quantity ; this contrivance prevemts the pool from 
becoming charged with stagnant water ; the depth is generally 
from 14 to 18 inchee. 

The Sobeehb. — These are formed of reeds supported by otk 
posts and arranged as shown in the plan (s, Fig. 2, ten in 
number) ; the deooy men can walk from the small end to the 
bead-end without being seen by the birds which may have 
collected in or near the pipe. The dotted line o o shows that 
after a person has passed the screen near the small end, 
opposite b, he cannot see the mouth of the pipe, and is not 
seen by the birds whether they are in the Pool, on the back 
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Bhote, f, or testing on the wing pole floating in the water 
{yr. p., Fig. S). The ahort, thiok Uqcb marked I (9 in number) 
represent (he leapi (not high like the screens) ; over these the 
d(^ jumps when "working" at the deooy. 

The Fipbil — A well trained little dog is the "piper"; he 
is an indi^ensable agent m the bosiness of deooying^ and ia 
prepared for bis woA by a regular training. He is tanght to 
jump ovei the leaps, whioh are boards, and he generally 
reoeives a piece of cheese as a reward. He is so ditKuplioed 
that when on duty be never barks, ia not sportive, nor does he 
take any notice of the wild fowl ; he comes qoiddy when 
ealled, leaps over the fences when required, and letnma to 
his mastw for fortho' orders. 

The Deoox Duckb. — About forty tame dnoks ate kqtt in 
the pool of this deooy ; they are no doubt descendants from 
the Mallard (Ana» boiduu, Linn). They generally lay their 
eggs on the shores, but sometimes secrete their neets and 
bring off th«r brood unexpectedly. They are trained not to 
enter the pipes, but only to come to the head-end in answer 
to a faint whistle, and they are there fed. The principal 
feeding takes place at night, when the wild fowl have left the 
deooy. In the decoying season, the appearance of the dog on 
the fon-Aon is a sufBdent signal for bringing the tame ducks 
towards the pipe's mouth ; then the wild fowl follow. 

Thb Dbootisq. — The wild fowl generally oome over to the 
decoy in August, but are left in quiet posseuon of the Pool 
till November. The season for catching them continues from 
November to March.* 

It must be understood that the wild fowl leave the deooy at 
night and return in the day (or shelter and apparent security. 
Now suppose a north-easterly wind is blowing, the decoy men 
will take pipe mailed N,, so that the wind blows from the

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point of the pipe towards the pooL The back shore, i, is thee 
a good shelter for the fowl. The deooy men stand near the 
extremities of the Boreens. A small opening is made in the 
reeds, trith a pieoe of wood, so that the man at the small-end 
may ses the position of the blrd^~theee may be " ban&ed " on 
the book shore, or resting on the wing pole (w, p.). The other 
man, near the month of the pipe, oommences work by throw- 
ing the dog a pieoe of cheese, — "the piper" leaps over the 
nearest low fence and rang along the fore-shore, g, and oomes 
throng a hole in one of the fences — the fowl are watched 
through the little openings in the screen (opposite b] and the 
man, at this small-end of the pipe, gives a signal, — another 
piece of dteeee ia thrown and " the piper " leaps again, — tame 
dncks and wild fowl arc by the month of the pipe ; here the 
decoy man throws a few seeds (small refuse seeds) over the 
screen, the tame ducks begin to feed, the dog leaps again, 
higher up the pipe, — the wild fowl porsne him to gratify their 
curiosity, leaving the decoy docks feeding ; the man near the 
end of the screens sees that the fowl are well in the pipe and 
makes a signal to him at the head-end, by certain wavings of 
his hat, which screen he should "show at," — this man, then, 
who has been prompting the dog, oomes to the open, i.e., 
stands by one of the leaps and holds up his hot, bnt makes no 
noise, and then passes to the next, and so gradually drives the 
fowl into the ttnall end of the pipe and thence into the tunnel 
tut, the end of which is raised from the stakes (at a. Fig. 2) 
and suddenly twisted — this doses the month of the net and 
the birds are secured.

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698.— Aljartivk. — Oar Fen ooantry parisfaee oontun muiy 
more things of istetest thui is gBoerally sapposed ; and 
probably most of the old parishes can shew similar reoords to 
the one I here deaoribe, viz., Algarlm-k. 

In early times these places were the homes of familiea of 
some distinction, probably because they ooold so readily 
sorroand their mansions with moats, to protect them from 
robbers, or other attacks peculiar to those distnibed times ; 
almost every parish still possesses evidence of one or more of 
SDoh castellated and moated residences. These were probably 
nailed down, or fell into rain, in the I4th century, when their 
. owners no longer required either isolation or protection ; and 
in some few instances they were converted into smaller houses 
for the occupiers of the adjacent land. 

The "Acre Bo(A" of Algarkirk, written as late as 1737, 
records some of these old houses. For example : — "another 
acre part of this was it whereon y antient house of the Gibbons 
stood called BUerton Place or Castle"; "the Capital Messuage 
wher^ Qso. Lankton now dwelleth called by the Name of 
The Place"; "S' Henry Nelthorp K'., sometime 6" Jno. oi 
Bich'. BoUs E**., holdeth a Messuage called BoUsball"; 
"Thomas Whitchooat, late B'. Jno. Mears K'., holdeth a 
Meesoage & six a<ires of pasture called Toops or Hiptofthall, 
there was sometime great stores of Buildings upon it, being 
the Mansion house of y* same"; "Charles Wood £sq'., before 
Einderly, late Byleys, before Sir Thos. Middleooats, before 6'. 
Jno. Harringtons, holdeth three acres of Pasture Hallyards 
hereon stood sometime Buildings. Upon this pasture stood 
the Uan'. house of the Lord of Bewsolas "; " Dennis Cooling, 
before Proctor, before Wellys or Bamseys, holdeth a Cottage 
called Bamsey Castle late pulled down"; "Lord Brook's house, 
or the Place," is also mrationed as a "capital Messuage." 

Marratt, in his history (1711), states that Ellerton Place 
or Castle was the '* residence of B' John Meares and his 
Ancestors ' ' ; but be is dearly wrong, tor the Acre Book shews 
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it to h&ve belonged to tlie Oibbonfl family for at least 60 yean 
before X737 ; while Sir John Mean was living ap to that same 
year ; and as he retained his land in the parish, it is improbable 
he would have sold his reeidenoe so long before : bat I incline 
to think Marratt may be oorrect aa to EUarton Place having 
originally been bnilt on the site of the Castle of Sari Algar, 
and he gives evidenoe of the bnildings having been very 
extensive, and there are foondationa of a drawbridge, watch 
tower, &c. 

It is probable that in many of the nnmerous names of fields 
we have a reoord of the names of former owners or oconpiers. 
Kothing else seems to aoooant for saoh names as Samord 
Green, Bewfolds, Browns Qreen, Martin Close, Dawly Green, 
Spaincoat, SunderUnde, Welby Hall, and others.* 

No lees than tea oroeses are named in the description of 
the parish, so doubtless oroeses once existed at the localities 
indioated. It is somewhat remarkable that lands retained in 
1737 the names of Chantry Lands, Uie Chantry of Foedike, 
Goyster, the Little Chantry, Our Eddy's Chantry of Eirton, 
&c. Many lands are stated to be held by Knight's Service. 
The book hardly mentions any houses or cottages existing at 
the time, so that where the inhabitants resided is not shewn : 
and out of 2,421 acres hardly any seem to have been arable, 
bat neatly all pasture. This, however, is not peculiar to 
Algarkirk, for I have found in other acre books that 150 years 
ago nearly all the land in the neighbourhood was pasture. 

What strikes me as moBt remarkable is that there appear 
690 owners for 2,421 acres: and after deducting the eleven 
laj^e owners, it leaves to the smaller owners an average of 
lao. 8ro. lOpo. each, something less than the "three acres 
and a cow " of which we heard so much not long ago. 

It is much to be feared that most of the old names of crosses 
and fields have been lost to the present generation ; and this 
is much to be deplored, for they were frequently the sole

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reootd ol put histtoy and anoienti families. The larger owneia 
buying up land, and emfJoying agents ignorant of looal names, 
too often acoonnta for this. 

There is one deeoriptioQ of land I cannot make oat, " ear- 
able." I took it at first to be eqaivalent to arable, bat I find 
It in Bach expressions as "earable pasture," "earable wood- 
laad." Can any reader inform me what it really signifies ? 

I hope the above account may incite other correspondents 
to give OB some partioalars of their own parishes ; for there is 
a fund of information to be had, if people will only dig it out.

From the Hannacript, wblob li allowed in Bvldenoe, la printed fireat 
Part of the State of the Fens before the geoeral UndertaklBg to dnne 
them oomnienced, to whlob hli Name li for the moat part prefixed. 

From the learned Hr. Bateeon, of Hudalen, I had a Uannsoriptot 
the same Hr. MUns which he preaented to Andrewes Bishop of KI7 
Anno 1608.* 

I should be glad if any of our readers could inform me 
where the manuBcripte referred to, or printed copies of them, 
are to be found. 

Armstrong (p. 74) prints oonsiderable extracts from the MS, 
first mentioned in his preface. It is entitled "Belatio B. A 
de Mariscis & Eoram Statu Anno 1640 {sic) Mense Januarii ft 
Februarii."

It would appear that the surveyor oommenoed his survey 
on the Norfolk borders of the Fenlaud, proceeded by the 
Suffolk parishes to those in Cambridgeshire, thence to 
Huntingdonshire and a few parishes in the Isle of Ely. 
That the survey was continued over all the Fen parishes in 
the Isle is probable. In another document recorded in the 
volume belonging to the Wisbech Court of Sewers, Atkins 
gives his "Observancefl made by water of the Ground Levell 
between Well [Welney] Eritb Ljrttleport and Chatterys, Jan. 
A Feb. 16M." W. C. L. 
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700— "Bank Hoiue tHke."— Gw any of the readen of 
Fenland Notet and Qveriet explain the origin of the expreoBion 
"to be in the back house dike"? I have not heard it now 
for some yean. On the last ocoasion of my hearing it, an old 
woman came rather late to a dole-giving gathering. " Why, 
*' yoa are late, Mrs. M." " Eea, 8ir. I'm in the baok honae 
"dike to-morn," she replied, cheerily and lightly. All the old 
people present seemed to know very well the phrase and its 
meaning ; and to onderstand it as implying nothing more than 
merely being late. That generation has now nearly passed 
away ; and many a muious word and phrase passes away with 
them. The young people of the preaent day have their school 
readers, and bare to be broaght up to faoe H.M.I., and they 
are losing the old provindalisms.

701.— Ben Family.— I am anxious to obtain particulars 
of the Seta family in England, and eepeoially in Linoolnshire. 
Knm it the present family of Birr is derived. Peter Sera, 
"of the Lincolnshire Fens," ia said to have been father of 
Francis Sirr, of S. Clement Danes, whose will was proved, in 
London, 11 Feb., 1735. In a MB. pedigree of three genera- 
tions of the Sirr family in the British Museum,* a note says 
"The Surname of Birr is altered from the Qerman." The 
firms used by the family in England are similar to those given 
for Beers in Bietetrap's Armorial Qivirale, where we read: — 
"Seeia Pmsse. D' azur & deux ohev d' arg., ohaqae tdiev. 

• Add. USa. 1»,\». Wit, •!. 
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snrm d' one ^Ue d'or, et aoo en p d' one 6toiIe pordlle. 
Greet les meablea de ]'6ca." 

The tinotare of the ohevroiis is gold (not as here sUver) in 
the arms of Sirr, which an not however registered in England. 
DesoendantB of the SeiB family assert that they are of Frenoh 
origin. The Seers family of Froseia was derived from Peter 
Ton Seers, (or de Seers, also spelt Sehrs,) who for the sake of 
reli^on emigrated from France, and to whom a son, Philip, 
was bom in 1696, at Herfotd, Westphalia. {Deutch Biogra^ie, 
^^pzig, 1891.) It ia noticeable that Oettinger's Monitetsr det 
Data rders to the latter as " Sers (Philippe Loth de)" and 
gives France as the oonntry of his birth. 

As to the Bers in Linoolnsbire, it will be seen that they were 
in that oottnty a hundred years baok, and onvrards, from the 
extracts given below : and it is thought they were connected 
with the Fens at least a centory earlier. Two Sirrs, Joseph 
and Henry Charles, were ofBoers in the 10th (Lincolnshire) 
regiment about 1756 and 1779 respectively ; and Joseph Sirr 
roarried into a branch of the Hall family of Linoolnshirs 
(Diet. Nat. Biog.).

703.-Dik68 and Dyku (667).— In Taylor's Wordi and 
Places, p. 256, we read.— "The Anglo-Saxon die is derived 
from the root which supplies us with the verb to dig, and is 
used to mean both the mound and the excavation. In modem 
EngUsh we call one the dyhe and the other the ditoh," or dike. 
"Probably the masculine and feminine of the Anglo-Saxon die 
BuppUed the original germ of the distinctive use." This dia- 
tinction became more aooentuated in the Fanland through the 
iniluence of Dutch engineers and their followers. The Butoh 
dijk (pronounced dyke) is a bank or eea-wall. Meer, slnys 
(sluice), and dam, are also Dutch or Flemish. A native of 
Zijldijk in North Holland, now at my elbow, is my authority 
for this. From Dugdale's Imbanking and Draining the follow- 
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ing exampIeB are selected. "The sewer shall be dyked and 
banked." "The aewer shall be dyked, roded, and scowred." 
"Ware-dyke shonld be extended along the river of Borne Ee 
and be distant from the river C (=100) feet." Here dyke Is 
certainly a mound. This qaotatton wonld be of date about 
1S72. "Make a certain Bank oalled the New Dyke, from 
Sozel Dyke to Gye-hime ; and another Bank called the Fen 
Dyke from Gey-Him aforesaid to Piggea-Drove Oroaa." Bat 
Dngdale is not perfectly oonsistent in bis spelling, for he 
speaks of a "certain bank in Wiabeob called Wisbech Fen 
Dike." Though be is a great anthority on matters relating to 
the Fens, he was not very partiotilar as to orthc^praphy, like 
othera of bis time. Bat dyke is bis more tavoored mode of 
spelling for a bank, or raised crest. Such banks oommonly 
served the doable parpose of road and boundary. In mote 
ancient writers the distinction between dike and dyke is not 
recognised. Chancer has " He would thresh and thereto dike 
and delve." In Aforte d' Ar&tur (Lincoln M3., 6S) is "Depe 
dolvene and dede dyked in mouldez." Bay has "Little 
channels or Dikes cut to every bed." The word dyckage, 
meaning probably embanking, occurs in a "US boke of 
aooounte of the Participant of the Dyckage of Haitfield Chase 
of seaeral taxes and aseasments by them laide aints 1638 
nntill 1634." S. B. 

704.-OllnthtlB Gilbert Ore^vy (423).— Some particulars 
of this eminent Mathematician, who was bom at Taxley, 
having been given in these pages some time back, it may be 
well to note that Sir Charles Hntton Gregory, E.C.M.G., who 
died 10 Jan. last, was his son. Sir Charles was bom in 1817. 
Educated as an engineer, he became President of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers in 1868. He was much employed as 
oonsalting engineer for railways in the colonies. He married, 
at the age of 77, the famous actr^s Mrs. Stirling, who died in 
the following year. 
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Borne partioalara of Sir C. H. Gregory's will have been 
given in the papers. To his oonsin, Joshoa Smith Beddome^ 
of Bristol, besides a legacy in money, some plate, and insignia 
of his orders, be bequeathed two portraits of bis father, Dr. 
Olinthns Gregory, by Chantrey and Evans. To the Boyal 
Military Hosidtal at Woolwioh he left a bust of his father ; 
and to bis oouidn, Dr. Henry Oldham, bis father's luokory 
stiok with an ivory handle, and the oentre-pieoe presented to 
bis father by the Gentlemen Cadets' Company at Woolwioh.

706 .— Stran^en In Hatfldd UmH, 1686.— The work of 
Vermnyden at Hatfield Chase, and the relationahip between 
the Freneh-epeaklng settlers there and those in the neighbour- 
hood of Thomey, and the great similarity between the 
difficnilties, olstraotionB, and ultimate suooess, of the drainage 
operations at the lowlands m Yorkabire and tboss it the 
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Fenland district with wMoh our readers are best acquainted, 
will jastify our devotiiig a few pages to a notice of some of 
the early ezperienoee of the strangers at Hatfield Level. 

Archbishop Neile'a aooonnt of the immigrants employed 
about the drainage of Hatfield Level shews how hard was the 
pioneer life of the Protestant alien. He lived in a hovel and 
browsed on coleseed. The Primate looked with so fsvoar 
on the Stranger Ghnroh. In 1634 His Oraoe assailed the 
oommnnity at Canterbury. "They are like tipplers in a 
tavern. They come in and eat of the fat of the land, and 
Bhall they not conform ?" In vain did the ministers testify 
their desire to live in onion with the Ghuroh of England. 
Conformity 'was the darling of Archbishop Land's heart. This 
hatah treatment of the strangers oooawoned an article in his 
impeachment. The Archbishop of York did his utmost to 
further the policy of the Primate. He offered the Common 
Prayer in French to M. Bontemps, one of the Ministers : but 
there seems to have been no printed translation before the 
vereion of Mr. Dorell, Minister of the Savoy after the Bestora- 
tioo. A little patience and all would have ended well. la 
the next year a Minister willing to use the Common Prayer 
appeared. This may have been Mr. Berohett, who was bom 
at Growle.

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708.— Morton's Laam. — Bishop Morton of Ely, after- 
wards Arohbighop of Ganterbnry and Cardinal, ia almoBt 
universally credited with far-seeing public policy in his 
draining operations in the Fenland. He is called the first 
who attempted any works on a large scale in the Korth LereL 
His oonneotion with the district is remembered in the long 
canal from Feterboroogh to Wisbech which he constracted, 
still called from him "Morton's Learn." Smiles, in his Livea 
<ff the Engineav, says of him : — " This Bishop was the first to 
introduce into the district the practice of making straight cats 
and artificial liveis for the purpose of more rapidly Toiding 
the waters of the fens — a practice which has been extensively 
adopted by the engineers of the present day." 

I was aoooidingly surprised to find an intimation in a 
character given of him by Bishop Ooodvnn,* that he is said 
to have "exacted and extorted a far greater Sum of Money 
from the Clergy of his Diocese than was ever before, and for 
his private Commodity (which he covetously sought) brought 
certain Leams or bigger Ditches to his own Grounds about 
Wisbitch, from the Biver Nene, which was before Navigable, 
and of much publick Use, but hath since serv'd for little 
or none." 

Is there any authority for this insinuation ? Did any one, 
except periiaps a political opponent, charge him with under- 
taking these works merely to serve his own private interest ? 
Where were his own grounds neat Wisbech which he is, in 
the above extract, said to have improved ? Q. Talbot,

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710.— A Baoonolliation.— The privilege of sanrtnary 
belonged to oonsecratod placee, chnrchea, and ohnrahyftrda. 
Tbifl spnuig from the oommoa law, and protested persons who 
had oommitted felony from arreat, at any time before oon- 
viction; the orimee of treason and sacrilege alone ezoepled. 
Where the protection did not attach, a person taking refuge in 
a ohoroh might be taken oat by f oroe. It was in some snob 
instanoe that the shedding of blood oooorred wtuch polluted 
the Chapel of S. Thomas of Canterbury at Peterborongli, and 
for the reoonciliation whereof a lioenoe was granted by the 
Bishop of Linooln, in 1300. The oircumstanoe was known to 
Quqton, and mentioned by turn (p. 39), but tlie document 
hwe given has not before I>een printed. 

No portion of the chapel as it existed at the date of this 
occurrence is now standing. A new chancel was erected in 
the 11th century, which was osed after the Bef ormation ss the 
King's School, until the completion of new boildrngs in Park 
Boad in 1885, The nave was given by the abbey to the pariah, 
and its materials used in building the present church of 8. 
John tiie Baptist, In the endorsement of this document the 
Chapel is described as being "without the gate." It was in 
tact partly within the Minster Close and partly witliout, the 
nave proI)ably extending as far as Long Causeway. Formerly 
the stream which supplied the square pond at Borougbbory, 
and Swanspool, flowed over the site. Did this fact determine 
the selection of the spot where the chapel was to be built ? 
For it waa an accidental immersion wMoh first awoke in the 
gay courtier thoughts which called him to a serioua life.

Letters of the Lord Bishop of LinootD for the Chapel of the 
Blessed Thomas the Martyr without the Gate. 

John, by Divine permisBioii Bishop of Lincolii, to oar 
beloved bod in Ghriet the Abbot of Boi^h Saint Peter, greet- 
ing favour and benediction. Whereas the chapel of the 
Blessed Thomas the Martyr near your monastery, because of 
the shedding of blood tasbly committed some time ago in 
taking ont certain men who had taken refuge in the said chapel 
and were there for the sake of obtaining the immunity of the 
chnroh, was by the authority of our predeeessor placed under 
an interdict until the said persons so taken out should be 
properly restored to the liberty of the place aforesaid ; and 
whereas the said persons are now either dead or the sorvivors 
restored to the aforesaid chapel or set free, we as far as in us 
lies being unwilling that the said chapel should any longer 
remain suspended from Divine Service customarily, as it is 
said, held therein, as though it had never up to this time been 
marked with the function of consecratior<' since you can 
purify it by water exorcised by you, associating with your- 
selves some chaplains according to your disoretion, and by 
singing the penitential psahns, we think that permission should 
be granted you, provided that what has been told us as is 
aforesaid is true, to have power fully to relax the interdict

nobleness or obsoority of his birth, but that we may show 
under what oironmstaiioes he was bom and reared, what were 
tbe inflnenoes whioh developed his intelleot and moulded his 
chatactw: indeed such a procedure is conformable with the 
most anoidnt bistoric usage. 

In these timefl, however, a diffioolty arisee in finding the 
firm gronod of facto on which to base our arguments and 
conolauons, or in determining what is mere legend and what 
is aotnal truth. 

The father of history invariably told what he knew from bis 
own observation and what ha leomt from the testimony of 
others. But onr own Chroniolers were often too brief in their 
records ; brief enough to have stated only real facts, and yet 
their narratives wore bemingled with impossibilities. 

If they had followed Biblical story as their model, and as 
exactly as they followed the style of expression, they might 
have handed down to us reliable annals of individual men. 
Their ideal, however, was too bald, or they might, in some 
measure, have taken ensample from Grecian Biography, in 
which we find, for instance, that the parents of Tbemistokles 
were of obscure origin, bis father Neokles being an inferior 
citizen of Aliens, and yet we leam be was of the tribe of 
Leontis, and of the ward of Fhrear. 

Probably the monastic system begat an austerity which 
obecured the finer sentiments of its votaries. These were 
rather the slaves of monaohism than the devotees of those 
who reared the conventual institution. The recluses had a 
passion for some arts, had some appreciation of the beautiful, 
and they eloelled in architecture ; but their literature was 
mostly dull and stinted, and, we must not lose sight of the

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fact that most, if not &11, onr earliest English vritera had a 
monastic training, and though their works bear evidenoe of 
genius, there is soaroely a tonoh of the daaaical element 
in them.* 

However we are greatly indebted both to our early annalists 
and arohiteots; and to none more than to the abbots and monks 
of Peterborough, whose scribes have preserved for ns, in good 
sound English, some valuable records of the long past. 

Among the abbots &wo was one central figure, central 
almost in the period of the monastery, one who not only 
enriched the monastery, but displayed, as we Bhall see, his 
patriotism in the mighty struggle between Saxon and Norman, 
and who fought for his coantry at the battle of Senlac. 

But of Abbot Leofrio there is no proper memorial. He is 
brought on the historio scene as a monk of Peterborough : we 
know nothing of hie parents, of his youthful career, nor even 
of his preceptors. 

It is flattering to the English mind that he is said to have 
'descended of the noble stock of the Angles'; and that he, 
'having by his birth, relation to the Boyal Blood ' was made 
monk of Peterborough — 'chosen by the whole society with 
the consent of the King'f (Eadward). Yet Amwig (Abbot for 
twelve years previous) hod we are told some voice in the 
eleotion, and in the Gem6t of 1053, proposed Leofrio as 
his successor.

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Now, the name of Leofrio's te&er is quite hidden from oar 
view. Oar Abbot wu a n^hew of the great Earl Laofrio, aoa 
of Iieofwine, Earl of Mercia, whoee descent is given in the 
MoruuUeon (Vol. HX), and drawn op in some order by Bir 
F. Palgrave, EngUth CommonmeaUh (VoL 11.); we will not 
follow that pedigree, bat be content to Bay that no doabt oar 
Peterborough Abbot was a grandson of Earl Iieofwine (who 
lived to the end of the first quartet of the 11th oentory), and 
that his father was a brother of Leofric, Earl of Meroia, one 
who played so great a part in Eadward's reign, and who 
died in 1057. 

It is troe that there may have been fall and faithful teooida 
of the domeetio annals of Peterborough, whioh would have 
satisfied our quest, had not the fire of 1116 swept them away, 
as it swept away the embeUisbmenls bestowed by Emolf ; 
however, there ia enough to show that Leofric ' ruled the 
great house of Saint Peter with all honour for thirteen 
years.* 

The history of the Charoh says ; — 'He pnrohased land and 
bestowed diveia ornaments upon it, — the great oruoifiz upon 
the altar, a marvellous work in silver and gold .... it was 
now oalled, not simply Bnroh but Gildenboroh, t.s., aursa 
eivitat.' (Chron. Petrib. 1052.)* 

The monastery was called Medeshamsted till Abbot Eenulf 
(992-1006) surrounded it by a wall, then it beoame Buroh ;t 
and W. of Mahneebury specially noted this fact, but he does 
not name Leofric nor call the place either Oildenbui^h or 
Peterborongh. He retained Buich or Burgam in describing 
the restoration of the early part of the 12th century when 
Emolfns (1107-1114) rest<H^ the church and augmented the 
monastery thus : — ' In Burgo monachorum nomerus auctus, 
religio bonis monitis confota, tedium veterum raderibus detur- 
bfttis, nova fundamenta jacta, oalmina erecta.'

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But I will quote the Aiig. fiaz. Chron. under the d&te MLII. 
' At thiii time Amwi, abbot of Peterborough, left the abbaoy in 
sound health, and gave it to Leofrio, a monk, by leave of the 
King and of the monks ; and abbot Amwi lived afterwards 
eight winters. And the abbot Leofric then so enriched the 
monastery that it was called the golden borough ; it then 
waxed greatly in land, and in gold, and in silver. ' 

We learn very little from Ingnlphus, but he says enough to 
show that Leofric was a thorough Benedictine in his enforce- 
ment of discipline. He must have been what we call in these 
days 'a good organizer,' for he had at one time the over- 
sight of five mooaBteries, surely not because he was in high 
favour with King Eadward and the IJady Eadgyth, but beoanse 
of hia fitness to rule and guide. Coventry, founded and 
enriched by Barl Leofric, Burton, Growland and Thomey, all 
came under his control ; and then as abbot of Burgh he 
redeemed of the King lands belonging to his monastery, as 
Fiskerton, Eleton and Burleigh, 'which being demised by lease 
to Elfgarus, the Queen's Chaplain for the term of his life, he 
being dead, the Queen would have taken them from the church 
of Feterburgh had it not been for Abbot Leofricus.'* Nor 
was our Abbot regardless of the personal comfort of his 
subjects, for we read in A.S. Chron., 1066, that 'he did so 
much good to the monastery of Peterborough, in gold, and in 
silver and in clothing, and in land, as never any othw did 
before him, nor any after him.' 

The Peterborough Chronicle shows, in brief, that he was 
endeared to the public generally ; he was not a mere haughty, 
high-spirited cenobite ; ' He wees leaf eall folc, ' be was 
loved by aU folk. (Chron. 1066.) 

In relation to the four distant abbeys, his office seems to 
have been patriarohio, if we may judge by one passage in 
OrdericuB, and, it is curious that Ordericns mentions him 
in this connection only. ' UUkytel, a monk of Peterborough, 
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by permisBioQ of his abbot Leofrio, reoeived the goTamment 
of the abbey of Crowland from King Eadward. He held it 
twenfcy-foor years (1052-1075), and began the building of a 
new ohoroh.' There was evidently some freedom of action 
aocorded to Utfkjrtel, and, as abbot, he sarvired bia Boperior 
by nine years. 

It is not the purpose of . this prieia to attempt an ideal 
porttaitnre of Uie charaotei of Leofrio, drawn from a few 
sorapB in the Chronicles, noc to ape the skill of that great 
modem anatomist, who, from the fragments of some extinct 
beast, oonld bnild np or figure the whole stmctoie of the 
ammal and clothe it with its natnral garb. 

Let the above qaotations snfEoo, We oome, then, to the 
dosing floeoes. 

King Eadward died, Jan. 6, 1066 ; Harold was elected King 
by the Witan. Leofric regarded him as lawful sovereign, and 
when the shock of war oame prepared to defend his lord 
and country. 

Bat there were those of his kin who were not so loyal and 
valiant. Hta cousin .Slfgar had two sons, Eadwine (who 
snooeeded his father as Earl of Mercia, 1062) and Morkere, 
made Earl of the Northombrians after the death of TosUg at 
Stamfordbridge, 1066. These avoided the dangers of the great 
conflict. But one other great ohurohman (thongh . not so 
famous a man as Leofrio), .Slfwig, abbot of Winchester, 
joined in the campaign against the Notman and fell fighting 
on the field of Senlac. 

The historian of the Norman Conquest remarks : — ' The 
renowned Abbot of Peterborough preferred the cause of his 

country to the caoae of his house followed Harold to 

the fight, and, unlike his brother of Winchester, returned to 
his home sick and wonnded. '* 

In support of this statement Mr. Freeman quotes this 
passage from Chron. Petrib., 1066 : — ' And )a wees Leofrio

niht ; God are his saale." It may he literally rendered 
thus : — ' And then was Leofrie Abbot of Barh with that Bame 
army, and sickened there, and oame home, and was dead soon 
thereafter, on All Saints' maaB-night, God spare his sonL' 
Now laolode is the perf. of lacUan, to beoome siok, and doeti 
not imply ' siok and wounded. ' 

There is little doobt that oar Abbot took part in the aotnal 
oonfliot, bat there seems no proof that he was woonded in 
body, thongh woonded enough in spirit. He oame home a 
tugitiTd, just eeoaped, with the few, from the slaughter of the 
King's pnsonal followers : and the travelling must have been 
a sore trial ander the oiroumstanoes, to say nothing of the 
toils of a battle whioh lasted from 9 a. m. on Oct. 11th. till 
after Harold was wounded in the eye, at G p.m. By what 
means he reaohed his own Abbey or how long he waa on the 
jonmey, we know not — all we are told is he died on Nov. 1st. 

The community mourned ; and, aa the A. 8. Ghrou. says, — 
< Then Golden Borough beoame Wretched Borough. ' 

lb was a rueful time that followed the death of Harold and 
the defeat of the English army. Vengeance fall on all who 
resisted the Conqaeror's will ; even Orderioua, in ^ite of his 
Norman proclivities, said, 'Never did William commit so 
maoh craelty ; to his lasting disgrace, he yielded to his worst 
impulse, and set no bounds to his fury. ' 

When William heard that provost Brand was elected abbot 
with the consent of Eadgar, 'he was very wroth,' but for 
awhile vras appeased by ' a gift of forty marks of gold ' from 
Brand. Alas I soon ' after that came every tribulation and 
every evil to the monastery.' (A.B. Chron.) 

The sepulture of Leofrio mnet have been of the meagerest 
kind : — a solemn reqniem by the monks over the stone coffin, 
, to (fan, pardoo, As. I dm tm, u tn 
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"witboiit an epitaph or endariDg shrine, — at least no material 
token of the Abbot has been preeerved — and it was left to 
these days, at the recent restoration of the Cathedral, to raise 
a tribute to his memory, in the form of a statnette in the new 
Btidlfl on the south side of the choir. 

Doubtless the tomb was in the old ' Saxon Ohuroh,' part of 
which ig still to be seen beneath the south transept of the 
stately Minster of Saint Peter." S. H, MilTiBH.

The will was proved 20 July, 1633. The "alter of St. 
Barber " I sappoee means that of S. Barbara. What was the 
gild of 8. PrevOe at Ely ? In Qodmn'a E?iglith ArchaologitW 
BandbcxA it is said that at Cambridge was also a boose of the 
Friats de Fenitentia, one of nine only in all England. The 
teatator does not make any mention of them. Ed. 

718.-Thfl Ramalns of 8. Neot Mmoved to Whlttlaua 
and Cnvlaod. — The record, made by Orderioas Vitalis, 
tonohing the translation of the relies of 8. Neot, from their 
first resting place in the little Abbey at Eyneebory (more 
anciently named Amnlphsbory), Huntingdonfihire, is not 
nnworthy of a place in the Feniand Notet and Queriet. 

S. Neot founded an Abbey, near Uekeard, Cornwall, and 
the parish still bean his name. He afterwards erected a 
similar religious boase in Hants., where he remained the rest 
of his lite ; he died there and was boned in the Abbey, 
about 877. 

Oakytel, Abbot of Growland (993-1005), had a sister, 
Leniova, who, at the same period, was Abbess of EynoBbury. 
Bererence for the fonnder of this Abbey prompted her to seek 
a nobler resting place for the body of the Baint. We are not 
told that she feared the Danes might desecrate the tomb, but 
that she did not deem the service of her own house to be such 
as befitted the memory of so great a 8aint. The lady, there- 
fore, invited her brother Oskytel and some monks of Crowland 
to meet her at Wbittlesea, that she might deliver to them the 
body of S. Neot, which she had brought there with all honour. 
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" Iha monks rooeiTsd with joy the gift God had sent them, 
and deposited it with great ceremony near the altar of 6. Mary, 
mother of God, on the north side of their ohonA. To this 
day it is the object of veneration to the futbf al, and 8. Neot's 
feast is kept on the second of the Kalends of August " (31st 
July). 

This translation ot the remains must have been made abont 
the end of the 10th oentnry, for Oskytel died on the Slat Oot,, 
lOOfi. Now, Orderioos visited Growland Abbey in 1116, and 
spent five weeks there, so that 8. Neot's feast had then been 
faithfully kept at Giowland for about 130 years. 

I may add that Orderioos' visit occnrred just 40 years after 
IngnlphuB beoame Abbot of Growland, (that is, six years after 
his death,) and it is notable that both these men were English 
bom, though they had beoome Norman monks, (Orderioufl of 
Evroult and Ingnlphus of fonteaelles,) and that the Norman 
Abbot did not wipe out the memory of the Baxon Saint. 

It will thus be seen that Orderioua was oo-temporary with 
William of Malmesbury, who completed his Getta Rmtificvm 
Angioram in 1140. 

The literary work of Ordericus ended in 1141, when he was 
sixty-six years old, and he died a monk of Evroult.

714.— Da la PTymA.-~-In answer to Mr. Miller's appeal 
at Art. 665, I have pleasure in sending a few notes about this 
family. 

The persecution which ^cheliea had renewed against the 
adherents of the reformed religion, and the desperate resistance 
of those who were besieged at Boohelle in 1627, rendered 
residence in French Flanders so insecure and uncomfortable 
^t about 80 families fied to England, and settled in the 
Levels of Hatfield Chase in Yorkshire in 1628 and 1629. 
Charles de la Fryme was the first of his family who sacrificed 
country and fortune to his religion. He was of a good family 
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among the Huguenots, so m&ny of whom in those tronblons 
times were lost to Fr&noe and gained by England. According 
to Smiles (p. 365), they comprieed the constituent elemente of 
a people, skilled workmen in all branches, mannfaoturers, 
merchants, professional men, industrious, Intelligent, high- 
minded, whose influence on our civil and religions history waa 
for good, a direct source of prosperity and wealth. A complete 
list would, OS he su^eete, be very interesting. The numbers 
and names would be no smaU surprise to many who have given 
the subj'eot little more than a passing thought. Descendants 
of Hugaenot families are among the leading men of our 
day. 

Charles de la Fryme owned estates at Ypres in Flanders ; 
Uiese, when the troubles were over, he in vain tried to recover. 
He left two sons, Matthew, or Matthias, bom 31 August, 
1646, and David, bom 16 April, 1648. These were the 
father and ancle of Abraham de la Fryme, the hiBtoriait, 
diarist, and minister, of Thome, in Yorkshire, whose on- 
published works are amongst the Lansdowne MSB. in the 
British Museum. 

From the monumental inscriptions in Hatfield church we 
take theee two.

A memorandum in the Thome r^^ter mentions 
that Mr. Pryme, Minister, died on 12 Jane, and was buried 
at Hatfield on 14 June, 1704. 

On 6 Oct., 1684, Administration of the goods, &a., of David 
Prymm, late of the Levells, who died intestate at Pureland (now

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Poraand, or FostJand) in the parish of Crowland, was gr&nted 
to Susanna Gony, Iiis grandmother {Act Book, PoTttefract 
Deanen^). He was ooosin to Abraham, Minister of Thome. 
An eminent member of the family was George Fryme, bom 
at Cottingham in 1781. He was of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, 6th Wrangler in 1803, and afterwards Fellow of bis 
ooUege. In 1828 the University founded a Frofeasorship of 
Folitical Eoonomy, expresely that George Fryme, who had 
for some years previously been giving lectmres in that science, 
nnder the sanctioD of the University, might be appointed the 
first Fiofeesor. He was M.P. for Cambridge, 1832—1841. 
He died 2 Dec., 1868, at Wifitow, oo. Hants.; leaving to his 
only son Charles (who reeamed the old form of the name, 
De la Fryme) his estates in Hontingdonshire, and (the best of 
all inheritances) a good name.

The hi^way from Hnntmgdonshire then croBsed tha Nene by 
a ford east of the bridge, and passed between the east end of 
the Abbey and 6. John's Close where the pariBh church of 8. 
John Baptist then stood. It was a oonvenient locality for 
gathering reeds for thatching roofs and catching ling and 
atnple in the mere, as the Korman monk sings : — 
Holt Mt Borch beo ads la mcew Terreiment 
Del nne part maieu st ewe mnlt espessament. 
Full well I know Borgb's ha,ppj rite, 
The wide manhlaud and the riverB bright. 

Swapham says sub anno 1299, "la bis ninth year Abbot 
Godfrey made a new bridge over the river Neen whioh in the 
winter next following was overthrown by the ice. The cost 
was liv"- viii*- and in his tenth year he made another In-idge 
higher and stronger than the first at the cost of xviii"- t^" 

This was in 1299 ; and in 1S27 the yoang King Edward 
with Queen Isabella came to stay in the abbey founded by the 
King's progenitors. The King never dies : so the royal corrody 
can be enjoyed while the foundation stands, if the King can 
get to the Abbey ; this was the diffioalty for the King's horses 
and his men, and was the occasion of the writ and inquests 
following : —

Peter, which 
river is the boundary between our cotmties of Northampton 
and Huntingdon, and who have been aoouBtomed in times past 
and for what reason and how and in what manner to repair and 
sustain that bridge, and who first made that bridge and when 
and for what reason, We have appointed yon to enquire by 
the oath of good and liege men of those counties in that 
neighbourhood by whom the truth may be known about all 
and singular the premisses more fully pertaining to the truth, 
And therefore we command you that at a certain day and 
place in the neighbourhood which you shall fix for the purpose 
you shall make inqoisition thereon, and having made it 
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thoroaghly and distinctly yon shaD send it to as withoat delay 
ondsr your seals and the seals of those by whom the faots are 
foond : And by this writ we command every sheriff of oars of 
the said Coanty of Northampton that bo many and snoh good 
and liege men from his bailiwiok in the neighbourhood aforesaid 
and our sheriff of the coanty of Huntingdon that so many and 
snoh good and liege men from hia bailiwiok in the same 
neighbouxhood at a certain day and place whioh yoa shall 
signify to them, they oaose to oome before yoa in the neigh- 
bourhood, through whom the truth of the matter may be 
better known and enquired into.

This inquisition was taken at the bridge over the river None 
near the town of Burgh S. Peter at the boundary of the 
counties of Northampton and Huntingdon before Walter de 
Friskney and Bobert de Malberthorp on Saturday next after 
the feast of the Nativity of the Blessed Mary in the first year 
of the reign of King Edward the third after the Conquest 
[12 Sep., 1327] according to the tenour of the onderwritten 
vmt, by the oath of Bichard Groyland, John Peverel, John 
Leham [Lolham], John Thame, Thomas Wydmerpol, and 
Hugh Templer, of the oounty of Northampton ; Boger 
CantUupe, Bobert Glopton, Bobert Bussel, John Harwedon, 
Bobert Stakeley, and Geoffrey Haddon, of the oounty of 
Huntingdon, who say on their oath that no one ought or is 
bonnd to repair or to sustain the bridge aforesaid for any 
reason. They say further that no one in times past has been 
accustomed to repair or sustain the same bridge at any time, 
because there was not a bridge there before a certain Godfrey 
formerly Abbot of Borgh B. Peter at his own expense and of 
his own free will first and newly of his charity made a oeitain 
bridge in the time of King Edward the father of King Edward 
that now is, in the fourth year of his reign, and for all his 
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time BOBtuned that bridge of hia own gnoe oat of ohuity, 
after whose death the aforesaid bridge beeame broken and 
ruinouB and so remained long oat of repair, nntil the coming 
of the King who now is and of the Qaeen his mother, out of 
respect for whom Adam the Abbot of Bni^ S. Peter that now 
is, althoQgh he was not bonnd so to do, repaired that bridge 
with beams, boards, and nails, for th^ passage. In witness 
whereof the aforesaid jurors have pat their seals to this 
present inquisition.

718.— Dlkei and Dyksi (703). — " I am inclined to r^^ 
these words as identical. The vowels often interchange, but 
perhaps the second word was adopted from the Danish dyk 
The main point to be settled seems to be the use of Dike and 
Ditch. As I have elsewhere* shown, I have employed Dyko 
(or Dike) for a bank of earth, and Ditch for a small channel 
dng out. They are radically the same. The Ang. Bax. die, 
a bank or mound, is the cognate noun of didan, to bank. I 
note that die is of the masculine gender, and think that the 
Danish spelling of the word, and not gender, aoooonts for 
the dual form. 

Home Tooke, in his Diva-tiont of Parley, has a note on 
these words, which I here tranBoribe : — 

DiTOH ] The past participle of the Anglo Saxon verb Ditdan, 

DzoHB > fodere, To Dig. As the Latin repnted substantive 

DiEB J Fot»a is the past participle of fodere. 

In these words Dig, Dike, Dyche, Ditch, we see at one view

"Now for the PartieiUart coneemmg the oorOriving of the 
Workt betioem the Svoer Qletm and Morton's Leame. 

* ' For the overplus of the river Glean which drowns Deling 
Fann on that side of the country, is to be brought by a drain 
into WsUand above Deeping, and the elakera to be removed, 
and the channel to be kept witliin the banks thereof. I doe 
raooive only to take the overplus of the river Glean, that the 
remainder may be kept within the banks, and the slaker to be 
removed to save Beeping Fenn on that side. And that tlie 
towns by which the said river runneth may not want water, 
and to keep Welland Outfall thereby, and if need be, the 
sooner to gather head by means of the sluice and Basse which 
are to be below it on Welland to soower the outfall ; and by 
the said sluice likewise the downfall of this level shall iaane by 
Welland ; and the said dnin above Deeping is to take away 
also Stow-brook and the downfall of all the country between 
Welland and Glean, which now runneth into Deeping Fenn 
and drowns it, 

"The Biver of Welland is to be brought onto Morton's 
Leame ; therefore a new river is to be cut, to be^ near 
Waldron-hall, and so go on towards the bridge whioh leads 
from the Upland to Thomey Abby, somewhat below the 
bridge, and from thence below Willow-hal), and bo to Morton's 
Leam. And next unto Welland a sasse to be set to let water 
into Old Welland and to preeerve navigation. Whereby will 
be left on that side of the country between the upland ground 
and the banks, some quantity of meadow ground and pasture, 
to serve for reoeptades for water in the winter ; but these 
grounds will be by the white waters, and the making of the 
rest of the land winter grounds, become of a greater value 
than they are now ; and this number of acres and the rest of 
the reo^itaeles which are to be left everywhere, will not 
exceed the quantity which would be left between bank and 
bank, if every channel or river were imbanked, and thereby 
the waters of the rivers, and the waters whioh in time of great 
rains come from the hills, will be kept between the uplands 
and the banks, and from the drayn'd land ; and this will 
prevent the rising of the waters to a great height, and the 
banks will thereby in a measure bee disourthened, and so the 
lands better freed from inundation then by any other way, and 
the towns which lye without the banks be kept safe from 
drowning.

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"The fiiver of Wisbioh, from Gnyhnm downw&rd, mnst 
be widened, to miAe it Buffioient for both waters. The Bluloe 
at Clowes Cross, mode to iBsae the waters of the feona must 
be stopped, and the feim waters for that part of the country 
must goe part to Crowland, and so by SpaUing to the sea, and 
by Murra Pla^ as need shall require ; and if the fall can be 
gained at G^uyhnme, part may goe by Wisbioh, otherwise 
Welland and Murra Flash must remain the only drains for 
the downfall, which are not sufficient to reoeive it. 

"By these works the lands of Ellow will be freed from 
inundation, and Deeping be safe, together with the rest of all 
the lands in that level from Glean to Morton's Leame, and 
thereby the lands of Ellow, and on the north side of Wisbich, 
will be discharged of the fenn waters which did run above the 
same all the winter by the Shire Drayne. And now to the 
contrary, Welland and the Shire Drayne vrill be tom'd to be 
good seirants instead of ill masters to those countries, to issue 
their downfall all vrinter by them. And so they will be made 
sure and certain countries ; and if the owners of the lands of 
Ellow and the north aide of Wisbich cleanse their ditches to 
lead away their downfall, they shall not want any further 
head drains other than that of Welland and the Sheire Drains. 
The Sheire Draine must be for a certain length amended some* 
thing and altered, and a sluice to be set next the outfall of 
Wiebioh Biver to issue the water? of Ellow and the north side 
of Wisbich ; which outfall will last always, the work being 
made as aforesaid. 
" The Work which lyefh in the Middle, between Marton'i Leame 
oftd Bedford River, the Siver now running through it. 

" This part is to be drained by a bank which is to go from 
Stanground to fields of Whittlesey, and from EldemeU 
to Guyhum on that side. On the other side a b^ok to 
be made from or near Erith Causey along Bedford Biver to 
Foedike Bank or Salters Load, and by these banks the waters 
of Neane on the one side, and the Ouse on the other side, will 
be fenced out of this part of the lievell, and Neane hereby 
will be turned to Wisbich. 

" But when Neane is turned to Wisbich, and so to the sea 
with Welland, though there be provision made for all those 
waters in times of extremity, to bed on between bank and 
bank, and between the bank and the upland ; yet the channel 
of Wisbich from Guyhume to the sea will not bee suEGcient 
(may be objected) to issue the said waters of the said rivers, 
and so the levels on both sides may be endangered, and the 
banks be overflown and broken down when great waters come 
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dtnm, for irant of saffioient issue made from Qnyhome to 
the sea. 

" I DonfesB that it is needfull to make the openine of Wisbioh 
Biver in a larger mamier than now it ia, and as is heretofore 
spoken of. 

"Bat yet its a qaeetioo, when there is sufficient room left 
for the water to bed on, whether in snch a case the opening in 
a great measore every where shall be needfnll ; and my reason 
is, that when all those waters are put that way, the river lying 
in a sandy ground, they will grind their own outfall, especully 
the lower ends thereof, and make itself navigable, and more 
deep by far than now it is, and the sluioe at the Horseshoe 
will Qot be BufGoient to carry away the water, therefore the 
water is to bee ctii through near the sluice, if the river, by the 
straight line through the north side of Wisbioh be not made, 
and by this work either way a fall will be gained. 

" That this part of the fenn will issue its downfal that way 
BO well as if it were in the Ouse, because that ancdently the 
waters of Neane and the most part of that of Welland and 
Ouse by the "West Water, went by Wisbioh to the sea ; and 
that the channel at that time oonld not be broader, as may be 
guessed and seen, then now it ia. It Bhall not need to be 
widened any more. The two rivers meeting will grind the 
channel through the marsh, and make Wisbioh a haven town 
like that of Lynn, though not in such measure of wideness. 

' ' And that objeotion of the sands which the floods bringeth in, 
and 80 stoppe the channell again, is not to be considered now ; 
for when there is a river which hath a back water, as this will 
have, it will grind deep, and open itself by the water at every 
ebb ; and for instance, the Oiise, from Little Port to Lynn, 
keeps bis depths by reason of the back waters ; so will Wisbich 
Biver keep itself open, having the water of these two rivers. 

"Beoause it may be objected, that the inhabitants of 
Peterborough have navigation from their town to Lynn by 
the river Keane as now it runneth, which will be then taken 
away. 

" It is answered, that the works being thus contrived, they 
shall not need to fetch and carry their commodities so far, but 
go the nearest way to Wisbidi, and then it shall not be 
requisite to have a navigable sluioe at Stangroand (unless they 
and the towns thereabouts shall give sufficient reason for it), 
which I shall endeavour to avoid with such like works as I can, 
because they are both chargeable and dangerous in the making 
and maintaining ; and have their navigation to Wisbich, they 
shall need no o&er. 
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"There is for the aervioe of this work, in the opinion of 
most men, a drain to be made from Well to fall into Ouse 
about Qermans Bridge, thereby to lead the downfall of thia 
level to the aea, with a Blaiae in the head thereof. 

" For answer hereunto I say, that my opinion is : That this 
drain and sluioe, the reason of the third work, and of the 
opemng of Wisbioh Biver considered, shall not be needful ; for 
if the Oase at Salter's Load be disbnrthened of the oonflnenoe 
of waters now it hftth, then the Foedike where it fall into 
Onse, will issue four timee more water than now it doth ; for 
the Oase doth now receive farr more water than it shall after 
the third work be made as hereafter is expressed ; and thereby 
it must Gonsequently follow, that this drains from Well to 
Germans Bridge shall not be naedfull. 

" Moreover the great receptacles which are in this Levell by 
the great Meeres of Witleeey, Bamsey, 4o. make it evident, 
that the downfall will never want a head drain on that side ; 
for if there were one, yet the waters would first go to the 
receptacles, and their lye untill the drains receive them : and 
in that interim the channel of Neane will be sufficient to send 
it down in good time to the ftJl, considering the Foedike to be 
as sufficient as Neane can be ; and the waters of Feterborough 
being turned to Wlsbich, it will disborthen the channel! of 
Neane and the Levell in generall. 

" The Third Wiyrk, being a Level on the Stmth Side of Bedford 
Biver, and so along and hettoeen the Uplandi of Suffolk, 

Norfoik, and Cambridge. 
" The Biver of Ouse is the principall river that mnneth 
through this part of the country to the sea, and cometh from 
Huntingdon by Saint Ives to Erith, where it b^inneth to 
come into three fenns, and so to Ely, then to Littteport, and 
from thence to Salter's Load, Dovmham, and Lynn, and so to 
the sea ; and with the other rivers doth familiarly over ninn 
alt these fenny lands on all occasions of floods, which come 
down by the rivers ; and aa this Biver of Ouse goeth down 
through the fenns, the Biver of Grant, which cometh from 
Cambridge, falls thereinto, some distance above Ely ; the 
Biver of Brandon likewise falls into it at Friesta-Houses, and 
the Biver of Stoke falls into it something above Salters Load : 
and all these loose their names by Onse. A great part of the 
river Neane, which cometh from Feterborough, doth fall into 
the Ouse, likewise all which meeting in one at or about 
Salter's Load, doe sutchai^e the river in such manner as that 
this part of the country is more overflown and dangerously

diowned th&n any other parts of the fenn are : and the said 
several rivere which fall into Ouse, except Neane, do fall into 
the south side thereof, the one above the other, and all of 
them oroee wise inclining to the north, and the Oose mnning 
to the east, in snoh a manner indeed, as if the lands were 
made pnipoBcly to be overflown, and so to remain ; the 
thwarting thereof divides it into several levels, the one above 
the other ; and if those lands should be dnjned bv several 
divisions, then the one level mnst put his water on we other, 
and so annoy the one by discharging the other, whiob wonld 
make an imperfect work ; and my reason thereof I have given 
more at large heretofore. To have this part of the country 
and those several levels drained and made winter ground, they 
must be xaaAe but one level, and many great alterations are to 
be made therein, by bringing the very rivers which ran throogh 
it another way ; for as they oroes-ways fall into the Oose, 
those lands cannot be made winter grounds by the ordinary 
way of draining, as heretofore is made mention of. 

"Therefore, the prtnoipal river, which is Ouse, may not go 
down through the fenns, as now it doth, but the beet way is to 
turn that river at Etith into and next unto Bedford Biver, and 
to shut the passage of Oose, as now it goeth by a cross 
bank through the river to the firm land, and so force it into 
that course as now Bedford Biver goeth, whereby all the 
lands below Erith will be freed from the overflowing of Ouse. 

"And to the end that the water of Ouse shall not annoy the 
oonntry any farther, the said Bedford Biver is to be imbuiked 
on each side thereof, to keep Ouse vrithin certain bounds : the 
banks thereof mnst be a great distance the one from the other, 
so that the water, in time of extremity, may go in a la^e 
room to keep it from rising too high, and the more, beoaose 
there is a great distance of about 26 miles from Erith before 
it oometh to the perfect falL And those lands which are to 
be left for the waters to bed on, will be good meadow ground 
within some time, improved by the water of Ouse to a great 
value. The three rivers of Mildenhall, Brandon, and Stoke, 
mast be made one river, and to that end Mildenhall must be 
brought into Brandon, and both into Btoke, and all into Ouse ; 
and in that manner that the downfall of that level may be 
brought through a drain to be made to a better fall than that 
of Btoke for l£e downfall of Grant to go in. 

"The land between the new cut and the banks, to the number 
of four or five thousand acres by guess, will bee fit receptacles 
for the vraters at all times of extremity, and the old rivers will 
thereby remain to be sufBoient drains to lead the downfall to 
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OoBe within the stop. The Upland Gonntry from MMenball 
to Stoke, is a barren and sandy conntry. Therefore, the 
meadows which are to be left between the books and the up- 
lands as aforesaid, will be very usefoll for them, and receive 
fay the white waters within some time as good an improvement 
as any other lands made winter grounds. 

' ' The fiiver of Neans being turned to Wiabioh, as is aforesaid 
in the second worke, none other rivet remains to be taken 
order with bat Oront ; and this river must be led away by 
Ouse, in such manner as the alteration of the works sbiUl 
appear to require, after all the other works be done. 

"And for the brooks and nmlets which lye that way, they 
are likewise to be guided, as apon the alteration shall appear 
to the beet service. 

"By this alteration, all the rivers except Grant are turned 
out of their usual course, so that the old channel of Ouse, 
which was the ohannel for Ouse, Grant, Mildenhall, Brandon, 
and Btoke, having now to receive but Grant alone vrifeh the 
downfall, will find room enough vrithin the channel without 
much imbanking. 

"To facilitate this work for a perfection, there must be made 
a sufficient fall for that levell by a sufficient drain to be^n at 
Ouse Stopp, and so to go downward near the fall underneath 
Stoke, if need be, to oring Grant and the downfall by this 
drain below into Ouse at tiie Ouse Stopp through the assse, 
and the sluice to be made there a good quantity will issue ; 
but all cannot issue there, nor at all times, for the rivers, 
when they are up, will take away the fall ; and the drain for 
Grant to go in must have a good fall continually, to speed the 
waters of Grant away, because it is mixed with the dovrafall 
of that levell, contra^ to the rule of draining ; and therefore 
by art it must be observed how that must be, according to the 
operation which shaU happen. And though it be against the 
rule to mix the downfall with the river, yet in tms case it 
cannot be avoided. And the channel or Ouee, being of a 

freat widenesB and depth, whereby it receives not only Ouse, 
ut also Grant, Mildenhall, Brandon, Stoke, and part of 
Neane, and the tyde of the aea will be sufficient when all the 
rivers and coufluenoe of waters are led and turned out of this 
channel, save Grant only. And that there is made a new 
river or passage to the fall as is aforesaid for Grant and the 
downfall, which being done, I conceive this channel of Ouse 
being of such wideness and depth, will be able to receive vrith 
ease, the Bivet of Grant, together vrith the downfall, without 
prejudice of the lands, the workea being contrived aooordiagly 
as they should be. 
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"Oomidar that if the three rivets Bhcmld fall into Onse where 
Stoke Biver now falls in, that then the Oaae will leave all the 
same waters which it had before except Neane, and then the 
Oase will not be so farr disoharff'd. That the drain may be 
spared, for the Biver of Grant ana ttie downfall of the level to 
go in, bat must go nnderoeath Btoke in a pipe or tonnel, and 
BO in the drain, go into Onse where the fall is enffioient, nnleea 
the taming of Oase a straighter way to the sea do not binder 
the fall ; bat this mnet be contrived according to the event 
thereof, and before no certainty can be had therein. 

" And if the three rivars be brooght to fall into Onse where 
the fall is good and euffioieat, then the Ouse at the oatside of 
the Basse, will be discharged of that quantity of water, which 
together with Neane, I esteem a moiety of all the water it had 
before, and no question hot thereby a sufficient fall for the 
downfall may be gained, and not to be put to a drain for 
Grant, and the downfall in that measure of charge which 
othuwiBe it would be. 

" And by this it may plainly appear to your Majesty, that 
near the moiety of bai±s whi(^ in the other way of ordinary 
drayning are to be made, are cat off, and consequently the 
charge for the makeing and tnaintaining of them, lesser tbia 
way, than by any the oth^ designs. 

"And hereby the land will become more certain for habita- 
tion, and by reason thereof, of a farr greater value than 
otherwise. 

"And this is as much as I can inform your Majesty by 
writing."

Colonial settla^ have been heard to speak of the old 
oonntry aa "the old sod."

Sfcds. — Fotatoea : adopted from the Irish. See also "spittle- 
staff." 

Sfdbn. — A short poet set as a prop to the lower part of a gate- 
post to support it. 

Sqdat. — Silent "It is a great secret, you must keep equat." 
Apparently from the habiti of a beast of prey squatting or 
lying doae to the ground so as to escape notioe.

Od digging deeper and more into the centre of the monnd a greet 
qoautitf of hnman bonea, with aktiUa, were foand ; theae were cot laid in 
order, but had evidently rsated there nudiatDrbed for aereiaJ centnrtet. 
On going atill deeper and towarda the oentre, and at a little below the 
lam of the (orroDndlng land, aome pottery, charcoal, aand, and bnint 
bonee ware fonnd. I regret to aay (so far aa I can leain) tbe pottery waa 
not aaved, excepting the pieoes I aend yon, which were given to me by 
Mr. Robba at tbe time I viaited tbe apot in 1867. 

Near the anrface, on the Wlgnalgate aide of the monnd, were dla> 
oovered aome oomplete akeletons, wUch did not appear to have been 
prerionaly distarbed. The apnr I send waa foond near theae remaina. 

The land was as eooti as possible bought by the Bev. Arthur 
Sroofc then Vioar of Hoitbeaoh, by whom tbe bonee were 
reinterred, and the mound reconstructed. He also erected a 
stone oroae on the top. It is known that a chapel dedicated 
to S. Feter waa formerly situated not far from this mound ; 
but nothing was disoorered to indicate that it was on this 
very spot. The site is now the property of tbe Ecclesiastical 
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722.— Barway. — In bygona d&ys, when the droning of 
the FeoB was not even dreamt of, Barway must have been a 
Tery desolate spot. Situated bo near the river, and ooiwequently 
affeoted by its swollen waters in flood time, and the "eye" or 
islet on which the hamlet is placed being so small, the oatlook 
most always have been more or lees dreary. It ie probable 
that the number of inhabitants did not vary much before the 
drainage of the Fens ; and so far as can be seen there is little 
prospect of any great addition to the present population. Oat 
of the ordinary path of men, no stirring events appear to have 
ocoorred here, and the information met with is chiefly derived 
from leases and other similar documents. 

It may be best to take the historical items that I have 
collected in ohronologioa) order, althongh fay ao doing the 
history of Ohorch and Manor may not be kept quite separate. 

The name Barway, or Barraway may be derived from 
Barueye, or Bameye, as it is spelt in a document dated 1285. 
In the Charter Bolls of 1 John (1199) it is called Bewen. 

1189. No reference prior to this. In this year, on 26 Oct., 
Biobard I. granted to the Convent of the Blessed Mary of 
Fynne, or Pyne, the church of Soham with its appurtenances, 
viz., the ohapel of Barway (Bei;gee) with the tithes of Henny.

It was then in Norwich diooesa 
Bathurst, who lived to a great age, was Bishop (i.e. from 
1805-87). My father had business at Barway. He found 
the Church roofless and the pulpit swimming in a pond I He 
wrote to the Bishop who had the grievance removed. A 
curate henceforth supplied Barway. Without being harsh 
npon the past, we may be thankful for the better spirit of the 
present age." 

And about this time it is said that Barway "market" was 
held on Sundays, the public house being open the whole day. 
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1889. An aaseasmont at 6d. in the poand wm made to 
defray the expenses in and aboat the Chapel and Chapel Yard. 
1856. The Chapel is thus described in Parker's EeeUaiatHeal 
and ArckiUcturai Topoffraphr/. "A small, poor Deoorated 
Chapel with modem brick ohanceL The woat window ia good 
Deoorated with flowing tracery, now blocked up ; over it are 
two bells let into Deoorated openings in the gable imder the 
roof, which is covered with thatch and ceiled ; the font is 
plain octagonal Deoorated. The doorways are Decorated, bat 
quite plain, with dripstonea only ; the north doorway ia 
blocked. The bnttreBses are good, with set-oEb." It is 
dedicated to 8. Nicholas. 
The south wall of the chancel inolinea to the north. 
The internal dimensions are: Chancel, length 14ft., width 
13ft. Kare, length 39ft., width 30ft. Bins. Total length 
63ft. The Chancel has two windows, one at the east end and 
the other on the south side. The nave has one on the north 
and one on the aoath side, near the Chancel arch, in addition 
to the west window. 

There is aooommodation for about 80 penons, 15 in the 
chancel, the rest in the nave ; and sufficient Bpaoe at the west 
end for about 30 more. There is no vestry. The Chapel 
greatly needs thorough reBtoration. 

1868. The roof of the Chapel was slated in this year at a cost 
of £40, the owners of property in the hamlet apparently bearing 
part of the expenoe. The roof was a thatched one previously. 
In the District Probate B^istry at Bury 8. Edmunds are 
some 16th century wills of inhabitants of Barway. Two 
eitracts from these may be given. William Feacbye, 1543, 
leaves 20s. to Barway obapel, and 6s. 8d. "to make a causey 
from the said ohappell to the house I did dwell in." Thomas 
Wrighte, 1544, directs that his mother-in-law " shall have one 
atingell noUe to be given to the chappell of Barrowaye to pray 
for my soule as she thinks best."

In that yaai 
Enmphrey Orme, a Oroom of the King's Wardrobe, obtained 
a grant of a lease of the manor house of Wast Deeping 
and the moat aroond it, with a garden formerly in the 
tenure of Sir D. Phillip, and oertain lands belonging to the 
lato Coantees of XUehmond and Derby (mother of King Henry 
Vn.), for a term of 31 years, from March 1636, at a rent of 
76*. 9d., on the expiry of the lease of George Quarles. There 
were several graierationa of Humphreys dwelling at Peter* 
borough. The third, ^o was a knight, erected in his own 
lifetime, in the New Building of the Minster, a tomb with 
his effigy npon it, whioh effigy was bornt on the Market Hill 
in 1643 by the soldiers of the Parliament. He had married 
in 1610, Elizabeth, widow of Bishop Dee,* and it appears 
that he snrriTad his son Humphrey, who is the subject 
of this note. The Ormes were Boyalists ; they fooght for 
the King, and oomponnded with FarUament for their estates. 
Humphrey, the foutii, married the widow of Bobert Aprioe 
of Waahingley,t a well known Papist; so he was in bad 
odour with the well affeoted daring the interregnum. Id 
1660 be was appointed with Mr. Stafford to command the 
voltmteer fmwe of the Liberty ; in 1664 he had i>een chosen to 
r^reeent the oity of Peterborongh in Parliament. This

The petition was referred to the Committee for Electiocui. 

A reoosaiit was not w&nted in the Hoose daring the Intet- 

re^om : bnt he had not been in arms against Parliament, and 

to drink the King's health was hardly enough to nnseat him, 

nnlesB the toast were acoompanied with the CaralieiB' s^kti- 

ment, "God pat this ommh well down." The Parliament 

of 1654 was constitnted nnder the "Instrument of Qovem- 

ment," and during the first three Farliomento all who had 

been in arms for the King were debarred from electing or 

being elected. Mr. Orme was cetumed again in 1660, with 

Lord SpODoer ; and against the latter a recoont was olaimed. 

On 26 May 1660 the Committee to which the petition was

Humphrey Orme sat only in the first Parliament of Charles 
n. His death ocoarred in 1670.* His son Humphrey, a 
trustee of the Town Charities was, in 1688, residing in Nerill's 
Place, Prieetgate.

— I forward Bome 
lines by a friend npon a famous old hoetelry that has now 
passed away. A new hotel is being boilt in Thomey ; but 
it will be generations before it will attain to the reputation 
of the old "Dcke's Head," which was polled down in 1878. 
I add a few notes to explain some of the less obviooB oUnwons. 

Wrjrdo. S. EOAS. 

At Thomey onoe in olden times, beside the King's highway, 
There stood an ancient hostelry, its signboard flaunting gay : 
The Dukz'b Head was well known to ns, and others old 

and sere, 
Its mounting was by Biohabdbon, the artist a Lahdsegb. 
In thought we're at the entranoe, recalling what we know 6 
Of men and times before ns in our Fbnlahd long ago. 
That old Inn-yard's surroundings are present to our view ; 
We note that ancient archway, the coaches whirling through.

When BcsBELL in the parloar which long bore Bedford's name 
Met pioneers of drainage, names now well knovm to fame. 
There gentle, rich, and simple sang loudly Bedfobd'b praise. 
And his great scheme of drainage in the Mebby Mo»aboh's 

days. 
In later ^ys well known we feasted with those seers 25 

In whom L ip bogey Drainage awaken'd strangest fears, 
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Who at the Bbdvobd interegli would have tiisSi little fiing, 
And be in due time silenoed by a quiver of the Wmo. 
'Twas here once came Vioiobia, in timea that many know. 
Why ia it thoughts fly backward to oar village long ago ? 30 
Because that time-woro Tavern, had it a tongne, oonld tell 
Of scenes of mirth and gladness on which age loves to dwell. 
Those jolly times I 'twas pleasure then for wine and ale to flow ; 
There lads and lasses tripp'd it "on the light fantastic toe. " 
It then coold tell of changes, of events by flood and field, 85 
How BritiBh pluck had won the day and made our foes to yield : 
'Twaa then a troop of villagers was under Wino enroll'd. 
To fight for Hbabtb and Houb in the great wars of old : 
Could tell of brave 8ea Captain, in days more lately past, 
8aid to have been wounded by a splinter from the mast : 40 
Could tell of jolly smugglers who would halt here on the way, 
'Twaa said to sample liqnoni, with the farmers in their pay ; 
Whose jokes, qnaint tales, and laughter made the rafters ring 
In those jolly days for smugglers when Qeokob the PonsTH 

was King : 
Could tell how village folk then bade avannt dull care and woe, 45 
When simple joys would please in our Fbnlaijd long ago. 
When coaches left the road there came an evil day ; 
Hotels declined from custom lost, sure symptoms of decay.

Line 37. The Thomsy Tolnnteer Inbwtiy was aunlled In 1803. (Sea 
ToL I., p. 128.) John Wing was at flnt Captain Commandant, attennuda 
Uenteiiant OoloaeL 

Line 44. Smoggling was verf praralent in tbe dlstiiot. Many tales 
at adventure and escape, wbmi dealing with oontnfaand apiitta, ware 

onrrent among oni older nelgfabonia in my bojhood. One Thomas C 

of Wlibech had a ontter that btonght aplrita, fc&, from Holland to tlie 
Wash. On one oooodon he gave ont that be bad saved monOT enough to 
ntira, and that tita trip on whioh be was thai engaged abould be bis last. 
As ther were coming Into Lyno Deeps tbey were oaptnred bj tbe Bevenne 

Offloera ; the orew were glad to eeoape with their llTea ; 's cntter and 

cargo were oonflsoated. It proved to be hi« last trip, aa he bad said. Tlie 
fish carts that plied Into the Uidlands eady In the centary nsed to carry 
splits as well as flsfa from Lynn. Onoe, when the driver was hard 
p r esse d, he bid the spirits in a sawptt at the entrance of tbe village, 
and drove on. Onoe a hole waa dog, the apirita boried, and slieep wera 
folded on tbe spot by Che farmer. On another oooasi<» a tanner was 
anapeoted, and the Revenae OSoere eearobed his bonae ; bnt tbey blled to 
dlaoover some brandv concealed in a onpboaid at the head <j tbe bed 
oconpied by his icvaUd wife. I remember onoe going bome late wlU) mj 
iSitber and meeting " Paddy Tom," who wanted to do business. This 
(although on familiar terms) my father declined. At the same time be 
strongly wged me to have notbli^; to do with sooh people. 

Line 62. Charles Death, onoe postboy, waa afterwards landlord — tbe 
last landlcnd of the old Inn. He was a most genial host, and highly

of the Army is foand on tbe rolls of the Constables and of 
the Ei&rl Marshal They record tbe names and retinnes of 
those who appeared at the rendezvons and proferred their 
service. There are also tbe Soutage Bolls, and in the 16tb 
oentary tbe OonunisBionets of Array, wbiob show the available 
force in each oonnty. In the reign of Henry vm. general 
musteiB of all tbe "fenoibla men" were held &t intervals by 
virtne of oommiBBions under the great seal, tbe residenta being 
assessed to provide arms aooording to tbeir wealth. The 
King's "press" was maob abused. This led to an Act in 
1667 for the "taking of mtiflteia" The preamble recites 
"the most likely men for the service have been through 
friendship or rewards released and others not being able or 
mete taken and ohosen theretmto." Sir John FalstatT, when 
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tmder "beating orders" oonteasee his sins, "I have misused 
the King's press damnably. I have got in esohonge of a 
hundred and fifty soldiers three hundred and odd ponnds." 
It was bard to get recmilfl, harder to pay and clothe 
them. 

Ib 1636 the Pilgrimage of Grace alarmed the State. Men 
were mastered in North Northampton to stop the pilgrims 
from orosedng the Welland. Sir Bobert Eirkham* was in 
oommand. He vrrites from OEFordf besyde Stamford on 9tih 
Oct., 1836, to the Bt. Worshipful Mr. Bichard Cromwell:— 

I have takon Sre hnndred men able to H^bt if they had armnr and 
wepona mete for tliem to do the Kynst service. Howb«lt I ensure yoa they 
be alt naked mea,^ and not amoog them past iii hemnat men and thej 
all grudi^a to f jght without hernea. They crve all oat for money and with- 
oat money they aay they be not able to do the Kyng aervioe tbey be so poor 
of themaelfa.

of boilding a wall with interwoveD sticks instead of lath, 
plBBtered or teer'd with dirt instead of mortar."

I do not find a "stropmilch 
oow " (c) in any glossary. It is onrioiiB to find a hood [d) 
among the furniture of the ohurob. It may be remembered 
Uiat the parishionera of Market Deeping (Art. 70S) purchased 
a hood for the clergyman soon after the Bestoration. The 
Isnd at Bwineahead and Wigtof t still belongs to the living.

728 .— Statne of Byron at Trinity College, Cambridge.— 

An account of the oircumstanoes oonnected with the placing of 
the statue of Byron in the Library of Trinity College was pab- 
lished in Notea and Qverw in 1881. It was from the pen of 
the Librarian (the Bev. B, Sinker, M.A., now D.D.), and hod 
been prepared after reading some oorreepondenoe pUoed in his 
hands by Mr. G. De la Fryme, of Wiatow Lodge, Huntingdon, 
who also supplied a short narrative to oonnect the letters 
together. 

Mr. De la Pryme has obligingly forwarded a reprint of this 
Eutiole, rightly judging that a condensed account will prove of 
mtecest to onr readers, especially to those residing in 
Cambridgeehiie. 

A fond was raised tor the purpose of erecting a statne to 
Lord Bjrron, whicdi it was intended to offer for erection in 
Westminster Abbey, or 8. Paul's Cathedral, or the British 
Museum, or the National Qallery. At a meeting of the 
Bulsoribers in May, 1839, the Chairman, 6ir John Cam 
Hobhouse (afterwards Lord Brougbton) was commissioned to 
write to Baron Thorwaldsen, requesting bim to undertake the 
woiL In his letter Sir John said the proposed statue should 
be about eight feet in height, but that the subscriptions only 
admitted of his offering £1000 for its execution, as the port 
dnee, pedestal, &c., might be calculated to amount to £500 
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more. In a Beoond letter, written in reply to the Baron's 
consenting to undertake the oommission, dated 24th Not. 1829, 
Sir John conveys the great timcks of the BnbBoribera to him 
"ponr la sympathie g^ndreuse et la rare libSralit^ qui out 
dictd Totre oSre de nous donner la atatue et m£me d'y ajouter 
on bas-relief, poor lea mille livres sterling — Bomme, k la 
T^rite, pas propoiiionn^e aa travail propose." The liat of 
snbacribers, he goee on to say, inoladea the names of many of 
the most dietingaiahed men in England. As friends of their 
ODontry, of the poet, and of art, "ils voub seront & jamais 
redevables pour le noble d^vouement aveo leqael voub avez bien 
voulu VOUB prater & leur digne projet." 

On its oompletioo the statue was sent to England and offered 
to the authorities of Westminster Abbey. The Dean, Dr. 
Ireland, declined it ; and it consequently lay for many years in 
the Custom House vaults. Shortly before Dean Ireland's 
death it occurred to Mr. De ta Pryme that a place might be 
found for the statue in Trinity Collie ; and he wrote on the 
subject to Dr. Peacook, then Senior Tutor, afterwards Dean of 
Ely. In his reply, 17 March, 1840, Dr. Peacock professed 
himself most anxious to forward the adoption of the suggestion 
by every means in his power, but did not like the idea of propos- 
ing it to the Master, ' ' who has no sympathy with such Babemes 
of doing honour to tbe great." The matter aooordingly rested 
for a time. Two years later Dr. Turton, Dean of Feterboroogb, 
Buooeeded Dr. Ireland in the Deanery of Westminster, and the 
statue was a second time offered to the Abbey, and a second 
time refused. In 1643 application was made to Dr. Wbewell, 
who had become Master of Trinity. He said he would do all 
in his power "to faciUtate the reception of the gift, which 
would certainly be a noble ornament to the University." But 
he had misunderstood the terms of the proposal, being dearly 
ander the impression that the statue bad to be purchased, 
suggesting indeed himself that some person or set of persans 
should buy it and give it to the Uuivetsity. When it was 
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explained that the statue had already been pud for, he was 
very eager it should be given to Lord Byron's College, enclosing 
a petition on the part of the College, wMoh he desired Mr. I>e 
La Pryme to present in the proper quarter without delay. One 
saggestion had been made that the statae might be placed in 
the Fitzwilliam Mnseam ; bat Dr. Whewell pointed oat that it 
V70uld be several years before it could be received there, aa the 
building was not nearly finished, and the interior work had not 
been b^^n. 

The sabscribers soon met and passed a vote presenting the 
statue to Trinity College. The poet is represented in a sitting 
posture, in modem costume. Baron Thorwaldeen did the work 
at Borne, in 1831. In the life of the artist is a short descrip- 
tion of the statue. Byron holds in one hand hia poem ChUde 
Harold, in the other, a pen. On one side of the ruins of some 
Qreek columns is Athene with the owl ; on the other Apollo's 
lyre and a gryphon. "The bas-relief represents the Genius of 
Poetry, who tunes his lyre, and rests his foot upon the prow 
of a skiff. " 

729.— British inhnologioal Assooiatioil.~Peterborough 
was selected this year for the meeting of the annual Congress 
of the British ArchEBological Association. A very numerous 
local Committee was appointed; but the arrangements were 
practically left to a Sub-committee of five, with the indefatiga- 
ble local Secretaries, Mr. Dack and Mr. Bodger. A lat^e 
number of visitors appeared at the commencement of the 
proceedings in the afternoon of Thurada^, 14 July, when the 
Dean of Peterborough addressed them upon the history and 
architecture of the Cathedral, and afterwards shewed them 
over the building. 

Excursions were oi^anized for each day, and papers were 
read each evening. The Bishop of Peterborough was Presi- 
dent, and gave hia opening address on Thursday evening. Many 
of the places visited wore not within the borders of the Fen- 
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land, and many of the papers had no immediate oonneotioii 
with the disliriot with which Fenland Notei and Qvariet is 
c^teoiaUy oonoemed. 

The FeDland 8n[^lied the following objacta of interest. 
Peterborough Cathedral, the skeleton of the Tithe Bam, 8. 
John Baptist's Ghnioh, whioh was deeoribed by Mr. H. H. 
Townsend; the Chnrohes, Browne's Hospital, Ao., at Stamford, 
desoribed by Mr. Traylen; Bmrghley Hoose, where an admira- 
ble paper was read by Mr. J. A. Gotoh, F.S.A. ; Spalding 
Church and Ayscoughtee Hall, and the valuable oolleotion of 
mannsoripts and rare books belonging to the Oentlemen's 
Sooiety there, desoribed by Dr. Ferry, President of the 
Society ; Woodoroft Manor-house, which was besieged in the 
17th century, when Dr. Hudson (the original of Dr. Boche- 
oliffe in "Woodstock ") was slain; Helpston Church and Cross 
of 14th century date ; Maxey Church, with its fine Norman 
work, roodloft piscina, groined sacristy, and many other 
features of interest, described by the Yioar ; Northborough 
Church and Manor House ; Peakirk Church and Hermitage ; 
and Qlinton Church. 

The evening papers that dealt with Fenland subjects, many 
of whioh will be printed in the Joamal of the Association, 
were these: — "BoouMi Peterborough," by Dr. Walker, in whioh 
he maintained that most pf the Boman remains found of late 
years in Peterborough were found in what was the site of the 
Castra Estiva of the famous Durobrivee, now Castor; another 
paper, also by Dr. Walker, on "Saxon Bemains found in or 
near the City " ; "The Peterborough Qentlemen's Society and 
its connexion with Spalding," by Mr. Dack; "Crowland and 
the Legend of S. Quthlac," by Mias Bradley; "Maxey Chnrob 
and Pariah," by the Bev, W, D, Sweeting; "Northborough in 
connexion with Cromwell and the Claypoles," by the Bev. 
H, J. D. Astley, Hon. Secretary; "Bury Church and Biggin 
House," by Mr. Poulter; "The History of Bamsey Abbey, 
illostrftted by MSB. in the British Museum," by Dr. W. de 
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Oiay Binh, F.S.A. ; and "The CommeroiAl Importanoe of 
Feterboroogh in Fne-Boman Times," by Dr. FhenB, F.8.A. 

The visiton professed ihemeelTea thoroughly pleased with 
the places to which they were taken. The weather wae re- 
markably favourable. The words used by Mr. Fry, in saoond- 
ing a vote of thanks at the oonolnaion of the Congress, to the 
Dean, the Mayor, and the Executive Committee, proposed by 
the Bev. H. J. D. Astley, expressed the very general feeling 
of all present. He had been to fifteen Congrees outings, "bnt 
he ooald testify that he Iiad never had saoh a splendid time, 
and had never before received such courtesy, kindQees, and 
consideration as had come from all with whom tliey had come 
in contact." 

730.— Pnolaination in PeterixHwi^ of the Peaoa 

of 1718.— The Treaty of Europe, signed 8 April, 1713, 
ended the War of the Spanish BQccessioa. England had 
subsidized Europe from side to side, and suffered much from 
the waste of life and suspension of trade. This accomit of 
the Proclamation of the Peace is taken from The Fimt Boy, of 
3 June, 1713. It seems to be a contribution by Dean Eennett. 
"Sir, 

"On Thursday, the 21" May, the Peace was proclaimed in 
the City of Peterborough where the fi' Hon. John Karl of 
Exeter, Costos Botulorum of the Soak and Liberty was 
attended by several hundreds of the gentry and oleigy of the 
counties of Nortbton. Bntland Lincoln and the Isle of Ely. 
His Lordship was met at some distance from Peterborongh by 
the honest clergy and all the gentlemen and tradesmen of the 
city as follows, viz. : 

"Twelve halberdeers with cookaded hate and their halberts 
hung with white ribbonds ; 

" Three Constables with their stafb and white ribbonds also ; 
the High Constable of the Soak and Liberty with a white staff 
adorned the same way ; 
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"Afterwards there were carried two very fine satin SofggS, 
with silver and gold l&ce, before the High-buliff, who having 
his white wand capped with ribbonds, his hat cockaded, and a 
leaf of laurel gilt with a crown and A. B. nader, immediately 
preceded his lordship with the same tobena of loyalty in his 
hat who was followed in great order by a vast concourse of 
clergy and gentry, the latter of which having their hats 
oockaded and laurel'd in conformity to hjs lordship followed 
by thousands of foot under arms in martial order, dnuna 
beating, oolonrs flying and variety of all sorts of mnaic 
attending the same. And lastly there wss a famous procession 
of wool-combeiB, the principal manufacture of the plaoe ; viz. ; 
the Masters on horseback, handsomly clad and adorned with a 
pretty variety of colourd wool, hats cockaded, and laurel 
leaves in them, led up a very great number of journeymen in 
their holland shirts and white wands tufted, with saehee and 
scarves of comb'd wooll. The person representing Bishop 
Blaze the founder of the manufacture was distinguished from 
all the rest being preceded by two of the function carrying a 
garland ; others with streamers and the next with the ensigns 
of the trade ; his cap was made of wool, in imitation of a 
mitre, his habit of the same, traOing and supported by two 
youths in their holland shirts. The Cavalcade was so very 
particular that they, paraded the town several times, to the 
great satisfaction of all spectators. His lordship having rode 
through all the streets of the City (which was everywhere set 
out with 6ags, streamers and rich plate-garlands,) attended in 
the above mentioned order came at last to the Market Place 
where he beard the Peace proclaimed with the utimost 
expreseionB and acclamations of joy. After which his Lordship 
went to the Talbot where he gave an invitation and a noble 
entertainment to the neighbouring clergy and gentrj- es well as 
the citizens and clergy of Peterburgh. And to make the 
joy general his Lordship gave to the wool-combers some 
guineas, also several hogsheads of ale to the inferior people. 
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and a good largess to the poor and prisonars to driok proapQiiby 
to the Church, long life to her Majesty and the succession in 
the honse of Hanover. The evening concluded with ringing of 
Bells, firing of oanons and small arms and such prodigious 
illuminations as were never seen before in Peterborough."

731 .— Wooloomben in PaterbOFOQ^.— The forcing 
article is particularly welcome, as it proves the existence of an 
important trade at Peterborough about two oenturiee ago. In 
the Feoffeee' Accounts for 1636 (Art. 690) occurs the name 
" Comberes gate " as the name of a street : and it was sug- 
gested that our present Gumbergato is a corruption of this, and 
that it was the street in which the Wooloombers carried on 
moet of the trade. The description of their procession at the 
Proclamation of Peace in 1713 sbevrs how considerable a 
business they transacted, and proves that they were essentially 
men to be had in honour, and entitled to a place of dignity on 
such a national occasion. No other body of men seems to 
have been reo<^ised in a corporate capacity in the procession. 
It was mentioned (p. 22) that Dean Duport had an epigram 
upon the Wooloombers. It was published in 1676. The men 
had probably improved since the Dean wrote. He does not 
seem to have had a very high opinion of them, or of the profits 
of their trade. None of them would ever win the golden 
fleece. They were as woolly as the sheep that gave them wool 
to comb. The Dean talks about goats' wool, wool-gatherers, 
wolves in sheep's clothing, and hints that their occupation 
must be a very dry one : —

732 — Hmnpimy Tlndall, D.D., Daan of Ely.— Doctor 

Humphrey Tindall was appointed Vicar of 8oham in 1677 and 
Dean of Ely in 1591. He held both prefermente till his death 
in 1611. A short account of him was given in the S<Aam 

Vol. IV. 
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Parochial Magasine for April, 1887, which oondades with the 
sentenoe: "He was offered the kin^om of Bohemia." 

In a later namher of the same magazine, tliat for Aognst, 
1893, this aatoniahing Btatement is investigated, and Bome 
important facts are given that throw considerable light upon it. 

In Dr. Fnller'g Hutary of tfte Omvenity of Cambridge (pnb- 
lished in 16S6), the aocoont of Queens' Collie contains the 
following paragraph; — 

"Among the later Mastera of this College, Dr. Humphrey 
Tindall, Dean of Ely, must not be forgotten, of whom there 
pasaeth an important tradition : That in the reign of Q. 
Elizabeth he was preferred by a Protestant party in Bohemia 
to be made King thereof, which he refused, alleging that he 
had rather be Q. Elizabeth's subject than a foreign Prince. I 
know full well that crown is elective. I know also that for 
some hundreds of years it has been fised to the German 
empire. However, because No smoaik toithoui jvre, or heat at 
least, there is something in it, more than appears to every eye. 
Tme it is that he was son to Sir Thos. Tyndall of Hookwold 
in Norfolk, and how Bohemian blood came into his veins I 
know not. Sure I am, he gave the arms of Bohemia, viz., 
Mars, a lion with a forked ttui, Luna, crowned Sol, with a 
plume of ostrich feathers for a creet." 

Students in heraldry will note that this coat of arms is 
described by the method of blazonry used for the arms of 
sovereign princes, in which Sol stands for or, Luna for argent, 
and Man for gules. 

In order to trace the "Bohemian blood in his veins" we 
must go back to the 14th century. Our English histories have 
told us about John, the blind king of Bohemia, who fell at the 
battle of Greoy in 1346, whose crest of ostrich feathers was 
assumed by the Black Prince and has ever since been bome 
by the Princes of Wales. The son of that King John seems 
to have been called WenceslauB the 7th as King of Bohemia, 
but he was elected Emperor in 1347 and is known to history

as the Kmperor Charles the Fourth. Hib sister was married 
to ZiemovituB of Olc^u and had a daughter named Margar^. 
The fjinperor'a own daughter, usually called Anne of Bohemia, 
was mEuniod to King Biohard n. of England, 14 Jan., 1382. 
When she oame to England, she brought with her as one of 
her oompanions her oouun Mai^aret. And a young gentleman 
from NcHrfolk, named Sir Simon Felbrigg, oame to the Court 
to render servioe to the King, and tell in love with the fair 
Margaret, and wooed and won her ; and so the Bohemian tady 
became the wife of a Norfolk squire. They had a daughter 
named Alana, who, early in the reign of Henry VI., married 
Sir William Tyndale, of Tansover and Dean in Northampton- 
shire. From them the line of deaoent is traced to Dean 
Htunphrey Tindall as follows: — 

1. Thomas Tindale, Esq., son of the aforesaid Sir William 

Tyndale and of Alana, daughter and heiress of Sir Simon 

Pelbrigg, married Mai^ret, daughter and heiress of Sir W. 

YeHvertoB. 

3. His son, Sir William TyodaU, Knight of the Bath, 

married Mary, daughter and heiress of Osbert Mundeford, 

Esq., of Hockwold. 

3. His son, Sir John Tyndale, Knight of the Bath, 
married Amphelioia, daughter of Sir Humphrey Conynsby. 

4. His son. Sir Thomas Tindale, married (1) Ann, daughter 
of W. Paston, Esq., by whom he had a son William, the 
ancestor of the Tindales of Hockwold and Islington in Norfolk, 
(ii) Winifred, daughter of T. Cauzo, Esq., Gentleman, of 
Norwich. She had been married twice before. Their eldest 
son was Sir J. Tindale of Much Mapleetead in Essex. 

5. Humphrey Tindale, Dean of Ely, and Vicar of Soham, 
was the younger son of Sir Thomaa Tindale [No. 4] by his 
second wife Winifred. 

The following is from Blomefield's Norfolk, I, 180 :— 
"The manor of Scales in Hockwold in Norfolk descended 
to William Tindall [No. 2 above] who was knitted at the 
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creation of Arthur Prinoe of Walee, imd declared heir to the 
kingdom of Bohemia in right of Margaret his great-grand- 
mother, daughter of the Dnbe of Theiae and niece to the King 
of Bohemia, wife of Sir 8imon Felbrigg, whose daughtw and 
heiress Alana was married to Bir William Tindall of Dean in 
NorthantB and Bedenhall in Norfolk, grandfather of the afore- 
said Sir William Tindall of Hookwold, who kept his first oonrt 
hers with Mary his wife, in 6 Edward IV." 

It will be seen that Dean Tindall's connection with the 
Boyal Family of Bohemia was very remote, and it is hardly 
likely that he was ever seriously proposed as a candidate for 
the Crown. It is remarkable that he was elected Fellow of 
Pembroke when he was only 18 years old ; and became 
Vioar of Soham at the age of 27 or 98. 

The forgoing partioolars were kindly supplied fay the Bev. 
J. H. Crosby, of Ely. Perhaps he oan tell us how it waa 
that Dr. Tindall, who was not a graduate of the University of 
Cambridge, became President of Queens' CoU^e; and also how 
it was that he obtained a fellowship at Pembroke. Dr. Tindall 
had also been Chancellor of Lichfield Cathedral. 

Willis gives the following inscription to his memory in Ely 
Cathedral : 

" tTmfridus Tindall, S. T. P. nobili Norfolciensinm Tyndal- 
lorum Famili& orinndos, Deoanus qnartus Ecolesife, obiit 12 
Ootob. Anno Salutis 1614,* ^tatis suss 65. 

"At the Bottom of his Feet; Usque quo, Domine, usqaequo. 

" The Body of the worthy and Reverend Prolate Dmphrey 
Tindall, D.D., the fomHih Dean of the Church, and Master of 
Queen'sf CoUege, Cambridge, doth here expect the coming of 
our Saviour : 

"In Presence, Government, good Actions, and in Birth, 
Grave, wise, oouragiouB, noble, was this Earth ; 
The Poor, the Church, the College, say here lies 
A Friend, a Dean, a Master, true, good, wise." 
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Dr. Tindall waa appointed Vicar of Boham, as stated above, 
in 1577; he was made President (or Master, as the Head 
seems then to have been called,) of Queene' College in 1579; 
and beoame Dean of Ely in 1591. He held all three pre- 
ferments till his death. The use of the word "Prelate" in 
the epitaph is curious, as applied to one who was not a Bishop. 

In Kent's The Banner Diipiay'd, an abridgement of Guillim, 
17Si6, appears the genealogical information given in Blome- 
field's Norfolk, quoted above: but be gives the anna of the 
family as Ai^ent, a fees gulee, between three garbs sable.

whioh have been given in our pages, pamphlets were isaned 
denouncing Vermuyden, his misrepreaentations, his system, 
bis methods, and his numerous failures. One of these 
pamphlets, by Andrew Burrell, Qent., has been mentioned in 
Art. 564 (Vol. H., p. 160). It professes to declare " how the 
said Sir Cornelius hath abused the King's Majeety, and many 
of hia loving subjeots." The foUowing may be taken as the 
^eoifio charges brought against Vermuyden. 

(1) Making weak banks. 

(2) Making hollow and counterfeit banks of light mow, 
hasBOoks, and sedge, " skimming and destroying three times so 
much ground as would have performed the service, if he bad 
taken the best of the soyle." 

(3) Making sluices of rotten timber. 

(4) Mis-spending the King's treasure. 

(5) Undervaluing the work of the late Earl of Bedford and 
his fellow adventurers, and hindering their works, 

(6) Taking lands illegally without satisfaotion. 

(7) Exposing -to wilful and unneoessary hazard lands, 
cattle, oom, Ac. 

Much evidence is adduced which is supposed to demonstrate 
the truth of the above complaints.

Abo the mark renuuning after a 
haycock or stook (or stouk) of com has been removed. 

8t&<ki. — A ooBise-grown ox when castration has been ddayed 
is said to be etaggy. A m^ turkey is its second year. A 
gander. losl. steggr, steggi. A cook bird. See Liacoi^ 
thin and Danes, S66. 

StaIiIi, — To tire, Borfeit, satiate. 

Stahoh, — A stop for water in rivers and canals, substantially 
built with masonry, but not having the double set of ga,te8 (A 
die ordinary lodra. Used on the outskirts of the Fens, as, 
Woodston Stanch, Orton Stanch. 

Stashbl. — The starling. Btumus guttatus. 

Stabvbd. — Chilled with cold and hunger. 

Stattib. — Corruption of statute. A fair held by statute for 
hiring servants. They were established in the reign of 
Edward in., 1351. (Bittary of Boston.) At the states the 
would-be waggoner was distingaished by a piece of whipcord 
or coloured tape, of the kind such as is used for binding horsee' 
tails : shepberds were known by a lock of wool in t^e button- 
hole or hatband. The register offices have now ahuoBt 
superseded the old statutes. But at Wisbech a statute is 
held in September, at which considerable bumneas is done in 
hiring servante. In the North they arc called mops. 
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SrrAVBBS, — The staves or ronnde of a ladder. Dan. staver, a 
stake. 

Stxeii, Stsu. — The handle of a rake or hoe. Hence, a 
handle, generally. 

Bthkb. — Steep. " The ladder ia too steer, I oan't get ap." 

Btbbt. — Start. The old English er was very generally pro- 
nounced or. The pronunciation survives in very many 
words, Buch as clerk, sergeant, stem, Derby, Hertford, 
Bertie, Berkshire, Berkeley, Jervis ; and is very often heard 
in vermin, sermon, serpent, &o. 

Ststob, SteiiOh. — A land, that is, as much land as lies be- 
tween one furrow and another in ploughing, when half the 
land is ridged up, or gathered, and the balk split, so that the 
furrow is mid-way between two ridgefi. The form, steloh, 
ifi used by thatchers, being the width on which the yelms of 
straw are laid and secured with one removal of the ladder. 

Stbw. — A dust, bustle, excitement. A form of stive. 

Stiddt, Stitht. — The blacksmith's anvil : so called from its 
fimmesB. Swed, In Hamlet is : — 

Hii <H>npH»* tifttij &1Q A0 foul AB tho Tnloui'B stithv. 
Stifp. — Stout, firm, of stumpy growth, Gompaot applied to 
men or animals as being stiff built, stiff made. Also proud, 
hanghty. 

SririiEB. — One very bosy and active in any oommotion, as it 
were rusing a dust. A leader or manager: "She was head 
stifler on the occasion," 
SrntGT. — Besides the ordinary use of this word, penuriooa, 
mean, it is used in the Fens as applied to the air, meaning 
keen, sharp, penetrating. 
Stdis. — A stye, small inflammation in or under the eyelashes. 
The infallible cure was to pull out an eyelash and mb it 
with a gold wedding ring, 
SmiT. — (1) A limit, an apportioned allotment of work, (2) 
Applied to arrested growth, (allied to stunt, A, 8. stunter,) 
an animal is said to have been stinted or stunted when 
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yoang. (3) A smftll dusky bird, white beneath, somethjng 
like a snipe but smaller. Sometimes called a parre; formerly 
very common in the Nene. 

Stiveb. — "I haven't a stiver left." A small Dutch coin. As 
still used in the Fens the expression seems to be a reminis- 
cence of the Dutch settlers. 

STivma. — Walking quickly, bustling along. Stive, dust. 

Stocks. — Though not etriotly within the subject of pro- 
vinoialisms I omy put on record a curious fact oonneoted 
with the Thomey stocks, namely, that they were portable, 
moved out when required to a spot near the bridge. The 
last oooupant I reoolleot was one Thomas GUI, an old Irish 
labourer, for being dmnk and disorderly. He was with my 
family for more than fifty years. 

Stodqbd.— Well filled. 

Stone. — Thoroughly, quite ; as stone deaf, stone blind. 

Stock, Stouk. — A shook of com. It was the practice tor tith- 
ing purposes to make every stook the same size, containing 
ten sheaves. Since tithes have been commuted less care 
as to size is observed. 

Btooei. — To ramify. An expression used in speaking of the 
number of shoots from a single grain of com. " The wheat 
was thin but it is stooling well." When willows are cut low 
the top from which young shoots issue is called the stool. 

Stoop, stowf. — A post. A wooden mill erected on posts is 
called a stowp-milL 

Stbaioht. — Fair and honest in business. A roadway made 
on an incline beside a river bank so that loaded waggons can 
pass over without weakening the bank, is known as a 
straight or slipway. 

Stbahqb. — Very exceedingly. " He wor a strange nice man, 
very good to the poor." 

8tbaffi»o. — Tall, fine, big. Mostly applied to women. 
"She wor a strapping fine girl. He mounted a chair to 
give her a kiss," 
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SvBAPFiMoe, Btbopfiikib. — The last miUc drawn ^trom a oow 
in milking. This is oonsidered rioher than what ie drawn 
first. 

StkxokiiB, StbiokIiX. — A roller or piece of wood with which 
BaperSuous grain is atmok off in measoring. Also a piece of 
wood covered with emery powder for sharpening soythes ; 
oalled also a rapetiok. 

Stbikb. — A boahel, 

Stbihb. — To stride, step a yard. 

Stbuht. — The mmp of a fowl. Bums uses stnint as a verb, 
to stmt. 

Stud and Mud. — A building of which the walls are con- 
straoted of stakes, wattles, and mud. In many old houses 
the partitions were thus made, very little framing, and that 
chiefly refuse timber, being used. In fence walls road 
scrapings were mixed with chopped up straw. Poets were 
put in oocasionaJly for strength, finished by a covering of 
thatch or boards. Many are to be seen at Whittlesey. In 
Linoolnshire the expression is Stower and Daub. 

Stdff, — 0[Kam and prepaiations of opium are euphemistioally 
known as stuflt. Holbeach and Wisbech did an immense 
trade in stuff. I have heard from one retailer that he sold 
over the counter 11 lbs. of opium in a week, and sometimee 
more. 

Stomp. — (1) Boston Stump is the local name for the tower of 
Boaton Church. (3) Stamps are often used for legs : " Stir 
your stomps." 

Stdht. — Steep, sullen, obstinate, blunt, short in manner. Of 
a pi«ce of wood broken off abruptly, it is said it would not 
have broken off so stunt had it been sound, it had lost its 
nature. Of a etubbom, short-tempered fellow it has been 
said: "He's as stunt as a burnt wong, there is no turning 
him." 
Stubdy. — A disease in sheep. Water on the brain containing 
embryo larva of tapeworm. 
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Stuttlbb. — The Bticklebaek ; a am&ll fish witli many names, 
mooUy A.S. They multiply very quickly, and have been 
said at times to have almost choked the Ouae and Wellond 
on their way to the sea. There they are soon destroyed 
by the salt water. Some idea of their ocoaaional abtmd- 
anoe may be gathered from the fact that farmers carted 
them away for manure : and that a man employed to 
coUeot them at the very moderate price of a halfpenny 
a bushel earned four shillings in a day. See Wells' Bedford 
Levti, I., 13. 

Sttbe. — A young steer or heifer under two years old. A.S. 

SuOELIHQ. — A common kind of olover. 

BuH. — Of a man slightly inebriated it is said, "Obi he has 
been in the sun to-day." 

Sup. — From the ordinary use, to drink by little and little, this 
word has oome to be metaphorically used, especially in the 
expression "sap sorrow." A hag was heard to say of her 
husband, "111 make him sup sorrow by the ladle full before 
I've done with him."

The date of the will which you give being 1533, the absence 
of reference to those Friars is clearly explained. 

Tanner also gives particulars of "Bethlemite Friers" and 
"Fratres S. Mariaa" at Cambridge.

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737. — Unoobuhin Ba^pai. — In Bhftkspere'e play of 
Kinig Senxy IV., Part I., Aot I,, Soene 2, we read : — 

yitlat€^. .... I am as meUnoboly u Jt gib cat, or a lagged beu . 
I'rinoa Etmry. Or an old lion ; or a Iotst'e late. 
I^aiUtuff, Yea, or the drone of a Uocolnihire bagpfpe. 
Various explanations have been given of the meaning of the 
laat line : (1) it is "used metaphorically tor the oroak of the 
frog in the marshes:" (2) the bittern, once common in the fens, 
was fsalled a bagpipe : (3) there waa actually a Bort of bagpipe 
peculiar to the county. In support of (1) we have the opinion 
of the commentator Stevens : in favour of (2) there is some 
evidence that the melancholy boom of the bittern was loctUly 
known as the bagpipe : while enndry quotations from Drayton, 
and from Armin, certainly imply the ezlBtence of an instru- 
ment of mosio used in LinooluBhire, and bo support the view 
(3) that the words may be taken literally. The quotation 
from Armin's A Neit of Ninnies, is given in Knight's Pictorial 
Edition. While spewing of the sports and festivities at 
Christmas, the author says : — 

jjnODgat all tbe plsamres provided, a Doyse of minstcella and a 
XinouUuhire bagpipe naa preteii«d : the minHtrelli for the great chamber, 
tbe bagpipe for the ball ; the minstrellB to aerre ap tbe Knight's meate, 
and the b^pipe for the oommon dancing. 

This, one would think, is conclusive. In thia passage there 
is oleEirly no metaphorical use of the expression. Neither 
frogs nor bitterns could help the dancing. Can any oorres- 
pondent tell ns something about the instrument in question ? 
"Was it the ordinary bagpipe of the north country 7 or was 
there a special bagpipe used in Lincolnshire, having a dis- 
tdnctive dismal tone ? Has any one ever seen one ? Ed.

Lajigley, ot BoUngbroke, who liaa for 
upwards of TO yean r^inlarly attended Splkbj marketi and it ia anppoaed, 
that in tlie connie of that time she lias walked in her peregrjnatioDS U> and 
from Spilsby, apwania of S0,12U miles ; and she irtili attends tbe market 
with tbe greatest activity, ai>d wjoys ber mtuket oheei. 
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739.-The Hack FamUy of WhittleMy and P«i«p- 
bOFOn^. — The Hacke family ia of Datch origin. The noma 
ocoaiB in the Datoh oongr^ation of the City of London. 
Peter Haoke, ol the faculty of makers of bayee and seys, 
migrated to Sandwich when the Dutch community was 
estabU^ed in that town by Queen Elizabeth's charter in 
1661 : and there were Haoks in a similar oommunity at 
Norwich founded in 1568. Probably the Hacks of Whittlesey 
came from Norwich, for the name does not ooour among the 
settlers in Hatfield Chase. 

Thomas Haoke was a benef aotor to the poor of Feterbotongh. 

Certain orders and decrees made on the 20'-'' of June, 1633, 
by the Bev' father in God William, Lo: Bp. of Bath and 
Wells, John Towers, de&n of the Cath : Church of Feterborongh, 
John Pooklington, D.D., fErands Qnarles, esquire, Bobert 
Sumner, olerke, John Turner, gent., and Jeremy Beynolde, 
gent : By virtne of a commission to them and others directed 
under the great seal of England according to the statute ot 
Queen EUzabetb to redress the misimploymeut of lands goods 
and stocks of money given to charitable uses, declared that 
"Thomas Haoke, esquire deceased grandfather to William 
Haoke, now of Peterborough, esquire, did give nnto the said 
Towns a oerten freehold in Bungate with an acre of land in 
Boone field now or late in the occupation of one Biobard 
Speeohley to thentent to buy coales for the poore of the said 
Towne with the rent of the same as appearith by an inquisition 
taken at the said cittie of Peterburghe the 1*' of Bept^- in the 
1" year of our late lord King James of England: and that 
William Hacke esquire holdeth parte of the Towne lands as 
tenants himself being one of the feoffees at the rent of iij" xv* 
per ann. and that he hath three years rent in his hands aa 
feoffee which oomes to eleven pounds and five shillings." 

An entry in the parish registers of 8. John Baptist, Peter- 
boroogh, indicates that Thomas Haoke died in March, 1589,*

The Gom- 
miemoners for Fious Uses directed William Haoke to make a 
deed of feoStnent to the feofTees of the Town oharities: and 
in obedience to snoh order William Hacke, in parsnance of the 
will of his grandfather, on 10 Bept., 1633, conveyed to John 
Towers, D.D., John Pocblington, D,D., Robert Snmner, oleik, 
prebendaries, Paul Panoke, clerk, and Henry Dixon, oapitall 
schoolmaster of the Free school of the said oity; and to 
Humphrey Or me, John Bncknell, eegrs., Charles Bringhnrst, 
Miles Forrest, Thos. Warner, gents,. Will, Leateild, of Long- 
thorpe, John Tnmer, of Eyebury, and Christopher Bird,

"Hake" may be the orthoepy of the name; so Mr. William 
spelt it. He joined the royalist party and his fortune suffered 
mnch.f He is in list of reousante of 1645, and in that year 
sent his petition ^ to the Committee for Compounding with 
Delinquents.

The Committee fixed Mr. Hacke'a fine bA £350. Hia name 
does not oocar again in the town aflbin. He probably died 
before the Bestoration, for he would have oome to the front 
again then. The date of hie barial might be verified from the 
register of S. Mary's, Whittlesey, where his anoestors were 
interred. The entries of burials at Peterborough from 1660 
to 1653 have been torn from the pariah registers of S. John 
Baptist. 

The arms of Hake of Whittlesey were, Azure, three hake 
fish haurient, Or. L. Oaghks. 

From a remarkable sundial in Prieetgato it would seem that 
William Hake did survive till the Bestoration : bat he was at 
that time probably too old or infirm to take part in publio 
matters. 

The following desoription of this sundial is from the first 
edition (1872) of Mrs. .Mfred Gatty's The Book of Sundiak, 
p. 75:—

' ' The dial which is thus inscribed is oirculsr, but has square 

ends below. The honn are marked round the lower half of 

the oirole ; and the lines of motto are above, and bend with 

the shape of the dial; the word "Faradisos" in the oentre 

being straight, and from it the gnomon springs. It is formed 

oE a uogle stone let into a plastered gable of a house fronting 

a garden in Frieat^te, Peterborongh, and belonging to Mr. 

Q. 'VfyuMn. It was onoe held by a family named Hake, 

which may account for the initials W. H. There is a crown 

on the lower part of the dial face, which was gilt, but is now 

BO much worn that only the geAeral outline can be traced. 

The date and good wishes for the king are on the square 

portion below. The obliging oorrespondent who favoured us 

with this interesting inscription, suggests that a very pretty 

story might be manufactured from it — "Of a poor old oavaUer 

broken down in fortune and health; perhaps the object of 

persecution ; perhaps the last of his family left after the oivil 

wars, retiring to spend his last hours in this secluded spot." 

Let us hope he may have known some bright hours in his 

loyalty, and perhaps joined in a glee with Boger Wildrake ;—

740,~Thpecklngliam. — The name of this pUoe is popa- 
larly Bnpposed to be derived from the death of three Danish 
kings who were slain there in battle. In a book entitled 

Sketcha of New and Old SIsaford, 1826, I read :— 

"This place, which is situated in tlie hundred of Aveland, 
about eight miles sonth of Slaaford, was, previoos to the year 
870, called Lavndon, at which time, on aooonnt of the burial 
of throe Danish Kings or Chiefs, it was changed to Trdangham, 
and 80 by oomiption to Thmelangham. " 

A long quotation from Ingulf shews that the idea was first 
started by him. Probably the inhabitants still maintain the 
truth of this etymology. Bnt is it generally accepted by 
scholars? It seems far more likely that the place was a 
settlement of some tribe or family, the syllable ing being the 
familiar patronymic. In Domesday the name appears as 
Triohingeham ; and we have later (he form Trikingbom and 
Trekingham. Would not this mean the home of the Trichings ? 

It is only right to mention that the derivation of the name 
from the three kings is also given in the Chronieon Anglia 
Petxribvirgenu. The author and date of the chronicle are not 
certainly known : but it was written after the time of Ingulf. 
Under the year 870 is this: — "Dani vero pro ocede suomm 
exeunt magis efferati, summo mane sepelientes tres re^es gnos 
in villa, qun antea Laundon vocabatur, none vero pro triam 
rsgnm Danomm sepultura, Threkingham nuncupator." 

A local tradition, almost too absurd for mention, points out 
three stone cofQns as those that contained the bones of the 
Danish kings. These are howeverj of fourteenth century 
workmanship.

742.— GhDNh Tablet at Cowblt— The o^an gallery at 
Oowbit is to the east of the south poroh; and the spaoe 
between it and the west tower is unoccupied, except for the 
vestry and font. This at least was the arrangement in 1677. 
In this ante-ohapet, as it might almost be called, are two 
painted tablets; one (dated 1827) has the Greed and Lord's 
Prayer,, and the other has the following : — 
Upon the neglect of

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743.— Jamu Hammond. — Among Johnson's Livei of the 
Bxtt is a short aoooiint of James Hammond, a writer of 
elegiac poetry. Hia verses do not seem to hare possessed 
mnoh merit, and Dr. Johnson speaks of them in very hard 
terms. His " elegies have neither passion, nature, nor 
manners ... He produces nothing but frigid pedantry. It 
would be hard to find in all his prodaotions three stanzas 
that deserve to be remembered." 

Bnt there were some admirers of big poetry ; and in an 
edition of his elegies, published after his death, a preface, by 
the Earl of Chesterfield, spoke strongly in their favonr. 

Are we entitled to reckon James Hammond among the 
natives of the Fens ? I cannot find any statement as to his 
birthplaoe. He was second son of Anthony Hammond, Esq., 
of Somersham Place, oo. Hunt., by his wife Jane, daughter 
of Sir Walter Glarges, Bart. He was educated at Westminster. 
He became equerry to Prederiok, Prince of Wales ; and was 
elected member for Truro in 1741. He was only in his 
5S'* year when he died, being bom 23 May, 1710, and dying 
2 June, 1742. H.B.S. 

744 .— Hflmorlal Slab at BoBton.— On the oocauon of 
the Diamond Jubilee an interesting memorial slab was brought 
into Boston Church and laid in the pavement at the west end 
of the north aisle, a small brass with an inscription recording 
the removal being placed near the head. The slab is of black 
marble, abont 8 feet by 3 feet 6 in., and bears an incised 
figure of the deceased, the hands clasped in prayer, the feet 
resting on a dog ; at the comers are quatrefoils containing em- 
blems of the evangelists, and round the edge mns the in- 
scription HIC lACET WISSELV9 DCS 8MALENBVBGH 
CrVIS ET MERCATOK MONABTERIENSIS QVI OBHT 
FEEIA 8EXTA POST NATIVITATEM BEATE MARIE 
VIRGINIS ANNO DOMINI MGCCXTj ANIMA EIV9 
REQVIBSCAT IN PACE AMEN. "Dos" stands for 
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" diotaa, " BJid the whole inBoriptioii may be translated "Here 
lies Wisaela^ anmamed Smalenborgh, oitizen and merchant of 
Monster, who died on the Friday after the nativity of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, in the year of onr Lord 1340. May his 
BOol rest in peace. Amen." The slab was originally in the 
Chnroh of the Franciscan Friary, whioh was founded by the 
Tilney family prior to 1331, and stood near the southern end 
of the town, abutting on the wall and immediately north of 
the present Grammar School ; it was much frequented by the 
merchants of the Hanseatic League, who had a steelyard at 
Bcwton, and Miinster (in Westphalia) was one of the cities 
oomprised in the League. The friars looked upon the Hanse 
merohonts as their second founders. The church is mentioned 
by Leland as contaming some handsome monuments. At the 
dissolution of the friaries the site was granted by Henry Vm. 
to his brother-in-law, Charles Brandon, Duke of Suffolk ; on 
his death without male issue, it reverted to the King, who 
sold it in 1545 with other property to the Mayor, Aldermen, 
and Burgesses, to whom he had just granted a charter of in- 
corporation. In the eighteenth century they sold this and 
other valuable properties in the Borough to Mr. Fydell, one of 
their body, and he built on the land, when the slab above de- 
scribed was found but broken in four pieoee. It was built into 
the wall of a cottage then erected in Bpain Court, close to the 
site of the friary, which still belongs to Mrs. Caroline Frances 
Eowley, of Moroott Hall, Uppingham, the descendant and 
representative of Mr. FydeU. She has permitted the stone to 
he moved to Boston church. The family of de Spayne, whose 
mansion stood on the site now known as Spain Court, was 
a merchant family which flourished in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries, but was presumably extinct in ISOO when 
its mansion had become parcel of the honour of Bichmond, 
which was also sold by Henry VHI, to the Corporation of 
Boston in 1645, and by the Corporation in the eighteenth 
century to Mr. FydeU. Q. Jbbb. 
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746.-'Onn« Fomi^ (734). — The members of this family 
in the 17th and 18th oentaries were ao numerooa in Peter- 
boroogh and the nelghbonrhood tliat it is ahnost impoeaible 
to trace an exact pedigree. In the following acooont of them 
the facts marked (a) have for authority the parish registers of 
8. John's ohnroh, Peterborough ; those marked (b) the 
registers of the oathedral ; those mailed (c) a monomental 
inscription in the cathedral. 

As mentioned in Art. 724 we first hear of Homi^irey Orme 
in 1638 as acquiring property in West Deeping, oo. lino., 
about 10 miles from Peterborough. At Pet^orougb, 3 Jan., 
1608, was buried (a) Thomas Oarmee, Oent., who may have 
been his son. He certainly had a son Humphrey (Knighted at 
Whitehall, 6 Nov., 1604), whose daughter Elizabeth Oarmes, 
daughter of Sir Humphrey Oarmes, was baptized (a) 3 Aug., 
1608. He also bad a son Humphrey (of whom hereafter) ; 
and a son Geoi^e, who is mentioned in the will of his nephew 
Francis Orme as having been buried in the new building at the 
oathedral. 

Humphrey (No. 3) was bom in 1593 (he was aged 46 on 
11 Jan., 1640). He married (1) Mary, only daughter of 
Humphrey Orme, of Gompton Dondon, oo. Bom., who died 
30 Aug., 1637 (c). Their children were Mary, baptized (a) 
13 Oct., 1619 ; Humphrey (No. 4) ; William, baptized (a) 4 
May, 1636 ; and Mary, baptized (a) 14 Jan., 1627, and 
buried (a) 26 Mar., 1638. Humphrey (No. 3) married (2) a 
lady whose name has not been found, bnt she was buried (a) 
20 Apr., 1640, by whom he had two children, Bobert, baptized 
(a) 10 Apr., 1638 ; and Judith, baptized (a) 14 Apr., 1640. 
Humphrey (No. 3) married (3) Elizabeth, widow of Bishop 
Dee, who was aged 36 on 11 Jan., 1640 (date of marriage 
license, Art. 724). There was also a Bon Francis, bat by 
which wife is not known, who describes himself in his will 
(Cons. Court of Peterborough, R 245, py-ived 18 Apr., 1674) 
as a gentleman, desiring to be buried in the new building near 
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his nnole George. He mentions hie nephew, Ghartea Orme, 
Esq. ; his nieoe Mary, wife of William Folkes ; his niece Mrs. 
Elisabeth Orme ; his oonsin Jane, wife of Joseph Dillingham ; 
and his cousin and godson Bandall Bird. The seal attaohed to 
this will shews the arms borne by the family : a chevron be- 
tween three eatoiles of eight points. Francis Orme died (o) 
26 Mar., 1674. 

This Humphrey (No. S) is always spoken of as a knight : 
bat when he waa knighted does not appear. He is not so de- 
Boribed at his marriage in 1640. Nor is it known when he or 
his last wife died. In a description of the moniuneot, erected 
by him in his lifetime and destroyed before his death, given in 
a toor made from Norwiob in 1696, (printed, as far as relates 
to the county, in NorthampUmthvn Notes and Querie$, H., 
131,) it is said that on the monument were represented 7 sons 
and 8 daughters. He was only 42 years of age at this date. 
The account also speaks of the figorea of Sir Henry his son and 
his lady and their ohildxen. Of this Sir Henry no other 
mention has been found. 

Of Humphrey Orme (No. 4) some partioulars have bwa given 
in a former paper (Art. 724). He was baptized (a) 12 Oct., 
1620 ; died (c) 2 Mar., and was buried in the new building 
(b) 3 Mar., 1671. On his memorial stone he is said to have 
been "A supremo Angliffi senatu ad snperiorem sanctorum 
oonventmn evooatus." In 1660 he was named as one of the 
Knights of the Boyal Oak, and his estate was valued at £1000 
a year. His wife Mary, widow of Bobert Aprioe, of Waahingley, 
00. Hunts., was daughter (as appears by insoriptiOD on 
memorial stone of her son Charles) of Sir Henry Sedingfield, 
of OxburroQgh. oo. Norf. She vras buried (b) 16 Apr., 1676, 
in the oathedraL In her will (proved 16 Apr., 1676, aotoally 
before she was buried, Cons. Coiurt of Peterborongh, B. 68) she 
mentions only of her children her son Charles, and him only 
as having agreed to pay her £800, which she devises, with the 
residue of her estate, to her well beloved friend Mr. William 
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Parker, who had matried her daughter Elizabeth. The 
ohildreD of Hamphrey (No. 4) and Mary, as far as has been 
discovered, were Mary, bom about 1653, as she was said to be 
about 20 at her marriage at Woodston, i Aug., 1673, with 
William Folkes, of Peterborough, Gent. ; Humphrey (No. 5); 
Elizabeth, who married (1) William Parker, Gent, (cj, and 
(2) Charles Whynyates, of Cheleistone, oo. Deib., Gent,, who 
died (o) 19 Mar., 1705, aged 46, and is buried in the new 
building : by her second husband she had (c) five children, 
John, who died an infant, Orme, Jane, Anna Maria, and Charles, 
and she was herself bnried by her second husband, having died 
80 Deo., 1726, aged 70 ; and Charles, aged 37 at his death 
(c) 25 Sep., 1691, he was buried (bji^ the new building on 
27 Sep. This Charles waa Snsign in the Earl of Northampton's 
regiment, in 1665 he served as Lieutenant at Sedgemoor, in 
1666 he waa Captain, and in 1687 Major. His will (Cons. 
Court of Peterborough, Y. 168) was proved 26 Feb., 1692. 
In it he desires to be buried in the cathedral "in a place there 
called the New buildings, near unto my Father as conveniently 
may bee." He mentions leases held of the Dean and Chapter, 
including the manor of Boroughbury and Bellamy's farm. 
He names his son Charles, and six younger children, Mary, 
Elizabeth, Prances, Humphrey, John, and Judah. He lived 
in Priestgate Lane, and left his house to his wife Mary during 
her widowhood. The will is sealed with the coat of arms, as 
on the will of Francis Orme described above. Of the children 
here named I do not find elsewhere Elizabeth, Humphrey, or 
Judah. Charles is probably the person of that name buried 
(b) m cathedral 6 July, 1739, aged (c) 63, whose widow, 
Mary, died (c) 16 June, 1741, buried (b) in cathedral. Mary, 
daughter of Charles and Mary Orme, was baptized (a) 18 
Sep., 1682, and died unmarried (c) 8 June, being "brought 
from London " and buried (b) in the new building, 14 June, 
1720. Frances, another danghter, waa baptized (a) 26 Feb., 
1684, died (c) 26 Feb., and waa buried (bj 28 F<*., 1720. 
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Of John there has only been found (a) the date of his 
haptism, 1 Mar., 1686. £eaidea these children sorriTing at 
the date of the father's death, there were a son (bj buried in 
the cathedral 12 Feb., 1677 ; another (b) buried there 22 
Apr., 1681 ; another Mary baptized (a) 12 Apr., 1680 ; and 
Judith, baptized privately (a) and boned at oathedral 11 
Apr., 1681. 

Of Humphrey (No. 6) I have found no mention beyond 
what is given in Art. 724. 

Other persona of the name ooour, whose place in the pedi- 
gree has not been ascertained. In 1584 Humphrey Orme of 
'Warmington, oo. Northanta., made his will directing his body 
to be buried at Warmington. He mentions his wife Cicely, 
his eldest son Bobert, lus third son Miles, and his fourth son 
Humphrey. The name of Miles Orma is on one of the bells 
at Warmington as churchwarden in 1604. In 1663 Martha 
Orme, widow, died at King's Cliffe ; her children were 
Synolpbns, Katheriue, Francis, and Martha wife of Thomas 
Ooodf^ow. John Orme, of Liudon, oo. Butl., Yeoman, died 
in 1632. He vras father of John, miniBter of Fxton, Bobert, 
Biohard, Thomas, Bichard the younger (both Bichards alive at 
their father's death), Lucy, Joane, and Bridget ; most of 
whom were married and had children. 

I have notes also of Hester Ormes who died 14 Sep., 1744, 
aged 47 ; and of Walden Orme, second lieutenant in the 
Peterborough Volunteers in 1746, who died 26 Nov., 1774. 

For many of the facts and dates here given I am indebted 
to Mr. L. Qaches. Corrections and additions will be very 
welcome.

SwiHOBL. — The part of a flail used to strike the com. The 

flail was oomposed of two parts ; the hand-Btaff and swiogel 

being fastened tc^ether by swivels and leather thongs. There 

was an art in using this primitive threshing machine : the 

novice in his first attempt was fortunate if he did not strike 

hie own head. 

SwiFBS. — Thin, weak, poor, beer ; or other weak liquor. The 

small beer made for serving men years ago after private 

brewings (now unfortunately almost entirely discontinued) 

and a ohemioal oompound eubstituted for a wholesome de- 

oootion of malt and hope. 

SwivsL-ETsn. — One with a squint. 

SwizziiB. — A mixed drink. I have seen sticks known as 
swizzle sticks from the West Indies made from the branohee 
of a tree peeled, which was said to impart a delicate flavour 
when the drink was thoroughly incorporated by competent 
hands. 
SwoDKD. — To swoon: very common. 

Sylbd. — Strained ; used of milk when it comes from the cow 
to take off impurities. We also say of a heavy shower, ' ' It 
syled down. " 
Tab.— The ear. 

Tatchet OB Taohbt bhd.— The detached end of waxed 
hempen thread with bristle attached : discarded by the 
tradesmen and used by oohblers for botching. 
Tack. — Applied to nnpalateable food. " This is hard tack. I 

don't like it." 
TAjniNas. — Offals, refuse com, not marketable. 
Taihtbd. — (1) Heated meat, from over driving before slaughter, 
is said to be tainted. (S) A dirty, offensive persoo, one 
unsafe to approach.

E, on his return after his 
first day at school was asked what he had learned, and 
replied that he now knew what a tater-trap was. "One of 
the boys was talking and the master told him to shut his 
tater-trap." This was in 1619, before the days of Board 
Schools and Certificated Teaohers. 

Taunti.D(q. — ToBSing the head, as of a restive horse. 

Tavihq aus Tbwiko. — Bestlees. The uneasy tossing of a 
sick person. 

Tbau, — (1) To unload a waggon of oom. (2) To pour or 
empty from one veesel to another. (3) When it rains 
heavily it is said to team down, or rain teaming. 

Tbd. — To pull hay together with a "hay-bob" into win-rows 
or small heaps. 

Teb-hee. — A titter, or laugh, 

Tbus, Tbusi!. — A fine sieve for dressing flour at home. 
Dutch, Teme. French, Tamia, The dough tub and 

« temse were part of the furniture of most farm kitchens.

Thebbawayb. — Thereabouts, Thataway is also used meaning 
yonder, at some distance. 

Thiok. — Friendly. Thick end, the greater part. Thick of 
hearing, nearly deaf. 

Thbomq. — Busy. 
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Thboff. — ThTongh. 

Thdub-fibcb. — A meal of bread and obeese eaten usually 

BtandtDg without plate. 
THDHB-flNACK. — A simple way of faeteniug the door, the snack 

being lifted by a small lever. 
TBUKFUia. — Very large. Common all over England ; bat the 
Fenland toaet " Thumping tuok and fine children to ye " is 
perhaps local. 
TiOK. — Credit ; from ticket. Also common everywhere. But

TiMx. — (1) The prong of a fork. (2) A fine for the redemption 

of a pledge or forfeit. 
Ima-TAsa, — A paltry, worthleas, article. 
TdQ. — To ting the beea when they swarm, to collect them 

together, a email onmelodious bell is rung. In our early 

days a warming-pan and cellar key were employed ; and the 

noise was said to be very efficacious in inducing the swann 

to settle. 
TiPB. — To tip up, sa a cart. The tipe-stick is the wooden bar 

in front of the cart fastening the body to the shafts. 

Sometimes called the Pander. 
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TlP-Bix>TiQH. — A wooden shovel, osoally home-mada, with a 
tip or rim of iron on the cnUing-edge.

Tod. — Dong ; as, gooee-tod, cow-tod. 

Toft. — The site of a house or oottage. When the greater 
part of the country was open field the expression " toft and 
croft " was well known in copyhold practice. We have the 
word preserved in village names, as, I^mgtoft and I^shtoft. 

ToKB. — A simpleton. 0,M. Toke. 

ToM-TiT. — The wren is sometimes called erroneously by this 

Ttnoix. — Provisions, food. 
Tou-TOE. — The great toe. 
ToNT. — A simpleton. Is this derived from Tony (*•.«., Anthony) 

IjQmpkin, in Goldsmith 'h play ; or can an earlier instance of 

its use be found ? 
Tool. — A spade. A shod-tool was one made locally. 
ToF-THONQ. — The strap that fastens the hames together at the 

top. That used at the lower part is the ohea-thong. 
Tops IT. — "That tops it, surely." He ont-Herods Herod. 
Top up.— To finish. "They top np with pastry." 
TosHSB. — Tasks. 
ToBH-NAiLS. — Nails pat into a horse's shoe and allowed to 

remain rough, bo as to prevent sUpping in frosty weather. 

To tosh-uail a piece of wood, as a joist into a beam, is to 

drive a nail obliquely in the side.

Of a person reoovering from illnees it might be said, "He's 
had a tottering time of it," meaning dangerous. So of the 
weaker of two cooks in a poultry yard, always being driven 
abont and harassed by the stronger, "He has but a totter- 
ing time of it." 

ToTTiHO. — A mode of taking eels with a large bunoh of 
worms threaded on worsted, and attached to a conical lead 
sinker weighing from one to two pounds. In this way 
quantities of eels were sometimes taken, eepeoially in bhe 
tidal rivers. The fisher had a boat made fast mid-stream. 
From this he dropped his tot by means of a line at the end 
of a short rod. Whan a bite was fell the rod was raised 
quickly but steadily. The eels dropped into the end of the 
boat, and the tot was lowered again to the bottom of the 
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747— Vsdding Bnpantitioiu. — A yoang man about to 
he married came recently to my house to arrange for the hour 
for the ceremony, and suggested half -past one. He was told 
this was an inoonTenient time, sa it would interfere with the 
meals of the family, and that 1.15 would be more suitable ; 
and to this he agreed. But be sent a sister the next day to 
say he had a very great objection to be married at 1.46. Upon 
my enquiring if tbere were a train to be caught, or any domestic 
arrangements to be considered, I was told there was nothing of 
the kind ; and upon my pressing for & reason I discovered that 
it was considered very unlucky to have tbe ceremony going on 
while the clock struck ; and if the service did not begin till 
1.46 it would last beyond two o'clock. I pointed out that 
there was no clock in the ohorch, but, somewhat oddly, this 
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did not seem to affeot the qaestion. I have not been able to 
find any reference to this anperstition in any book that deals 
with sach sabjoots. 

I also heard lately, from another source, that it was thought 
very tinlucky for two sisters to be married at the same time. 
This is oertajnly not at all a general feeling. 

It is considered here to be speoially unlucky if the married 
pair, as they leave the ohuroh, walk "wrong-handed"; that is, 
if they do not retain the same relative position that they had 
daring the service, the man to the woman's right. 

The following lines on the day of the week suitable (or un- 
suitable) for weddings are new to me. I had them from a 
parishioner this year. 

Monday for health, 
Tneeday foe wealth, 
Wednraday the best day of all ; 
Thursday for losses, 
Friday for crosses, 
Saturday no luck at all,

748.— F«teFboFOQgh Honastery : CnBtody of th« Tem- 
poralitiAB vbfln Abbey vacant— The deed here copied was 
found among some waste paper in the office of Mr. Andrew 
Oliver, and by him given to the Sishop of Peterborough on 
the occasion of the late visit of the Congress of the British 
ArchfBological Association. The sum paid as a fee to the Ex- 
chequer for the custody of the temporalities of the monastery 
on the occasion of the death of an Abbot does not appear to 
be mentioned in Gunton. The amount claimed was consider- 
able, forty pounds. It le very bard to state exactly the 
relative value of money at different periods, so as to be able to 
say what this sum would correspond to at the present day. 
But we should be almost certainly under the mark if we put 
it as equivalent to at least £300. The ' ' tayle ' ' spoken of was 
the tolly, or Exobeqaer recdpt : " ptest " is defined in Bailey 
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as "a duty in money, to be paid by the Sheriff npon hia 
aooouat in the Exoheqaer, or for money left in hlB hands."

Lod^^— There are seTeral entriee 
in the registers of tbe Abbey of Bnrgh S. Peter relating to the 
Abbot's lodging in Mavines Lane, beeide S. Paul's in tbe city 
of London. This property seems to have been a part of that 
given to the Abbey by Earl Harold. Hngo Candidas, in hia 
history, (Sparke, p. 44,) refers to tbe Earl's gift thus : — 

Oomes Harold dedlt Cliftane et terram in Londonia jnita Monaaterinin 
Saocti Panli et Jarta portam qne vocatar ECheredfsbTthe. 

The property included seveml tenements. In 1 Ed, 2 there 
is an entry in Beg : Godfrey, f o. 89^, of a lease to Thomas, 
son of Martin de Iseldon of "quamdam partioolam plaoee 
nostre in oivit&te Londini juxta braoinam S"- Paali" 

In later times Carter Lane was formed at the side of 8. 
Paul's and tbe Bell Inn was bnilt on the Abbot's property. 
The site ia now covered by Bell Chambers, Carter Lane. In 
1649 the Bell and other houses in Carter Lane belonging to 
the See of Peterborough were sold to Thomas Massame for 
£780 lOs. Od., in pursuance of an Ordinance of Parliament of 
1646, " for the payment of the just and necessary debts of the 
Eingdom."

These qaotations do not explain the particalac expression 
given by Shakspere ; but they shew that the bagpipe was a 
common village instrament in England.

752.— ConPOdlflS. — A oorrody was a right of Boatenanoe 
roBerred by a foonder of a religious house. The word is de- 
rived from the medisral Latin comdare, to fit oat. In its 
primary sense the right was limited to the life-time of the 
foander, but when the King was founder he had, in right of 
the orown, a oorrody in perpetuity for any of his sabjeots. 
This was the way in which the King pensioned off his old 
servants, greatly to the oppression of religions houses of royal 
foundation. A oorrody b thus dlatingaished from a pension, 
which was a grant to a King's chaplain for his maintenance 
till provided with a benefice. 

There is a return from Buigh 8. Peter in 1334 of those 
pensioned and garrisoned in the abbey at the King's request. 
There had been complaints throughout Ei^land : and the 
statute of 1326, "Pro oorrodiis, pensionibus, ve! prebendina- 
tionibuB " vras intended to soothe the ecolesiaetios. It recites 
that Abbots and Priots have been much aggrieved by meuaces 
of the King for pensions on behalf of his clerks and servants, 
and deolaree that henceforward ' ' le Boi ne yeut desore mes la 
on il devera," the King will thereafter only demand where he 
has a right. 

There are instances on the Patent Bolls of oorrodies granted 
by Priors and Abbesses. Thus there is an inspeximos* and 
confirmation of indenture dated at Kuna Tarent on S. Mark's 
day, 1377, whereby the Abbess and Convent granted to their 
chaplain for life a weekly corrody of 7 white loaves, 7 flagons 
of the better ale, and a daily pittance of fish or flesh such as 
each nun receives, a cartload of wood and a cartload of litter 
yearly at Michaelmas, together with a south chamber. Again, 
at Stoke Gnroy,t there is a grant dated Wednesday after S, 
I^nnfltan, 40 Edw. m., in favour of Hyde Horslegh, parson of 
Kydesfoid, in consideration of £300, of a corrody for life, viz., 
a seat at the Prior's principal upper table by his side, food and 
drink such as the Prior has, and for one servant such as the 

• Pit. S Blab. II. put 1. m. SI. t Pat. S Bloh. II. put 1, m. W. 
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"mec of mefltet" have, and a aeveml chamber with chimney 
and latrine, two loads of wood yearly, 6 tbs. Paris candlee 
yearly, a quart of the bettor ale every night from Miohaelmaa 
to the Annunoiation, and stable and fodder for one horse. If 
too ill to sit at table he wae to have two shillings a week 
instead ; and he might have a meal and a night's lodging once 
or twioe a month for a friend without paying for it. 

The Peterborough abbey registers are full of entries about 
the oorrodies. In 1329, when Hugh Treganon, yeoman of the 
King's chamber, was sent down vice Qilbert le Botiller, the 
Prior postponed his reception until he had been to oonrt and 
obtained an acknowledgement, which is enrolled on the 
patent,* that Hugh's admiBsion was not to be regarded as 
a precedent, concasio ilia van. trahatur in oonseqventiam in 
/utwe.

so that the said John may oome and sit at meals in the Abbot's 
hall with the higher members of the free household of the Abbot 
of Bui^h and his successors; and his attendants may sit at table 
with those of the Abbot. And if it shonld happen that the 
said John by reason of illness or other valid necessity shall be 
unable to come to table in the Abbot's hall, we will and grant 
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for oandtres and onr snoeeeson that the same Jtdm m&y 
noure from the Abbot's larder each day two white loaves, two 
gallona of good beer, aod a fall portion of food from the 
kitohen of the Abbot and his saoceeaois on alt^Date days; and 
his attendants may be leoeived at meals with the attemdants 
of the Abbot and his snooessors : and the said John may 
reodve daily for his horses snfBoieiit hay and the eighth 
part of a qoarter of oats and fodder for them, and saffi<uent 
firewood in winter time in bis chamber like the other free re- 
tainers reoeive in their ohambeis in winter. And the said 
John may have eaoh year from the wardrobe of the Abbot and 
his snooessors two robes, one of the better suit of the valets at 
the feast of S. Martin, and the other at Pentecost proper tea: 
his rank with suitable for, and ten ponnds sterling annually in 
the Abbey aforesaid at the foar qnarter days, namely, at the 
feast of 8. John Baptist fifty shillings, and the like som at the 
feasts of S. Michael, ChriBtmas, and Eaeter. This covenant 
the said Abbot and Convent for themselves and saccessois 
faitbfnlly promise to perform for the lifetime of the said John, 
under the penalty of forty marks payable to him if it shonld 
happen, which God forbid, that they shoold fail to satisfy him 
in the said covenant. In witness whereof to this present in- 
strnment we have caused our seals to be affixed. Done in onx 
Ghapter-hoose on Tuesday next after the feast of S. Mark the 
Evangelist A.D. 1304." 

There are a few grants in favour of widows, with a dum sola 
et catla olauge. That of Dame Agnes Oncoln is a well knovm 
instance. From Gunton* we learn that on the tight hand side 
of the passage leading from the Kew Building to the LeAj 
Chapel there was a chapel with windows in the east and 
narrow ones to the north looking in the Lady Chapel, and 
over the chapel were two chambers known as Dame Agnes' 
Lodging : from this was made a squint so that she ooold look 
down on the altar.

Bishop Kennett says that the Linoolna re- 
sided in Lincoln Place, adjacent to Bwan'a Pool There was 
a corrody granted to Sir Biohard Linooln and Agnes his wife, 
and the survivor of them ; and one attested May 6, 1114, 
in favour of Bobert Bulwer of Bo^h and Agnes his wife, 
provides that they shall have toavee called " Frikkydlovea " 
and ale from the Abbot's cellar, and terminates with the clause, 
Becepimos vero prediotos Bobertom et Agnetem uxorem suam 
in f ratemitatem monaeterii nostri predicti et concedimus eisdem' 
quod erunt participes omnium orationom meritorum et bene- 
ficiorum que fient in dicto monaetetio pro fratribua noBtria 
imperpetaum.

As persiatent Papists it 
would be difficnlt to find their match. From the Beformation 
to the Bestoration the name of Price is sure to be found in the 
list of "recusants," as those who wilfully absented themselreB 
from their parish eharch were styled. Papists did not attract 
much attention till 1 Eliz., o. 3. Thereafter no quiet life for 
them in England. Two-thirds of their estate was forfeit to 
the Crown, and those who refused to abjure were deemed 
felons without benefit of clergy. A cruel practice prevailed of 
making grants of the benefits of recusancy towards the satis- 
faction of debts of the Crown.t The greedy cormorants who 
surrounded the court made a prey of the Christian who would 
yield all to live in peace and regulate his life as a faithful 
catholic. In October, 1577, the Bishop of Lincoln wrote to 
the Privy Council: — 

In Hnntingdoiufaire there U one H'. Price a justice of peace wbo bothe 
himself and bia wiSe with other of hia family forbeaieth the chliche with 
whom I talked not ;et a jeare since and gave him a time of reapecte to 
oonsnlte with himaell what he would do, but I perceive not anieudment«. 
He thiuketh that I do him injnrie to deal with him beoanse aa his hoaae is 
in mj diocesse so his parisbe chnrche is in Felerborowe diooesae. The 
▼aloe of hia laud ia esteemed tOO marke hj the yeare and it other wayea 
Teiie welthie. 

The Bishop next 
tried Sir F. Walsingham, who was pretty sure to give a 
papist no rest.

The Council Begister betweea 1582 and 1866 is lost, bo it is 
not easy to ascertain the time of Mr, Apreoe's diBoharge from 
prison. In 1611 Thos. Dove, Bp, of Feteiboroogh, reported 
that hfi had not been negligent in administering the oath of 
aU^;iance to all in his diocese, and regretted that Price of 
Washingley, a notorious recusant, was beyond his reach The 
last of the Apreoes of Washingley was John, who died 26 
July, 1821.* He signalised his exit from the scenes of the 
persecution which had impoverished his family by an act of 
charity. He endowed a charity at Stilton and built an alms- 
house for 7 poor aged women. 

Forty years ago the old hall was ruinous ; the gamekeeper 
lodged in one room, in the others jackdaws and owls.

754.— Drayton. — This parish is frequently mentioned in 
Domeed&y Book of Lincolnshire, and seems to have been near

The town is in this licenoe called the King's town of Feter- 
borongh. The King grants to "oor lowly subjects and tme 
liege men and tenants " of the town, in oonsideration of their 
good services in the past and good intentions for the fntore, 
that Uie brethren and sisters of the gilds of the Blessed Virgin 
Mary, B. John, 8. Geoi^e, and 6. James, within the oharoh of 
S. John, may have aathority to acquire lands, rents, tenements, 
and possessions, for the support of the gilds and the gild priests, 
to the annual value of twenty pounds after all deductions are 
made ; the statute of mortmain or any other statute to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

The oonfisoation of the property of gilds by Henry VHI. 
was carried out on the ground that they were religious bodies. 
In one sense this was so, because they always made provision 
for religious observances and sometimes had regular chaplains. 
But gilds were in fact mutual benefit societies, with marked 
soeial and festal charaoteristics. A modern scheme for diseo- 
dowment of the Church might aa well include all the property 
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of tha Tarions benefit dubs in the kingdom, beoansa in tbeir 
AnnirerBariea they attend a Ghnroh sarvioe in their aoairea 
and with all their offioe-bearers wearing the insigaia of their 
offioes, L. G. 

757— Wwdoombera In Paterbonajh (731).— Thomas 
Deacon, the benofaotor to the town, was desaribed in his 
tnarriage licence as a Wooloomber. On hia monament in the 
cathedral it says that be "had an ample estate, which he 
fairly acquired, and inoreased by an boneet indostry, and 
managed with ezoellent prudence, and diBpoBcd of it for 
laudable purpoeee. " 

In the cathedral registerB we find evidence of this indastry 
employing nnmerooB persons. The following are described as 
Wooloombers at the dates given : — Jonathan Fahnee, 1699 ; 
John Baas, "of the Minster," 1700 ; Compton Moor, 1701 ; 
Thomas Abbot, 1703 ; Anthony Apperby, 1701 ; John Einton, 
1716 ; John Giles, 1728 ; and another Anthony Apperby, 
1736, 'Ed. 

758— The ParliameniftFy ChFOiilole.-From a rare book 
entitled " Jehovah- Jireh.

769.— A Lineolnibipe Tan4«F.— The following oatting 
from Ths Standard of 23 Deo., 1896, is worth preserving in 
otir pages.

761.— 8i«j« of CFDWland. — A contemporary aooonnt of 
the fighting round .Crowland in 1643 -will be read with intereat 
by many who have eeen only short aoootmts of what then took 
place. The following is takei; from a work from which a few 
extracts were given in our last part. The short title is: — 
'* JehovEih- Jireh. God in the Movnt. Or, Englands Parlia- 
mentarie- Chronicle. London: 1644." This extract begins 
at p. 322. 

"About the beginning also of this instant May [1643], most 
oettain and credible information came from Croyland, lUiat 
Crowland in Lincolnshire, that one Captain Welbie (a most 
pemioious and desperate Malignant against the King and 
Parliament, and a most mischievous mover of rebellion and 
sedition in those parte) had so far inveigled the Queenes 
Tenants there in and about the said Town of Croioland, that 
he got them to adhere unto him, and to declare themselves 
with him and some other Commanders in open hostilitie 
against the Parliament, and to fortifie the said Town with 
brest- works and trenches very strongly : which being etfeoted, 
Welbid and his companie (pestilent Ualignants) oame in the 
night to Spalding the next neighbouring Town, which at that 
time was otterly onfomisht of men and armee, and neer about

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break of day beeet the bouse of one Hr. Bern, a very godly 
and f aitbfnU Minister of that Town, where they abo took Mr. 
J(An Barington, a religioaB gent, of the same town, together 
with one Mr. Horn, and. Mr. Slater, a gentleman of above 
eiztie yeen of age. Now the reason of their rage to Mr. Sam 
the Minister was (as they at least, pretended) for a letter that 
he had written in January before to the Inhabitants of Crow- 
land, not to stand out against the Parliament ; and now also 
in the time of these Qentlemens imprisonment ; their malicions 
adversaries quarrelled much with them for praying together in 
their chamber, which they forbad them any more to do, and 
threataed to take the Bible from them, saying to them, that 
twas not for traitors to have or read the Bible; and by no 
means would permit them pen, ink, or paper. 

"Now they having thus continued about three weeks, moat 
unworthily used in prison, the honest inhabitants of SpaJding 
assembled themselves into a prettie competent strength, and so 
advanced to Crowland to relieve and redeeme (if it might be) 
these worthie gentlemen out of their hEursb imprisonment. 
Wherenpon about 6 of the dock that first night all these 
prisoners were carried down to the bulwark upon the North side 
of the Town, and were there kept almost all that night among 
the rude Souldiere, but their friends forces not falling on, that 
night, they were all carried back about midnight or later, into 
an Alehouse tiU the next day, and then carried to prison 
again ; but immediately after Spalding forces approaching neer 
the Town, they were all brought forth again and carried to 
that part of the Town where the first onset was given, being 
all of them fast pinioned and forced to stand in an open place, 
where the Cannons might and did play upon them. But 
before the assault, a Drummer was sent to summon the Town, 
at whom they shot divers times before his entrance, and then 
took and detained him prisoner, contrary to the Law of armes, 
till the Town was taken. Shortly after this, all these gentle- 
men were set upon the top of the brest-woi^ where they 
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stood at least three hoaree, their dear and faithfall trlenda 
that oame to relieve them shooting fieroely at them a great 
part of all that time before they knew who they were; yea 
Captain Hamngton took one of hia sotildieifi Muskets, oharging 
it with pistoll-pouder, and himself e made three shots at his own 
father, not knowing who he wus, and all the rest of Spaiding 
Bouldiers on that side (sappoaing they had been Groylanders, 
aad that they stood there to oat-beard and brave them) shot 
at them very angrily, till at last they pero^ving who they 
were, qniokly left firing on them, and began to play more to 
the right hand ; Whither, instantly, Master Sam, and Serjeant 
Horn, were by the Croylanden most wickedly removed, whioh 
also thur friends again disoeming, they held their hands and 
forbare to shoot, so that little ooold be done on that side of 
the Town, that day; for, their works also were very strong, 
and well hned with Mnskettiers, and these also were hackt 
with a weapon called ffattock-lcnwet, long Bythes, and saoh 
like Fennish weapons. But as the furie of the fight abated 
in these parts; so it increased on the North tide, whither, 
presently, Mr. Bam, and Mr. Bom were pc«ted, and there 
also set upon the bulwarks, for the Spalding forees to play on 
them with their shot, who indeed plyed it very fiercely both 
with great and small shot for a great while together, they 
verily supposing that Mr. Bam had been the vapouring Priest 
or Parson of the Town (one Mr. Styles, a most irreligiona 
roarer and railer against all goodnesee, and a most audacioas 
and speoiall pergonall actor in this rebellion) and many of 
their dear friends (as they acknowledged afterward, when the 
Town was taken) shot many times and very vehemently and 
eagerly at their godly Minister and Mr. Horn who stood by 
hitTi ; bat the Lord of hosts, that numbers the hairs of his 
cbildrene heads, and preserved the three Children of Israel in 
the midst of the fierie furnace,' so gnided all the bullets etill 
that all the mnltitndes of shot whioh continually, and most 
fieroely, and frequently flew about their eares, and many of 
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them Trithin half Mnskat shot of them, yet not one bnUet 
small or great had power to touch any of them. And was 
not then that old adagie or Ghrietiiaii proverbe, here, most 
olearty Tsrified. Thay an well kept whom the Lord doth keep f 
who then is so nnwiae that would not moet willingly commit 
his Boul into the hande of sTioh a meroifall Creator and 
Bedeemer, who is bo able and willing to save that which is 
committed to him ? Bat to go on. After these gentlemen 
had thus eontinaed three hoarea or more on this North side of 
the works, Spalding forces began to retreat there also, and 
then the gentlemen were taken down and guarded to their 
priBon, together with Mr. SarringUm and the two other 
prisoners which had continued all that while in the West 
VJorki ; bat the Forces on the North Bide beginning again to fire 
on the Croylanders, they were carried back again and set on the 
works as afoieeaid : whereupon ^Mtlding forces moat honestly 
retreated again on both sides. Now this the wicked Crow- 
landert took as a victorie, and one Jackson, a Balaams prieet, 
in the town, a right son of Belial, brought the Croylanders to 
Choroh, and read certain OoUeots (out of his Idol the Service 
Book) by way of thanksgiTing for their good snccease, as they 
impiously called it ; and spending the rest of the day and night 
following, in drinking, revelling and raihng on the Parliament. 
"Not long after Spalding forces assaulted the Town againe 
in three severall parts thereof at once; Collonel Sir Miles 
Hobert, Collonel Sir Anthonie Irbie, and valiant and active 
Collonel Cromwell being now come to their assistanoe, who all 
bdng now neer the Town, good Mr. Bam was again called for, 
and brought ont of his lodging, and carried with all speed to 
the North bulwark, and there being very straitly piimion'd, 
was most inhumanely laid within the work on the wet ground, 
where he .lay for the space of five hooree, often entreating to 
be set up on the bulwark, by reason of the extreme numbnesse 
of his limbs, and extraordinarie wearinesse with lying so in 
that posture and condition, but they would not suGFet it. In 
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brief, within two or three dayes after, not Booner, the beaiegeis 
so plyad the work, that the Spalding forces, with the aid of 
those brave Commandais took the Town, bnt some of the chief 
actors in those pre-mentioned villanies, got away, divers were 
taken in the Town and olapt up in prison at Colehett^, Iptwioh 
& other prisons. This much I have thus particalarly related 
of the falling of this Town, principally to let the Reader see 
both the horrible villany & more than Twkith crueltie of our 
ordinarie atheistioall and ignorant Protextanti at large, whose 
greatest Divinitie is ia their DonBioal Service-book, and in their 
moet loose and lazie hedge-prieats frothie (preaching shall I 
call it, nay rather prating, or babling, and) rayling against 
Qods ohoiseet children, and the precious power of godlinerae ; 
As also, and above all, to set forth the glorious praise of our 
still woader-worhing God in so admirable and almost incredible 
deUverances of his people from suoh clearly evident and 
eminent danger and distresse, which men who have quite 
put off even meer homanity, do divellishly and desperately 
endeavour to bring his Bainta and servants into." 

It would be interesting to compare this account with any 
that could be found written from the Boyalist point of view. 
From a paper read by the late Canon Moore at a Meeting of 
the Lincoln Diocesan Architectural Society in 1861, we find 
that the Farliamentary forces were commanded by Colonel 
Edward King, of Ashby, on Lincoln Heath, the High Sheriff 
for the ooonty; the very man who afterwards proposed in 
parliament the restoration of Charles II. Ed. 

762.— Tha Qreen Shag.— I have in my possession a 
staffed specimen of the Green Bhag, or Cormorant, which I 
believe to be the only one ever shot in this county. It was 
shot by the landlord of a pnbho house at Isleham Bank, the 
bird being seen on the river Lark, jost opposite the boose. 
Once or twice Cormorant have been shot; but I have never 
heard of a green one before this in Cambridgeehiie.

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768.— Tuley Market.— Yaxley mBrket ia anoient. Id 14 
Edw. I. the Abbot of Thomey was summonad by writ of Qtto 
Warranto to show by what right he held a market and a fair 
within his Manor of Jakeslee. The Abbot appeared by his 
attorney and pleaded in answer to the writ his right to hold a 
market with soke and sake and toll od Thorsday in each week 
by yirtne of a ehartei of King William the Conqueror of 
England : and he prodnoed the charter. To warrant the 
holding of a fair the Abbot prodooed the charter of King 
Henry m.* for a fair of five days' duration on Saturday after 
Ascension Day, and the foot days next following ; and by the 
same charter a gaol was granted : — 

" The Bling grants to the Abbot of Thomey a gaol in Jake! 
to detain prisoners who are arrested within the hundred of 
NormanoroBSt which the Abbot holds at fee farm." 

Feiiiaps the fair looked like a market to the jealous Abbot 
of Bm^h, who was fined 2 marks in 1299 for falsely present- 
ing the Abbot of Thomey at Huntingdon Assizes for holding a 
market at Yaxley on a Monday, and for taking toll thereat, to 
the disturbance of the market at Boigh. 

It ia dear enough that the Abbot of Thomey had a right to 
hold a market at Yaxley on Thiusday. There may have been 
no need to hold a market, or after the surrender of the Abbey 
to the Grown the right to hold the market may have been 
withheld or severed when the Manor was regranted ; for in 
1662 the Dean and Chapter of Peterborough oommenoed a 
suit in Chancery against the Inhabitants of Yaxley ; to wit 
Will: Conny, gent., John Fahner, Biohard Carrier, Thomas 
Clopwell, yeoman, lUcharde Watke, John Barforde, Will. 
Thorpe, Bio: Pierson, Thomas Harte, Edmond Fykelyne, 
Will, Watts, and John Warwick, husbandmen, oonoeming the 
weekly market. The suit was referred to Sir Walter Mildmay

and others, who in 1663 awarded that "the inhabitantB of 
Yaxley were to have one market for all mEnmer of taerchandize 
and viotnaUs to be brought by any to be holden and kept 
weekly on the Thursday yearly between the feasts of the 
Parifioation of Our Lady and Panteooste. "* 

The cattle would have to oome to Peterborough ; neverthe- 
lesB the men of the City were trying to overthrow Yaxley 
market in 1604. In that year Anthony Forest, J.P., of 
Uorbom, wrote to Lord Ceoil to support the Yaxley men and 
to gnuit the bailiwick to William Garryer, the late bailiff in- 
atead of to Peter Proby.f 

The market lingered. Facility of aooesa to Feterboroagh 
has made it uselem to hold it now. L.G. 

764.— Star NamsB. — Can any ooFreepondent Bupply local 
namee for the different oonstellations ? One would suppose 
there must be many ; and it vrould be worth while to put them 
on reoord. In my own parish diligent enquiry has only 
resulted in my finding three. The Great Bear ia known 
(though this of oouiee is not strictly local) as the Waggon 
and Horses : the familiar Charles's Wain seems unknown. I 
have frequently heard the Pleiades called the Butcher's 
Cleaver : this is given in Baker's NortiiamptOTttkire Olossary. 
One man told me the Milky Way was often called The Great 
North Boad. This name I have not found elsewhere. It 
Bsema strange if there is no name for such a constellation 



765.— AlieilB In the FailB.— The influx of the French 
at the Bevooation of the Edict of Nantes in 1686 did not add 
materially to the number of foreigners in the Fens. The 
Huguenots, ohiefly artizans, settled where work was to be 
foond. There ware thousands in London. There was a

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ooloay at Cuiterbtiry, where they {oond & oongregation of 
WaUoona that had been eetabUshed tn the reign of Edwaid 
VI. The Boyal Latestring Compaoy employed 6000 in 
weaving ailks at Spitalfields. There was a branoh of the 
Company at Ipswich, and to this sooroe many of the Frenoh 
names foond in Suffolk may be traced: and Datoh and 
Walloon oongregatioDs had been established at Norwioh sinoe 
1668,* In 1681 B. Bonhomme, a Frenoh merchant, was in- 
daoed to transfer his linen drapery bosiness to Bngl&nd. In 
that year the Secretary of State was informed, by H. Saville 
from Paris, that "M. Bonhomme will be able to give yoa 
some lights as to the bringing the mannfaoture of sail cloth 
into England, a projeot the Government are so fond of." At 
that time the English fleet was dependent on the weavers of 
Brittany and Normandy for canvas, f Bonhomme bronght 
his looms and bis weavers to Ipswich, and made aail-doth for 
the fleet. The balk of the silk weavers came to Ipswioh some- 
what later. On 26th Nov., 1693, the Corporation resolved : — 
"That 60 families of French Frotestanta who make lutestring 
shall be admitted to this town and they shall have 20" each 
family and their charges of coming to the town shall be 
foond by the Town and they shall have a chnrch minded for 
them and 20£ a year for their minister for 2 years and they 
■hall not be rated or put into any ofSce for seven years ; and 
that Mr. Snelling shall go to London to treat with the French-

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men about this bnainesB." The Boyal Lmtsetring Company 
was ohaiterad ; ao the reportB of their Secretary, Mr, H. 
Benea, aie found among the Treasury Papers, with the names 
of the workmen employed at Ipewioh. 

Names are not a safe index of the origin of a family. 
There were families in Franoe of Scotch origin, whose an- 
oestors had been in the Scotch body gnard of the King of 
Franoe, and these came to England. A yaluable work, re- 
lating to these families, is Lea Eooitaia m France by Franoisqoe 
Michel, published by Trnbner & Co. in 1862. During the 
Gonmionwealth the Council of State, in 1653, resolved that 
* ' the Prisoneis Committee do consider how Uie Datoh 
prisonera taken in the last fight may be disposed of. That 
the Committee do agree with the Company of AdTentorere in 
the Fens for taking off as many Dntch prisoners as they re- 
quire to use in their work paying them as ordinary labonrecs." 

And by the Act of 1664, for the preservation of the works 
of the Great Level of the Fens, all purchaaeis, being foreign 
protestants, of fen lands were to be accounted free denizens of 
the Commonwealth. Who oan doubt that many of these 
foreigners decided for England just as some of the French 
prisonen at Norman Gross did early in this century ? To the 
latter source families at Stilton named Habart and Teslof may 
be traced, and Nurse,* a French subaltern, married an at- 
torney's daughter and settled there. 

The origin of many Walloon families in the Feus may be 
traced to Thomey. Jamblin originates from M. Jembelin, a 
minister of the Walloon community at Thomey. There was 
another minister, Jean de M. Jemblin, of St. Pierre eat Dives, 
who on a7th March, 1685, received from "8.M. Louis XIV 
permission de se retirer en Angleterre." He was the author of 
an essay "on the validity of Geneva Orders," and pastor at 
8t. Clement, Jeisey, where he died in 1712. The Anglican 
Church insisted on Episcopal Ordination. Dean Whittingham

at Duibam, s furtive reformer in Queen Mary'a reign, who 
held Geneva Orders, was in "a p&rlons state." His death 
saved him from deprivation. Then foreign protestanta looked 
aakanoe at Boman Ordera. In 1646 the Colloqas refnsed to 
recognize the Congregation at Whittlesey, and their pastor, 
Du Ferrior, on the groond that it was not sanctioned by tha 
Crown as vraa that of Thomey.* The minute of the Colloqae 
is this: —

Du Ferrier was in Boman Orders. However, in 1666, the 
CcetuB without insisting on re-ordination received him into the 
Association "pour donner plus d'autoritS a ses labeurs et 
calmer lea sorupulee dee fideles de Southampton," where he 
ofGoiated as pastor after the Whittlesey congregation was 
united to Thomey. The Church of Eiugland did her beet to 
aid the distressed French ministers, but the English tongue is 
not acquired all at once : so they had to be stowed away in cot 
of the way parishes. Mr. Fujolasf found his way to Parson . 
Drove. His stipend must have been slender. In 1696 the 
Commissioners for Fious Usee held an inquiry at Wisbech 
touching the rente and profits of lands given and appointed for 
the maintanahce of the Chaplain. The jurors found "that 
several vnitings relating to the Chapel of Parson Drove are with- 
held by the late ohapel- wardens ; that the profits of a measuage

Bobert Ball ohapel warden who reoeived rents £64 . 10*. 2^, 
and aooounted only for 20£ paid to the minister ; and a like 
misemployment in 1692, by Jeremiah England and Thoe. 
Sweetland ; and in 1693 by John Boper and John Falea." 

Probably Ur. Fujolas' income was augmented by a som 
from the Boyal Bounty. In 1717 there is an entry of a grant 
to H. Pnjolaa Jun' 63, wife and 9 obildren . £18.*

766.— Faana of the Fans (615).— Mr. B. H. Miller, in 
a recent number of F&iland Notei and Qveriet, aaka whether 
the Edible Frog (Bona t»cu.lmta) has been recently disoovered 
in the Fens. I have lately made several enquiries reapeating 
this reptile, and from what I can gather it u some years since 
(he last of the species was found in East Anglia. Mr. Miller 
may be intereeted in the follomng extract from Vol m. of 
(he TranaactioDS of the Norfolk and Norwich Naturalists' 
Society. Mr. T. Southwell there states:— "Mr. Q. A. 
Soulenger has examined specimens of the Cambridgeshire, 
and recent Norfolk specimens. To his surprise he finds they 
all belong to a very distinct raoe peculiar to Italy, and not the 
typical form of Central Europe." Mi. fioulenger, himself, 
says: — "It is dear to me therefore that all the specimens, the 
capture of which has hitherto been recorded, whether from 
Cambridgeshure or Norfolk, are not the descendants of those 
imported by Mi. Bemey, but are of Italian origin. By wliom, 
and when, they were introduced I cannot venture to suggest." 
Mr. Southwell tiiinks it possibls they may have been in- 
troduced from Italy by Boman monks, or that Mr. Bemey 
accidentally imported Italian frogs which had found their way 
into the north of France. Mi. J. H. Gumey has not heard 
•T.s.wrt.41. 
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of any edible frogs being found in Norfolk since 1876, vhen 
Professor Alfred Newton disoovered a colony of them at Stow 
BedoD ; and Mis. Bemey, of Morton Hall, believes the 
desoendants of those imported by Mr. George Bemey are 
qnite extinct. 

With regard to the Natterjack Toad (Bvfo calamita), I 
found a fair number of natterjaoks last year in the manh 
dykes at Bnrgh Castle, not far from Breydon 'Water. The 
oorions trilling they kept np as they lay among the water- 
weeds made the air seem quite tremnlaus. Natterjacks are 
local, but cot nnoommon in Eastern England. 

Black Bat (Mu» rattus). On March 8th, 1899, I received 
from Mr. Arthur Patterson, of Great Yarmouth, a fine bnok 
black rat, oaptored that morning in one of the Tarmouth 
"rows." Mr. Patterson tells me that the species is still 
fairly plentiful in Yarmouth. He has also found there a 
Bub-speoies, 3£iu AUxandrimu.

767 .— UnoolnsUn Feni In 1696.— In the Btiiotophical 
Trantactions for 1696, Vol zix, is a paper by Christopher 
Metret, Sorreyor of the Port of Boston, "On several 
Observables in Lincolnshire, not noticed by Camden, or any 
other Author." The greater part of it describes the Fens at 
that period, and will be found interesting. Mr. Merret treats 
only of that portion of the county that lies toward the sea 
from Grimsby to Growland ; and divides this into three : (1) 
the Marshes, to which he devotes a few lines only; (2) the 
Fens; (3) the Pastoies. We give his description of the last 
two, at full. 

2. Pena. The eaat begins abtint W&InSeet, and ends kt Stboye, riald- 
ing greM plenty and variety at fowl aod tiab, particularly daok, mallard, 
and teal, which are luaaUj taken in decoya and sent to London. Aboat 
HidmnilQer, at moulting time, WTeral persona go in email boats amoi^ 
the reeda, and knock them down with long poles, being then lutable to 
•wim 01 fly. A little before Miobaelmas, great Blghta anlTe in these ports, 
whioh soon grow £at; when the decoya ore froMn, the fowl resort to tbe 
«ea for theii food. As fot fish there are ^reat qoantitiet, eepeoially pdke^ 
NOW bdng of a very lo^e sise; tbe water u deep in khiw placet, 8, 8, or 
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10 foot. Thnnif;l> tbeM fens mn great cats or dnlna, whioh abound In 
fUb ; there bib bIbo vut nnniben of geeee, whioh live on the gram^ bnt 
tBst« both nmk and mnddj; bat when fed with corn are as gfood ai other*. 
Bat tbe7 make an amends in the Tsst qnantitiea o( featben and qollla Ihej 
yi«Id; the owners pinok them i, 5, uar some 6 times a-ysar for tfa«lr 
leatbKs. and tbiioe tor their qaills. Some personi have 1000, aod iodm 
more; tbay are kept at little or no oharge, except In deep snow; weather, 
whea ther feed tliem with ooro. Between Spalding and (hvwland grow 
large orop* of oats, and also large qnantitleB of rapnm lylrestTa, called 
ool»-aeed, of which they make oil, by breaUng it betwean two large blaok 
marble stones of near a ton weight, in oil mills, some go wltb MUla, and 
aerve also to drain the fens, and are called engines, and disoharge great 
quantities of water. After pressing oat the oil, the remaindar is Mlled 
oakea, with wblch they heat oveDs, and bam tor faet; they are exported to 
HollAnd, where the cows are fed with them. 

S. PastDTB gronnda, lying between the sea and the fens, feeding a 

rat namber of tat oxen and sheep, whioh are weekly sent to London 
droTSB. 
Near the fena stands Boston, remarkable for the obareh, steeple, and 
river. The ohnrch Is very lofty, and oeiled with Irish oak, neatly wronght. 
The body is 100 feet wide; the steeple la a tower of 286 feet t^h, 
ootangolar toward* the top; ol ourioas carved stone work, standing not 
above 12 yards from the river Witham; it is only 82 feet wide, and U In 
length; at eaoh angle is a large bntterese. 

Oar marebee doabtleie have been gained from the sea, there being 
near them, at Walnfleet, sach banks and aalt-hiUs as ^mden roenUon* at 
Sntterton. They are fenced chiefly by large dykes, filled with fresh water 
in the winter, and salt in the sammer. The sea loses and gains oonsjder- 
ably in this oonntiy; for, about Holbeach, Button, and WaicSeet, great 
manhee have lately been taken in; bat northward of Ingold-Moali, it has 
lost mnoh more. I have seen the roots of trees that have been dng out of 
the sands at low water, near a mile from the shore, which I take to belong 
to fir, the bark smelllne aromatic, and somewhat like that of fir-timber In 

B'les that have been long In salt water, bat not near so strong; and at 
awplethorpe they are often In daoger of being drowned, their ddtuioe 
being only banks or bills of a snuJl sand, called meals, the former ohnroh 
having been destroyed by it. 

The oonntry people gather np the dang of oxen and oows, which they 
temper with water, and a^.resd on the gromid abont G inohes thick; then 
cat it ont in oblong pieces of about a foot, and call them dithaa, whioh 
they nse for fuel: ^ some places they make nails of them for tendiw. 
They also gather np hc^' dang, and steep it in water, and having weS 
stirred it. strain it, and so nse it to wash clothes, which, when bleached In 
the iniamer, will beoome white and sweet. Besides the fowl mentioned by 
Ur. Camden, of mnd-SDckers, which are esteemed Uie beet, we have nifl 
and reve, the former being the cock, the other the hen. in Latin aves 
pngnaces, beoanse they are contlnnally fighting; rarely two in a hacdisd 
are of a colonr, they are usaolly mewed. 

As to flsh. here are tarbots in great plenty, called biets, and taken in 
nets tTsiled on the groqnd by two horses; here are also plenty of large 
seals, taken in tronl-nets, tralllns by smacks nnder sidl ; also plenty of 
skate, which are taken by hooks lying near tbe shore; as also ood and 
thoinback. 

As to insects, gnats, here midges, are in some places very tronbleeome ; 
some have sUk-nets to secare them from being bitten, and distnrbkog their 
rest. Frogs are vory nnmeroos, called Holland wsites. As for vegetables, 
great qoantities of hemp are sown In several places, of which ropes are 
made, both for sea and land; tbe female is oidled fsmblei ualsoflsK; the 
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ThM* pATta afford bat little Tarletj of metalg. ^mg. or atODM. Ambei 
il picked np MmetlmM on the aandi in pratty large pieces. The aBtroites, 
found at Belvolr castle, wUl not 011I7 move In vinegar, bat alio doloify it. 
Hera 00>1> are oharked, and then o^lad coke, with whloh they drj malt, 
gMng little 00I0BI or tatte to the drink made of It. 

Ague*, here called HoUand bailiffi, an verj rife, few straDgers 
OToapluK tbem. A« ali«, that at Spalding there is latelj a vaat tannel, 
laid nnoer tba rim Welland, oatTTtn^ waUr under It for draining the feu. 
ADd that between Donnlngton uid Brig-end, which ie abont 3 miles, a 
good oanaeway is carried tbrongtk tbe fen, having in several plaoee biidgea 
nr the water to ran under tbem, wbenoe the name of Brig-end causeway. 
It Is after great rains nnder water, and pasaengers take guides, tbe bridge* 
direotlDK tbem ; It was bnllt at the nonnty's charge, who also pnrobawd 
sear 100 ponnds per annnm to maintain it A. great many hills ai« thrown 
np, called barrows, sapposed to be sepulchral monoments. 

Some of Uiew woida and expres^oas ore qaite new to me. 
Meals, for Bhelveii or banks of sand, ia given by Bsile; as 
applicable to Norway. What are in the above called dithes, 
are known in North Northamptonshire as oassans, pronoonoed 
aa rhyming with raisins. Can there be some Btrange mistake 
as to seals being common in the Fens two hundred years ago ; 
or is there any other evidence of tbe fact? Ed. 

768 — DnUnage of Soham Here. — I am wishing to as- 
certain the exact date and partioalais of the draining of Soham 
Mere. Gary's Map of Cambridgeshire, 1787, represents it 
nndrained. The first iasoe of the Ordnance Survey, one-inch 
scale, 1S24, represents it drained. In Col, John Armstrong's 
Biitory 0/ ths Ancient and Preaent Stats of the Navigation of 
the Port of King't Lyrm and of CmnbridgetfUre, p. 82, I find 
this:— 

Downhsm Sea was of no use till 1666. Then tbe 24 Foot Drain was 
let into It, wbiob was oat from Soam Meeie for diaining it hj tunnels nnder 
the three rivers aforesaid. 

There mnst be in existence full particnlars of the draining 
of the Mere ; I shall be glad to be referred to these, if in 
print ; or to elicit from some correspondent of Fenland Notes 
ond^Qveriet some account of it.

The location 
of one is preserved by the "Tnrf Fen" signal-box, between 
Wryde and Mnrrow. At Whittlesey and Eye are parts 
known as "The Tnrves." The tnrf hovel was aa important 
building on the farm, as oan be seen in old fire i 
polides. The word is Datch.

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770.— The Liberty of HaBsabnig daring the Common- 
■•alth.— After the King's death the Parliament ordained that 
all juBtioee of peaoe, of gaol delivery and of oyer and t&rminar, 
and all sherifb should oontinae to act in their ofSoe nntil new 
oommiBsiooa were isaaed, so the gaol deliveries of the Liberty 
of Nassaburg would be regularly held and the oalendais duly 
preserved by the Clerk of Feaoe. These records would aScai 
some insight into the state of society daring the Common- 
wealth. The "Troablee" wonld 3rield a heavy calendar, and 
the records would be in English. The gaol deliveries held 
during the times of the Abbots are duly entered on the Abbey 
rogistQiB with big letters in the margin to denote the findings 
of the juries ; if guilty, (S for nujMnsiM,] the prisoner was 
banged, and they hanged for any felony : if not guilty, 
(Q for quutm,) the prisoner was discharged. The lord of the 
Liberty would be entitled to the goods and chattels of felons 
who were hanged ; but a return of the fines for minor offences 
was made by the justices to the Council of State, in pursuance 
of an Ordinance as to their appropriation.

By the kindness of Dr. Newman, of 
Stamford, the loan of the books hsa been obtained with the 
object of extracting some of the moat carious and interesting 
items. These extracts bare been arranged in snhjeots: and 
the instalment given now beats upon the topography of the 
parish and district. 

The spelling of the writer is not retained, except in a few 
instanoes. He seems to have been quite uncertain in his 
spelling ; and the same word is sometimes spelt differently in 
the same sentence. There seems no object in carefully print- 
ing simple mistakes, such as wbould, whent, verry, pepole

From the oontext it wonld appear that the dead man onght, 
for the onre to be effeotnal, to have been executed for Bome 
erime. Nowadays, it seems, this condition is not held to be 
fwnnntial The Peterborough Standard, 11 Mar., 1899, quoting 
from the Eatt Anglian Daily Times, has this story, related by 
a gentleman "whose veracity may be relied npon ": — 

Soma time ago a man living to the east of the Isle of Ely was raSer. 
Ing, apparently uiom some dlswse of a cancerons nature. His saSering* 
were intense and bis face and neck terribly ewollen. He wae diBchaiged 
from Addenbrooke's Hospital, as nothing oonld be done for him. Ha 
appeared on tha verge of sinking, when a woman said, " I know what will 
oore yon, and It is this only. Ton must mb yonr face and neck with a 
dead woman's band." Boon afterwards tbe man heard that a woman had 
died in a village some distance away. He went to the honsc, and implored 
to be allowed to mb his face and neck with tbe dead hand. The icqoeet 
waa granted, and ha spent a long time in tbe operation. He qnloklj 
noovered, and i« now hearty and welL 

The next week the same paper gave an additional inatanoe 
of the anperstition : — 

Hn. Brown, bonaekaepw to HeMrs. Preston Brothers, Stowmarket, 
gtvee M a tact tbe statement that a friend of hers in Norwich bad a 
ttunonr on hia eye, and besiing of the dead hand onre determined to apply 
tbe Mma. At Uia tame time bis father lay dead In tha bonse, and taking 
tbe oold band of tbe deoeaeed, he rnbbed the tnmoiir with It after 
wbioh (be giowtb diamq^aarvd. 
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776.-0nnB Family (745). — The arms borne by this 
family are given incorrectly at p. 137. The coat was, org. a 
cA«vn>n between three escalUjps gu. Ad engraving of the coat ia 
to be seen in Gunton'a Peterburgh, on the view of the West 
Front of the Cathedral Humphrey Orme was at the expense 
of the engraving, and beneath his coat of arms is the inscrip- 
tion: — "Benevolo fronte Humfridi Orme Petribnig': Armig: 
Notitia frontis Eoclim Cath. ibid, posteritati conseroatar." I 
have a fine heraldic seal shewing the bearings very olearly. 
I acquired it at the sale in 1660 of Captain H. Orme's effects. 
It has the Orme ooat impaling Stukeley. In Miusdooald's 
Holbeach Btgittera (pedigree, p. 6i, and p. 99) we find that 
Walden Orme, of Pet^borough, married Sarah Stukeley, of 
Holbeaoh, 26 Oct., 1761, and that she died in London, 20 Feb., 
1794, aged 66. There would seem to have been two men of 
the same name, Walden Orme, contemporaries ; became, as 
will appear later, one Walden Orme certainly married Mary 
Tomblin in 1786. Ferhape some reader can tell us about 
this. Was one of them a medical man at Peterborough ? 

Being oonneoted with the family ex ttirpe mtUemd, I have 
several notes that may help to make the account already given 
more complete. 

In Bridges' Nortitamptonthdre, Vol. i. p. 102, is given a 
curious epitaph to Elizabeth, wife of Thomas Orme, of Hanoh* 
hall, Esq. , daughter of William Marshall. At p. 543 we are 
told that Thomas Orme was Beotor of Wbilton from 1561 
to 1557. 

In the Heralds' Visitation of Hertfordshire (Brit. Mas. 
Harleian MSB. 1504, p. 105), we see that John Orme, of 
Bartholomews in Smythfield (died 12 Jan., 1617) married 
Maria (surname not given, died 16 Apr., 1618) and had a 
daughter, Elizabeth (married Thomas Freshwater, of Len- 
bridge, CO. Essex, Esq., and died 16 May, 1617, rot. 26), and 
a son, Nicholas Orme, of Lincoln's Inn, Esq. (died 4 Feb., 
1638, Bi. 26). 
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Lands in Coverham, oo. York, formerly part of dissolved 
monastery of Coverbam, were granted by Philip and Mary to 
Homphrey Orme : these were afterwards the property of Balph 
Croft. (Proceedings in Gbanoery, temp. Btiz. Cal, i. 162.) 

Mary, daughter and heir of Henry Gartoa, married Bobert 
Orme, of Peterborough. 

Mary, third daughter of Sir Peter Garton, married Homphrey 
Orme, son and heir of Sir Humphrey Orme, oo. Northants. 

The Bev. Thomas Orme, D.D., once Head Master of 
Oakham School, died Head Master of Louth Grammar School, 
20 Oct., 1614, est. 70. His grandson, the Bev. George Cave 
Orme, bom at Louth, 19 Apr., 1808, was Eeotor of Edith 
Weston, CO. Butl., and died there 21 Ap., 1866. He bad two 
brothers, Charles Cave John Orme, of Oakham, Sheriff of 
Butland, 1672, and the Bev. Frederick Orme, Sector of Lyn- 
don, oo. Butl. Both are dead. The Sheriff left a son, George 
Alington Cave Orme, who is a barrister. 

Walden Orme, of Peterborough, married (1), 10 Deo., 1786, 
Mary Tomblin, of Edith Weston, and went to reside there. 
There were two sons of the marriage, Humphrey Orme, bom 
1794, and Edward Septimos Orme; both died unmarried. 
Humphrey, the sarvivor, lived for some years at Stamford, 
and died there 6 Oct., 1860. Walden Orme married (2) his 
hooaekeeper, Mary Lowe, 29 May, 1809; he was drowned 
on the following 19 June. On a monument in Edith Weston 
Church is this inscription: — "This Tomb oovereth the remains 
of Walden Orme, Esq. late of this plaoe, who was suddenly 
snatched from this transitory life on y^ IS"* day of June 1809. 
The poor and needy will ever have cause to lament the loss of 
him whose charity and benevolence was unbounded. To the 
siok also his medical aid was administered with that cheerful- 
ness and alacrity that must ever live in the memory of a 
grateful heart." 

On a monument near is this: — "Sacred to the Memory of 
Mary Orme, the Wife of Walden Orme Esq. of Peterborough 
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in &a Goimty of Northampton, a danghto' of Bobert Tombliti, 
Esq., by Sarah bis Wife, who departed this life March 2. 
1806."

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779 -Vllite Wild Dnok.— I have a number of these 
whiah I am calling the White Witch Duok; because some 
fifty years ago a speoimen was seen in Wioken Fen, and mnoh 
sought after by sportsmen, but they were always very nn- 
fortuiiate who saw it, and so the bird got to be snpeiBtitionflly 
regarded as a witch. My father and I have had wild ducks 
on our Fen farms for now forty years. About six years ago I 
managed to oatoh two white ones, which had appeared as a 
freak of nature, in the same way as a white sparrow or white 
starling is met with now and again in a flock. I isolated this 
pair, hatching all their eggs yearly. The first year I only got 
fi per cent, of the birds white, all the rest being the pore old 
mallard colour. This, I maintain, shews pureness of breed. 
I killed all of the old colour, keeping only the white. The 
second year I got 16 per cent, of the birds white ; and so on, 
until last year I got them all pure white. They are a trifle 
smaller than the mallard, very good on the wing, being very 
hard to shoot with the sky for a background. I tVi'rtk they are 
the prettiest birds to be had for ornamental waters. In the 
course of breeding I have never had an odd feather. I have 
now seventy of them ; and am introducing the breed to the 
public this season for the first time.

one pair of gilt spurs (calcarum deawrotoru/m) or 6 pence to 
him OF his heirs to be paid eveiy y&a^r at Pentecost for all 
services or demands to him or his heirs belonging, saving the 
King's service, as mnch as belongs to the fourth part of a 
virgate of land. And Beinfridus and his heirs will warrant 
the aforesaid tenement against all men and women. And for 
this reoognizance grant and warranty, Bobert gave to Bein- 
fridus 16 marts of silver, and to his wife Alice a golden ring.

782 .— BalnflaU Id the Lincoliuhire Fbob.— The Buniall 
as obseiTdd at Boston for the year 1B98 amounted to 19'S0 
inohes, whioh fell on 188 days. The greatest fall on any one 
day being 1'67 InoheB in August. The year's rainfall is 4'19 
below the average of the previous 60 years. The roiafaU for 
the last 16 years, with the exception of 1886, has been 
defioi^it, the total defioienoy amounting to 47'70 inohes. 
This is one of the longest periods in which the annual rainfall 
has been below the average that has been known sinoe ob- 
servations have been recorded here. From 1819 to 1864 there 
were 12 years in whioh the fall was deficient, but there were 
two heavy falls during the period, the average for the whole 
time being 30*96 inches, giving a total defioiency of 40'48 
inohes. This was followed by a wet period of 19 years from 
1866 to 1893, during which, with three exceptions, the rainfall 
was in excess, the average annual fall amounting to 26'25. 
The total excess over the 60 years average being 52'64 inches.

There an some 
sets of oommendatory verses given at the beginning. One of 
these may be quoted. It is ngned " T. lAngford — Camb. 
Brittan." 

■•To bis Friend, James Yorke of Linoolne. 
Let none upbraid thee for thy skill, whereas 
Thy Trad's a Smith, thou bred in Lmcolna wai, 
A Citty great, (where thou didst gather this) 
Enowne to our Nation well as London M| 
I speake thy worth, thy works let all men see, 
And wrest it if they can, still Torke ihaU be. 
But what, a Smith, and Herauld ? yes, of fame : 
Thy Pen, thy Books doth shew, as Yorke thy Name." 
The words in italic (so printed in the book) refer to a 
jingling rhyme that was current in the days when rhyming 
propheoies were in favour. 



Langford, in writing the above verses, must have regarded 
the fulfilment of the propheoy as very distant. But it was 
supposed to have been fulfilled within less than thirty years 
from the publication of the Union of Honour, after the fire of 
London in 1666.

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785.— Bnrfleet Chnroh. — An effort is being made to 
restore this interesting ohnrch, a oboroh which retains many 
beaaties and striking teatotes, notwithstanding that the chancel 
has lost one i»j, and has had its andent windows altered and 
its roof replaced by one of little merit. The internal fittings 
are very poor, the seating being of oommon deal ; and the 
facts that the value of the living is very small (with no resi- 
dence), that there is no resident landlord of ample means, that 
there is an acreage of nearly 4,000 acres with a soattered 
population, liave all contribated to the steady deterioration of 
the fabric " Damp, dirt, and decay," says the Arohiteot who 
has been oonsnlted aboat the restoration, " have also iiad their 
share in bringing the ohoroh into its present somewhat forlorn 
condition. " 

Frevioos articles in Fmland Notet and Queria have dealt 
with the monumental insariptions in the church, the ancient 
family of the Herons of Gressy Hall, the parish accounts, and 
other matters ; and these are sufficient to shew that the parish 
has an interesting history. 

A hurried glance at the church would leave the impression 
that it was in the main a building of the 16th century. This 
is I>ecaase of the insertion of Ferpendicolar windows in the 
aisles. We give a few sentences from the report of the 
Architect, Mr. C. H. Fowler. 

"The Ghuroh is an extremely interesting one with cm Archi- 
tectural History that is not as dear as is freqaently the oasa. 
That thrae was an Early English Chnroh is clear from the 
Booth Porch and other parts, but very little of it is left, the 
present character of the building — except the Ohancel — 'being 
late 14tb century work. The finest piece of work of that date 
is undoubtedly the Tower and Spire, remarkable not only for 
their beauty of design and workmanship, but from the way in 
which they both lean over. 

"The Tower, built only on the soft silt of the District, 
appears to have sunk considerably to the North West during

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ita building, but apparently withoat inJTUing it. It then 
probably was allowed to ramaln some years without ite Spire, 
and probably did not more any further, bo that it was ooq- 
Bidered aafe to build the Spire, whioh was then carried ap 
'plnmb,' This extra weight however seems to have moved 
the Tower again, and it, with Spire on it, simk still more to 
the North West nnti! it stopped at the angle we now see it, 
having a most onriooB and remarkable effect. 

"The Decorated windows of the Aisles have given way to 
others of the perpendioolar style and the Clerestory is also 
of the same date." 

The leaning of the tower and spire is a most peculiar 
feature. There is probably not another chureh in England 
where such a defect is so ooDspioaous. The view whioh ac- 
oompaniee this article, prepared from a negative t^en by the 
present Vicar, shews this inclination very distinctly. The 
Early English work of the south porch can also be seen. The 
arch of this poreh is particularly worthy of notice. 

Some good details of Decorated work remain. The 
parapets of the nave and aisles are of this date, and have 
good strings of baMowers. These extend up the western 
slopes of the aisles, and to the walls of the porch. Both 
aisles and porch have bases of pinnacles, bnt the pinnacles 
themselves are gone. Several of these pinnacles exist, and 
are to be put up f^ain. The buttFesaes to the south aisle 
are very good. To the north east of the nave is a curious 
grotesque gurgoyle. The font is very rich and of good work- 
manship. It is octagonal, with quatrefoils in each side. All 
the sunken portions have carved foliage. Four of the faces 
have bUnk shields, and four have crosses. An exactly similar 
font existing at Pinchbeck, the next parish, has been engraved. 
The nave, of four bays, has handsome clustered shafts of 
Decorated date. 

The preliminary cleaning which has taken place has dis- 
closed in different parts of the walls traoes of four Maltese 
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eroaaas punted in red. It ia possible these may be dedioation 
oroGsee. A large painting of the royal arms in a frame above 
the ohanoel aroh has in oonspicuous oharaoters OB IV ; bat 
the motto " Semper eadem " and the heraldic bearing indicate 
the teiga of Qneen Anne. The west door is a fine one : but 
its effect is mttoh impwred by a vast aconmolation of soil. 
This is probably as much doe to the tower sinking as to the 
earth being raised. The chancel roof is oarions and interest- 
ing from being so good for its date, time of James I. 

The estimated cost of the work necessary to preserve this 
interesting building is £2,000. Nothing that is not essential 
to the secority of the fabrio is in contemplation ; and some 
repaiie that are desirable, bat not of immediate and pressing 
oTgency, Eire left for a later effort. The name of the architect 
is a BufGoient guarantee that nothing will be done to impair 
the old character of the church, and that no anoient features 
will be needlessly tampered with. 

The Vioar, the Bey. H. Law James, would thankfully ae- 
knowledge any help towards raising this sum : and he will be 
pleased if any persons who are interested in ohorch archi- 
tecture would visit Surfleet and see for themselves the argent 
need of immediate repairs.

787.— The LIbupty of Peterborongh.— In Saxon times 
the Abbot of Boi^ S. Peter was invested with the 
privileges of " Bake and soke " and "tot and them," to be ex- 
woi^ within his two hnndreda of the Ness of Burgh. This 
imports the right to have all felonies oommitted within those 
hundreds tried there, and to keep the King's gaol and to have 
a gallows. The King would send his jnstloeB to deliver the 
gaol when needs be.* The Commissioners of gaol deUvery 
were distinct from thoee of assize, which related to suits be- 
tween subjects ; the latter were directed to the juatioee in eyre 
who held their Court at Kortiiampton. 

In 1440, King Henry VI. granted a oharterf to the Abbot 
enabling him to nominate justices to deliver the Liberty gaol 
with the same powers as the King's justices had for the 
delivery of the County gaol, with a proviso that one of the 
justices ao assigned should be one of the justices of the quorom 
for the county. King Edw. IV., in 1462,^ confirmed his pre- 
decessor's oharter, grantii^ to the Abbot the right to nominate 
one from the county qnonim or some other expert in law

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to ba of the Liberty qnoram. This restrictioii was removed 
by a charter of King Henry VII.' in 1493, which conferred 
on the Abbot the right to appoint all the Liberty justices, ^th 
power to hear and determine all felonies and to deliver the 
gaol. This Liberty jurisdiction is exercised now, the jostioes 
being appointed by the Grown on the nomination of the Lord 
Paramount. It was fomid in 1535 that " the severance from 
the Crown of the prerogative of making justices of gaol delivery 
and justices of peace was to the detriment of the royal estate," 
and thus muob of the Abbot's privileges vms revoked by &a 
Act of 27 Henry VIII., o. 24. 

This calendar of prisoneis, delivered from the Liberty gaol 
in 1124, is taken from the Begister of Abbot Gyenge. The 
Liberty OommissionerB were then appointed by letters patent. 
The hearing vras in the Ungliah tongue, the enrolment of the 
proceedings in I*tin aooording to an Act of 36 Bdw. 3, o. 15, 
A.D. 1362, which provided "qe toutes pleea qe serront a 
pleder en nos conrtz qaioonqee soient pledez, montrez, de- 
fendoz, responduz, debataz et juggez en la lange engleize 
et qils soient entroez et enroullez en latin." 

The Liberty Justices now exercise jurisdiction by virtue of 
three separate oommissions : 1st, the ordinary commission of 
tlie peace ; 2nd, a commission to try all treasons, misprisions 
of treason, insurreotions, murders, felonies and manslanghters ; 
3rd, a general commission of gaol delivery. New oommissionsf 
are issued a.t the commencement of a reign.

Delivery of the King's Gaol of Peterborough. 

Oar lord the King directed his letters patent to his beloved 
and f&ithfnl William Babyngton, Thomas Wydevyle, William 
Treeham and John Billyng, in these words ; Henry by the 
grace of Qod King of England and France and lord of Ireland to 
hi£ beloved and faithful &0. greeting : Know ye that we have 
appointed any three or two of you, of whom we will you the 
foresaid Will. Babyngton to be one, our juetioee to deliver our 
gaol of Peterborough of prisoners now therein therefore we

felonies were committed And that you cause the constable to 
summon the keepers of the King's peace, coroners, bailiffs of 
the liberties of the foresaid county, that they be there with 
the indictments, attachments, appeals and all other aids in any 
way touching the said prisoners So that the delivery on that 
day may not leave remanete and to proclaim throughout his 
bailliwick, both within liberties and without, that all those 
who wish to prosecute appeals against the said prisoners be 
there to be confronted with them.

The stakes were about two feet 
long, with a wooden peg about 10 inches long driven throogh 
them at about 2 inches from the top, forming a sort of oross, 
or dagger. Warehouses were erected at easy distances along 
the banks to hold stakes, sheaves of sedge, and tools, in 
readiness for an emergency. Possibly from fezzon, to seize 
on, to fasten ; or from A.8. festnen.

After four 
daye prerioua deliberation, the poor (all receivini; alma of the parish) made 
a regular Oya! Oyetl proclamation throug-h the Btreets, notifjing that 
the poor would meet at the church-yaid pate on Baxter Monday, in order 
to take poBaession (out of the hands of the feoSeen) of tbe charity lands 
annually let for tbe general beneQt of the poor, and divide them sereiBlly 
among tbemselves. Notioa of such illegal intention having reached the 
MaglBtratea of Bl?, Sir Henr; B. Dudley issued his warrant for apprehend- 
ing nine of the ringleaders, who are committed for further examination. 

This notice itself is a month after the date of the "outrage," 
tor Easter Day in 1S19 was on 11 April.

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795.— Papys at PaPwn Dpove. — S&mael Pepys in his 
diary, under date 18 6ep., 1668, gives an anfavoarable im- 
preBsion of his vi^t to this place. He aaye : — 

"I began a jonmey throogh the fena along dikes where 
Bometimee we were ready to have our horses sank to the belly, 
we got by night with hard riding to Paraona Drove, a heathen 
place. Fonnd my cousins ia a sad poor thatched cottage. To 
bed, up, and, after eatiag a dish of cold cream, which was my 
supper last night too, away over most sad fens, all the way 
obeerving the sad life which the people of the place, who they 
do oall ' breediinga ' if they be bom there, do live." L-G. 

796.— 8. John Baptist's Choroh, Peterbopoagh. — Among 
the papers of the Gentlemen's Society at Spalding is one called 
"The History" of the above church, written by the Bev. 
Thomas Marshall, who was Vicar from 1726 till his death on 
29 Sep., 1748. Attached to this account is a n^ly by Mr. 
Maurice Johnson to a question the Vicar aske about Tithes of 
Merchants. The substance of these papeis is here given by 
permission of Dr. Perry, President of the Spalding Society, 
'•S' "Peterborough, Mar. 31, 1732. 

"I ask your pardon for not being as good as my promise in 
sending you an ace'- of the foundation of my Parish Church 
a post or two before this ; but was prevented by bnaineee (I 
oou'd not possibly avoid) from transcribing it. I now send it 
you w"^out any further apology, just as it stands in the 
Minute book of our Society. 
"Oct: 7, 1780. 

"Ne memoria antiques £!oolt.3isa I'arochiolis Sf-Johannis 
Bap'- in Bui^o St*- Petri alias Peterborongh temporis injoriA 
funditus pereat, banc narratiunculam primee ejus Fundationis, 
necnon suocessiva Vicariorum nomina ex authenticis Begistris 
aliisque MSS. summft fide ezoerpta Societati Petribnrgensi 
communicat setffique posteritati consocrat 
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"The PonHh Ghuroh of S'- John the Bap*- in Peterborough 
was first ereoted by Turold als. Thorold the fourteenth Abbot 
of that place, A.D. 1078. It was originally built at the Eaet 
end of the Abbey ohurch, and stood in a Ctoee still known by 
the name of S*- John's olose, v"^ was the old Churchyard, and 
where formerly there have been human bones dug up and 
pieces of stone ooffina foond. The old Vicaridge house stood 
at the North-west end of the a**- Chorohyard, and is generally 
suppos'd to be the same w*>^ the old slated house now standing 
thereabouts, having two buttresses in the West front and held 
by one Christopher Davies a Gardiner from the Dean and 
Chapter of Peterborough. 

" Tbe 8^ Parish Church was remov'd from thenoe to the 
place where it now stands by the Abbot Martinus de Veott 
(some call him Martin Cook) about the year 1150. The cause 
of it's removal is thought to have been not only upon ace'' of 
the decay of the old Parish church (w^- was mostly a wooden 
building) but also for the better convenience of the Inhabitants 
of Peterborough, who were all the 8'^ Abbot's tenants, and had 
taken a fancy to build to the Westward of the Abbey church ; 
whereas the old town of MedeBhamstead (w°^ was the original 
name of this town before the Abbey church of 8^ Peter was 
built, and from thence denominated Peterborough) stood 
cheifly to the East and North East of the S"- Abbey church, 
few or no buildings to the Westward, and that part of the 
town, commonly call'd Bungate (or Boongate) was the then 
principal part of the old town, tho' at this day far the worst 
and the meanest. 

" 'Tis probable this Parish church was serv'd by tho Monks 
of the Monastery for the best part of the first hundred years, 
without having any certain, settled Vicar or a fixt maintenanoe 
for him (all the Tithes of the whole parish both great & small 
being at that time vested in the Monastery) till William de 
WaterviUe the 21st Abbot about the year 1170, endowed 
the Vicaridge of S'' J""- tbe Bapt. w""- a portion of small 
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Tythee, 23 acres of arable land, a Manse, a Corrody at the 
Abbot's table and other perqaisites for the mamtenanoe of a 
settled Vicar ; w^'^ said Endowment is now extant in the 
Registry of the Cathedral ohuroh of Lincoln, (in w^ Diooese 
it then was,) and is likewise to be seen in the Leiger book of 
the Cathedral church .of Peterborough, commonly call'd 
Swapham, as also the conflrmation of the S"' endowment by 
Pope Gregory the 9'*'* 

Here follows a list of Vicars as far as Mr. Marshall oonld 
give them. It is however very inoomplete, containing only 
eighteen names, inolading his own. A more perfect list haa 
already appeared in Feniand Notes and Queria, Vol I., p. 221, 
so that it is needless to give Mr. Marshall's list. After signing 
this list "Tho: Marshall Vio. ibid. & Soc. Petribnrgen. Seor." 
he proceeds as follows : — 

' ' This 9'-, is the best aoc*- 1 am able at present to give yon 
of the first foundation of my parish church ; was I acquainted 
w'"' the Bp. 's Begister at Lincoln, so as to have access to the 
Archives there, I might hope to retrieve the two Centtiriea that 
are wanting in this aoo'- I found out the founder of the 
Church from some ancient papers in the Church chest, where 
I met with the Yere tyme of Abbot Turold the Pounder (w^ 
I presume was the EUiniversary day of his Death) annually 
kept at the expence of the Parish, till the time of the disso- 
lution of Abbies in E. Hen. 8'"'*- reign, sinoe w^ time I find 
no more mention mode of it. 

"There is one thing very remarkable in the Endowment, 
and w^ (if it wou'd not seem too much encroaching upon 
yonr profession) I shou'd be glad to have your opinion in. 
The thing is this : The Vic'- of this Parish is (inter alia) 
endow'd w"^ "tertift parte deoimamm Mercatorv/m," I have 
ask'd some Civilians of my acquaintance what they appre- 
hended this to be, and they have ingenuously confess't to me 
they can make nothing of it, nor ever met with the like passage 
in any endowm^ whatsoever. I have consulted Gibson's codex, 
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8'^' Simon Degg, and others, bat can meet with no satifaotory 
ftoc'' from thence; only Lynwood tells ua that "Deoime 
peraonoles solventor de Arti£cibaa & Mercatoribiu, scilicet de 
Incro n^otiationis, " ftc. from whence, in my private opinion, 
I am apt to believe, this Church was originally endow'd with 
B portion of Personal Tithes, and consequently (if no time can 
prescribe against on original endowm'') is still entituled to them 
by the Statute of 2 of Ed. 6"^ o. 13. ■^'^- enacts that every 
person exercising merchandising (artem meroatoriam) &o. who 
then before within 40 years had accuetomably used to pay such 
personal tythee or of right ought to pay, (w*'*'- can appear at this 
distance of time no other way than from the Endowm'-) shall 
still pay for his personal tythes the tenth part of his clear gains 
Ac. If this oou'd be recover'd to the Vioaridge, it wou'd 
make it perhaps as good if not a better Living than any in the 
Diocese. But I beg pardon for trespaseing so long upon your 
patience, & am, good S'-, Your most obedient, humble Serv*- 
"Tho : MarshalL" 
Mr. Johnson replies to this enquiry with a full and learned 
disquisition upon personal tithes, supported by very namerous 
authorities. Among other acts he quotes the statute 2 & 3 
Ed. YI., o. 13, citing a statute of Hen. VIII., which provides 
"That Every person exercising merchandizes (to. i.e. bargaimng 
and selling, clothing, handycraft, or other art or faculty .... 
(other than such as be common day labourers) should yearly at 
ft before the Feast of Easter pay for his personal Tithes, the 
10"" part of his dear gaines, his charges and expences accord- 
ing tu his Estate, Condicon, or I^egree, to be therein abated, 
allowed, and deducted." If the Vicar and his parishioner 
could not agree upon the amount, the latter might be sum- 
moned before the Ordinary and examined upon oath as to his 
profits. But administering this oath was found to be contrary 
to the l^;al maxim ' ' Nemo tenetur prodere seipsum ' ' ; and so, 
although such oath was apparently admioistared by statutory 
ftnthority, yet this same act of Edward YI. abolished such oath 
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altogether. But it was soon foand, in practice, that "since 
there is no other way to discover them [the amouctB doe] but 
by the Oath of the Party w? is to pay them, the taking away 
of that Oathe is the takbg away of all proof whereby to re- 
cover them. And this [adds Dean Frideanx] is the only reason 
that personal Tythes have now ceased in this I^uid, & the 
Church bath lost that part of Its Bevenne whereby Ministers 
were to be maintained in Towns & Cities where there is more 
need of them." The conclusion is that such personal tithes, 
unless acoostomably paid, could not be recovered ; and that 
Saater Offerings are to be esteemed as a composition for 
them. 

It will be noticed that the writer of the account of the 
church has mistaken the period when it was removed to its 
present site. Abbot Martin did indeed, in the middle of the 
twelfth century, build a bridge, not very far from the bridge 
that now exists ; and it has been conjeotored that as the town 
extended the better houseB were built to the west of the old 
town, in consequence of the advantage of this bridge : bat no 
evidence whatever has been adduced to shew that any church ex- 
isted before the present one, on the same site. This is known to 
have been consecrated in 1407. The account given in Bridges 
seems to shew conclusively that there was, up to that time, 
only the church in S. John's Close to the east of the Minster. 
He tells UB that in 1401 the parishioners complained to the 
Bishop of Lincoln that their church was too far o£^ and 
that the wateis frequently prevented their attending the 
servioes, and they prayed for>its removal to a more convenient 
spot. 

The old vican^e house, mentioned in the above account, is 
still to be seen. The buttresses are there, and there is an un- 
mistakeable air of antiquity about it, notwithstanding various 
alterations. It is situated at the extreme south end of B. 
John's Street, on the east side. It is now a small inn, bearing 
the sign of " The Marquis of Granby," 
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797.— Dndnagfl of Sohun Hen (766).— Samuel Wells, 
in hia "Map of the Great lisvel of the Fens," dated 1829, 
shews Boham Mere aa a sheet of water : but the same aatlutt', 
alluding to Merea in his " History of the Drainage of the 
Bedford Level," pabUsbed in 1830, says "SeToml are now 
drained and beoome firm land : for instanoe Benwiok Mear, 
near Bamaey, now the property of Mr. Isaac Ibberson ; and 
Boham Meer, now belonging to the very respectable family ai 
the Orangers, of Streatham, near Ely, by whom the same was 
purchased from the Trustees of the late Marquis of Townsend." 
From an artide in Fenland Notet and Qvtriet, Vol L (122), it 
would seem that the Mere bad been drained about a hundred 
years earlier, and sabseqaently drowned afresh. <3.C.C. 

Mt. Q. Oliver, of the Museum, Wisbech, quoting from 
Lyson's Cambridgeehire, published in 1808, writes: "Before 
the drainiug of the Fens there was a large lake or mere at 
Boham, through which was in anoient times a dangerous 
passage by water to Ely." And also quoting from Leland's 
Colieolanea, VoL II., 346: "Soham Mere, containing 1369^ 
acres, has been drained and converted into tiUaga" En. 

798.— Havts, EuA, Spmnk. — I send some notes on 
certain local words which have been brought to my notice 
within the last few days : these words were used to myself in 
the course of ordinary conversation. 

Now for the first of them. 

The man who. buys up dead cattle and turns them into more 
asefol items of commerce is in " The Fallen Trade " ; and the 
animals that have died a natural death yield "mawts" instead 
of skins OF hides or pelts. Plainly this word "mawt," in 
spite of its present spelling, is "morte" or "mortes"; and 
this proves that the word has a French origin. Doubtless 
from earliest times the defunct Saxon ewes were not allowed 
to carry their useful coats with them when their caroaaee went 
to earth ; and probably one word sufficed then for the taken-off 
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skin, whether the animal had been slaaghtered in aooordanoe 
with its orthodox fate, or whether it had died from other 
caoaes : the French word would have been introdneed later. 
"Mainrts," I was informed, ore of less valae than "skina"; 
and this is what we might have expected to be the ease. 
Now for another word. 

A oertain wall paper was described to me as "husk." I 
ascertained that this meant rough, or scaly, or a little mffled 
on the smrface. We use the word "husky " when the rough- 
ness belongs to the voioe, though I learn that "husky" is not 
derived from "husk," and that it ought to be "huaty" or 
"hausty"; so that "husk" and "husky" are akin only in 
appearance. The "husks" of oertain tree fruits or of grun 
seeds have generally a rough character ; and the adjective 
" hosky " derived from the noon " husk " may occasionally be 
jaed now. Dictionaries give other meanings also to " husk " 
or to words derived from it. I do not however find in any 
Dictionary the word "husk" as a simple adjective: the 
present instance of its use in this way seems to be the un- 
expected survival of a word that most people would regard as 
obsolete. Saoh a "find" for the philologist may put hope 
into the hunter that the dodo or the giant ostrich may yet be 
food for powder, and the cockney tourist may yet find his 
hair on end as he meets with the departed wild cat of Scotland. 
I might perhaps be a little doubtful about the letter "h" in 
the word "husk": the use of the aspirate was not altogether 
trustworthy, and was evidently regarded by the speaker as a 
perfectly indlfiTerent matter: "usk,"however, is not to be enter- 
tained : " husk " is a good word worth noting : it is certainly 
not much used in its adjective form, but it has modem 
developments. 
One word more : number three. 

A painter told me that he had protected oertain shelves from 
stray drops of paint that might fall as he worked, but that other 
■helves were already "^ntnk"i that is, dappled with paint 
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spots. This 'word is evidently the past participle of sprencaii 
or eprengan or sprengen: the origical verb is now obsolete; bat 
"sprinkle," whiob is its freqaentative form, is in familiar ose. 

I promptly made a memorandum about these three words. 
It is a pity to lose even a record of such old-world words, 
while Board Schools and Standard Beading Books are gradually 
destroying old or local phrases and terms. 

I do not find any one of the three words, "Mawt," 
"Husk," or "Sprunk," used as I have deaoribed them, in any 
available Dictionary, Ancient or Modem, Froviiicial or 
Archaic : various hints and helps, however, are to be obtained 
from Dictionaries, and I am indebted to Skeat and othera for 
my attempt to trace them to their original roots. I invite 
correction from any of your philological readers if my 
suggestions of the roots are ansatisfaotory.

800. -The Blind Bsotop and Blind Saxton of GrowUmd 
X.bbey. — The following extract from a letter written by Mr. 
Bobert Hardy, 26th October, 1782, from Moontfield Coort 
Lodge, Susses, to his friend, Mr. Bobert Dyer, a medical man 
at Bristol, may interest the readers of Fenland Natei and 
Queries. The letter is in my possesaion. 

" Travelling from Spalding to Peterborough, I made Crow- 
land Abbey in my way. There I beheld the Bains of that 
once celebrated place, which I think Travellers will not have 
many years to view, it being almost entirely demolished. 
Fort of one side was long since converted into the Parish 
church, this indeed may remain, tho' there's little appearance 
in it now of an ancient Building. I walk'd about the 
churchyard and had mnch talk with the 8ezton who was 
very merry, digging a grave. I found him a pleasant, in- 
telligent, facetious fellow, and could not help being highly 
entertained with his hnmour and drollery. Afts^ards ha 
pointed to the Cottage where his Wife was who had the key of 
the church. When there, I congratulated her on having so 
cheerful a Husband. She say'd indeed he was a very good 
man, and a good scholar, that he had formerly been an 
Asistont Sohoolmaater, ae well as Sexton, that he bad also 
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bean the easiest peraon in the World, exoepting one year of 
hie life, dnring which period he oontinuEJly fretted day and 
night. — I ask'd the ocoasion, hoard it was misfortane, — what 
misfortune ? — L088 of Sight I — Well, be thankful he is re- 
oorered and got well ftgain. — Yes, Sir, say'd she, he is well to 
be auie, bat has never got the better of his blindBess, oor has 
he been able to see for 18 yeare past. The Woman astonish'd 
me. I inquired repeatedly if she really msaiU ihe Man whom 
I $ato digging the grave, for I had been prating with the poor 
fellow some considerable time, and he never once lamented 
his want of Sight, or even threw out the most distant hint of 
his Iwinf; blind, but kept shoveling np the Earth, and talking 
with as mnch ease as it is possible to conceive, and without a 
muxmnr or complaint. It is a fact that the Uan has been 
Sexton at Crowland 22 years, and has done the business of s 
Sexton 17 years, Bince his blindness ceased to distress him. 
It was oooasioned by a Cold he caught one severe Winter, 
when be was obliged to travel about in the Snow, on foot, to 
many places, in search of some person to officiate for a Mr. 
Benson, the Gentleman who formerly had the Living, — and 
what is equally extraordinary, that very Gentleman was blind, 
bat had nevertheless done the Duty of his Church every 
Sunday, when well, for 30 years preceding his death, tho' all 
the time was without the possibility of Seeing. The Woman 
assured me that slie Iiod attended his performance of the 
service four years, which he went thro' with great ease and 
pleasure, being prompted in the Psalms and Lessons by a Lad 
who stood near by for the purpose. 

"After listening with wonder and attention to the Narrative 
here related, I was more than ever confirmed in my opinion 
that Happiness dwells in Cottages, and Contentment in the 
rural Soenes of Life."

There ia a long account of the Bev. James Benson, and of 
his many virtnes, in Nichols' Lita-ary AneedoUi, ix. 638. 
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I1i appears that hs tnuned boye of the parish to road Oreek 
to him, though they could not ondeistand what they read, 
"3.6 had a grey mare, which carried him safely for many years, 
bat had to be killed, owing to its breaking its leg. A new 
horse, ffven to Benson, ran away with him and threw him, 
hia death enaning almost immediately. He supported the 
widow and daughter of his predecessor. He was appcnnted 
Beotor in 1730. I have not found the date o( his death. His 
snooessor oame in 1761. 

The notice of the death of William Hill, the blind sexton, 
has been given from The Stamford Mercury at Art. 343. As- 
oording to that extract he died 27 Jan., 1791. But the 
inscription in the west porch of the Abbey gives the year as 
1792. As this tablet was not erected till 26 years afterwards, 
the earlier date ia probably correct. The following is the 
inscription in the porch : — ,

In snow when 4(1 raan of atte, and yet be acqalred ili the facHlMen ot 
thoie who meet thin malady In yoath. his acnbenevi almrMt taperMd«d bla 
loHa ainoe he ooald walk in and abont the Towir. and coald ga In the 
chnroh yard And each and every grawe be wm desired to point onU he diwl 
Janr. 27^^ 1792. aced 66. To reoord theM iiognlar laottltlea, and their 
esteem, the parUbloaen erected this tablet 1818.

The Liberty Justices retain their jurisdiction to try for 
murder: but they can, pursuant to an enabling Act passed to 
relieve local jurisdictions, when a true bill has been found by 
the grand jury, arraign the prisoner, and then transfer bim to 
the county to be tried at the assizes. This enabling Act was 
brought into Parliament by Sir J. Scarlett (afterwards Lord 
Abinger) in 1820. He was member for Peterborough. The 
title of the Act (60 Geo. m. and 1 Geo. IV. o. 14) is: "An 
Act to remedy certain incoDveniences in local and exclusive 
jurisdiotiong. " If the Chairman of the Liberty Justices was 
in holy orders, he could not preside at a trial where life was in 
jeopardy, by reason of the rule "Eooleeia non novlt sangui- 
nem." This is said to have been the occasion of the Act.

It posged along with such vlolenoe 
and rapfdit;, that it carried ever; thing before it: such as grass, Btra^w, 
and stubble; and in eoin^ over the coantry bank, it raised the dust to a 
great beigbt; and when it arrived in the wash, in the midst of the water, 
and jnat ovei against where Mr. R lived, it stood still for some mlontea.

805— Fire at Boston, 1761.— The follovring is from The 
Amnttol Segitter for 1761. 

Boston, Jan. 19. We have had an extreme cold season, whereby onr 
harbom has been for two or three days almost filled with ice. We have, 
wltUn that time, bad several alarms by fire, which were soon extingnished ; 
bnt Tnesday evening last, a violent fire broke out in one of the sbopa 
opposite the north side of Fanenil Hall Market, on Dock-square, which 
entirely consumed all the row of wooden bnildings from the store-honse, 
occupied by the hoD. Thomas Hubbard, Esq. ; to the Swing-bridge. These 
bnildings belonged to the town, snd were leased to a nnmberof tradesmen, 
some of whom bad their whole stock therein, most of which was either con- 
sumed or lost. There were seveisl schooners in the dook, bat they received 
little damage ; nor did the fire proceed to the north side of the dook ; on 
the contrary, it communicated Itself to that stately edifice, FaneuU Hall 
Market, the whole of which was soon entirely consumed, excepting the 
rick w^ls, wbich are left standing. The fire then proceeded to a nnmbec 
of shops occapied by some tradesmen, on the sonth side of the market, 
and consnmed them also. The wind rising abont this time, carried tbe 
flakes of fire over tbe honses towards King-street, and the warebonses and 
■toree «i the Towii>dock, and Long-wharf, whereiii were the gtaatNt 
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qnaatitiM of the richest meichBodiie in the lovrn. Althongb tb» flanM 
and flakei of Are fell on man; bonBeii and stores, yet do dweUing-bonae 
WM cooanmed ; tbongb one oc two near the nuiket were ootindeisblT 
dunaged. Never vere slates on hoDses disooTeced to be of so mncb 
advantage as at this time ; for when great Bakes of Are fell tjierson, thej 
immediately iwi off without doing any dama^ The loss of Tkueofl 
market most be great to this town : it was built near twenty yesra ago, at 
the sole ezpence of the late generons Peter FoDeuil, Esq. This csna<»onB 
hall, which bore the foooder s name, conld contain 1000 of the inlutbitBiita 
at a meeting. There weie convenient apartmeDt* for the oSoen of the 
town to transact their respective btuioesses theiein ; beddas two offieea at 
tbe east rad of the lower floor, one of which was oocopled as a naval ofllce. 
tbe other aa a notary pablic's, the other part was very oommodioua for a 
market. The records, papers, ftc. with snch othar things aa conld be n- 
moTed, were mostly saved. 

There were near twenty tradesmen deprived of shops by this Sn, 
which must make It extremely difBcnlt in this winter aeaaoD, eapedaUy

806.— Star Names (764).— A oorrespondeat, ander tbe 
signature of "Boyal Navy," writes from Gallao, in Peru, that 
he baa read the query about local names of oonstellatiooB, 
and proceeds : — 

When I was a boy I was taught to call Orion's Belt by the 
name of "Tbe three jolly butcher boyB"; and I remember 
fancying it had eomething to do with the colour of the aprons 
worn by butchers when on duty. 

807-Eaiiihqiiak6B. 1780.— Id Vol. X. of tbe Pbilo- 
sophical TransactionB of tbe Boyal Society, abridged, is a 
Colleotion of various papers concerning several eartbquakea 
felt in England in 1760 and other years. These papers seem 
to have been published in Vol. XLVI. of the original Trans- 
actions. It appears that in 1750 two severe shocks of earth- 
quake were felt in the Fen district, one On 23 Aug., and &e 
other on 30 Sept. The particulars are derived from information 
of Mr. Maurice Johnson, the well-known founder of the 
Gentlemen's Society at Spalding, and Mr. William Smith. 

As early as February iu this year preliminary shocks were 
felt in different parte of England; and, except June, not a 
month past vritbout some record of an earthquake somewhere 
in this ooontry. Of the two specially named above, the first 
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was felt severely in Spalding and the neighbourhood at ahout 
7 a.m.* " For a fortnight hefore the weather had heen serene, 
mild and calm : and one evening there was a deep red aurora 
australis, oovoring the oope of heaven, very terrible to behold. " 
At Grantham, and Milton (near Peterborough), the some 
shock was felt. It only lasted a few seconds, but daring that 
time houses tottered, and heaved up and down; a rushing 
noise acoompanied the shook; slates and tiles fell from the 
roofs of houses; pewter and glasses fell from shelves; and 
windows very generally rattled and were sometimes broken. 
Amongst other places named as having experienced the shook 
are Stamford, Bourne, Grantham, Spalding, Boston, Lincoln, 
Eolbeob, and All-Holland, Peterborough, Wisbech, with all 
places intermediate. ' ' Then it passed over the whole breadth 
of Ely-Fen, and reached to Bury in Suffolk." The centre of 
this earthquake was considered to be in Deeping Fen, "Much 
the major part of Deeping Feu is under water in the winter ; 
underneath is a perfect hog: now it is very obvious bow little 
favourable suoh ground is for subterraneous fires." 

In the second earthquake a much la^er area of the Fen 
district was affected ; all Donnington Fen, Deeping Fen, Crow- 
land Fen, Thomey Fen, Whittlesey Fen, Bedford Level, and 
all Ely Fen. "This country, under the turf, abounds with 
subterraneous timber of all kinds; fir, oak, and brush-wood; 
stags' horns : now and then they find a quantity of hazel nuts, 
Gtouded together in a heap." At Spalding Ur. Johnson vras 
obliged to scour hie canal and deepen it, and the men came 
upon a white quicksand which afforded plenty of excellent 
water. In the neighbouriug village of GoBberton a strong 
brick house was cracked. The efFects of both earthquakes 
were spread north and south, and felt specially on the sea 
coast. The direction of the river at Spalding was thought to 
account for this. "We observe further, that the main of the 
second earthquake displayed it« effects along and between the 
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2 rivers Welland and Avon* ; and that from their very origiziB 
down to their fall into the sea. It likewise reached the river 
Witham, which directed the electrio stream that way kxi 
to Tiincoln ; for which reason, as there meeting the aame 
coming from Boston, the shock was most sensibly felt." 

Mention is incidentally made of an earthquake in Lincoln- 
shire in November, 1703. On that occasion "the weather 
was calm, olcfie, gloomy, warm, and dry, in a degree highly 
unusual at that season." It is not stud ia what parts of the 
county this shook was felt. Eo. 

808.-Taxley Market (763).— The following is the fall 
text of Anthony Forest's lett^ to Lord Cecil about the market 
at Yaxley, referred to in Art. 763. This Lord Cecil was Sir 
Robert, second son of the great Lord Treasurer Bui^hley ; 
he was Secretary of State, 1596—1609. In 1603 he had bean 
created Baron Ceoil of Essendine ; in the next year he was 
made Viscount Cranborne ; and in 1605 Barl of Salisbury. 
Sir Gooige Home, Keeper of the Great Wardrobe, was the 
first Lord Home of Berwick. LG.

809.— Dnina^e of Thomsy Fen.— Long before the eettle- 
mest of the Walloons at Thomay, the skill of the inhabitant 
of Flanders about drainage works had attracted the attention 
of the CommiasionerB of Sewers, who were supervising the 
drainage of "Burrounded grounds" in the fenland. In 15B8, 
an Act of the Privy Counoil* recites that the Commissionerg 
"had in chardgable sorte endevored divers workes ot sewers 
whereuppon small eftectes had proceeded." And the Connoil 
appointed aa aids to the CommiBsioners, "Hnmfrey Bradley 
of Bergen-ap-Zome, John Hexhame of Huntingdon gent, and 
Balfe Agatisef of Suffolk men able to make vievre and platt for 
the several fcnncs marshes and decaied grounds in tbo said 
fower shires and to observe the true dyssentes of waters and 
qnalyties of the aoile through whioh waters should be carryed." 
It was as early as 1574 that Sir William BuBsell:[ sought to 
arrange with certain Protestants in Flanders to cross the 
channel and reclaim the Burroundud grounds at Thorney. His 
petition to ths Frivy Council of Queeu Elizabeth is as follows: —

woald ensewe a great enorease of people & wealtJi within those parts now 
acoompted the weakest place for able penoDDes or wealtbie men witbiu 
this rtnlme. 

The petition was referred to the crown lawyerSft who g&ve 
their opinion that "All these be matters concerning the State 
then matters of law for us to deal in, saving for the leasee to 
be made to these strangers which may not be good nnleas 
they become denizens." 

Objection was raised that the privileges sought for oonid not 
be granted by letters patent, and that an Act of FarUament 
would be necessary. Nothing was done. It was not till 1630 
that the Earl of Bedford engaged in the scheme for the 
drainage of the Great Level of the Fens ; and at that time it 
seems that the Hollanders were lured to oast in their lot with 
Vermuyden and the "Participants," who had undertaken the

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drftinage of Hatfield Chace; but there were a good many 
Walloons aboat Whittlesey and Thomey in 1660, when Sand- 
toft ohoroh was destroyed, and the strangers migrated to 
Thomey.* Sir Theodore Tmrquet de Mayeme, a French 
Protestant, physician to King James I. in 1611, obtained a 
grant of several thousand acres of fen ground at Whittlesey, 
and many of the Walloon families of that district owe their 
change of domicile to the drainage scheme of Sir Theodore. 
The Minister of the strangers was maintained hy an acreage 
chaise of 12d. on the ground cultivated by members of the 
community, provided that be was not to receive more than 
£80 a year. He found it difBoult to collect £50. The agents 
of the Earl of Bedford induced many of these strangers to 
hold land at Thorney, and they then contributed to the church 
there. Perhaps there was no rent to pay. The soil was poor 
enough. In 1622, one of the Commissioners of Sewers, who 
resided near Peterborough, describee Thomey fen as "a black 
spongy meere holding water and only dried by summer's heat. 
It breeds no good grass and the soil so cold and spongy that a 
beast lying thereon will rise f^aiu wet sided and yet no water 
to be seen." He thought drainage would never pay, "for 
nothing can drive tenaote thither but extremity of drought." 
He did not reckon with the Walloon. Many bod sunk good 
money in that fen.t "An experiment was made to bum 
fodder for ashes to make allome and to that end certain 
persons bought the crop of 3000 acres of the best fodder 
ground at 12s. an aore yet they are vanished with the smoke 
and do hazard no mors." The only good word the Oom- 
missioner has is for Barr Pasture. That was good ground.]:

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A less gloomy view of Thorney and the work of tlte settlere 
there is given by Gregorio Leti in his history of Great Britain, 
entitled "Teatro Brittanioo." It appean that the Qarl of 
Bedford sought to obtain the approval of King Charles 11. to 
the settlement of strangera at Thomey by presentiDg his 
Majesty with a team of red deer, the prlnoipat inhabitants of 
the Isle. Leti* thus refers to the oiroumstanoe : —

teire per farla diaseoare ; trovo nna cunoBa inventione, haveodo fstto

" When the Earl of Bedford determined to drain the land 
he adopted the strange device of training six of the lai^eet deer 
and keeping them shut up some time he tamed them by the 
constant sounding of drums harps and other instraments then 
harnessed them like a set of ooach horses and presented them 
to the Ring Charles I." 

A coEuih and six stags would attract a good deal of attention 
jingling down Whitehall, harnessed tandem fashion. The 
royal licence was enough to warrant the settlement of the 
Walloons. The King could exempt them from the Ecclesiastical 
control by virtue of his Royal Supremacy; little else was 
wanted ; the Muster master was unlikely to look for recruits 
at Thomey.f They "planted" themselves there and the 
Earl took care of them. 

Leti describes their practice of burning the peat in order to 

make it productive, and he notices the introduction of coleseed.

The po&t was burnt for manure, and cut into "torrea" to 
aerre as firewood and his nostrila were full of the smoke from 
the twitch-heaps. He ends his aooount thus: —

Tou might put out the Dutchman's pipe; and if you left 
' ' the Minister " alone they would jog along. So it happened. 
Their hard work prospered during the Commonwealth, and 
at the Restoration, when the garb of the Frenoh ministers at 
Thomey, and their church discipline were unwelcome, the 
proclamation of Gharlee the Second soothed their apprehensions, 
and secured the strangers in the exercise of their privileges, 
till by the friendly aid of time their separate communion waa 
voluntarily resigned, and their race absorbed in the English 
people.

813.— The Heron's Frank.— The foUovring cutting is 
from The Standard of 20 May last:— 

An extraordinary scene has inst been witnessed in the gromida of 
Hilton Park, at Peterborough. A heron, which had been fishing in a pond 
near Hilton Honse, oaptuied a fine fiah, which it brought np struggling at 
tbe end of its long bill, when anotbai beion, which had neen watcHing 
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from the ahore, plnsged into the wftter and tried to take away the Bab. A 
dsspeiate combat ensiLed, as botb birds were full grown, pawerfnl, and 
majestic. They foogbt with both biU and wiuK. deling oat bud kcooba 
rapidly, and uttering BbriekB of anger. So fononslj laged the duel that 
the combatanta laised qoite a clond ol feathers round them. Buddenly 
one rolled over, and the other, ottering a victorloos "fiank," the heron'a 
peouliar or;, and gstheriDg up its long legs, soared to the trees, where it 
be^an pie«iing Its disordered plumes, iji examination proved that the 
otber bird had been killed outright, and it was the would-be robber, too. 

Is the word "frank," here given as a recognised word, 
known to your readers as a provincial term? or ia it a term in 
falconry ? I do not find it in the Northamptonshire Gloesariea 
of Baker or Sternberg: nor is it in any dictionary I have 
consolted, Grose, Bailey, Johnson, Nuttall.

He was Several 7eais 
one of the Deputy Lientenants for the Connty of Cambridge, 
and in the Commission of the Peace for the County of Norfolk, 
and also for the lale of Ely and behav'd with great Integrity and 
Bepntation, in the Disoharge of the Datira of those High and 
Honourable Trusts. And also of Ann the Wife of David 
Waits afoneaid, who was Daughter of Johk EBi^SAnn of 
Wisbeach aforesaid Esquire, by Ann his Wife and Qrand 
Daughter of Bobbbt Balam of this Parish Esquire and Died 
the 6'^ day of July 1762. They lived together in uninterrupted 
Tenderness, and Union of Mutual Affection, and left Issue two 
Daughters, Jane and Ann both Burviving them. (Arms : — On 
a fees between three mullets of six points as many besante, 
impaling, Ermine a bend engrailed.) 

13. Below the west end of south aisle is large mausoleum 
for the famihes of Mftmhull tmd Jackson. On a tablet here : — 
To the Memory of John Qoddabd Esq'. Who served the office 
of High Sheriff for the Counties of Cambridge and Huntingdon 
in the year MDOOnzvi. His many virtues and excellent 
Qualities are too deeply engraven On the Hearts of his Friends 
and Belations to need a Monumental Inscription. Suf&ce it 
therefore to say that he died sincerely regretted the zxix of 
October mdooi^xxsvu Aged LZin Years. Sakah the beloved 
Wife of John Goddabd Esq', after a Life of Piety and Charity 
died truly lamented the xi of January icdcolzzz.

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11, In floor: — In Memory of the BeV. John BusbbZiIi 
CHBiBTOPBEBeoM, LL.B. of Corpos Glirieti College G&mbridge, 
who died the 20*^ Octo'. 1844 Aged 75 Years, He flacceeded 
his Father as Beotor of GraisBby, and Yicar of Eagle, in the 
County of Lincoln, and from 1801 to 1834 was MiniBter of 
this Parieh. His Widow Gabolihb Ma&t, snrvived him until 
the 311' of October 1845 died in the 64'^ Year of her Age, and 
lies buried by hia side. (See No. 10.) 

16. A stone, partly covered, to the Bev. John NznvBOH, 
A.M., 31 years vicar, and 12 years Sector of Gonnington, 
1762, aged 66. 

There are also tablets (full insoriptioiiB not copied) to Mary 
Ann Jackson, daughter of Bobert and Ann Willan, of Carding- 
ton, who died 8 Jan., 1849, aged 66 : to her husband the Bev. 
Jeremiah Jackson, who was son of Hugh and Jane Jackson, of 
Duddington, once Fellow of 8. John's College, Gambridge, 32 
years Vicar here, who died 24 8ep., 1857, aged 82: and to 
the Bev. Henry Jackson, Inoumbent of Wisbech 6. Mu-y, who 
died 24 March, 1863, aged 54. 

There are also memorial windowB to (1) W. C. Hanson, 
Vicar, who died 1 Sep., 1863; (2) J. Jackson, M.A., M. A. 
Jackson, Henry Jackson, M.A., Franoes Jackson, and Gh. W. 
Jackson, erected by the Incumbent of Wisbech 8. Mary, son 
of the two first named ; (3) Edward Jackson, who died 4 Apr., 
1871; and (4) Caroline Jane Jackson, who died 22 June^ 



815.— Farm InTentoFy, 1786. — Mr. B. Egar sends a 
newspaper cutting with an inventory of farming stock taken 
113 years ago. The inventory itself was once in his possession. 
It is interesting as shewing the value of hve and dead Btock at 
the time. Mr. Bridges' farm, at Knarr Fen, Thomey, now oc- 
cupied by Ur. W. Bullock, was a large one ; and on that account 
the value of the furniture of the dwelling — total estimate, 
£15 9s. Od. — supports the theory of some that farmers in the 
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last oentnry did not have the same loxaries ic their houses 
as farmeia of the present day.

816— Roos and Croinvdl Fttmllias.— I shall be obliged 
if any reader of Fmland Notes and Queries oan show me the 
allianoe of these families, and the oonnesioii of that of Boos 
with Kirton in Holland ; for on a most interesting ruin, the 
entranoe evidently of a considerable oastle (if -we may judge 
by the moat whioh eorrounded it), are, on the oorbela of the 
external arch, two ooate, the baron's apparently Boos, and the 
femme's Cromwell, qnartering Tattershall, representing, prob- 
ably the owner and bis wife. 
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In the groining within the building ore Beveral H>iiBlfln, and 
their identification may help to prove the aUianoe required. 
Unfortimately, all traces of metals or tinotoree have dis- 
appeared, BO I can only give the bearings as I find them. 

1. Paly of six, a oanton (erm ?). 

2. Paly of six, three roses. 

3. Thiee water-bougete (Boos 7). 

4. Two liona pass, guard, facing sinister (Littlebnry 7). 
6. A feese on a label of five points. 

6. A feese erto. between three water-bongete (Meeree). 

If the colour were visible in the first five as it ia in No. 6, 
I should attribute them thus : 1, Basset ; 2 (?) ; 8, Booe ; 
4, Littlebury ; S, (?) ; 6, Meeres. 

Tradition gives the ruin to Meeres, and the adjacent part of 
the parish is still called "Eirton Meeres"; and there has been 
found no record of a Boos ever living in, or possessing an 
estate in, the parish, whilst they had two huge seats within a 
few miles of it, and wonld hardly require a third so near them. 
Had not the arms been so palpably dear on No. 6 shield, I 
oould have imagined the baron's external arms to have been 
Meeres, and might have thought that the sculptor by accident 
or ignorance, omitted the fosse between the three water* 
bongetB, which alone marks the difference, in the absence of 
metals or tinctorea, betwe^i Boos and Meeres. 

I shall be thankful for any information as to the original 
owner of the ruins or of the arms thereon.

817.— Ontbam Family.— I shall be glad of any informa- 
tion concerning a Peter and James Graham, livii^ in Snffdk 
in the last quarter of last century. They are mentioned in 
the latter will and settlement of Mi. Colin Innee, of Kilbride, 
Perthshire, dated 29tb December, 1793, which states that 
Peter Graham had left him a le^^y of £100, to procure pay- 
ment of which he had brought an action against James 
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Orabam, and had got it awarded with £50 of ezpenoee. Mr. 
Innea was brother-in-law of James Qraham, Bsq., of Iieitoh- 
^o^m, in Menteith, who had a younger brother named Fatriok, 
doBoribed^in the family pedigree as a merohant in Sonthwark, 
-who died^anmorried in 1760. Fatriok and Peter being relative 
names I think the parties referred to are the same, SoathwaA 
being a mistake for Snffolk, Peter being oalled in the settle- 
ment, "merohant in the ooanty of Saffolk, Sonth Britain." 
Mr. Innee had a son called Peter, and big wife's father's name 
'was Patrick. 

I shall also be glad to learn anything looally known abont 
the ancestors of Henry Vere Graham, Ssq., who, aooording to 
the London Magasins for June, 1737, "died at Holbrooke 
HaU, Suffolk." He left two oo-heiresses, one of whom carried 
Holbrook to the Hanmers. 

I am aware that only a few SnSoIk parishes are within the 
borders of the Fenland. Bat the settlement of the Graham 
family may have been very near the Fenland district, and 
some members of the famUy may have strayed over the border.

818 -Fire at Bnrwell, 1727 (654).— A fuller account 
of this disaeter than that given in the half -sheet headed "The 
Bnrwell Tragedy," was published in 1769 by Thomas 
Gibbons, D.D. The titie mentions the roister of the parish, 
and the relation <rf Mi. Thomas Howe, an eye witness (as is 
related in the article at the reference above), and then pro- 
ceeds: — "To which aooonnt are subjoined some seriona 
and important inquiries relating to the melancholy event, and 
some observations, designed as a practical improvement of the 
awful oataatrophe. " la BritiA Topography, 1780, we learn 
that this Dr. Gibbons was bom at Beohe, a hamlet of Borwell; 
and, with reference to his "observations designed as a practi- 
cal Improvement of the awful catastrophe, " it is told that he " in 
a strain of mistaken weak piety, presumes, from this calamity 
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hftppening at a pnppet-ahew, and never to persons ; 

and praying, in boms, that snoh ainiiBements are marked aci 

by the Lord of Heaven as groBS misapplioations of time." 

Who vras this Dr. Gibbons 7 The only person of the name 
I oan find was a dissentuig minister, bom 1730, died 1TS5, 
D.I>. of Aberdeen, who was pastor of an Independent meetiDf 
in Silver Street, London, and afterwards removed to Habe^ 
daahera' Hall. Bat aocording to Cooper's BiograjAieai 
Dictionary, he was bom at Swaffham, oo. Norfolk. There e 
a Swaffham, in Cambridgeehii-e, the next parish to Bnrwdl ; 
80 it ie poagible the ooonty named by Cooper may be in 



81 9.-8. Jolm BaptlBfi Chnnh, Peterboron^ (796).— 

This Dhoroh narrowly escaped demolition dnring the Gommm- 
wealth. As in the case of the Lady Chapel, the matoiak 
were to be for the amendment of the Minster. 

These entries oocur on the Journal of the House of Oonunon 
under date 11 March, 1651 : —

The fabric must have been sound at that time, for the chnnli 
was erected in 1402, when the old oborch in S. John's Close 
was minoue. The Bishop of Lincoln, in his licence to the 
Abbot for the removal, describes the old church situate "od 
finem ville juxta palndem." The Abbot, in his petition to the 
Bishop, says the inhabitants persisted in coming to mass b 
the convent, greatly to the disturbance of the devotions of tbe 
monks: and when reboked, "Ad nos ^aooesseront moltiplio^ 
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vioibofl doleDtes oonqnerentes q'' tempore yemali oam plnvie 
immdAiit aon poeemit sine magoA diffioultate eoolesiam ' eorom 
parooMalem Sti Johis Bapt: odire et eoaleeiaatloiB offioiis 
in eadem intereeae."* 

16 was in 1651 thali the Aot was passed whioh appropriated 
tlie Minster "for the use of the LnhabitAnts of the city in all 
time to oome for the pablie worship and service of Ckid and 
for a workhouse to imploy the poorer sort of people in mana- 
f aotores the said inhabitaate at their own costs and ohargee 
repairiog and maintauiing the same." 

The proposed Aot for demolition dropt. Possibly Sir Oliver 
St. John stopt Sir Arthur. They were on good torma, and at 
the time were erecting reeidenoea of the same design, the one 
at Longthorpe out of materials from the Cloisters at Peter- 
borough, and the other at Durham out of the materials of the 
Bishop's GhapeL 

The tower of the new church bore a spire ooyered with lead, 
and early in this century the foundations were found to be 
inseoure and other parts decayed. Repairs were oommenoed, 
aided by donations. A local Act, 59 Geo. 3, o. Ixiii., was 
passed in 1819 to obtain funds to complete the work. The 
church rate was not to exceed It. 6^. on the full annual value. 
The Act recites the architect's report on the necessity of remov- 
ing the spire and blocking the tower arch, in which it ie stated 
that tbe latenutl walla and trattresses of the obnrch and bIbo the 
interior srahea joining tbe middle aUle belof; found inoapable ef 
nipportloK the pTesent oak roof and tbe lead which covers tbe iama, 
it li propOMd to take o9 tbe said roof And to pat thereon mach lighter 
roof oonstraotad of Hemel timber, covering the same with Welsh r^ 
Blatiafi: to be put on with copper nails, and that tbe apper windows on 
eaoh side the middle aisle of the said charch ore so mncb decayed ttn 
to require new ones whioh are proposed to be made mnch lighter, bnt 
preBerving their gothio charaoter, b; wbioh alteration a greater portion 
of light will be admitted into the sold obnrch. 

The tower has never been safe. There is this note in the 
Inventory of Church Goods made 7 Edwd. VI. : — 

" Item the sylver crose was sold by the consent of the most

The restorao 
in 1619 hardly preserved the gothio oharacter of the ohnrch by 
the insertion of vrindows with plain interseoting traceiT. 
May the spire hftve better fortune. LlG. 

820.— An Intarasting Foidl.— The disoovory of foasO re- 
mains of the myocene strata, oonsisting of the great fif>' 
lizards, and other monstrous forma that fill omr minds witb 
astonishment, seems never to cease in the excavations of the 
Fenland ; bnt the discovery of tracee of the great nuninsne 
Mastodon, Elephas, and BhinooeroB, are far less freqneat : 
for although the meeozoio rooks underlay the fen beds, or» 
which old valley gravels are frequently spread, yet such fossils 
are scaroe. Therefore the finding of an immense head of a 
romlnant in the flood gravels, at a place called Way Head, 
about three and a half miles northward of Ely, ia of srane 
importance. The remains consigt of an upper jaw and head, 
of about four feet in length ; a remarkable feature abont it 
being the elongated tmnk-tike nppei Up, which is papillose, 
and might be an exceedingly leathery thick covering of the 
bone. The impression is that it belongs to the species tapmu, 
possibly that of dinotheriam. The tipper peat beds of the 
whole district cover immense forests of pre-historio oaks, larch, 
yew, and hazel, perfectly preserved in the antiseptic soil ; fine 
antlers of the red deer, and tasks of the wild boar, are common; 
and among these not nnfreqnently Eue found oelts of the early 
and late stone age. 

The discovery of the particular head in qnestion was made 
last June, 'and it is in the possession of Mr. Mason Gooke, 
of Bonth Downham, Ely. 
. Ely. J. Ttttkbton. 
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821 .— Fenland Tokeiu. — The Tokens figured in the 
acooznpatiying iHustrations had their origin in the latter half 
of the 17th oentory — the earliest, dating from 1648-1660, are 
eoaroe. There was a great defioienoy in the small oorrenoy of 
the realm a>t that period, and it waa aotnal neoeesity which led 
to the iasne of these proTinaial copper coins — they were 
needed for the ordinary purpoeea of bosisees ; they mark a 
time of national tronble and derangement, when people were 
pat to straits in trading matters.* 

Tokens in money were ooins iBBned, nndei sofferuioe, by 
private individuals or overseers, above their intrinsia value, 
bat they were a guarantee of good faith of the issuers to pay 
in kind the nominal value whenever required. Legal money 
too is, in a sense, a series of tokens, gold coinage alone being 
of standard value. The 17th century tokens were of small 
worth — farthings and half pennies, and no peonies in the 
early iasues. 

This monetary system was very general in the Fenland, as 
in other parts of the kingdom, and the ooins herewith figured 
and described are to be regarded as types of what were used 
in the whole district. It is probable that the traders who had 
the enterprise to use their own coinage, had also an eye to 
advertising as well as to the oonvenienoe of exchange. 

But we are not informed as to what means were taken to 
prevent imposition, the amaUness of the value was perhaps 
the best protection. In 1811 and 1812, silver tokens oame 
into use, and then fraud crept into the system. 

In the town of March, 1811, the firm of Eatoliffe, Blam, 
and Thurton employed ont ikilimg silver tokens, and issued 
J550 worth. It was soon discovered that more coins were in 
oironlation than had been issued— these tokens were at once 
withdrawn and payment refused. It appears however that 
Maroh had a farthing token in 1620. 

* Prom tba Ume ot Bdvud VI. to tbc Comminwatlth, tha adiutn wu dabusd 
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It vna some yeias after the accesaioD of Charies IL thak 
small oopper coins were minted, and Tokens were pro- 
olaimed (1672). 

Near the end of the IBth eentnry the monetary resonrosB of 
this ooontry were sorely pressed, and the Bank of Rngland 
ooold with great difSoulty meet oash payments, exoe^ in 
soma ander 20s. Bat the Bank was liaensed m 17B7, by the 
Fiivy Coonoil, to issue Spanish dollars and half dollsiB, 
stamped with a small boet of QeoTge TH. , the same that was 
used by the Goldsmiths' Company for stamping sUver plate ;* 
these were not withdrawn till 1816. In the meantime silver 
Tokens (issued by royal Uoenoe) were largely employed in the 
provinces, and the Fenl&nd silver Tokens were issued at the 
following places : March, Holbeoh, one shilling coins, 1811. 
Lincoln, 1812. Linoolnshire (with a fleece suspended), 1>. 
Lynn, dollar Is. 6d. ; also la. and 6(2. tokens. (1) Peter- 
borough, by Geo. Griffin, 2*., 1812 ; (2) one with West Front 
of Cathedral, Is. 6d. ; (3) a Is. token. Stamford, payable by 
E. & F. Butt, Is. Gd. in 1811. These were withdrawn by 
order of Government in 1813, and none allowed as currency 

In preparing dravrings for the plates I was much indebted 
to Boyne's Tokens of the Seventeenth Centviry ; but Wainfleet, 
Long Sutton, Downham Market, Upwell, Brandon, Littleport, 
St. Ives, and St. Neots I sketched from specimens of the 
tokens lent me by the late Mr. Samuel Smith, of Wisbech.

' Sea RIchud'i Hinory n/LjpuK, loL 11., ph a>M. 
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822.-A Bishop's LI06DM to Bhoot— The Coart party 
in the reign of Queen Elizabeth preyed apon the See of Ely. 
Bichard Cox, who was Bishop from 1569 to 1580, chained by 
Lord Kortb "vith oovetous and corrupt pr&ctioes," vindicated 
his conduct, bat he was obliged to cede a manor to his 
acoaser ; and again in 1575 he was compelled to cede Ely 
Plaoe to Sir Christopher Hatton. The Bishop must have 
been poor enough, yet the oormorants of the Court vowed 
"he lived on powdered venison." Tills jeet owes its origin to 
a licence to shoot game which the Bishop obtained from the 
Queen in 1667. His lordship might have gone out shooting 
himself, but a licence was necessary to enable him to kill 
game by his servants or gamekeepers. An Act of 6 Henry 
Vm., c. 13, recited that the King's subjects delight too much 
in shooting in cross bows and hand guns, whereby the Kite's 
deer are destroyed ; and enacted that no person should 
thenceforth shoot vrith any croBB-bow or hand gun, nnless he 
have lands to the yearly value of 300 marks. The profits of 
sporting hardly recompensed the Bishop for the loss of the 
manors. Disgust with the Court party induced him to petition 
the Queen to be allowed to resign liis See. Permission was 
granted on 16 Feb., 1579. 

The royal licence to shoot serves to show what kind of game 
was likely to be found in the Fens in the 16th century. It is 
given in the State Papers, Dom. Add. Eliz. ix, 29. L.G.

823.— Voodston or Woodstona ?— The parochial aad 
mtmioipal authoritdee have for some years adopted the latter 
form for the spelling of the name of this parish. From time 
to time protests have been made, various reasonB being given 
why the former should be deemed more oorrect. As a new 
ordnance map of the district ia in preparation, it may be well 
to consider the point, so that the modem error, if it be one, 
shotUd no longer be authorised. On a previous occasion a 
oommunioation was made to the Ordnance Department on the 
subject. A reply was made that they had the authority of the 
BeotOT, and of the pariah registers. The late Beotor, now 
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Baotor of Stoke, IpB^oh, Ganon Tompsoo, was a well- 
kaown favonier of the apellitig ^th the final e. I spoke 
to him ODoe on the subject, when he admitted that I might be 
right in my view, but that the look of the word Woodstone was 
8o much prettier than Woodeton, that he hoped this latter 
woold not be generally adopted. If, when he gave the 
paroohial registers as his authority, he meant thoae of the 
present oeiitnry, he was no doubt oorrect. fiat if he impUed 
that the ancient registers spelt the same with the final e, he 
was under a misapprehension, as will be seen. 

Consider, in the first place, that the parish is in the midst c^ 
a district where the Anglo-Saxon suffix ton is very common. 
Within five mUes we have Fletton, Alwolton, Chesterton, 
Overton or Orton (2), Stilton, Walton, Faston, Milton. En- 
larging oar obeervatton, and gomg a few miles farther, we find 
SattOD, Water Newton, Upton, Wemngton, Glinton, Nanton, 
Etton, Helpston, Elton, Stibbington, Ashton, Sainton. The 
great probability, therefore, is that this parish name means 
some one's ton, i,e., town, settlement. 

It IB very easy to explain the addition of the final e. As the 
letter s oonclndes the first syllable, people unreasonably 
supposed it belonged to the second syllable, and that this waa 
ttone. The same error was for a time localised at Helpston, 
and at Thrapston : but in those places the correct spelling has 
long been adopted, and will, it is to be hoped, not change again. 

The tendency to take away the final letter of a syllable that 
ends with two conBonants, and tack it on to the next syllable, 
is very common. In such names as Grantham, Waltham, 
Castle Bytham, we oonstantly hear persons attach the t to the 
seoond syllable, pionoanoing Grao-tham, Wal-tham, By-tham, 
instead of Grant-ham, Walt-ham, Byt-ham. Ham, home, is a 
well-known word. There is no such word as tham. 

In Domesday the spelling is Wodestun. It may be pointed 
out that had the second syllable really meant stone, the u would . 
never have appeared, as the word would have taken the form

'Wodeetan.* Th« Anglo-Saxon for a stone was ttan. Most 
likely the neighbouring parish of Btangroand derives its name 
from this. 

In the taxation liBtB prepared, after Pope Nioholas Vf. 
granted tenths of eoolesiastioal benefices to King Edward I. tor 
a omsade, in 1291, the parish is spelt WoodstiuLf 

I have not bad opporttmity of ingpeoting many maps of 
SnntiDgdonshire of earlier date than the present omtury. Bat 
the earliest map I oan find in which the place is spelt Wood- 
Btone is in 1786, in Boawell's Sistorical Detor^ttotu of New 
and Elegant Pictmraque Views of the AvtiquUiei of England 
and Walea. In the map of the Drowned Fens a photographic 
rednotion of which is given in Ferdand Not«$ and Qv^riei, 
Vol. m., p. 356, which was published by Blaea, at Amsterdam, 
in 1645, the spelling is Woodston. In the map of the oonnty 
in Magna Britannia, 1720, the plaoe does not aj^iear ; bnt in 
the deBcriptive text it is spelt Woodston, In the familiar view 
of the south-west prospect of the city of Feterbotongh, issaed 
by Suck, and dated 1731, is a large view of the church in the 
foreground, and in the notes at the foot we read Woodston 
Church. The same spelling appears in the Mapp of the Great 
Leveil repretenting it ai it lay drowned, given in Dugdale. 
This may be consulted in its reduced form as the frontispiece 
to Vol n. of Fenland Notes and Queriet. Dugdale pablished 
his aoooont of the Drainage of the Eens in 1662. 

We come now to the parish register. The earliest book

I have not examined the bookB of the present century. My 
last extract is dated 1780. My notes do not give me a single 
tnetanoe of the spelling Woodstone. Franois WhitBtoneo, 
mentioned above ob ancoeeding David Standish in the Bectory, 
died 1729, and vras boried at Whittlesey where he vras bom. 
In S. Mary's Charoh there is a lengthy inscription to his 
memory. The latter part is in I^tin, bat it begins in English, 
and describee him as ' ' late Bector of Woodaton in Hnntingdon- 
shire, & Fellow of 8', John's College in Cambridge." 

An examination of the ancient wills in the Probate Begistry 
at Peterborough confirms the position here maintained. It 
would be useless to multiply instances. To name three only 
that I have met with, I find in 1493 the vrill of Thomas 
Eeysby de Wodeston, in 1619 that of Robert Bamewell de 
Woodston, in 1631 that of Bobert Ashbury de Woodston. 
I donbt if a single inBtanoe could be found before the latter 
part of the IBth century of the place being spelt Woodstone. 

It is right to mention that in the Chronicon Petrobwgeiue, the 
spelling Wodeetone ooouis twice. But this chronicle is in 
Xjatin, and whoever the name occurs it is in the ablative case; 
and the same man who is once described ob Banulphus de 
Wodestone is three times called Banulphus de Wodeetona; 
BO that no argument as to the English spelling of the place oan 
be based upon this. Other local names, about whiob there has 
never been any doubt, as Elton, Nunton, Stibbtngton, and many 
otbets, appear in the ablative with final a. 
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It BaemB therefore abundantly olear that the tme name of 
the plaoe is Woodston ; and that the other form has only crept 
into use during the last 100 or 120 years. Es, 

824— Band's Chnrah Notes of Cambridgesliire.— In 

British Topography, 1780, Vol. I., p. 192, I read:— 

Hr. Brock Band, late rector of Lererington and Newton, made ex-

"Ahomh " in the second line seems wrong : " ohoisrig " in the 
third line should be "ohoidhch." The lines, the burden of 
which is "Mors janna Vitro," may be&ns rendered : —

For aye with mighty regiment of Christ, 
My soul with victory baa pass'd to heaven. 
Is this memorial still in existence 7 I know most of the 
Norman Gross inscriptions at Yaxley, but I do not remember 
this one. 
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Another otmreBpoodent of the same mognzine, oBing the 
initials Q. P., sobseqaently sent another Te^ey insoription. 
What he meant by "without being a destroyer of sohoolii" 
does not appear.

826.-IiOllgthorpe HaUL— Thorpe Hall stands abont a 
mile to the west of the town of Peterborongh. From its site 
in HiU Close, on ground rising from the lowlands subject to 
inaadation by the Nene, one gainB an admirable view of the 
Minster. At Bonset, when the sombre arohes are lit by the 
radiant beams, no more joyous sight can greet the eye. This 
probably occasioned the choice of the site by Sir Oliver 
St. John. 

Sir Oliver's career is well known. In 1610 he sat in 
Pariiament for Totnes. In 1637 he bad argued the Shipping 
money case for Hampden, and in the House he acted with 
enei^y agamst the Prerogative and Court abusee. His appoint- 
ment to the office of Attorney General did not detach bim 
from the interests of the Commons, and in 1648 the Hooae 
appointed him to the ofQoe of Chief Justioe of the Common 
Pleas. 

In 1661, St. John went on an Embassy to the Hague, in 
order to induce the i>utch to expel the Cavaliers from H<dlaiid. 
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It is said that the Navigation Aot was dae to St. John's 
reseDtmaiit of his failnrs. The State plate was pawned, and 
(ha ambasaadon came back with empty pookots. He Bays, 
"All the reward of my Embasay into Holland was that 
whereas the Minster of Feterborongh being an ancient and 
goodly fabriok was proposed to be sold and demolished I 
begged it to be granted to the citizens of Feterboroogh."* 
The resolution of the Hoase of Priday, 16 Aogust, 1661, 
indicates that St. John had a voice about the Mmster, but 
the proposal for demolition seems to have related to the 
ohnroh of S. John Baptist. 
Frrda? 7B lfiti> of Angiut 1661.

■errioea and Uiat when 8' John found O. C. would prevail he indnced the 
Town to Petition for the standing and nse of it. Thus in O. O.'a abseno* 

KUia Fetition paased into ordinance for which good offloe he obtained 
Chapel of S*. Mar; adjoining the Minster. 

This account is supported by Dugdale in his History of 
Durham. 

Bishop Ankland Oastle was given to Sir Arthur Haaelrig^, (of Nonsle; , 
Leiostr.) bart., called during the Commonwealth Bp. of Durham. He on 
the east ot the Castle built a nobis fabric according to the most elegant 
mode of tliose times, taking for bin pattern that curious and stately build- 
ing at Thorpe near Peterborough, wch Oliver S'. John, then Cf. Justice of 
the Court of Common Fleas, under thoBe mighty rulers, had after the 
mnrder of the King newly erected, partly out ot the ruins ot an ancient 
and goodly chappel adjoyniug to the cborcb at Peterborough on the north 
side thereof, and part of that cathedral. To &t hlm«etf with materials for 
tbia new house he polled down a magnifioent and lai^e Cbappel standing 
on the south side of the Castle at Aokland. It had been built temp Bdw. 
I. b; Anthony Beke, Bp, of Durham. Bp. Ucoin learning of the desecration 
of the Chapel, declined to inhabit this houae, took It down and built with 
the stone a Cbappel on the north aide of the Court, and under tbe nave 
thereof made a vault for his sepulture. 

The Chief Justice must have obtained the stone for the mass 
of the fabric of the Hall from Peterborough. It is of Bamack 

• The ouc of O. St. Joba emonnlni bla sotlDtM darini the lile troubles. 
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rag. The fractures exhibit the beBntiful NerinoBa, a spiral 
gasteropod, and other sheik foand in the stone of which the 
Abbey is boilt. The money to pay for the work came oat of 
his fortone, made "by the sale of pardons on Compositions, 
a device to fill his pockets. " Compounding with Delinqneuts 
was a good trade in 1663. The facings, mouldings, and 
architraves of the 38 windows of the Hall were to be cat oat 
of Ketton freestone, pursuant to an agreement with Ashley 
and Frisbey, of Eetton, aocsording to the plan of Peter Mill^ 
anrveyor.*

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Thorpe Hall was not long in the boildets' hands. On 30 
Aqg., 1664, John Evelyn drove paat, find he thoB refero

Takfng leftvo of mj Meoie who had now fauted ma mora than a 
moDbh I with mr wife let our fuiea towardB homo acd got this erenlDg to 
Peterborow nadng bj « stat«lj pal&oe of St John (one deepe in ye blood 
of our good King) built out of the rolns of the Btthops Palace and Clo^Bter. 
The ohnroh Is ezoaedlngly falra foil of moDameuta of great aotiqalt;. 
Bare Ilea Qaem Oatberino th« anbapp? wife of H7. Vllt. and the no less 
nnfoTtDuate Q. of Sooti, On tha ataeple we viewed the fens of Lincoln- 
shiM DOW mnob eooloaed uid drained with infinite ezpenae and by many 
■Inloea, ontt monnda and mills, at whloh the Cittjr and oonntrf abont it 
oondsting of a poore and very lai; sort of people were mnoh displeaaed.* 

St. John retired to Longthorpe in 1660. Althongh he had 
advised the King's death, he refosed to act as one of the 
Commissioners for his trial. This saved him from the fate of 
the Begioidea. The Commons wanted to exclude him from 
the Act of Oblivion, but the £x)rda were content with his 
perpetual inoapaoity for publio ofSce. He was closely watched ; 
and fear of arrest led him to escape to France in 1662. He 
never returned to England. His death occurred at Aogsburg, 
21 Deo., 1673. The crest of the St. Johns, a falcon with 
bells, still adorns the entrance gate to the HalLt Francis St, 
John suooeeded his father;^ and he was succeeded by his 
eldest Borviving son, Francis, who was created a baronet. He 
left an only daughter, Mary, who married Sir John Bernard, 
Bart.^ The Bernards mode the Hall their residenoe till 1789, 
when, by the death of Sir Bobert without issue, the baronetcy 
became extinct. L. Gaohbs.

The anbhor speaks also of the fortitude, patienoe, and 
reflignatioa, which are aharaoteristio of the Fen-men. No 
men have more fraqneot oocafiions to submit themaelTOe to the 
absolute disposal of Providence.

This Bpitbet is most striotly applied 
to him, alnoe the life of a North-Amerioan savage is rastl; prefen^e to 
his. Tliey both live bj their gun: the one traversea the woods and 
monntalna in March of his prey, and letfres at night to a wann caUn, 
with plenty of fael to warm the rigoor of the ollmats ; the other in k 
little sklfl, which a pnfl of wind would overset, paddles aboot the water 
till the evening, and comea home wet Euid cold to hia miaerabls hnt, 
and he's scaroely dry and warm all night In his bed. The American 
Indian also bean a near resemblanoe to onr hero, aa a Osberman, ha 
has his oanoe, and ventnrsa npon the sholes in searoh of Bah, he has alao 
hta favonrite di^; to attend blm, and hopes that as he 1b hia constant 
and faitlifnl oompanion in this life, he will be in another.

This whole 
character Is realiied in one John Lbatobd : he was a common labourer 
In the ten, called a banker, and in drowned years, provided for his family, 
aooordlD); Ut the castom of the ooantry, b? killing wild towL He was 
employed by the oirporatioo of adventorers in making and repurtng their 
banks; got money, pnrchas'd adventorer's lands at a small price, and, 
by a happy SQcoeeeion of dry seasons, gren very rich. He bnUt a haadsom 
brick and sash'd hoose. near the bank of tlie hundred foot, at Ozload, 
In the parish of Downtuun, in the Isle of Bly, which In a better oonntry, 
would well deserve the name of a hall plaoe, and become an el^ant 
dwelling for a mral sqntre. He was employed as an offloer nnder the 
oorporation. and at last got to be a conservator. He was perfectly 
illiterate, but this was to his advantage ; if his blUs for works done W 
order of the board passed cnrrent, it was very well, if they were objected 
to, be screened himself, by saying it was the fanlt ot Ms transcriber, for 
be coold neither read nor write. 

T. 101.— IF%0ra, Onmland. ^b. The reader will ezonsethls digression, 
when be reflects tliat It is designed as a compliment to the fen country. 
In reooUeoting the many noble rel^ons foundations, wldch have formerly 
adorned it. Dearham, Shonldham, Harham, Pentney and Worm^ay 
abbies. In Norfolk ; Ramsey abby in the fens of Hnnthigdonshire, wiSca 
was possessed of vast lordships and estates in Norfolk, great part of 
which are now In the possession of the ancient family of the Hares of 
Stow Baidolph. In the fens ot Lincolnshire, Thomey, Swlneshead and 
Orowland aMdes.

T. U9.— And t}ui tea re-auumai her on» agaiit. There is no donbt, 
bnt the fena and marahUnda of Norfolk otid Linoolnsbire, were formerly 
recoveied from the eea, which, aa it f^nad npon other parts of tha 
lalaud, retreated on thia. The names of places now eiistintt. anfflcisDllT 
proTB this opinion ; aa Bolbeaoh, In Linoolcshlre, and Littleport, in Mm 
lale of Ely, which altho' now a village of no oDnsaqaenoe, yet, by lU 
many desolated atreeta and mined bnildinga, appeara to have been 
formerly a respectable place, and waa no doabt a port of conslderaUa 
trafflck and mercbandiie. 

Y. 122. The timercni hare, J^a. Thia extraordinary 

iDcidect of the hare and the partridge, la a fact that In this drowned 
season actoally happen'd. at Baiter's Load, near Downham Uarket. in 
Korfolk. A large tract of land there, beiof); kept dry by the continual 
attention of the owner, for a month after all the adjacent country was 
drowned, occasioned the little game in that district to resort thither 
for food and seonrity, bat a atorm arising from the north west, brob 
the bank, and in an inatant all waa overfiown ; the people employed to 
get the stock onC of the gcoond took a bare and a partridge sjire from 
the top of a willow tree. 

V. 171. At Uut hU MOfutoH, ^e. The fen being generally a morass, 
wiU not aupport a foundation of brick or atone. Thia we may find by 
many boiidings therein, aome la rains, others in a leaning sitnatlos; 
particalartj a bouse near Hepal bridge in the isle of Bly, formerly the 
mansion seat of Captain Fortree, built with stud work and turf betwem, 
instead of brick for lightness. Tbe remsins of it shew it to have been an 
elegant building, aod ornaments of stucco are still to be seen In the front, 
a handsom walled-in court yard before, and gardens walled in behind, very 
plainly belonged to It formerly, by the ruins of them now Tisible. 

V. IH'J.— With gun and ipaniel in KU ooaJde boat. Thia is called a 
gunning boat, and ia not much longer than his gnn, which is made of 
a great length, to kill at a vant distanae. This boat is nonatructed very 
light, that the fen-man can ea.'<Ily haul it over the bank, when he wants to 
sail into other waters, in search of fowl : in a brisk gale It danoes like a 
cockle shell upon the waves. 

V, 186.— Wait! the return of tluit-ieal on the ItOe. This is a term, used 
in the fen country to denote the time, that la about san set, when the wild 
fowl return from aea (which Cbey are aaid to fly to every day) into tbe 

Lake, in the fen langnage, ia an open part of the river, or the waters 
In the fen, when a hard host sets in, in a drowned year, to which the wild 
fowl resort for food. 

T. 197. — And London earriert ivhiHla at hU door. As an instance of 
the Inxary of the metropolis, there are a set of people cali'd tedgera, who 
when the coentry can be travelled over, call r^ularly at the fen-men's 
hoases to buy their flsb and fowl at a vast price, and send them np to 
tone, by the biitter-boats, or sell them to the higglers that beep London 
miirket. But what ia this to the extravaganoe of a Norwioh weaver, who 
aends a special messenger from thence to Cazon. which la near 100 miles, 
to meat Uie north ooontry carrier with fresh aalmoa T 
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T. 19B.— TSw MNJ>^ lu Afj /omUy nutntetej. It Is almoct iDCi«dibl« 
to bellere, what grm^t advantage the skilfnl feD-man makei of hia winter 
■hooting, In a drowned ;ear, and ia the following Bummer of hla fl«h ; t>7 
tlie overflowliig of WhlttleBsa Meer, and other great raurroln of Hsh, tho 
whole oonntiy ja plentifully stocked with them. 

The len-toen have a phrase for tbia, "that Whittlesey ll<«r baa 
folded "; when the waters begin to abate npon the land, the Ssh ret're into 
tho dykes and rivers, and great qnantitiea are taken : the traffic of Sab, in 
general, li Terj Inomtive to these people, and t, single share of the smelt 
Bsheiy, when they come to the rivers to spawn, has amoonted to CO^. 

These notes snggeet a few observations. That a North- 
AmericsD savage should make it a part of his rahgion to hold 
that his dog and he would still be together in another world, is 
quite credible : but it is questionable if any such belief has 
ever beeu prevalent in the Fens. The author falls into an 
error with regard to the ooanty in whioh Thomey is situated, 
and in his remarks on Crowland he appears to have supposed 
that the existing remains form part of the actual building 
erected before the Conquest. The ailment from the syllable 
beach in the name of Holbeach, that the sea oniw came up to 
the spot, would not now be accepted as proved. The a in the 
syllable has only appeared in quite modem times ; and it is 
much mote likely that it is the same word as the beek of the 
Lake Distriot, that is, a rivulet or brook. The spelling 
Wisbech has now been generally resumed : may we not hope 
that Holbech will soon follow the example ? 

Caxon, mentioned in the note on line 197, is no doubt Caxton, 
situated some nine or ten miles west of Cambridge, on the 
great north road. It was enterprising, in the days before 
railways or bicyoles, to send from Norwich to Caxton to get 
SEilmon fresh. 

The sejitenoe given in the last note, ' ' Whittlesea Meer has 
folded," gives a variation of the usually received phrase. Nor 
is it quite easy to see what this can mean. Is not the true 
reading ' ' Whittlesea Mere has foaled ? " The point being that 
the word men was pronounced mare. See Art. i46. Vol n., 
p. 329. 

No note is given to the " oow-dung's smoaky fire," line 144. 
Cow-dong till within memory used to be ooileoted in the 
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summer, and stacked after being dried in the snn. Sometimes 
it vas formed into Bhspes id a wooden frame ahoat eight 
inches sqa&re, oalled a "vat," or "fort." The fael itself bo 
prepared was oalled "oassona," prononnoed vith the first 
syllable long, nearly rhyming with "raisins." It is believed 
the praotioe has not wholly died ont. 

" Seamowa " in line 162 moat be simply an oversight for 



828.— Low-Fan BUI HalL— William Hall, a tne son of 
the Fens, who was bom at South Eyme, near Heckuigton in 
1748, and was living at Lynn in 1818, when he completed hia 
70th year, seems to have been a remarkable oharaoter. Little is 
known of blm except what can be gathered from some pnblioa* 
tions with high-sounding titles which he issned between 1813 
and 1618. Our readeis are again indebted to Mr. R J. 
Golman, of Bracondale Woods, Norwiob, for the loan of a copy 
of Hall's pablications, from whioh the aooomit here giv^i has 
been prepared. It is clear that he designed a aerial pnblioation ; 
and if the support given to him had been larger there would 
have been more matter issued. Althoogh quaint, and curious, 
and now interesting for the lights thrown upon various parts of 
Fenland history, it cannot be said that what he wrote was 
ettiier valuable or important. The greater part is in rhyme^ 
and consists of personal rcminiscenceB and quite trivial 
occurrences, and is full of allusions to which the key is 
hopelessly lost. One set of versee, for instance, taking up two 
pages, describes how he was once nearly drowned in attempting 
to get a plant in the water, and was saved by big mother who 
was engaged in washing about ten yards off. This rescue (he 
was no more than foor years old at the time) he records as a 
miraole.

He acDOiinoefl, on the back of the title, that he " Bolemnly " 
propcaee to dedioAte the profits of his pamphlet to the oare of 
an orphan family, four in number, that had been thiovra tipOD 
his hands. TTjb design, aa indioated in a notioe to the Pabli<^ 
wae to issiie by decrees the whole of his journal, if he oonld get 
200 BnbBaribeTB, The work was to contain, besidea "a oh^ 
of personal inoidents," a local history of the Fens, an aoooont 
of their gradual drainage, " their present state of impzovement, 
and their future liability to inundation." He says he was, in 
1812, the oldest person living who was bom and bred enturely 
in "the low fen." He thought the work would be oompleted 
in six parts. 

His address to the Critics gives a depressing aeootmt of tbe 
state of things in his boyhood. Omitting two lines we ^ve 
thia entire.

The 
point of this description is his calling the place Ooostoft, and 
representing its entire prosperity to depend upon the keeping 
of geese. This ancient town, called Goostoft, " is with watry 
Fens inoompaet round." The people have no horse, oow, 
sheep, ox, ass, pig, or sow, "Nor any other living thing but 
geese," The aseeeBments are upon the number of geese men 
keep ; aa a man's geese increased, so did bis importance in the 
parish : —

The last page has some verseB, of little interest, apparently 
deaoribing himself, and called a " Fortraitore."

From the cover we learn that 
William Hall dealt not only in hooka, bat also in mathematioid 
instnunonts. Also, from a notice of " That excellent prepara- 
tion known as Holmes's. Spirits," which he has for sale, it 
appears that Hall had married Holmes's daughter.

Waldram Hall is situated at the extreme east end of the 
parish ; it is folly four miles from Masey Choroh, and only 
half a mile, in a straight line, from Peakirk Churah. As a 
result of the Divided Ftuishes Act it is now, for civil purposes, 
is the parish of Northborough, though of coarse, for eeoleai- 
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latioal pTiTpoBea, it lemaiss in the pariah of Mazey. It ia 
mentioned in several Acts of Parliament, being the extreme 
western point of the Fen district.

832.-BalnfiBil in the FniB.— The total qoantity of rain 
recorded by me at Boston during the year 1899 was 18 '73 
inohea, which fell on 141 days ; the greatest fall on any one 
day being 1'25 inches in Ootober. The total quantity is 4 '20 
inches below the average of the past 70 years, and 1'46 inches 
leea than the average of any decennial period dnring that time. 
There has been, since 1884, an average annual defioienoy bdow 
that of the past 70 years of 2 '68 inches a year, or a total of 
42*86 inches. The only year daring this period when the fall 
was above the average, vraa 1686, when 25'25 inches were 
recorded. Between 1875--83 the excess of rain amounted to 
44*16 inohee. The last 10 years has yielded a less average 
quantity than any similar period dnoe 1830.

Hftny peraona when gUnoing at the nnmarooi features of interaat In 
the interior of Spalding Fuish Chnmh may have notioed the nusstve mnial 
tablet on the Boath side of the west entraooe ; bat probably only few bare 
troubled to penue the length; iosorlptloii thereon, which Indicates that the 
tablet marka the resting place of one of the greataat drainage enginMn of 
UiB I6Ch century. To Captain John Perry the landowners of the Oeeplogs 
■od the whole of the snrronDdiog district are prolmbly more Indebted than 
to any other penon ; for though no mention la made of the taot on the 
tablet, it was he who carried ont the chief work of rechdmlng the Fens. 
The inaoriptioD rocs as follows : —

A oorrespondeut has favoured us with the following interesting 

ritmni of tlie career of Oaptain Perry, more eapeoially relating to Ms 

works In this district. 

It was whilst ttie repaira to Dagenham Breach were being ezeoated 
that the Greenwich Whit«bait Dinner was Inatitnted, which has until re- 
cently been a great annual fnnction. Parliament appointed a oonunlaBlon 
to view and report upon the progress of the works, which weM sitnate OB 
the north aide of the Thames a little below Woolwich, and tbe members 
annnidly dined at Greenwich. 

Captain John Perry waa the aecond son of Samnel Perry, ot Bod- 
boroofcb. Id Gloucestershire, gentleman, and hie mother was ^rah, the 
daughter of Sir Thomas Nott, Eoight. He was bom about the year 1669, 
and followed a seafaring life. King William III. appointed Um at the 
early age of 24 commander of (he war sloop "Cygnet," carrying 20 guns. 

In lti96 he was engaged as comptroller of the Russian maritime works, 
at a salary of £300 a year and travelling expenses, by Cxar Peter the 
Orest, in whose employ he remaioed until 1712, when, on acoonnt ot 
Bzrean ot salary, and of his being compelled in an arbitrary manner to 
engage farther in the Czar's service, he claimed the proCectioD of tbe 
Ki^Iteh ambassador, luider whose inflaence he returned to England. 
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In 171fi he pnbliabed " The State o( Bmew nndei the Onr Fetcr," % 
onrioQH book, oontkiulng mnoh Infomuktlon at to the fmportant worke ]n 
which he ma engagad, and also telling of tbo imganeroiu treatmmt be 
ceoelTed. 

After hla retttm to EnglAud he was engaged in Beveral engineering 
worki, partiodlarlj the atopping of that vaat and dangeroaa breach in the 
Thamea bank, oalled Dagenham Breach (for which he wa* to reoeiva 
£26,000). He aIm tIswm and made Important raoommendattona with 
raterenoe to Dorer and DnbliD harboon, which need not here be 
dwelt upon. 



bean forfeited tot D0D-p«7ment of the drainage ratea). npon his paring to 
their treaanrer the aam of £4,000, and promising to extricate the Deeping- Fen 
proprietOTB from the forlorn litoation the; were then in, consequent upon 
the snooeaslon of wet smmob, general acarctty of money, and neglect of the 
pabllo works. In the following year he took np his abode in Spalding, 
having been appointed engineer to the adventnrers of Deeping Fen. It la 
stated lie was very mbject to attackn of goat, which consequently soared 
hla temper and undermined his conxtitntion. 

The general Idea of his scheme was to moke sconrs to deepen the 
onttail (by holding op tbe water while the tide was ont and then letting 
off the Bconn to gnnd ont tbe silt and Bond), and to make slnioat acron 
tlte Welland in Hveral places. He fnrtber proposed deepening tbe Bivar 
Welland and making it wider ttom tbe looki and slnlces through the town 
of Spalding to Fosdyke, and making a reservoir of Cowbit Waoli, and 
ODOther reBervoir in the Marshes, opposite the Old Vematta Oattall, near 
Go whim. 

From these foundations he began his works of draining, and In 1T80 
he commenced constmoling the great sluioe In that part of ttie Itirer 
Welland next Cowbit Wash, near to where the old Locks Windmill ha* 
until recently stood. This alaice had six doora, which were drawn np by 
men walking in a lanre wheel. When ths doors were closed the; held np 
the water !□ Cowbit Wash ; and when the water was released the outfall 
was gronnd and scoured ont, carTflog away the silt at the liottom of the 
river, which hod recently been loosened b; " poronpines " and other 
contrivances, similar to the Improved forms that may now be seen on tbe 
river hank near tbe site of Locks Mill. It wu soon discovered that tbe 
silt b; this means was not got rid of, bat onl; moved, to settle a littla 
lower down the river, ss is still done at the present day. The alnioe, 
having become decayed, was rebaUt in 1T9G. 

The fame Captain Perr; had already aoqnired, by stopping the Breach 
at Dogenhom and by other works he hnd been employed in, was now of 
signal service, and served to forward hie present ftcbemes, h; enabling Iiim 
to raise supplies. In particular, the value of Fen lands advanced rapid); 
in price on so able an Engineer being appointed h; tbe Adventarer* aa 
director of their works ; bo that the lands whioh had been forfeited for 
nonpajrment of rates, and valued at only 6s. an acre, were sold b; him 
at £3 per acre. 

Captain Perry also erected tbe sluice at tbe end of the Old Ternatta 
Drain, expecting from it great tbii^^ This sluice contlnoed for man; 
years to be a good work, bat throagb the shifting of the sands in the 
Welland It became of no service, and when in 1TT4 uiat Drain was carried 
down to tbe Heservoir, the sluice was dammed up and destroyed. 

He also erected sluices at Surfleet Oatfall, Podehole, the Three Doora 
on Deeping Bank, and some others of less note within the Fens, besidea 
repairing Barrier Bank. The Three Doors tunnel was erected in 1732, to

niD the water in the Weatlode In OTdar te eaie the Waah, bnt In 1813 the 
tunnel wm tftken up, and the nuteriala sold. 

Deepening- the chsnnsl of the Wellond f lom beyand Oowhirn to below 
Fosdyke was also attempted, s. gnM onmber at workmen being employed 
to d^C and barrow oat the sand and tilt. Oapt^n Perry applied to the 
AdTentnrers for leave to hold ap the " freah " waters, bat woi refoBed, and 
in ooDMqnenoe this attempt proved ineffectoal, for the tldee fllled tbs 
channel op almoet aefast as the allt was token oat. 

Ouit«in Peiry was utterly averie te "tomUdk" the lUveia and Drains, 
being 01 opinion that water nn better thraogb saoh Impediments •• wei* 
therel^ removed than wlthont them. Thii opinion was strangely oontrary 
both to prindide and experienoe. 

The Captain's last attempt te improTe the dislnage of the Fens was to 
Bake an engine to force the waters ont of the Fens inte Che Welland, bat 
be died before it w«b brooght to any perteotion. 

Notwlthrtaadlng his many retrt^iade notions in draining, and nn- 
•kOfnl prooeedines wereln, these parte owe mooh te his merit and great 
skill la ooDstnMong the foundations of sea slidoes upon bad groond, sjid 
by bis most Taloabto InTention or adaptation of dove-tailed piles. 

The death of Captain Ferry within Chree years attar his appointment 
as the Adventniers' Engineer was a great loss, for in that short time he had 
anoampllahed mach, and laid the foandatlon for mnob more to be oarried 
out by his soooeuora in office, the Messrs. Gmndy and otbers. Ha was 
bnried inride Spalding Choroh, where a white marble wall stene is erected 
to Mi memory. 

In the April following his death, all hie lands in Deeping Fen 
remaining ansold, about S.6G9 aoree, were seqaestered for nonpayment of 
the taxes, and pot nnder the care of Mr. Thomas Maeon, of Deeping, by 
order of tlie Adventniers, and ultimately dispoeed of in payment of a debt 
owing by him to them. 

It is recorded in the mlnates of the Spalding Gentlemen's Sooiety, 
ot which Oeptain Perry was elected a member in 1730, that bones and tbe 
sole of a shoe were fonnd by him 8 feet below the bed of the Welland, 
while patting down the alaioe near Town's-end Hall, In his interesting 
work OD the state of Bnssia. he speaks of his friend, Mr. Qoodteliow 
(English CoDBol ut Moscow in 1706), Possibly this Mr. Ooodlellow was 
afterwards associated with Mr. Pertj in reclaiming the Fens, and henoe the 
name of the bridge over the Halls drain in Spalding; Coromon. Tbe name 
Is also perpetoated in tbe National School at Spaldmg Common, whlcb is 
called » GoodfoUow'e BohooL" 

The arms on the tablet are these : — 

A fesB embattled between three pears, a cresoent within a 
ereaoent for diSerenoe. Greet, a dexter hand holding a dagger, 
isBning from a mural crown. 

The pears are an instance of canting heraldry : the oresoents 
iadioate that Captain Ferry waa the second son of a second son. 
Borne aocOTiDt of the monoments in Spalding church and of the 
peraons and families commemorated is to be found in Th« South 
Holland Magaxine : see Art. 407. 
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The Editor has ventiired to print the inBcription from a eopy 
taken by himself in 1877. The spelling is believed to be exact, 
bat the stonemason's pimotoation has not been followed. 

In Manrioe Johnson's copy of The Uniem of Honoar, the 
above arms ara assigned to Ferry of Penshnrst ; the field is 
emblazoned aEnre ; the fees, argent ; and the pears, or. He 
gives, for Perry of Bpalding, Vsi;, a chevron ermine between 
three pears or. Many of Captain Perry's original mannacrtptB, 
oonsisting of drawings, schemes, reports, letters, Ac, are in 
the possession of the Gentlemen's Society at Spalding. 

834.— DfllInqasDt8aroniidPetwboroa^.~AnOrdinanoe 

made in Parliament in 1643, relating to the seqnestration of 
the estates of delinquents, declares that those who volnntarUy 
absented themselves from their usual places of abode, or shall 
go to any of the King's armies, raised without the consent of 
both Houses of Parliament, shall be repnted deUnqueuts. 
This was preceded by an Ordinance of 1642, touching the 
conversion and application of the estates of certain notorioas 
delinqnents towards the supportation of the great charges of 
the Commonwealth. 

A Committee of the Commons was appointed to manage the 
sequestration of estates, and to compound with the delinquents. 
The procedure was by petition, stating the nature and date 
of the deUnquenoy, with a "particular" of the estate of the 
delinquent, and certificates of his having taken the National 
Covenant, and the Negative Oath, or Oath of Abjuration. 
The estate was valued "as it was before these troubles be^an." 

Peter Whalley and Edwaid Budd were sequestrators for 
Northamptonshire. They returned to the Committee the 
names of 13 dehnquents within the Liberty of Peterborough. 
These were : — Captain Styles, Walton ; Newdigate Foyntz, 
Dosthrup; Dr. Cosin and Dean and Chapter of Feterboro 
Will" Hacke, Peterborongh; Mathew Bobinson, Ijongthorpe; 
John Towers, Bishop of Peterborough; Thomas Dove, Upton; 
James Carrier, Helpston; John Bourne, Ufford; — Stydolph, 
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'Wittering; Bobert Dixon, Peterborough; MiUioeiit Fntt, 
Dosthrnp. The last named is noted F. and B., to indicate 
ihat he wae a papist. The estates of papists were sold ; the 
inoome of a delinquent's estates was sequestrated, and an 
aUowanoe of one-fifth made for the support of his wife and 
ohiXdren. 

The reoordfi of the Committee throw some light on the 
history of the royalists above-named. 

Bobert Diekmaoji, of Pettrbonugh. 
The Diokenson family were papists or reputed so to b^ for 
when their fines were paid and estates dischai^ed, they 
appear &s petitioners to contract for their pnrchaee. This 
family had long resided in Peterborough. In 1541, Boger 
Dikenson was a witness in a suit between Horsman, the orown 
bailiff of the town, and Abbot Chambers, who was nnwilling to 
surrender the bailiwick. Bobert, the delinquent, appears to 
have been his great-grandson. His petition, dated 23 June, 
1646, says "that he was unfortimately drawne* to beare arms 
for his Ma"' and being in Newaike when that garrison was 
lately surrendered, humbly prays that he may enjoy the 
benefit of the artidee agreed upon the rednotion thereof."

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In 1646, his fine waa fixed at £60, one sixth the vftlne of 
his estate. He ia described as of Peterborough aad Ganwiok, 
00. Lino. He had a brother Henry who served the King 
three months at Colchester with horee and arms. 
Thomat Styles. 
The Styles family ooonpied a good position in the liberty. 
Hargaret Styles was grandmother of the Captain. On Jnly 
17, 1666, she made her will : — 

"I Margaret Styles of Werrington within the diooem of 
Feterborongh beqneath my eoule to Almighty Qod and my 
body when it plesyth God to be buried in (he common berying 
place in Peterborough.* Item I bequeath to Thomas Styles 
my son xl* and my freeholde at Helpston. My beet brorde 
oloth to the highe anlter in Werrington."

These are to oartlfle all whom these may ooooeme that Tboma* Styles 
of Walton gent, was before these onfortonate distracted tymea a gentlemao 
of qnalltye UveiDga amongst ns and a true professor ot tbe Protestant 
BeligtoD and a just exerciser thereof both in publiqus and private woh be 
ezprest In his dutiful serrloe everle Lords day and in the nllgion* 
edncatlon of his famllje and in wch true religion we doe vetllie believe the 
■ayd Thomas doth flimely in his oonsdenoe mayneteyne.

The Prattt of Overton and Whittietey. 

Millicent Pratt, a papist, antioipated the seqaeatiation of 
his estate by sale. Ha held Whaplode Manor and lands at 
Whittlesey, at Cherry Orton, and at Dogsthorpe. His estate 
eame before the Gommittoe in the petition of Anthony Pratt 
the yonnger, of Whittlesey, who waa Beized in fee ot lands 
and rente to the yearly valne before the wan of £18 17s., 
and was poeeessed of a horse and wearing apparel to the 
value of £11. He had bought the land from Millioeat Pratt, 
but his title was called in question by Bobert Edwards, of 
Stibbington, who in his petition, 1666, 

Begs tlte disohaise from aeqneetratioD of copyhold hwda called 
" Oaolee Croft," in Whittlesey anirendeied 12 yean ago, when petitioner 
was imprieoned at Huntingdon for debt, to Hillicent Piatt of Oiton, for 
pajineDt of petitionsr'B debta, bat Pratt harlng got ponewdon neglected to 
pay the debt! and niBerad tdm to be in prison 3 yean till hia lueaae waa 
proonredby othen. 

The Conunittee made an order for the parties to try the 
title at law ; and the papist deeming it pmdent to keep out of 
the way, Edwards' claim was allowed and the seqaestration 
disoharged.

He had Bome interest ^tb the Committee, for their comity 
valuer, Mr. Daniel Beading, had become, with Anthony Pmtt 
the elder, a joint owner of Whaplode Manor by porchose 
from Millicent Pratt. This position of Mr. Beading acooonts 
for the following letter : —

Delinquenta were not Buf e when their estates were disobarged 
by the Committee for Gorapounding. They might he assessed 
hy the Committee for the Advance of Money. This , Com- 
mittee was eetabUshed by Parliament in 1642 for the purpose 
of furnishing the sinews of war. They were to obtain loans 
of money for the public service. Bepayment was guaranteed 
by the publlo faith of the Kingdom with 8 per cent, interest. 
The assessments made on ^ of real and -|^ of personal estate, 
were enforced by distress, and sold " by the candle. " Party 
distinction was ignored at first, but after 1616, only 
delinquents were assessed. The orders of this Committee are 
preserved. In May, 1661 they made thia order :~ 

In the oaee o( John Bonroe of Ufford gent. coDceruing an aueaoment 
upon htm for liix £0^ part npon pernsal o( the perticnler of hia estate and 
oalcnlBtiog the ioai the 20^ part doth amount nnto the some of fifty Bto 
pounds. It is ordered that he do within foarteeo daj» pay to M''. Dawaon 
our treasurer the sum of twenty one ponnds, be shall then have a oomlssioa 
into the ooontry to eiamine him to his debts eccording to course and he 
do make proof of what he hath paid for his &"> and 20^ part in tbeooontrj 
which shalbe defaulted.

885.— Memorials of Boston. — In these cuttings from 
Z%e Boston Quardian of 21 Oct., 1899, one or two slight errois 
have been corrected. 

Hemoiials of Boston in the olden time are not very numerons. and are 
([ladDsIly diiiappearing as improrementa are carried ont in the town. 
Beoently in pnlling down some houses in St. Oeorge'a-lane, Mr. Diokiason, 
builder, tenio*ed some carved oak beam* and other timber, and also a Hloue 
shield. Hr. DlddoBon, righiiy thinking that it would be a pity if these 
relics should be destroyed, preseobtd them to the Corporation Park on 
condition that they should be taken core of. Viiitois to the Park will 
have noticed over the pathway leading from the main avenue to the back of 
the Hospital that an archway has been formed of this old timber. The 
oaken baulks with other wood from the buildings, have been made Into a 
stand on supports over the entnmce of the pathway. There are thre«

J. Looaa bmied abont two feet 
nndeigroond when exoavating: tor Meeira. Soolbya' new premiaee la Weat- 
Btreet, and waa praMnted b; tdni to the Corporation. The datc^ 16T4, ia a 
little later than that on the beam. The letters on it an, " B.LE3." Tbe 
whole amngement U a atriking and inteieatlng addition to tbe wcttiarj of 
the Park. 

Am the archway and tbe Inicrlptiona on it bare been a aonice of oiat- 
tlderahle attraotion to freqnenteis of the Park, tbe following deeorlption of 
the boUdlDg from wbloh the timber waa taken, abridged from ThompaoD^ 
" Hiatory of Boaton," may be interestlDg. The stone in the front la we one 
referred to by Thompaon. " In St. (^rge's-conrt, on tbe norUi ^e of 
PlnIoId-lane,''aa7B Thompeon, "Ib an anoientboaae called Lodowlck Honae, 
bat aald by tradition to have been St. George's Manor Hoaae, or protMMj 
Hall. A. Btone shield in the front of this honae bears tbe Lodowiok anna ; 
the letters on Chia shield, <T.L,' and < R.L,' at the base of the ahield, 
denote Thomas and Rachel Ixidowiok. An old deed statea that this honae 
WAS built in the reign of Henrf VIII. Tbe first mention of tbe Lodowick 
famil7{was!n 1669, when Heronles Lodowiok held a meaeoage of the Cor- 
poration on the Weet eldeof the BaTen. Thomas Lodowiok waa one of Uia 
Common ConnoU in 1665, and Obamberiain in 1673. He held St. Geoige^ 
Hall in 1674." 

836— Woad (299).— Iq Natun of 1 Feb., last, is an 
article by Mr. C. B. Plomight oq the "Blue Cobor in 
Woad." It ifl well known that the growth of thig plant u 
oonfined to the Fens, and that it ia only cultivated aX fonz 
places, namely, Wyberton, Skirbeok, and Algarkirk, near 
Boston, and Parson Drove in tbe Isle of Ely. There ia a 
tradition that the ancient Britons dyed themBelves bine with 
this ooloui ; Geeear, in hia aooouot of this ooontry,* states that 
" all tbe Britons dye themselves with woad (te vUro injiciimt), 
which makes them a sky-blue ooloor, and thereby more terrible 
to their enemies." This plant was also used for fixing the 
colour of tbe famous Lincoln Qreen cloth. The saying 

• Oasu ds BsUe OalUoo, r. II. 
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common in the Fons, "as blue as woad," ahowa that 
the impresBioii still exista that woad ia nsad as a blue 
dye. Aa a matter of fact it ia only nsed in the mann- 
faotare of indigo blue, for fixing the oolour. A oloth dyed 
with indigo thna treated r^ains its colour better, and " resists 
the effect of sunshine, rain, and sea air better than any other, 
but it is Bo expenaivfl that only the best articles are dyed in 
this way." The tenn "woaded " is now, it appears, applied 
in the trade to any fast or permanent indigo blue. Mr, 
Plowright has made a s^ea of experimente with the view of 
obtaining an infusion of blue colour from the woad, but so far 
hsa only been able to obtain one that acta on woollen oloth in 
dyemg it, not the dark blue oolour usually assooiated with 
woad, but a pale aznre blue ; and this oolour will not with- 
stand the action of aoap. Woad contains a certain amount of 
indigo, the quantity and oolour varying, with the age of the 
plant, from light to dark blue ; and this in dyeing becomes 
more or leas green. 

lit. Plowright points out that woad was naed for dyeing 
before indigo was introduced into Europe ae an article of 
oommeroe, which occurred about the middle of the 16th 
oentniy ; and there must have been some prooees then in use, 
the knowledge of whioh ia now lost. 

A full description of the cultivation of this plant will be 
found in Th^ Sittory of the Fmt of South LtncoIniAtra, 
pp. 400-1.

837.— MoDtunuttal ImoriptlonK In Elm OhnNh (814).— 
In the inscription No. 12 given in the above article, after the 
date of the death of Ann, wife of David Woite, the age is 
accidentally omitted. It should be: — "Aged 69 Years." 

These additional memorials, supplied by the Bev. Augustas 
8. Stokes, Vicar of Elm, have been placed in the church since 
those previously given ware copied. 
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On the north wall of the chancel is a brass in memory of the 
Bev. Edward Swann, Vioar here for 20 years, who died 1683. 
On the BOQtb wall is a tablet to 'William Moore, J.P., of Elm 
House, where he resided for 53 years : bom 9 Jan., 1800 ; 
died 9 Mar., 1882. Above is a brass in memory of his widow, 
Elizabeth Moore, and 6 of their ohildrrai. 

There are also two more memorial windows : one to 
Georgiana Sybella Jackson, who died 4 Oot., 1674 ; and one to 
Caroline Mary Jackson, who died in 1886, Fanny, wife of Eii 
John Molynenx, who died in 1693, and Emily Weldon 
Jaokson, who died in 1867. 

838.— The King's 10,000 Aomb.— At the Bestoration, 
several persons who bad loet their estates by adhering to the 
King's cause, petitioned for a grant of some part of the 10,000 
acres in the Bedford Level which were resured for the King's 
use. Francis Underwood, of Whittlesey, who had been a 
colonel in the army of the Parliament, obtained a grant of 
1156 acres "onder pretence of his good service to His Majesty 
in the management of his work of draining the fens." 

This seemed strange to those who had lost all in the royal 
oanse. Dr. Hudson's widow went begging.* Alexander 
Downinge was also another petitioner who pointed ont the 
wrong done to the King's aervioe by the grant to a rebel 
oolonel. He had served loyally. His father, Major-General 
John Downinge lost life and estate in the King's cause, f and 
his mother had spent the small remainder of her fortune in 
vain solicitations.

639.— Andent Patorbovough Dfteda.— I have three deeds 
of the fifteenth century relating to a small property in 
Peterborough ; they came into my possession upon the death 
of an antiquarian friend many years ago. How he acquired 
them I do not know. It may have been by purohaae ; or be 
may have borrowed them to peruse and aevex returned them 
beoauee they were never demanded, for I must acknowledge 
that the race of antiquaries ia credited with the character of 
being a secretive and predatory tribe ; or they may have been 
given him by the owner, as being of no value except to an 
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Rntiqnftry. In any ewe I Bhall be pleased to resk)re tham to 
any penon who oan establiBh any right to have them. 

The property deecribed is a oottage with atirtil«ge in 
Weatgate. It is fint in the poaseaaion of a widow, Matilda 
Oxneye, who grants it to three Chaplains, one of whom is her 
own son. It does not say what other pooition or preferment 
if any the grantees had ; nor is any trust expressed. This 
grant was made on the Feast of B. Bertioe, the Abbot, 5 Sep., 
1426. In 28 years it had become the property of Balph 
Bemond of Woodaton, who was not mentioned in any way in 
the former grant. Ha makes the property over to John 
Horborn, Chaplain, on Michaelmas Day, 14M. In the thiid 
deed the same John Morbom grants the oottage to four men, 
two of them being Chaplains. This was on 20 May, 1477. 

The cottage was aitoate on the north aide of Weatgate. The 
street bounded on the south ; a tenement belonging first to 
John Jolyf, and afterwards to William Best, on the east ; and 
a tenement and garden of the Cellarer of the Monastery on the 
west and north. (i.)

And I 
the aforesaid Matilda and my heirs the aforesaid cottage with 
onrtilage adjacent and with all its appurtenances to the above 
named John Dansby, Richard Oxney, my son, and John 
Bottlebridge, Chaplains, their heirs and assigns, against all 
people will warrant for ever. In testimony whereof to this 
present charter I have placed my seal, these being witncasee;

In the second deed the witnesses are all men of Burgh S. 
Peter, Nicholas Gibson, Smith (christian name omitted), 
Bobert Ix)Wetb, William Sewall, and John Fillingham. 

In the third deed the grantees are Thomas Blokwyn and John 
Hore, Ghaplaina, William King, and John Gross, all of Burgh 
S. Peter. The witnesses are also all of the same place, Bichard 
Bkyrmot, William Bevill, gentlemen, Laurence Kdwards, 
William Best, John Bird, Thomas I^me, and John P^llingbam. 

The seal to the first deed is an interesting one. It has a 
crowned female figure, standing, holding (apparently) a wheeL 
Bound tbe figure is a legend in capital letters of which nearly 
all can be made out. When perfect it was : — S^ KATEBIHA 
OBA P(ro} ME. The second seal has simply a lai^e B. 
The third bas a pelican standing on its nest, plucking at its 
own breast, with young ones below. 

From endorsements of a very much later date, on each of the 
documents, it appears that the cottage was at some later pei-iod 
known as John Costin's house. This might be the means of 
identifying it. Ed.

Jamu.— Among 
the doonmenta in the custody of the Bev. 3. W. Skene, Vioeir 
of Deeping 8. Jamee, ia a small book of ezoeptional interest. 
By his permission it has been tranBoribed and is here printed. 
The book is of paper, unbound, and oontains now 32 pages, 
each Qj^in. by 6in. in size. Originally it appears to have had 
62 pages : but 11 leaves, which were never written upon, have 
been out out, and one leaf, pp. 27 and 38, has been inserted. 

The book oontains the accounts of Corpus Chriati Gild for 
9 years, from 32 Hen. YIH. to 3 Edw. VI. Such accounts 
throw much light upon the social life of country places 350 
years ago. We see for instance, from this book, how the Gild 
had property in lands and houses, and owned a Gild-houae ; 
how it defrayed the expenses of certain memorial serrices for 
deceased members or benefactore ; how it undertook some of 
the cost of churoh repairs, and even the purchase of a surplice ; 
how it paid for work at the bridge ; how it (once at least) 
ovraed a oow, which it let out on hire ; how it was responsible 
for the payment of certain public liabilities, such as subsidies, 
purchase of arrows for archery pra'otice, "benevolence money" 
for the King, and occasionally for taxes and levies. 

The transcript has been made vrith great care : but it is not 
possible to reproduce all the marks of contraction and abbrevia- 
tion. Where well-knovro symbols are used, such as those for 
per, pro, »ut, and the like, these are printed at full ; and the 
final n, indicated by a short bow over the last letter, is printed r 

in the same way. A very few words have not, as yet, been 
interpreted, perhaps not correctly read ; any explanation of 
' these will be acceptable. Copious notes are added at the 
conclusion. It shoiUd be mentioned that many of the pages are 
crossed out, as though this were a rough copy of the accounts, 
and they were afterwards entered into another book : or 
perhaps this crossing out was done when the accounts were 
audited and passed. There was another Gild, Trinity Gild 
(page 12 of the account book), and possibly also a Gild of Our

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that the cost of Thomu Goodlake'a obit vas 3a. Id., the s&me 
u here given. Fairday may have been another benefactor 
whose obit was Bolemnised at the same time. (36) Braoc, or 
bract: qy. biaes? (39) Ba»iis of latteo. (40) The items of 
the reoaipba for this year do not appear in the book. So there 
is no explanation of the amount receiyed, which ia more 
than three times as large as that received two years hack. 
£10 14s. Id. represents a lai^e inoome for a village gild. The 
gross valne of the vicarage of Uaxey, jost across the river, at 
the aame date was £10 lOs. 7d. I have added np the severftl 
items of ezpenditore, as given here (pp. 11-19), and they 
uaonnt exactly to the £7 10s. 3d. deducted from the reoeiptB. 
The receipts may however have included a balance in hand. 
(41) ••T'mo" written firat, in error. (42) "To && taxe" 
first written here, but afterwarda put to s^>arate entry. (43) 
This obit on the eve of Corpus Christi was probably for 
deceased memberB of the gild ; "the brether and systern " of 
the first year's accounts. (44) It does not appear how tttis 
balance arises. (45) "F'mo" was first written, and then 
" seoundo " substituted. "Sexto" is a mere error, the scribe 
not understanding Latin. The full date wonld be "Atmo 
Edvardi Bexti Secundo." (46) Parcel, part. (47) This toM 
corresponds with the items if the second entry of 6e. 8d. is an 
erroneous repetition of a similar entry above. A mark to the 
left of the second entry, and a partial erasure of the amount, 
make this probable. The amounts given beneath this total 
are unexplained, (48) Upon his going. (49) All aoratched 
out. (SO) Earnest, deposit or part payment. (51) This does 
not agree with the items. (62) Serving. (53) One spar. 

(54) This mark is not a G (though ao printed here), but a 
ajrmbol consisting of a circle with a looped line through it. 
It means a hundredweight. (65) This leaf (it is a single leaf 
with nothing written on the second page) has been inserted in 
the account book. (56) Perhaps the green. (67) FrognalL 

(55) These may be names of the donors of the property, (59) 
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Half. (60) Church. (61) Lenoh Field, u shore. (69) Deep- 
ing Gate ia in Northamptonshire, in the parish of Maxey. 
(68) Gretford, about 6 miles from Deeping S. Jamee. Why 
should the gild pay for a crane (presumably a heron) for Mr. 
Hall ? (64) A very curious entry. In no other instance are 
proriuonfl supplied to a single person. Here John Davy has 
fish for some part of Lent given him : a pike, a teooh, half a 
stiok of knobards, whatever they may be. (65) Two or three 
letterti in very faint ink, that look like "no', p." precede this 
entry. (66) The pursuivant in the market'Stead. 

The following are the words or expressions of which 
explanation is desired : — yeld, tond, queywordo, aylstole, 
hnlling, moter stoke, oramore, a stick of knobards. Ed. 

841.— Lew-Fen Bill Hall (828).— This nom de plume 
does not appear in any of Hall's publications tiU 1816. By 
Low-Fen, a name which does not occur in any other work, 
Hall means the Low Grounds at Eyme. In 1816 be issaed 
a single sheet of 16 pages with this title : —

A very feeble set of 17 lines dedicates this eSuaion to The 
Saviour : it is dated Midharvest, 1816. The harvest that year 
was late, and there was heavy run. On Monday, 7 Oct., the 
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writer began to think U hod exceeded anything in hig memory. 
He gives a ouriouB example of the fluctuation of the price of 
wheat, between the first and eighth of October. "A man 
showed a sample of wheat on the Ist. ; what he asked I can- 
not tell, but from its handing damp he was replied ' I dare 
not give you 30 for it ;' on the 8th. the identical sample was 
asked 46s. per Gombe for and marked off without heetitation ; 
the man was even surprized, and said he lost money for want 
of asking." This price would equal 90b. a quarter. 

The state of the weather and the price of corn suggest to him 
some recollections. 

Tradition ■&;■ previoiu to the jear ITGO had been a long sacoession of 
dry and faToarable scHsont, and biuriiiess kept upon a steadj coone, 
InBomncb that T perfectly remember my father giving 16*. pet qoaitet for 
exceeding good high oountry barley, and bin neighbonr told bim be bad 
given " a longish price." In 1756 to the best a! my recaUecticn, many 
very seriona occarrences took place, insomnch that I have given from SI. to 
31. for 21 combe ot oata. and onoe 2Si. for a qnarter of Bar-ley-biffg to sow, 
and thought it enormous price ; since then I have bought very nir barley 
of Mt. W. Carter of Terrington, at It. \id. per bushel, lake as many or few 
as I chose ; be nsed to treat me with my dinner and thank me for my 
onitom : in the year 1T9G I saw Barley of no better quality sold 40t. 
paooomb. 

The fluctuations since that time, he says, have been beyond 
belief. There is a misprint in the price of oats : he meant to 
say (probably) "from &l. to 91. for 21 combe"; this wonld be 
about 16t. to 17s. a quarter. The expression " Barley-bigg " 
is referred to in Art. 699, and a question was asked as to its 
precise meaning : but no reply has ever been received. 

The summer of 1766 was a very wet one. Thunder showers 
commenced as early as March. All Holland Fen was under 
water, "the high part of Amber Hill and tops of the banks 
excepted"; and it was the same all through the Fens to Lincoln: 
the hay was so mouldy that the stock could not work into it : 
" neither when it was cut up in fleaks could they chew it till 
the mould was beat off, and many dyed the best that conld be 
done." Frequent water-spouts marked wet seasons in the 
Fens : HaU cannot call to mind any accident resulting from 
them, though he had seen as many as six at one time. He 
gives a vivid desoription of one. 
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When 1 lived »t Whaplodo Diove, m j wife and I (tood leaning npon our 
ontnrd g«t«, looklog soDthwud; when a doad neitber anomioiu nor 
inoonsideTable, puaed about parallel to the Dog and doublet from m, bat 
not tba leaat AppeanDoe o( nun from it ; when snddenly a apont hang from 
tt in quite « BLuitiDg position aad in a Tor; few saoonda of time, anottier 

rug from (I casoot think any where else bat] Wiiittlesea Hera, In • 
ting poaition also and met it, we oonld immedUtel3r aee the water flow 
Into the olond, with tbe ewiftOBt ntpidltj, «nd aa it approached to a 
perpeodlaalar the more enormoas it became ; on coming to a perpend icniar, 
it made a stand for a considerable time, and awelled to a moat prodigeona 
degree, when aaddenl; it hoisted ap a regnlar died olond ; and we oonld 
MO the light onder it for a quarter of a minate's time ; the appei-olood 
•eparated from it, only holding by tbe original spout, and seemed to dng 
it into its proper i^gioa; then dwindled and left Its bold. So mnoh 
for attnotion. 

The Dog and Donbtet, (properly, the Dog in a Doublet,) is a 
well-known inn on the North Bank, between Thomey and 
Whittlesey. This single sheet of 16 pp. was either issued at 
two different times, or the second half was printed long after 
the first half had been in type. An inserted slip after page 8 
speaks of some delay. In this same slip is an airatam 
{in verses) : Ckilli had been put for Chili, in p. 13. Now this 
error occurs in a later pamphlet dated 20 May, 1S18. So that 
possibly the " Beflections " did not see the light till two years 
after date. 

Besuming his account of harvest weather, he notes that in 
1774 there were again heavy rains in harvest, banning on 
1 Sep. During the month there was not fully a fine day, nor 
a single harvest waggon run ; " tens of thousands of ehokg were 
fast matted together and literally green. " The next month was 
a perfect oontrast. The worst season he recollected was in 
1799. "I never witnessed a season that caused a more general 
gloom on the bulk of mankind." Bread had been very deu: 
for many years past; this season was cool and wet; "much com 
showed no change to ripen, but kept on the constant grow and 
swell, till it actually grew in the ear." In many parts of the 
Fens men reaped in boots, (no doubt the large Fen boots,) some 
knelt in boats, to fish the com out of the water and carry it to 
dry land to spread it out ; and he was told that " many of the 
undertakers had one half for gettiag the other." The rest 
of the pamphlet is taken up with an account <rf a visit 
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to Bunz. The aoBtomary slip after p. 16 eays that enother 
"nomber " is to follov ; eod that the aathor mast ask for one 
Bhilling and sixpeaoe for the first three nambers ; " ueTertiteleBS 
he engages for a fulMhnent of the fint propoeal <rf 300 pagea 
and a Phiz for Six and Six Penoe." Bat the Phiz (that is, a 
portrait of himself) would not oome till the end. 

In Mr. Colman's copy these 16 pp. of "Befleotions," dated 
1816, tc^ther with the nest piece shortly to be deaoribed 
("Medley Fye") are boimd with 4 pages of thick blue paper at 
the beginning and end. The 4 pages at the beginning are dated 
1 June 1818 ; those at the end are undated, but they hare an 
ezplanatioQ of an expression on the first of the 8 blue pages. 
We have first a Prospeotns, 1 page ; "A fact or two revived," 
3 pp. ; and then a Bardian Advertisement, 1 page, all in rhyme. 
He tells us after his mother died he had a step-mother who was 
niggard, orabbed, and cross ; that his wife's name was Sake ; 
that bis father's dog's name was "tyger," which he makes the 
rhyme with "vigour"; that he once had rheumatism in his left 
arm so severely that it throbbed violently, and 
witbont itrake. 
To touch it— abKlnielj broke 1 1 
and that this acoident prevented him engaging in his trade of 
farrier and oowleech any more. The Bardian Advertisement 
forms an acrostic, the initials of the lines forming the words 
" William Hall Pen Historian." 

Following the "Beflections " are 68 pages of which the title 
is here given. Page 1 is the title ; pp. 3-5 are not numbered, 
all are in rhyme, the subjects being "A very Profound Season 
given," a catalogue of Hall's store, a sketch of the oontents. At 
the foot of page 6 is this : —

The laat line means that he had nearly reached the three 
Bcoreyeai8 and ten of thePsalmiat. The "Prospeotug" already 
mentioned, la dated 1 June, 1818, and that day was his 
seventieth birthday. Ad expression tn his Address seems to 
indicate that Hall's first attempt (that described in our last part) 
did not hit the taste of the pablio : — 
. or the Local sketch, 

(Sent some tima sinoa— bnt did not fetch), 
Has took in hand once more to trj 
His talent for poaterit;. 
The first 17 linee of this Address form the aoroetio William 
Hall Author. There is something pathetic as well as comic in 
his deecription of his own youth, as regarded his opportonltlea 
of aoqaiiing education. 

Critios, if you've a mind to throw, 
Toot shafts at old Will Willbeeo ; 
First send a child to Kyme Low Fan, 
* ' Let him stop twenty years and then

Taking a hint from the expression "The Water Poet," 
applied to John Taylor, Hall calls himself "The Aquatic Bard." 
He again complains that his firat effort was not duly appreciated : 
"half the folks seem'd really puzzled." An aorostio, dated 
3 Maroh, 1818, gives the words William Hall's Petition To 
John Bennie, Bsquire. In it he aolioits the great engineer's 
support and encouragement. 

Resolved hod I bat peciuie, 
Eaough to keep ray harp Id tune ; 
Not to deprive poi>Cadt<r. 
Narrate what dodb cod tell bat me ; 
If yon will aid me ia the task, 
Baani^h ! DO other loan I ask. 
" Peoune " is good. His petition met with a kind response, 
for which he duly thanked the "first-rate Engineer." TTnll 
represents him as saying, among other things, 
O I dear I canoot be offended, 
With anf thiD^r which f/m'te intended. 
We are not, however, entitled to assume from this that 
Bennie's reply was written in the same raetiioal form as 
the petition. 

In 1763, from Michaelmas till after Christmas, there were 
severe floods over the Lincolnshire Fens. There was great fear 
that Wildmore Bank would give way. One would have thought 
this would have been a fine time for the geese ; but they got 
" floated away " miles from their home ; and some Brothertoft 
geese were found by their owners on the high land at Ewerby 
Thorp, a distance of probably ten miles. 

Of many of Hall's stories we can do no more than give a very 
slight account. Langley Edwards, engineer to the new river 
Witham, is credited with being a very good hand at a bottle. 
Ashton Qoodyear, who died at Lynn in the first week of 1818, 
at whose funeral Hall and bis wife were chief moomers, and 
who was said to have been 108 yeais old, had seen some strange 
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Tioiamtodee. At one time he was steward of a lai^ estate, and 
drove a oatriage and pair : the baratrng of some banks mined 
the estate he managed and deprived him of hie office : he took 
another large farm, bat utterly failed, and was at last redaoed 
to letting his wife manage a little shop at West Walton, while 
he employed himself in cobbling. After a time things began 
to look better, and he was able to take a la^er shop at Tilaey, 
where he did wdL In Hall's yoath there used to be a Qneen of 
the Uay and great festivitiea on May Day at Soath Eyme. 
Leeohes were very plentifnL Thirty or more oould be found 
in a coot's nest ; and if a man pat his hand in the water for a 
little time it was nearly sure to be seised by one. George 
Arnold, recently buried at Lynn, late in the Iron Yard, is 
referred to as " An Honest man as everwas." A highly com- 
plimentary acooont is given in an acrostic (William Hall's Idea 
Of Mr. Dan Goates At Tilney) of a man of whom it is said that 
"young, old, rich, poor and all sorts lov'd him." 

Some lines which the author calls a "Frologae to a Tour 
round the Levels " contains allusions which are probably now 
beyond hope of explanation.

In deaoribing the iDundation o&used by the breaoh at Totksey 
Lock (date not given), Hall saya that a weet wind oarried the 
floods so ae to burst through Swineshead Turnpike Boad, whioh 
they "guU'd" to the depth of nearly twelve feet. He himself 
tried to plumb the depth with his 9-foot "poy," but could not 
touch the bottom. He had also been in a boat " oloee Co 'where 
Golden Grcos does stand," as well as in Donington Market 
Place. A serrant of Mt. Gea'a, of Swineshead, who had been 
to Park House to secure the stock there, lost hia life in the 
water, his horse and himself being driven by a boisterouB wind 
into the floods. The water wholly covered all the land " from 
Bridge End Barr to Furthen Lone." Fnrthen Lane was the 
old name for West Street, Boston: and if Bridge End Ban 
means the place known as Bridge End in Horbling Fen, the 
distance would be not less than 11 miles. 

A proverb that is quoted as current among the men of 

Heokington has, no doubt, some meaning. But it is not very 

apparent. It is given hure, with Hall's spelling, in the hope 

that some oorreepondent may be able to explain it.

apeldata arr Chnroh Steple. 

Ice sledges were in use in frosty weather. Cows took to 

swimming readily when fodder was scarce, and there seemed 

hope of better pasture on the other aide of a river or drain. 

"I have also known the whole parish of Docdike not two 

houses oommunicable for whole winters round and sometimes 

scarcely in summer." The title "A Uedley Pye" is taken 

from a dish made for feasts by the "Dames" in Lincolnshire. 
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All meate in Beason wflr» put into it, asd it wu " lused " to a 
great height. Hall knew of an instance whore one, at a Kyme 
Feask, had been saffioient for dinner for fifty persons. Uea of 
Kyme wore in the neighbourhood known w "Frai-Coote"; 
those of Billinghay as "Billinghay Bogtrotters." Some of 
Hall's readets wrote to him to protest against bis disouinve 
style. But he rather prided himself upon it.

Some vetBes at the end refer to the Boston eleotion in 1818. 
There are other acrostics besides those named above. The last 
page of all, on the cover, is an attempt at putting his thoughts 
into Fen language. This however consists merely in speiUng 
the words according to the local pronanotation. 

Will some Lynn correspondent tell us when William Hall 
died ? Is there any monumental inscription to his memory ? 
He appears to have been a Nonconformist. Did he pubUah any- 
thing more than is indioated in this and in the previous article 7 
Mr. Thomas Southwell, who flnt oalled the Editor's attention 
to "The Fen Parson" and to "Low-Fen Bill Hall," supphee 
some explanations of the difficult words and expressions that 
occur on p. 284. 

3. "Coots olapper-olaw lying flat on their backs." This 
evidently refers to the attitude assumed by wounded or hard 
pressed Coots, which, as I have been told, (although I never 
vritnesaed the act,) throw themselves on their baoks and defend 
themselves with their feet. 

4. "Standing upright to row." The Fen-man propels his 
boat fltan^^ing upright in the ttarn ; a very difficult operation to 
those not aooustomed to it. 
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5. "Croindiig of Jocks." This waa long a pazzle to me ; 
and even my friend the late Mr. Cordeanx oould not explain 
the operation. The following extract from Pennant's BriUA 
Zoology, 8to. Edit. 1T69, Vol. iii., p. 372, will I think throw 
light upon it : — 

Ib the aballow wmten of tha LlDoolmhlre Fern thej [pike] are 
fraqnentlj tekeo Id a mAnner peenUar to that OonDt; .... Tha Aabarman 
makM OM of wfaat ia oalled a crown-Dst, whioh U no mora than 
a bemiiphsiical baiket, opea at top and bottom. Ha atanda at ona end of 
the Utile feo-boata. and treqnentljr pots hti baaket down to tb« bottom ol 
the water, tbeo poking a stick ioto it diacoTera whether, in Itaa anj IkmIt 
bj tha itTikitig of the flib ; and rast namben of pike are taken in Uib 
manner. 

The netting rdfF and reeve speaks for itself ; it Was done 

both bjr snaree and clap-nets. 

7. "8tret<died out in a boat with a shade to deceive." This 
refers to making an artificial cover in the fore part of the boat 
of sedge and weeds to shelter Uie gunner from ths view of Hit 
fowl he wishes to approach. 

8. Stake-nets are still used for the capture of wild birds on 
the shore. 

12. The rudd is a fiah very common in the large fen- 
drains, and the writer probably refers to the flocking together 
of the fish at the spawning time. 

13. "Venom'd by rolling in alike." In the Commission of 
Sewers, 1616-17, " alike " is more than once referred to as a 
stoppage of the water, probably stagnant water or mud. 

14. " Looking hinglea, and sprinka, hop nets, and 

teaninga. " This appears to refer to the occupation of watching 
his various forms of net ; "hingles and sprinks " are beyond 
me ; "hop-nets" may be hoop-nets ; " teanings " I give up ; 
but a trammel net conaiata of two nete, one with large meshes 
quite loose, in front of another with smaller meshes stretched 
tight, BO that the fish or birds passing through the first net are 
stopped by tbe^second, and ao become entangled. Such nets 
are atretohed under water across a drain, and the fish driven 
towards and into them. The stake-nets used on the tidal sands of 
the Wash for the entanglement of wild-fowl are thus oonstmoted. 
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842.— FanUnd Tokens (821). — Few remarkB are seoeesary 
asa prelude to the deaoription of Tokens figured in FlatelL , gives 
herewith. Bat it may be anticipated that there are readers of 
FenUmd Notes and Queriss who will add some notes of iDterosl 
respeoting tokens other than those here mentioned. We may 
not leam much as to dates on the coins, trat it would be 
interesting to see bow some of the 17tb oentory people spelt the 
names of plaoea. For instance, we have long wished to know 
when Holbeoh was oorrapted into Holbeaoh ; no doubt Ooort- 
roUs or local registeis woold tell ns, but Tokens may also tell 
the tale. It vroBHolbeoha in the 14tb oontnry and down to the 
time Dngdale wrote.* What do the Tokens say? However 
there oonld not have been the same variation as on the Wisbeoh 
tokens which displayed an amusing orthography — as, Wisbioh, 
Wiabitoh, Wisbidg, Wisbeohe, but never Wisbeach. 

Peterborough came in, somehow, for ten variatiODS — whether 
they preserved the id&n ionanaii is impossible to say — but the 
token inscribed Peetebbovbowqh was perhaps the oddest

843.-Wm of Hargaret ToppaaMde, of Ely, lt6«.— 
This will is interesting for many reasons. It is found in the 
wills of the Consistory Court of Ely, I. 38. Some of the 
expressions present difficultiee which possibly some corres- 
pondent may be able to explain.

4d. ; to the pariah 

clerk, 6d. ; my will is also that a fit chaplain should celebrate 

masses for ray soul in the said parish chnrch for two whole years ; 

to Alhreda Walpole my daughter, 40e. of the money, £4 3b. 4d., 

which Nioholas Walpole her husband had from me on mutual 

terms ; William, Peter, and Alhreda, her children to have 
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mddne of the same money ; to the repaoTB of divers omaineDta 
within the Bald ohnrch, 10s. ; to the ohapel on the south side 
of the ohnroh of Qreat Elham in Essex, my black vestment 
vitb all its belongings ; my daughter Atbreda to have a missal 
with silver ohalioe aad other things belonging to my oratory 
at Ely ; (0 her a silver standing cap with oovei ; to Margaret 
wife of Kohard Bowa another silver standing cap with cover ;

(5) The context 
seems to require rosaries, as a translation of precariarwn ; but 
I can find no such meaning in any dictionary or gloesu^ of 
mediaeval Latin. (6) Ihia must mean a pomander, a apherical 
box, sometimes of silver, containing perfumes. The name 
was also given to an apple-shaped metal box filled with 
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oharooal or bot water, used to keep the hands warm in oold 
ohurohes. (7) This ifi auothar puzzle. My only snggestiou is 
as translated above. (8) Witneeeee not named in register.

The large oolleotion for Northampton was in respect of a 
dreadful fire which oooorred 20 Sep., 1676. In it 600 honseB 
were destroyed, and 11 lives lost. The deetmotion of property 
was by some estimated at a quarter of a million sterling; btit 
in this valoation All Saints' choroh vras pat dovni at £60,000. 
The reeult of the oolleotions under briefs was £36,000, a sum 
£7,000 in excess of what was raised after the great fire of 
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Londoo. By Oberbarmen is meant Oberbamim in PniBsia, 
the district of which Potsdam is the capitaL It mil be seen 
that though a period of 36 years is included in the foregoing 
list, yet only ten years are entered. 

845.— Ohsntry LandB: East Deeping. — GommiBsiona for 
eoquiry oonoeming ooncealed lands were not uncommon in 
the r^gns of Edward VI. and Elizabeth. An Act of the lat 
year of Edward VI., c. 14, vested in the King all the 
poeseseioDfl of chantries "which by devising and phantasiDg 
vayne opinions of porgatory and by the abuse of trentalls 
made for continuance of such blindness and ignorance," and 
declared that such possessions should be converted to good 
and godly usee, in the ereoting of grammar schools for the 
education of youth. The origin of the endowments of obits 
and perpetual lamps in ohuroheB was uncertain. This led 
to oonoeahnentB and transfers to nomineee, devices which were 
crossed by vigilant informers who sent their "poor gifts " and 
petitions for a grant of the concealed lands, when the King had 
got his own again. The Guildhall in Eaet Deeping was used 
as a free school in 1687, and probably the rent of the Chantry 
Lands were devoted to its maintenance ; bo it is not easy to 
see why this commission of 1667 was issued. Ii.6.

His banal 
is entered in the Register on 20 Sep. , 1709. Btowgate Farm and 
Stowgate Mill are in Deeping Fen, something over two miles 
eaet and north east of Deeping 8. James' church. Horsegate is 
a road about half way between this and Market Deeping 
ohnrch. A clow, or olough, is a sluice; the olow-bridge 
probably a bridge close by the sluice. " Bought " is not in 
any glossary.

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847— Patriotie SpakUn^— Under this heading "An old 
Book-worm," in T)u Spaiding Guardian for 3 March, 1900, 
gives some notioes of the Voluiteer MoTemeot in tliat town.

Volunteets) relates to the lioenoe to orenellate granted to the 
Prior and Gonyent in 1331. In 1691 Spalding was the head- 
quarters of a company of Infantry MiUtia, numbering 99.

Mauride Johnson, of Aysooughfee Hall, John Stukeley, and 
Samuel Hook were officera. The hundred of EUoe at the some 
date had a company of 91 men, tiie ofQoera being Reuben 
Perks and William Joy. In 1697 and 1698, in the month of 
July, the annual training of the North Lincolnshire Cavalry 
Militia was held at Spalding.

Sannderaoa, Captain Wilson, and 
Mr. Udwd. Fresgiare, and altwether £300 was raised. Included in this 
wa» a donation of £G0 f rom "J. 6. Thompson, amoant of Spalding Raoe 
Subscription." The following gentlemen were enrolled ss members at the 
meeting :— Thomas Wiliton, Thomas Foster, Robert Ajre, Edward PresgraTe, 
Philip Oodby. William Wright. Charles Parker, George AyMtoogb, WUliam

The roles stated tliat the members should not receive pay unless called 
out for service, that the; abunld attend Cor diill not more ttun two days a 
week, of which Sunday was to be one, "mounted on a serviceable gelding or 
mare not less than 14^ hands in height " ; that they might be called upon 
by His Majesty in case of actual invasion or appearance of invasion to 
march out of the county or to assemble within the same to repel such 
invasion; or to act within the county or adjaoent counties for the 
suppresuion of riot£ or tumults, when called upon by His Majesty or by the 
Lonl Lieutenant or Sheriff of the County. Whtin called out they were to 
receive pay as Light Dragoons, and were to be subject to military discipline. 
The arms and accoutrements were to be furnished by ooonty Babsoription. 

They were actually called out in 1799 to quell a riot at Boston, whicb 
aroM) out of tomo misunderstanding about balloting for the Militia. 
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Tba Standvd, oi En«Ign, for tha South HoUtuid Sqaadnm, ma to ba 
noarlet ailk, frinsed with gold and stlk fringe. la the centre wm to be a 
garter with the words " Sontb Lincolnshire Squadron," and in the middle 
of the garter the words, " Lojal Llncc^nsblre YmDUtnry," with a 
cro-wn above. 

Am a proof of the et^timatloQ in which tlie services of the squadron wei« 
held in the oonntry, it may he mentioned, tliat Iq 180T the Honse ot 
Commoca passed a resolution of tiianks to varioos Volontaer Companies 
(aiiiongBt others that of Spalding being named) for their great serrioes at 
BO momentous a orisis in the historj of the conotry, and tlie patriotio 
example the; set to posterlt;. 

The bill reapeotiiig the formation of b> Bifle Volunteer Corps 
for Bpalding and Long Sutton in the present oentnry was'dated 
13 Sep., 1869, and Bigned by Bobert Everard, Chairman of the 
Committee of Depaty Lieatenants. The pubUo meeting, at 
which it was nnanlmonaly resolved to form such a Corps, was 
held at Spalding on 23 Jane. 

848,— Wlokeo Fen.— The only piece of original Fen left 
in the oonntry is believed to be Wioken Fen, near Bnraell in 
Gambridgeshire. Many persons have been distressed to hear 
that there is some talk of reclaiming it ; and not a few have 
been filled with oonstemation at the possibility of snob a thing. 
There was a short leading article in The Standard of 21 April, 
1900, on the subjeot. While recognising the ntiUtarian 
arguments in favour of the design, the writer gives an ap- 
preciative account of the present appearance of the Fen ; 
and we think our readers will peruse it with pleasure. 

Wioken Fen, In Oambrldgeehlre, is, it la reported, abont to be reolaimed. 
If sentence has been really pronoaiioad, nataralUts will pis; that ezeoation 
may be atajed, since this ia the last important remnant of the great Bast 
Anglian Fenland. Knclosed by broad ditches which oan only be jomped 
with the help of a pole, it is overgrown with coar&e sedge and sallow-bnsta. 
Bare planhi and rare insects Inrk in thiB catnral umctuarj, and make a 
happy hnnting ground for Che botaciKt and entomologist. The Fen ties near 
the ^st bank of the Cam, aboat halt way between Cambridge and Ely, and 
within easy reach of the lonely little place of entertainment at Upwaie. 
The fenland, which once extended Sonthwanl almost op to Cambridge, has 
not yet attained nearly its greatest widtli. On the West it stretchtts far 
away up the course of the Old Obsc, bnt. on the other band, it is bounded 
at no very great dintanoe by the low edge of the Bast Anglinn platean ; 
Northward it extends yet tarthei, bnt here also the uniformity of the 
horiton is iDtermpted bj what Rives the view its grealeat churm. Some 
sight miles away lies the long Wik o( the Isle of Bly, from which the 
noble CaUiedral, crowned by lt« central octagonal lantern and its grand 
WesMm Tower, looms op atiainst the sky. Were it not for that tlw sceue 
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would ba abaolDtelj' monotonoos, jret It has a chann of ita own fai « aame 
of indeflotCe TBitnesa, and nowhere in England are the BunriMB and snn- 
teta more gloriom, foi a whole hemisphere of sky over-ansbee the plaoe. 
Bnt the obann of the Fen U greatest when it is explored nunotelj, 
eipeolall; bj the lovar of Natural HlMocj. One glaoee aioond in Wickm 
Fen i* a new eEperienoe. The sedge-clad flat is poongh in itaelf, bat a 
little searohlng abowB many rue {jants. The nuusb fern, with ita delioatB 
fronds, oreepa tn tiie coane herbaee, which is spotted bj nnmben at 
flowenng plaota, from the slander Mdatraws and foiget-me-nota to the 
OOQUUon marsh marigold and a rare aster, while the dark water is 
brightened by rannncolas and arrow-head and lilies, jellow and white. 
Bnt the entomologisC finds even greater prizes. The swallow-tail, perhaps 
the most beaaUfal of Boglish batterflies, still lingers, tbongb not nearly ao 
oommon ss formerly, when It was less honted, and the food-plant of Us 
caterpillar gren almost everywheie. Now and again a rare sphinx or 
olearwlng may be fonnd, and tbe go^eons scarlet tiger. Of commoner 
moths, there are tbe brown lappet, so like a dead leal, and tbe crimson 
nnderwing, besides many otbers scarcer though less conspicaous. Dragon- 
flies dart to and fro like mioroscopic hamming birds, ttie green snake 
writhes throogb ttie herbage, while rare birds sllll bannt tbe fens, tbongb 
not in the abnndanco of forty years ago. Sometimes, however, a barrier ot 
one of tbe scaroer hawks may be seen poised overhead. Dunlin, saodpipeiB, 
snipe, teal, duoks of various kindit, and in a bard Winter wild geeae visit 
tbe place ; possibly even a hooper swan makes Its appearance. Bat tbe 
drainage of tbe fens has gradnally driven most of them away from Bast 
Anglia. For several centuries after tbe days of the Roroans, who had done 
something in the way of reclamation, Natnre was left nndistorbed. Bat 
during the past two hmidr«d years Selds tiave replaced the marshes, reed- 
olad in Summer, often one vast sheet of water in Winter, and now, frnintlie 
tower ot Ely, one looks down in earl; Antumu on a golden ooean of grain. 
On tbo whole, no doubt, it is a change for the better, yet one space might 
well be preserved as a snrvlval of the olden time. 

For some days a oorrespondanoe was kept up in the paper 
upon the sabjeoL Without an exception the writers deplored 
the proposed reclamation. Mr. H. M, Finoh, of the Temple, 
after speaking of the rare plants and creatures to be fonnd there, 
says: — "When one considers the romantio history of the 
neighbourhood, and its unique possessions of modem fauna, it 
may be claimed for Wicken Fen that it has a monopoly of 
interest for the student of Natural Hietory, and it is to be hoped 
that, as a result of this oorroepondenoe in The Standard, some 
steps may be taken to preserve it, and to divert the aim of the 
destroying ' eportsman ' from the spotted orake to the suburban 
house sparrow." 

A Fellow of the Entomological Society suggests that some 
weEdthy naturalist, or some society, should purchase the Fen, 
and constitute it an asylum where the rare butterflies might be 
secured from extermination. Other coFEcspocdents pointed out 
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that the expense would not be very great, beoanse the actual 
marketi value of the land must be inoonsiderable. Mr. Bediern, 
who liyes within three milra of Wioken Fen, offered his aerrioes 
to asaiat in saving it by acting " aa a mediom for any properly 
organised body of sntomologiste, botanists, and artists," vrbo 
are interested in its preservation. Others offered to help in the 
endeavour by sabscription. From the letter of Mr. H. Ooss, 
who wrote from the oEGce of ' ' The National Trust for Places 
of Historical Interest or Natnral Beaaty," there seems to be a 
good hope of aaccees in the opposition to the scheme of drainage. 
Se says : — " A gentleman of influence in the East of England — 
^hose name I am not authorised to divulge — has made a 
generonsoffer, and negociations are in progress which, it is hoped, 
may ultimately lead to the preservation of the whole, oi greater 
part, of this last fragment of Ancient Cambridgeshire Fenland." 
There is an admirablo aocoont of Wicken Fen, describing how 
to reach it, and what to see, accompanied by a dear map of the 
route, in the Introduction to ' ' The Handbook to the Fenland " 
written by our eeteemed oorreapondent, Mr, S. H. Miller. 



849.— Dr. Oxa&bridge's Oath, 1588.— Andrew Oxenbridge, 
IjL.D., a prisoner for religion in Wisbech Castle, was thought 
to have tran^ressed against various statutes passed during the 
reigns of Henry VIII., Edward VI., and Elizabeth, for pre- 
serving the power of the Crown against the usurpation of the 
See of Borne. It is strange that a lawyer should rather go to 
prison than swallow an oath. The Doctor was reluctant to 
declare that the Queen was the only supreme authority as welt 
in all spiritual and ecclesiastical things or causes as in temporal 
things. It was difficult for an ecclesiastic to reconcile the 
Oath of Supremacy with obedience to the Boman Church ; but 
there is nothing incompatible with obedience to the State in 
the adherence of a layman to the diadpline of the Catholio 
Church. It is not easy to see (he use of such a test, but times 
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have changed. The Doctor's wa; to get oat of it, one thinks 
now, might have satisfied the Gonnoil ; it is long enough. 

The Doctor's history is obscnre. An American nwinnwiUrfl 
in a reoent genealogical work on "the Oxanbridges, " oonfnsea 
Dr. A. Oxenbridge with Dr. John Oxenbridge, a well knows 
NonconformiBt divine, of Charles I.'s reign. Oar Doctor 
seems to be the Mr. Oxenbridge who was senior bnnar of 
King's College, Cambridge, in 1661, when the new chapel was 
completed, and who rode to Ramsey to supervise the demolition 
of the Abbey which supplied atone tor the floor, and lead for 
the roof, of the ohapeL 

The Doctor was a prisoner for some years. In 1681, the 
Goonoil permitted the keeper of Wisbeob Caatle to suffer 
MiatresB Oxenbridge to see her husband, and to remain two 
months.

And to her Ha'<* alone as to my moite jnste and sole Soveraifsne 
mafciatrate I owe all mj loialtie, service and wbolls dntle of snbjectiOD 
next under Qod, and ever loe will I repute her Ha^ dnritiKe Iffle against 
the Bull, if acle be, of Pios 6, Qregorie or aule other Pope heratofore oi 
hereafter. Fnrthemioie if anie man pretendinge Cstholike Romaine 
relljflOD be minded that the Pope for one cawae or other may deprive her 
or dispeDse with her BDbjecCa otbe acd loialtie I honld it a ttajrtoroiM 
article (aach none doe beleive); bnt contiarilie am redie and vowe to 
spend my liffe and i;ooda for peace and qniet of Queene Elizabeth and this 
present state againBt auie invadora, dii^nrbors or nndermrners b; what 
anthorltie Ball or direction he shall doe It, of Frinoe or priest, potentate 
or prelate, by what jnrisdiction power or name be it soever he comaande 
And as t^jucblnge matter of religion to avoide all showe of obstlnit holdinee 
of things by me once receaved I promise that if in conference with tuiie 
lemed man which being sent by antboritie I will wilTinglj admytt, he can 
ooQviDce me hy the onlie soiipture of the olde and newe Testament (o 
honld anie error I will houlde me to better reason and thank God. 

All this I protest simplis and plainlie according to ye plain show of 
the wordes ahhorriog all hidden sophistical and dissembled reeervaoon 
of private senee or Moret Interpretation which may never sue littell 
Impeacbe qnallfie or modifle the ezprease, most oommon and rediest 
takings of the verle wordee as tbel laye and oSer tliemselvea witbonte 
forced nudantandinge. ^ ^„ Andrew Oxonbtldg*-.

Lmington, where the agreement was 
made, seeniB to be the ptaoe now called lAxton, in Nottiogham- 
Bhire. It is oonoeded in the doonment that the land and 
marsh belong to the Abbot and Ghorob of Borgh ; and for this 
oonoeBBion the Abbot and Convent of Boigh let them to the 
Ali^Kit and Oonrent of Groyland and their saeoosaon on 
rendering costom&ry servioe. Theee Berrioee wore different in 
different partB. A virgate, it may be mentioned, was a 
meaBore of land that was not always oongtant. In some plaoea 
it contained 18 aores, in others 36, or sometimes more. The 
tenant of the land held at the time by Beginald Faber had to 
plough one day in winter and one day in Lent ; also to hoe 
for one day and to make hay for one day in the Abbot of 
Bnrgh's field in Maxey, with the help of the Abbot's men ; 
also in antomn to mow half an acre of land, and bind up 
the com, and set it in shoots ; and all the foregoing at 
his own espense. Further for one day in antomn he was 
with one man to mow com in the Abbot's field at Fealdrk 
or Glinton, the Abbot supplying food ; and if the Abbot did 
not supply food, the tenant need not mow later than nona 
(probably about 2 o'clock). The tenants of lands held by 
Goodin, son of Godwin, WiUiam, son of Balph, Averus, son 
of Alwold, Peter Palmer, William, son of Sewen, Walter, son 
of Beginald, and Beginald Carpenter, had to render the like 
aerrioes. In addition to these the tenant of the land held by 
Biohard son of Alwerions was bound to plough twiee in winter, 
and twice in Lent, so that altogether he had six days of 
ploughing at his own cost ; and further to carry a cartload 
of wood from the maish to the Abbot's hall at Bnigh at 
Michaelmas. All the touants were to attend the Abbot's 
hundred court, and to pay &^d. a year for hide money, and to 
shew frankpledge to the Abbot or his bailiSs, and to watch 
with other men of the district at a fixed plaoe between Michael- 
mas and Martinmas. The rent of the Abbot and Convent of 
Croyland was fixed at four pounds of wax. The Abbot and 
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Convent of Bnzgh vera to have right of paatore in the marah 
tor their own cattle, and those of their men, and of any othms 
they might send there, as well as the Abbot of Croyland aad 
hifl men. The latter were without hindrance to be allowed to 
dig tnrf, and where they had bo dog tnrf to take clay and 
gravel ; also to reap in the maish mshes and sedge and 
glagellvm et bmdynghum, bat not to the disturbance of cattle 
grazing there. They might also out twigs from all trees in the 
marsh. In Peakiik moish, outside the bomids of the marsh 
previously defined, which seems to have beloi^ed to the Abbot 
and Convent of Croyland, the Abbot and Convent of Bni^h 
were to have corresponding rights. 

(H). After reciting the foregoing fine the Abbot of Croyland 
complains that he and his men had been impeded in taking 
stallage and attaehments in a certain part of Croyland within 
the limits named ; also that the Abbot of Burgh had put a 
guard at a bridge to prevent the Croyland men from passing 
with their cattle ; also that he had rooted up some trees 
planted in the maisb ; and hod also taken away some cattle 
belonging to the Abbot of Croyland and his men. The Abbot 
of Burgh undertook not to interfere any more, and the 
Abbot of Croyland should have his stallage, and tolls, and 
attaehments, without hindrance ; and he disclaimed all right of 
attachments for himself and his Convent ; and would not 
hinder the approach to the bridge. Also he waived all right 
of selling cattle or anything else while Croyland fair lasted. 
In return for this oonceesion the Abbot of Croyland granted a 
rent of one mark to be paid from certain tenements in Folks- 
worth, half to be paid at Michaelmas, and half at Easter. 

(III). In this agreement the maieh already described is 
called a part of "our mareh of Eye," It recites the per- 
mission given to dig turf, &c. It grants to the Abbot of 
Croyland rights of fishing in the Wellond from Southlake to 
Croyland bridge, and in the Nene from Croyland bridge to 
Nomanslandhirne. That part of Croyland town on the Bui^h 
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aide of the bridge, whioh was within the bounds of the moish, 
Eknd marked oat with dikes and hedges, was to be considered 
part of the oouDty of LIdooId. But the Abbot of Groyland was 
not to erect any buildings outside the said dikes and hedges. 

The present boundary line between Lincolnshire and 
KorthamptoDshire, seems to me to follow exactly the bounds 
marked out in the above doouments. The manh described 
may be said to be that portion of lanoolnshire whioh lies south 
of the old Welland and Nene riven. I should judge it to 
oontais about 2000 aores. Ed. 

851.-Golon«l Hoon, O.B.— We deeply regret to an- 
nounce the death of our correspondent* Colonel Charles Thomas 
John Moore, C.B., F.8.A., D.L., J.P., whioh took place on his 
73rd birthday, 17 May, 1900. He was a native of the Fens, 
having been bom at Moulton Vioar^e, where his father, the 
Bev. Charles Moore, was Curate to Dr. Maurice Johnson. Dr. 
William Moore, elder brother of Charles, subsequently held 
the Uving of Moolton, as well as Spalding ; and the Colonel's 
father retained the curacy of Moulton. A few months after 
the birth of Colonel Moore, hia father was appointed Master 
of Moulton Grammar Sohool. After some years he left the 
Deighboarhood, returning in 1869 as Bector of Wyberton, 
where he died at a great age. He was also Chaplain to the 
Barl of Northesk. Colonel Moore was consequently first 
cousin to the late well known antiquary Prebendary Edward 
Moore. He was High Sheriff of Lincolnshire in 1866. At 
his death he was Chairman of the Holland Quarter Sessions, 
of the Boston Board of Guardians, of the Boston Bnral District 
Councils, and of the Holland Connty Council He became 
Companion of the Bath on the ocoasion of the Queen's Jubilee 
in 1887. 

He was an enthusiastic antiquary, and took great interest in 
all local history and antiquities. The Editor hoped before long

862.— Dr. Dodd st Boame. — Although ohiaSy re- 
membered for bis foi^ery and tragio death, Dr. Dodd was 
a man of letters who published many works, and deserves to 
be oonddered eminent for bis literary merits. He was bora 
at Bonrne is 1739. He was of Clare Hall, Cambridge ; B.A., 
1749; U.A., 1769; and LL.D., 1766. In London he obtained 
some reputation aa a popular preacher, and was made Pre- 
bendary of Brecon ; and be held also the livings of HookclifEe, 
00. Beds., and of Wing, oo. Bucks, He attempted to obtain 
the living of 8. George's, Hanover Square, by bribery; for 
wbioh he was straok off the list of Chapluns to the King. 
One of his pablicatioos was a translation of Callimaohua. 
Among the papers of the Gentlemen's Society at Spalding is 
an original bill containing his proposala for printing this 
translation, and also his letter to Maurice Johnson, the 
President of the Society, inviting subscriptions. The letter

Johnson's effortB were 
prompted by his hnmane disposition, and not by any admiration 
for the unhappy oonviot, whose life and obaraoter were very 
far from being consistent with his profeaeion. At his death, 
27 Jane, 1777, Dodd was in hia 49th year.

SSS.—Fortray of Byal Fen.— The religious reformeis of 
the Spanish Netherlands were styled "lee Gueux." The 
oppression of a foreign government drove many to England, 
and of these were the Fortrey'e or de la Forterie's of South 
Brabant.* For ship-owners engaged with foreign trade it was 
not difficult to transfer their wealth ; henoe they held a good 
position when they settled in Iiondon daring the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth.

Mr. Fortrey resided in Dairy House on Kew Oroen. This 
property, acquired from Sir John Portman, and sold by 
William Fortrey in 1697, has been for a long period used as 
a residenoe by the Boyal Family. 

If Mr. Fortrey escaped the Crown loan, he was not so 
fortimate in 1643, when the Parliament eetabliBhed the Com*

The "Narrative" may have been written by Mr. FcRirey; 
he was one of the six Bailiffii of the Corporate Body created 
by the Bedford Level Act in 1663, in 1664 a Conservator and 
Surveyor of tbe Middle Level Such a book may have been 
written by any man : but Samuel Foitrey'a repute for oom- 
meioial sagacity was national; and of this he has left a 
lasting proof in his treatise entitled "Englands Interest and 
Improvement." Sir Joeiah Child.f the chairman of the Bast 
India Company, in his "New Discourse of Trade," 1670, 
endeavoured "to do right to the memory of the ingsnioua 
author of Englands Interest who hath done more for bis 
country than would have been the gift of some millions of 
pounds sterling into the public exchequer." Indeed the 
treatise shows that Mr. Fortrey had grasped the basis of the 
Imperial policy of England, which would be a small afhir 
without her foreign trade.

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The anthor liad travelled mooh, bat he foand Eoglaad to be 
more pleasant, healthful, fmitfal, and temperate than any 
other ooontry ; the peaoe and seoarity of the people greater 
than elaewbere. Ab King Charles II. said of oar cUmota, 
there are more days in the year on whioh men conld go about 
their baaineae, and he preferred it. Bat there were many 
impediments to improvement, and these he indioatea and 
proposes to remedy. 

1. The great impediment to improvement ia that men 
cannot moke the beet of their own lands. Let there be liberty 
for every man to enjoy his lands in aeveialty. Bents will be 
trebled ; landlords inclose because tenants make better profits 
and pay more rent. 

2. A plan to rival the taffetiee, poudesoyes, and tabbies of 
Toots; the seizes of Chalons and Fioardy; the linen ol 
Brittany and Normandy. Let the King be a pattern to his 
people and wear no berer, demioaster or felt hat from the city 
of Paris ; let the Goart change their French tailor and French 
BtufT. 

3. To enaonragB navigation to defeat the Hollander and 
HamboFger. Foreign trade will enable England to sell dear 
and buy cheap. Beform the Mint, and the gold standard, and 
stop the clipper by milling the silvered coins. 

The author's remarks on restrictions on trading in com are 
worth reo^ng ; — 

"Our oare shotild therefore be to increase those things whioh 
are of least charge at home and greatest valne abroad ; and 
cattel may be of far greater advantage to us, then corn can be, 
if we might make the best profit of them ; for that the profit 
we COD make of any com by exportation is mach hlndred by 
the plenty that neighbour oonntreys aftord to that commodity, 
as good or better than we have any. Wherefore, could we 
employ our lands to any thing of more worth we could not 
want plenty of corn, though we had none of our own; for 
what we should increase in the room of it, of greater valae by 
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exportation would not only bring na home aa maob oom as 
that land would have yielded bnt plenty of money to boot." 

Of the three children of the elder Samuel, none bat Samuel 
of Oakington and Byal Fen left progeny. The daughter Mary 
waB married, in 1647, to Sir Thomas Trevor, of Leamington, 
Et. and Bark* Of the three sons of the younger Samuel, 
the eldest pre-deoeased his father, and James died, 8. P., in 
1719. Hia epitaph in Mepal ohuroh gives an acooant of his 
own life, and of his father's home in Byal Fen. 

Near this place lie the Tem&lna of Jamea Fortre; Esq. daaoended from 
ao anoient stook In Brabant, wbfoh took asylum in Bogland from the per- 
meaUoa of the Spanlardi in the reign of Queen EUta^tb. He was third 
■on of SaiODel Fortrey Bsq, who, upon nndettaklng the drainage of the 
Bedfoid Level, erected a commodioni habitation in Byall-fon, which, 
oomlDft into hia eon's posscesion was by him enlarfi^ed with several cod- 
venieut apartments, and with gardens and other improvements, so as to 
make it (in sncb a nitnatioo) the admiration of the time.t He was bred in 
courts and in camps ; was page of honour to Mary of Modena, then 
Dncheat of York; afterwards groom of the bedchamber to her bosband 
King James II ; major in the borBcgaards and at the same time com- 
maoded a troop in Lanier's r^ment of horse. He would have followed 
his m^ppy maater's fortmie in exile, but was forbidden b.v hiB commaecle, 
on account of his ill state of health : fidelity and gratitnde forbad him to 
engage In the eervioe of his saccessor. Having lived a (avonrlCe of Princes, 
he rather chose obHcnrity; and after regiding some time as fellow- 
oommoner at Qneena' Collie in Cambridge passed the remainder of his 
days in retirement between Portugat and Byall-fen; at the last mentioned 

Eilace be died the IS''' day of An^ost. 1TI9 in the 63 year of his af;e; loved 
anieDt«d and bonoared by all who knew him. He married the Right 
HoDOUiabte Lady Bellasls, Baroness of Osgodby,} in her own right, but 
left no issue. 

William, the 2nd son, whose birth was in 1653, married the 
heiress of the lieicestershire Whalleya. In the churohyard of

854 — WoodBtOD OF WoodBtone 7 (82S)— The aignments in 
favoor of the former spelling for the name of this pUoe brooght 
forward in a previous nnmbei have been submitted to the 
Ordnance Department, bat we regret to hear without convinc- 
ing the aothorities of the advisability of spelling names of 
places according to ancient practice and etymolc^oal accoraoy. 
By desire of the Director General, Lt. Gol. Hellard, fi.B., 
writes to say "that further oonsideratlon has been given to the 
anbjeot of the name ' Woodstone ' and that although the deriva* 
tion of the name that you support may no doubt be correct, the 
Ordnance Survey has to be guided very largely by local usage 
in such matters rather than by historical interest, and as local

It aeems aooordingly that the mle now is that b manifest 
error, if it oan hold its own for a hnndred years, is to be made 
permanent. This has not always been the praotioe. There 
was a new surrey of the parishes in the northern part of 
Northamptonshire in 1882 EUid the following years, and a six- 
inoh scale was published in 1886, or early in 1887. The editor 
of this joomal wrote to the Department and pointed out three 
errors that ooootred in the Map of Maxey parish. One, as it 
happens, was the addition of a final e to the name of the 
adjoining parish of Helpston. One was a oonfnsion in the 
names of two housee. And one has considerable bearing upon 
the matter now in question, for it involved the oorreotion of an 
error that had been repeated over and over again. In Bridges' 
history of the county Maxey Church is said to be dedicated to 
B. Mary. Nearly all snbseqnent accounts have copied this 
statement. The Vioar however discovered, by the irrefragable 
testimony of ancient deeds, that the true dedication of the 
ehuroh was to B. Peter. On a visit to the pariah on 18 May, 
1867, Lt. Gol. Macpherson called upon the Vicar to discuss his 
suggested corrections. The Vicar exhibited the ancient doon- 
meubs on which he relied, one being dated as early as 1106 ; 
and the result was that in the map of large scale issued in 1888, 
all the errors pointed out were oorreoted. 

There is a notice of the number of Fmtand Notet emd 
Queriet which contained the former article of this subject 
in Miteellanea Qeneahgica et Seraldica, vol. iv., p. 36. 
With the observation in this notice, "Certainly ancient 
custom should govern the spelling of places as a mle," we 
thoroughly agree. 

If an ancient town, or "ton," is altered into "stone," 
because it makes a prettier looking word, we may expect before 
long to have the King's town, Eingston-on-Thamee, altuwd 
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to Eingstone ; and then people will say it derives its name 
from the uioient stone, believed to be the ooronation stone of 
some Saxon King, whioh is preserved in a railed enolosnre in 
the Uarket-plaoe. And we may expect 8. Botolph'e town in 
the Fens to be altered into his stone, and the place spelt 
BoBtone. And bo in time we may get to Dalston^ Bryanstona 
Bqnare, Eustoiu Square, and Haggerstone. 
. In Woodston itself is a new road named, after a popular 
statesman of this century, Palmerston Boad. It will no doubt 
be gratifying to the authorities who persist in miespelling the 
name of Woodston, to find that some persons, following the 
example of their superiors, have actually taken to spelling this 
road Palmerstone Boad. Perhaps the Dean and Chapter of 
Westminster will see to the alteration being made on the 
statesman's monument in the Abbey. 

The following story, told by Camden in his Eemaitis (ed. 
1674, p. 368), may be thought appropriate.

865.— Latin Lines on Orowland. — On a late visit to the 
Bodleian Library I copied some I^tin lines on Crowland, 
which Eire said (MS8.

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866 -WlBlMoh Gastle.— An Act of 1798, 38 Geo. m., 

o. 53, empowered the Bishop of Ely to sell the uicieiit boild- 
ing known as the Castle of Wisbeoh 8. Peter's. The Bisbop 
at that time exeroised a jtmBdiotiOD of gaol deliver; within the 
Isle of Ely, sepEtrate from the Coniity of Cambridge. The 
caatle had been for oentories naed as the common gaol : and 
daring the reigns of Elizabeth and James I. it was used for 
the incarceration of the Jesuits and seminary priests.* The 
old boilding was porohased by Thnrloe, secretary to Oliver 
Cromwell, when the Bishops' lands were sold. He erected on 
(he Bite of the keep a mansion, designed by Inigo Jones, after 
the manner of Longthorpe Hall, near Feterboroogh. This 
was demolished in 1794, when Mr. Medworth pnrohased the 
castle and premises. The house stood on the space marked 
"Wisbeoh Castle" on the plan annexed to the oonveyanoe. 
A copy of the plan is given herewith. There is a good engraving 
of the house in the appendix to Bentham's Sistory of Ely 
Cathedr(U.f Secretary Thurloe is depicted walking up the steps. 

The gaol of the Isle was afterwards at Ely. It was abolished 
in 1836, when an Act, 6 and 7 Will. IV., o. 87, estingoished 
the secular jnriBdiction of the Bishop. A separate CommissioD 
of the Peace is still issued for the Isle of Ely ; but the Isle 
is included in the Commission of Gaol Delivery of the County. 

The following deed gives an account of the sale of the osstle 
and premises. It is taken from the Becovery Bolls (Common 
Pleas), 86 Geo. HI. Hilary a.d. 1795.

857.-LOW Fen BUI Hall (828, 841).— I send some ootes 

on & faw of the words and phrases met with Id the two articles 

above. 

Coy (p. 284) is simply deooy shorteiied. So, Fleet Coy. 
The Coy Farm at Oorefield was the site of a decoy. Bee YoL 
n., p. 69, for register of burial of a man who died " at the 
Coye." 

Bred in a mill (ib.). Windmills were used for pumping 
water ofiE the land. This was facetiously termed "grinding 
water." la some cases the lower part of the mill was 
converted into a dwelling for the attendant. In the lower 
districts fifty years ago, when natural drainage failed, some 
fanners used waterwheels worked by horses, and sling scoops. 

Clapper daw (ib.) is said to be a corruption of "clasp and 
claw." A wounded coot attempts to defend itself in this 
way, lying on its back. Owls will do the same. 

Standing upright to row (ib.). To stand upright in a gunner's 
boat and push it along with a sprit (see Art. 720), was far 
more difficult than many would imagine. The boats were 
very light, for convenience of portage over banks, &c, and 
constructed merely to carry the gunner (Fen term for fowler) 
and his lai^e fowling-piece, and so were very liable to upset. 

Crowning of Jacks (ib.). During severe frosts pike oonld 
frequently be seen under the clear ice, and could be followed 
about till they were tired. Then a hole was cut above them 
to which they came for air, and they were easily taken. 
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This was called "orowning." The holes thus made for 
taking fish rendered tiie fen drainB dangerous for skaters at 
dusk. Babbits are "crowned " by listening on the sarfaoe of 
the groTtnd and then digging down te the barrow. 

Spring nets (ib. ) for ruff and reeve were olap-nets. It should 
be borne in roisd that these birds were oanght alive, and fed 
for the teble, chiefly on bread and milk. They were very 
tame birds. I have not seen or heard of tiny in this district 
for many years. 

Cutting tracks (ib.). It was not unoonimon to have two long 
scythe blades, welded together and driven into a long handle, 
fastened behind a boat, or worked by an assistant, by which 
a track was out in the weeds about a yard wide. Along this 
the fish could swim with greater freedom. In the track thus 
made "bonnets," or "bownets," were placed. These wore 
about 6 feet long and 2 feet in diameter, and supplied with 
a flue or trap at each end. 

Bndd (ib. ) is a fiah very like a roach, but rather stouter, having 
red eyes. It is very common in some parts. 

Sike (ib.) is a stream, usually dry Id summer. 

Moulted drakes (ib.). When moulting the birds are sometimes 
unable to fly. I have heard of their being run down and 
caught by dogs. I have known water-rails to be caught in 
the same way, when they have been forced on to the dry 
high lands by sadden floods. 

Hingles and sprinks (ib.). Snares made with a horsehair loop 
and willow spring, for catching snipe, Ac 

Trammels, hopneta, and teaninga (ib.). These were variona 
kinds of nets for taking fish. One kind of trammel was a 
very loose-hanging net with fine mesh, set before another with 
large mesh made of coarse strong cord. With little force 
the fine net was forced through the large meshes of the 
coarse net, thus formit^ a bag in which the fish was secnred. 
A net of the same kind was used for taking hares alive, for 
ooursing. Hares thus taken have been sold for as muoh as 
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lOt. each, exolodTe of oost of oatohing. Hopnets are 
probably stop-neta, placed acroea a river or drain at a distanoe 
in front of the drag-net, to prevent the fish escaping. 

Bli&e (ib. ) Probably a poisonous water-plant v/aa so called. 
There is one plant said to cause irritation to the skin of boys 
bathing when they get among it. In the Comm^sion of 
Bewers " slake " iB the word lued. 

Barwell .... seed wheat (p. 325). Mr. Clovers, from whom a 
oertain Hnd of red wheat had the name of Cloven' Bed, 
lived at BurweU. When young I had some dealings with 
him. He had a room for business at the Angel Hotel, 
Peterborough, on the first day of the October fair. 

Glsy-Hithe Penn (ib.). This was the dock pen, for lowering 
lighters or barges. 

Dr. Mason (ib. ) was a bone-setter who lived at Boston. One of 
the same name, and I believe of the same family, now 
resides at Wisbeoh. During the operation of reducing a 
fracture an " ill face " was a tine qua non. 

For "poy " (p. 326) see Vol III., p. 171. I am familiar with 
the proverb quoted p. 326, which I know in this form : — 
A hammer and a beetle 
Spella our church steeple. 
A beetle is a large wooden hammer for driving stakes. This 
version makes aense of the first two words of the second line ; 
but the proverb, if it is anything more than a meaninglesa 
jingle, still needs explanation. 

Crown-net (p. 838) is usnally called in the Fens a oast-net. 
It is a long net abont 6 feet deep, having heavy sinkers on 
the bottom edge, and a line threaded in the top. Th^ is 
great art in casting this net over a school of fi^. (A school 
of fish was an expression once in very common use ; 
probably a oormption of shoal,*) Crown-nets can only bo 
successfully used in streams free from weeds. q Er ab

It will be anClind that U 
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868,— Wlltthoipe Chnroh.— Situated at the eztFeme edge 
of the f'en district, just on the border as given iu the mnp in 
Miller's Hand-Book to the Ferdand* is the little church of 
Wilsthorpe. It is far from any main road and very little 
known. In iteelf it is of no great interest ; but it oontains one 
ancient sepalchral effigy, and one solitary inscription, whioh 
are worth recording. 

The church is dedicated to S. Faith. Two other ohnrches 
only in Lincolnshire are said to have this dedication. There 
was another also, now destroyed, at Lincoln. According to 
the inscription given below, the present building was erected by 
Mr. Edward Cnrtis. There was an ancient chnrch, situated a 
little further to the west, which was pulled down in 1716. The 
church built in its place was altered, and rendered a little more 
eodeeiastioal in character, under the auspices of the late Dean 
of Stamford, the Very Bev. E. R Mantell, who was Bector of 
Oretford, of which place Wilsthorpe is a hamlet. The church 
was reopened, after this reconstmction, in 1863. The original 
roof of the nave, which is flat, has been retained ; but a new 
gabled roof has been placed over the chanceL 

The chnrch has nave and chancel only, with small vestry 
(new) on the south. The west front is of a poor classioal style, 
having a belfry like a little piece of Somerset House, or 
Newgate, surmounted by a small slate spire. The windows 
are round-headed, with plate tracery. 

The effigy, of course preserved from the old church, is 
placed at the north side of the altar. It represents a oross- 
l^ged knight in chain armour, having the hand in the middle 
of the eword. There is some animal for the feet to rest on ; 
the left foot is perfect, but the right foot is gone. On the 
shield, the shape of which marks it to be of thirteenth century 
date, are these bearings : — Two bars (or, perhaps, barry), 
vrith three mullets in chief. The same ooat is on the tunic 
Bound the hem of the tunic are remains of a motto, or senti-

The monumental tablet to the Gortis family has thia in-

Saored to the Memory of the Cdbtib Family, Lords of this 
Mannor; this Monument is Erected by their HeireBs BeiIz. the 
Wife of 8iB John Shith Bar*, of Sydling in Dortetthin; 
putionlarly of her Mach lamented Father B(»bbt Gubtis 
Etq*. Barister at Law He died March 16 : 1713 Aged 33 
Tears, Universaly beloved and Beapeoted ; leaving her his Only 
Child, by Eliz. the D&aght^ of John Wyldbobe of P^erboroa^ 
Etq. Likewise in Grateful Bemembranoe of her Unole Noah 
CcBTiB Etq. He died unmarried Oct. IS, 1769 Aged 66 Years, 
and left her his Heir. Their remains with those of EIdwabo 
their Father (who Built this Ghnrcb) and Sabah his wife, 
Hbhbt and Chablbb their sons lye deposited within the Chancel. 

Below this monument are the Curtis arms : — Paly of six, 
or and azure, a feas ohequy, azure and or. Great, a ram's 
head. Th^ is almost identical with the ooat used by the Curtis 
family, baronets, of Caynham Court, Ludlow. A hatchment 
shews the anns of the Smiths, baronets, now sztinot : — A feeae 
ootiaed between three martlets. On the shield is the Ulster hand. 

Wilsthorpe is about five miles south of Bourne. At the last 
oengns its population was 8i. Ed. 

859.— Crosland Ewto^. — In Sweeting's Parith Ckurchet 
in and around Peterborough, 1868, p. 122, it is said of 
Crowland : — " The living is now a rectory. How it became so 
oalled, or why this description was reoognised, is not known." 
The following notes will assist to dear up the origin of Crow- 
land rectory. 

Before the dissolution of the monastery the inhabitants of the 
town were permitted to use a part* of the abbey ohurch. This 
was the north aisle of the nave, which was unusually broad,

which is still used. There was no separate ohuroh, and no 
benefice with oure of souls. After the eurrender volunteers 
may have attended to the spiritnal wanta of the inhabitants. 
In 1651 the Crown leased the manor to Lord Edward Clinton, 
and the church may have been a donative, as at Thomey. 
Little is known about it till the reign of Charles I., when 
Robert Chaptnan, clerk, by will, transferred the rectory, with all 
its rights, members, and appurtenances, to the incumbent for the 
time being. The Ber. Angustine Bracher found it necessary 
to appeal to the Commissioneis for Pions Uaes to hold an in- 
quisition to establish his right, under the will of the donor. The 
return of the Commiseioneis, made in 1639, is aa follows* : —

in na lyeth) that the said Bectory or pamooage afs'' shall lor ever be and 
remain with Aagostiue Biacher olerke who now bath the onre of sonles 
there and his saooeBSors in the same reotory and persona^ having the same 
oare according to the will of the said donor Robert Chapman which wee 
submit to ;onr honotira further pleasure hamblle taitelng out leavM and 
At y' honours comonde 
Bdm. Ball, J>f moke Walpole, Thoa Holt, Edw. Smvtb. 
The parish is probably co-extensive with the manor. During 
the commonwealth Col. Valentine Walton was in possession of 
the manor, and an intruder of the reotory. In 1671 the Crovm 
leased the manor of Crowland, and the marsh called Great 
Fnrsant (qy. Postland ?), excepting Gt^island and Aldeiiand, 
for 60 years to Sir Thomas Orby, who made an assignment to 
Bobert Hunter, and so it passed to Bobert Orby Hunter, 
> Fstty Bsg 4 UOu. I. 
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fzom whom mortgagees took poaaoMJon in 1769. The manor 
was afterwards alienated from the Crown by Aot of Patllament.* 

There ware several anlto about the rectory in the 17Ui 
oentary. In 1677 there is one instituted by Henry Feme, 
oleik, against Samuel Kendal and others about the tithes. 
Feme was Sector, and also held a prebend in Liuooln Cathedral; 
he became Bector of Leveriugton, co. Camb., where he is 
bnried. Depositions of witnesses in this suit were token at the 
honse of Henry Molby "known by the eigne of the White 
Hart in Crowland," before Henry Fane and Joseph Davi^ 
Commissioners, t 

Thomas Hanter of Cowbitt slid. I was tenant of Alderland 16 yean 
ago, and paid tithei in kind to the then Incnmbeut WiUm. Styles, «o did 
others. In 1660 I U)Ok a letue from Sir Thol. Oibje, leuee of the Qaeea'a 
Uajeatj, of the manor ol Cropland and lands in Great Postland. I 
eDdea*oar«d to resist payment of tjtbes, bnt in the end sgreed lo pfty a 
oompoiitioii of £S0 to Mr. Stylecl 

Matthew Wyche of Btamford, apothecary, 61, said : Hy mother was 
tenuit of the Abbey Lands, and p^£4for tithe oompodtiou toHr. Stylet, 
and since her death I have done bo. 

A suit between Mr. Styles and William Biohmond is referred 
to. Other witneasea testify to the value of titheable property. 
Thus Geot^e Firth, labourer, says "the milk of a oow in 
Crowland is worth four pence per week, and a pig at the month 
is worth one shilling and 2 pence." Bichard Cherington, 
labourer, who was engaged by James Hampeon, the occupier 
of a decoy, says " in 1674 I was employed taking fowl in the 
decoy, and took about 100 dozen worth 8 ahillingB a dozen." 

The return of the Commissioners for Charitable Uses must 
have been ignored when William Richmond acquired the rights 
to the rectory, which he purported to transfer to Anthony 
Oldfield, clerk. This led to a suit with the above Henry Fame, 
who was officiating at Crowland. Depositions were taken at QtQ 
house of William Aahby, known by the sign of the Geo^e in 
Crowland, on 19th June, 1679.^ Among the witnesses were : —

Edwaxd Matson prodaoed a deed of 20 May, 1677, whereby Sir 
Thomas Mackworth tranBfeired the rectory to Anthony Oldfield. 
Tboa. Kempe, yeoman, 44, Mtid I have known the reotoiy 20 yean and 
knew Hr. Stylei to offloiate as cnrate and Incombent there (or about 
10 years before his decease. He died in April, 167T. I was present in tbe 
ohoToh of Orowlsnd and beatd the complai^iant read diTlne service within 
a short time alter tbe decease of WilL Btjies, and heard him read the 39 
Articles without any distnrbance in the charcb. I was present wlieo Johti 
Denbam by virtue of Che deed of 20 May, I6TT, entered and took possession 
of tbe rectory and gave peaceable livery and seizin thereof to the 
complainant. 

Henry Feme also went to law reapeeting the boundaries of the 
parish : but this waa probably in connection with his olaim for 
tithes. There is a suit, Henry Feme v. Sir Chris. Glapham 
and others, touching the metea and bounds of Great and Little 
Gogsland, alfl. Ghostland, recorded in £xch. Dep. by Comm. 
83 Oar. H., Mich. U. L.G. 

860.-DeUDqaents aromid Petarbopongh (834).— Tbe 
defeated loyalists were not harshly dealt with by the Committee 
at Goldsmiths' Hall, unless there were any suspicion of 
reousancy. The Papists were mined men. The estate of 
William Bawde of Walgrave was ordered to be sold and the 
proceeds to go to pay Parliament's debt to the shoemakers at 
Korttuuupton ; but a mere delinquent was glad to be let off 
with his fine at ^th. Christopher Thursby, of Cafitor, "com- 
pounded on his own discovery according to the vote of Farlia- 
ment. " Small estates not worth £200 were not assessed. This 
was the case of Henry Finimore of Yaxley. Minors did not 
esoape.

HeJ was 
fighting till the surrender of Newark to the Parliament in 
1646.

She died in 1606. She was grandmother of the Earl of Snrrey, 
the distinguiahed statesmaa, poet, and wttrrior, who was 
beheaded by Henry VUI. , one of the charges brought against 
him being that he quartered the arms of Edward the 
Confessor. 

Dame Margery Tilney was no doubt the wife of one of this 
family of Enights. 

The accident referred to above occurred on the evening of 
Sunday, 5th Aug., 1900, just aa Divine Service oame to an end. 
A heavy thunderstorm had been raging for some time, and the 
lightning struck one of the eight pinnacles of the tower, de- 
taching the ornamental stonework from its base. Fart of the 
mass so detached fell on to the roof, forced its way through the 
lead and wood of the roof and through the inner ceiling, and 
fell into the church, very near to the font;. This was happily 
not touched, though its stone base was damaged. The congre- 
gation was standing daring the playing of the Dead March, the 
Duke of Coburg having died during the previous week.

The 
larger part, said to weigh soma 15 cwts., fell inside the lantern, 
oruahing through the roof of the bell-chamber, and on to the 
framework of the bells.

863— Wild Fowl Drliln^ in tha Peiu.— Among the 
TransaDtionB of the Norfolk and Norwich Naturalists' Society, 
V<d. VII., p. 90, ifl an interesting article entitled "Wild-Fowl 
Driviiig in the Sixteenth Gentnry," by Mr. Thomas Southwell, 
a Vioe-Fresident of the Society. We have the author's 
permission to flummarise this paper for our readers. 

" The most productive, if the most destractive and reprehen- 
siUe method of taking wild-fowl was certainly that pnotised in 
certain parts of England long before the introduotion of Decoys 
proper (which did not take place till early in the seventeenth 
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oentary), aiul was known in the Linoolnshire and Ncn^olk 
Fenea8"I>nokiQg"; it is probable that the roinoos system here 
refaired to, aided by the drainage works which had been ander- 
taken, had ahready greatly depleted the vast maltitade of wild- 
fowl whioh bred in the Fens before the more Feasonable method 
of decoying had been introdooed to deal with the remnant that 
iras left." It is on record that poaching to a conuderable 
extent prevailed in the fifteenth oentory. In 1432 Bome men 
stole 600 fowl from the private waters of the Abbot of 
Growland. 

This method of driving is thoH described by Sir Balph Qallwey. 
Monlting drakes and flappers were driven by men in boetB, 
armed with sticks, " into a vast horse-shoe arrangement of nets 
ending in pipes similar to those in a Decoy." And this 
practice continued certainly till late in the seventeenth centoiy, 
for in a oonmianioation to the Boyal Society, 1696, referring 
to the Decoys at Wainfleet, we are told that "About Mid- 
summer (when moulting time is) several persons, some from 
Pleasure, others for Profit, go in small Boats among theBeeds, 
and with Long Poles knock them down, they not being able to 
Swim or Fly from them." 

Mr. Southwell quotes our article (Art. 474 ; Vol. U., p. 19) 
on "Deeping Fen Ducking," in which mention is made of 
the Act of Parliament made in 1634 against the destruction of 
wild-fowl. This Act complains that the "brode of wylde- 
foulle " is wasted by the pemioioue practice of the inhabitants 
of the districts taking great numbers of them at times when the 
old fowl are moulting and the young not folly feathered " by 
certen nettee and other ingyns and polycies; " and it protects 
the eggs of certain sorts under pain of one year's imprisonment, 
in addition to fines, varying with the different kinds of fowl. 
For each egg " destroyed, purloined, withdrawn, or taken from 
any Nest or Flaoe," of a orane, or bustard, the fine was 20d. ; 
for an e^ of a bittern, heron, or spoon-biU (oaUed a sbovelard), 
the fine was 8d. ; while one penny each was held sufBoient for 
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ftn egg of a mallard, teal, or other wild-fowL In some inataDoee 
birds are named among those which may not be netted, but 
their eggs are not inolnded among those which must not be 
taken, because they did not breed in this country. 

But this Act did not long remain in foroe. It was repealed 
in 1660. And the effect of this seems to have been that 
"atthougb the taking of their eggs was still prohibited, the 
wild-fowl themeelves were left unprotected"; and accordingly 
large numbers continued to be taken. The impoverishment of 
the people who made their living by taking the wild-fowl was 
the ostensible occasion of the repeal of the Act of 1631. 

No further l^islation seems to have occurred on this subject 
till 1706. In that year an Act was passed " for the better 
Preservation of Game " ; and in the preamble reference is made 
to the " idle loose Persons " who did the poaching, and to the 
receivers who supported them. The unlioeneed persons who 
used "Greyhounds, Setting Di^, Hayes, Lurcheis, Tunnels, 
or any other engines to kill or destroy game " were liable to be 
punished. This Act was in three years supeneded by another 
which specially recites the ' ' great Damage and Decay of the 
Breed of Wild Fowl " caused by driving and taking them at 
tmseasonable times. The fine was Ss. for each fowl, and there 
was farther a penalty of not less than fourteen days or mote 
than one month in prison, with whipping, hard labour, and the 
loss of nets and engines employed. 

The Act was confirmed in 1710 and in 1737, but having 
been f onnd not wholly effectual, the dose time was extended, 
HO as to last from 1 June to 1 Oct. 

The last Act on the subject seems to have been passed in 
1831 ; except, of oourse, the recent Wild Birds Protection Acta. 
AU previous Acts, 27 in number, beginning in the reign of 
Biohard II., were rq»ealed. The eggs of certain wild-fowl 
were protected, and no person not having right of killing game 
on any land might do ao without the permisBion of some one 
who had such right. 
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864.— The GflntlAmen'B Sooiaty of Petarbonn^ — 

This Society was institated as a sort of branch of the wall 
known tmd still very Souriehiiig Society a.t Spalding ; &nd in 
the early days of its prosperity aa sn association of men of 
letters who read papers, and kept up literary oorrespondenoe 
with Boholars all over England, it was in oonstant oommnnioa- 
tion with the members of the parent Society at Spalding. For 
many years the Society has degenerated into a mere circalating 
library : and at last the members felt that the valuable oolleoiioD 
of books in its poeaesaion would be more generally useful if 
made over to tbe Corporation Library ; and it woe agreed that 
this should be done. But the original members of the Society 
had not been without fear that the enthusiasm of its early years 
might not lost, and that there might come in the future a time 
when the supply of competent scholars, willing to engage in 
regular literary ezeroisea such as were the rule at first, would 
fail : and they aooordiogly provided that if such a time should 
arrive, and the Society should be dissolved, its collections 
should be offered to the Dean and Chapter of Peterborough for 
preservation in the Minster Library. It became necessary, 
therefore, before the books could be offered to the Corporation, 
to obtain the consent of the Cathedral authorities. This was 
not only readily given, but they also offered to restore to the 
Society, to be included in the gift to the City Library, the 
earliest Minute Book of the Society, which had been in their 
possession for nearly fifty years. On the first page of this 
book is this note :^

How this book came into Mr. Freeman's possession is not 

known. He does not appear to have ever been a member of the 

Society, though it is thought his fatbar may have been. If so, 

tbe latter may have borrowed the book for perusal, and it may 
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have still been in his keeping at the tdme of hia death, and so 
same to his son. From the inscription joBt given it is dear 
that the Beotor of Folkesworth oonddered the Sooiety to have 
fallen away altogether from its first intention, and that the 
making over of its books to the Cathedral waa merely a matter 
of time.

From this Minate Book, which is called " A Journal of the 
Tiansaotions of the Gentlemen's Sooiety in Feterborongh 
instituted the Twenty Sixth day of August 1730," a list of 
Members has been drawn up. Some of these names are taken 
from their signatures when admitted, Bome are from the notices 
of election in the minutes, and some are from their being 
described in some places as membere, although no note of their 
election appears. The list is therefore probably not quite 
complete. The members ware of two sorts ; Regular Members, 
who resided in Peterborough or the immediate neighbourhood, 
and who were expected to attend the meetings pretty constantly; 
and Honorary Members, who resided at a distance, and who 
were expected occasionally to correspond with the Society, and 
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to make some gift to the Library, and to attend meetings whan 
in Peterborough. Begular Members, on their leaving Peter- 
borongh, were often placed on the list of Honorary Members. 
The period oovered hj this Minnte Book only extends from 
Angust, 1730, to March, 1743. Any notes, biographical ot 
otherwise, whioh correspondents may be able to snpply, will be 
welcome.

BoTer&l oorrespondents have obligingly made suggeetione as to 
the meaning of aome diSioalt words that ooottrred in the gild 
Mooants lately published. "HemUod" is very possibly 
hempland. "Enobarde," some sort of fish (as it seems) 
reckoned by sticks, is very likely a local name for eels, for it is 
still the custom to string eels on a stick or twig of osier. But 
the word itself cannot be found. " Que " is given in Halliwell 
as a Lincolnshire word for a cow : and ' ' quey ' ' occurs in soma 
aooonnts for a heifer. " Queywords " may therefore be oon- 
naoted with the hiring of the gild cow or cows : it may indeed 
be equivalent to cow-herds; and we know from another entry 
thai the gild at one time let oat a oow on hire. With regard 
to "aylstole," W.W.H. Ba.ya:~"InSbaw'8Dreuet of the Middle 
Ageg, Vol. I. , there are quaint engravings taken from an Anglo- 
Saxon Calendar, o. 1050 ; and under April we find a drinking 
eoene represented in honour of the goddess Eratra. 'Three 
persons, seated in front, are the lords of the feast, and they 
are drinking from cups of various forms. They are seated on 
what was called the medu-benc (mead-bench) or eah-benc (ale- 
benoh), because it was the kind of seats with which their halls 
were furnished. The name itool and teat were applied to seats 
of ceremony. ' I take it that the ale-bench, or the ' ayl-atole, ' may 
refer in some cases to the bench on which the gueeta sat, in othera 
to the bench on which the barrels were placed in the cellar." 

In the Town Bailiff's Accounts (Art. 646) a payment is made 
"forSoourin part of Horsegate Bought." Bailey gives "Bout 
{Route, F.) a Road or Way." If we may take the additional 
gh as an eccentricity in spelling, the pronunciation being un- 
affected, this makes the entry intelligible. 

Another oorrespondent says that the word occurs in a book 
dated liS63, where mention is made of water going to New 
Dyke and North Dyke "Bofts." It is evidently a water-way 
of some kind. In the same article "Waing at y*" seems a 
mis-reading for "Waingate." 
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
